Begetter, StatuUi at Largt^ and numerouB other oompilations. In almost every 
instance the authority is quoted for the extract made and date assigned, 
though inadvertence may have prevented, m some few oasele^ a duo 
acknowledgment. 

The leading events of every countiy, whether ancient or modem kingdoms, 
are to be found m the annals of each respectively, as m the casea^ for instance, 
of Gbeeob, Rohe, the Eastern Empire, England, Franoe, and Germany 
But, mdependently of this plan of reference^ when any histoncal occurrenoe 
daims, from its importance, more specific mention, it is made m a separate 
article, according to alphabetical arrangement. Thus, m the annals of 
England, the dates are given of the foundation of our universities, the 
institution of honorary orders, and signature of Magm Cluirta, we find, m 
those annals, the periods of our civil wars, and remarkable eras m our history, 
set down as th^ have occurred , but if more ample mformation be necessary 
to the Reader, and if he desire to know more than the more date of any fret or 
incident, the partioulora ore supplied under a distinct head. In the same way, 
the pages of Battles supply the date of cadi, in the order of time , yet m all 
instances where the battle has any relation to our own country, or is 
memorable or momentous, the duef features of it are stated in another part of 
the volume 

The Compiler persuades himself that the Diotionart of Dates will be 
received as a useful companion to all Biographical works, relating, as it does, 
to 1h(mg$ as those do to persons, and affording information not mduded m the 
range or design of such pubhcations.

ADMIRALTY, Couet of Erected by Edward HI m 1857 Tins is a civil court for 
the trial of causes relating to montimc affairs In cnmmal matters, which commonly relate 
to piracy, the proceedings were formerly by accusation and information , but this being 
found inconvenient, it was eniu^ted, by two statutiH made in the reign of Henry Y1 11 , that 
crmiiual causes should lie tried by witnesses and a jury, soinc of the judges at Westminster 
(or, as now, at Gie Old Bailey) assisting The judgeship of tlie Admiralty was constituted, 
as at present, in 1514, and was fdlud bvtuoormore functimianoa until tho Revolutiuii, when 
it was restm ted to one Jkolatm The jud^ has usually been an eminent doctor of the 
civil law There are appeals from the deusions of this court to the judicial committee of 
the privy council, by stiitub s 11 George IV and 1 Wilbani IV 1880 and 1881 By 20 & 21 
Vict c 77 (1857) tho judge of the l^&to court was to be also judge of the Admiralty court.

AFGHANISTAN, Imiia A laigo countrv, in feiitral Asia, i^uquoml by tho Tartars 
about 977 The iMaliopitiii dun dynasty, the Ghazni viiIim, ait^ said to liuvc ruhnl Uie Alf^ans 
from 1186 to 1206 They wen 0011111161*06 bv Gciighis khan alumt 1221 and Tamerlane (1308 ) 
Baber conquind Caulnu in 1523 , on his death Alghanistan was divided between the emxnro 
of Persia and Jlindostan The Afglians rc\oliixl 111 1720 , invailed Persia and took IsjHihan, 
but wire n pulsed by Nadu Shall 111 1728, who in 17 17 huIhIuchI tho whole of thnr i^miitry 
On his asBassiiiation 111 1747 one of his oiht^jw, Ahmed Shall, an Afghan, lonued Afghanistan 
into an independent kingilom, and iiigned prospeixmsly till 1773 His son and Bui^cHsor, 
Timonr, dud in 1793 , whose son, Zemaun, was dotlirouid and bhndcil after icigning ten

AFRICA. Called Lihiia by tho Grujks, one of the threi ]»Brts of tho ancient world, and tho 
greatest jieniiisulu of the universe , iirst poox>ledby Ham koi its history si 0 Egifjd, CmUutgc, 
Abyssinia, Algiers, Murocat, &i It was tiually subdued by Gie Uoinons under Pouiikv, 
B.C 82, conquered by tho Vandals under Geiiscnc, A p 429 — 4d5 , and rcumquei'oil by Bell 
sanus, B c 533 seq In tin seventh century, about 637, the Mahanmicdan Arabs subilued 
tho north of Afni^i , and tlieir descendants, under tho name of Moors, constituti a great part 
of tho jiresent ]Mqmlation h nglish inert hauts visited Guinea in 1 559 , and h JizuIh th granted 
a patiiit to a comiHuiy in 1588 In 1723 laptam Stibbs sailed up tlio Gambia. Among tlie 
late distin^shecl travillors in this quarter of the world may lie mentioned Bruce, who 
commenced Ins travels m 1768 , Mungo Pork, who made his hrst voyagi to Afneo, May 22, 
1795 and his second voyage, Januaiy 80, 1804, but from whith he never returned (see 
Park) , Salt, in 1805 and 1809 , Burekhoidt, m 1812 , Jionicmann, in 1816 , Denham and 
Clapperton, in 1822 , the brothers Lauder, in 1830 ITioGnat Niger expedition, (for which 
parliament voted 61,0002 ,) consisting ot tho Albert, Wdberforce, and Soudan steam ships, 
sailed m the summer of 1841 Tlio vessels commenced the ascent of tlie Niger, Aug 20 , 
but when they reached Iddah, fever broke out among the 1 n ws, and they were successively 
obhgeil to return, tlie Albert luiving aseeiideil the nvei to Fgga, 320 miles from the sea. Sept 
28 The expedition was, in the end, wholly rebuquished owing to distase, heat, and 
hardships, and all the vessels bod cast anchor at Clan, nee Cove, Fernando Po, on Oct 17 
same year James Kielianlson explored the great Soliara in 1845 6, and ui 1849 (by direction 
of the Foreign Ofhee) he h ft kn^und to explore central Afnea, accom]Minjcil by Drs. Baith 
and Overweg Richardson died March 4, 1851 , and Overw^, Sept 27, 1852 Dr Vogel 
was sent out with reinforcements to Dr Barth, Feb 20, 1853 Dr Bai^ returned to 
ISngland, and received the Royal Geographical So^ety's medal.

AFRICAN ASSOCIATION was formed m June 1788, for promotmg the exploration of 
Inner A'hca, pnn(i]>ally by Sir Joseph Ranks , and under its auspices many additions were 
made to African gcograiiliy by Ijodyaid, l*ark, Burckhanlt, Homomoun, &c It inciged into 
the Royal Geographical Society m 1831 

AFRICAN COMPANY A society of merchants trading to Afiica An assoc lation in 
Exeter, whidi was formed in 1588, gave rise to tins company A cJiarter was grouted to a 
joint stock company in 1618 , a third company was rreatod in 16J1 , a fourth corporation m 
1662 , ancl anutnor toinied by letters ]ialcnt in 1672, and remodelled in 1695 The nj^ts 
vested in the present c ompany are liy 28 Geo II 1749 

AFRICAN INSTITUTION Foundcsl in Ijondnn in 1807, for the abolition of the dave 
trade, and the civilisation of Africa Many schools have been esiablislied with success, 
jiorticnlarly at Sierra l^ooue, uhoro the number of scholais, male and female, is said to 
approach 2000 Lagh 

AGAPiE, Feasts of Chanty (from agttjie^ Greek foi lo\o, chanty), mentioned Tudi* 12, of

AGAPEMONIANS Tins fanatic seed; (which originated ^ith one Henry James Pnnee) 
state that they live in a state of hrotlierly love, dilivenng tlicinsilvcs up to innocent 
amusements of all kinds, not vexing themselves nith the core^ of ordinary mortals, and 
believe that they exist in communion with God Tliey luive tlieir residence ui a 
huilebng called ** Agiv])cinone,” (a Greek term signifying the uIknIo of love) near Bndge 
water. 111 Soiiirrsctslin'o In a cose brought before the vice e liaiicullor’s cemrt, May 22, 
1850, by a pci'son named Thomas Robinson, to reesove r tbo possession of his child from the

AGE, OF In England tlie niinont^ of a male terminates at toenty one, and of a female 
in some cases, as that of a queen, at eighteen In 1547, tlie im^jonty of Edward YI was, 
bv the will of hiH father, fixed at ei^itoen years , previously to completmg which age, 
Henry YllI had himself assumoel tlie reigns of government, in 1509 A male of twdve 
may take the oath of allegumce , at fourteen he may consent to a marriage, or choose a 
guardian , at seventeen ho may he an i xecutor, and at twenty one he is of age , but 
according to the statute of wills, 7 William IV and 1 Yictona, cap 26, 1887, no will made 
by any person under tho age eif twenty one years shall be valid. A female at twelve may 
consent to a mamoge , at fourtoeu idio may choose a guardian, and at twenty one 
ahe 18 of age.

At a mview he seized the ringleaders of a mutiny, shot one 
instantly, m the presence of his compamons and the forces on the ground, and thus, by a 
bold act, restored the disciplmo of the army iZtM/ie Daniel O’Connell, (ailed the Agitator 
of Ireland, was bom m 1775 He liogan to agitate at the eliustions iii 1826 , uos elected for 
CTare July 5, 1828 , the election being declared void, he was ro elected July 30, 1829 After 
the passing of the Catholic Emancipation bill, he agitated m vain for the repeal of the 
Union, 1834 to 1843 He died May 15, 1847 — ^Buhanl (k>bdcn and John Blight were anti 
com law agitators, 1841 5 

AGRA, FoHTiiRBS OF, tenned the key of Hmdostan, siinindorcd m the war witli tlie 
Malmittaif^ to the British forces, under General Lake, Oct. 17, 1803, m one day’s sn^ 
164 pieces of ordnance and 240,000/ were captured This was once the most splendid of all 
the Indian cities, and now exhibits very niagnificeiit mins In the 17th centnry the 
groat raognl frequently rosided here , Ins imlaccs, and those of the Oinndis, were veiy 
numerous , Agra then contained uIkivc 60 camvonsarics, 800 baths, and 700 mosques 
Hee MatMUvms 

AGRARIAN LAW, Agrarui ler An equal division among the Roman ])ooplo of all the 
lomls uhich Giey acqmi'od by coiitinesi, liinitJig the acres wliieh each jicrson uiould opjo} 

It was first proposed by Spunus Cassius, to gam the favour ot the citizens, 486 ]i.c It was

AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY Sir Iliimpliiy Davy ddivered lectures on this sub 
ject (ofterwaids publishcHl), at the instanoo of the Boaiil of Agniulturo, ui 1812, but it 
excited little attention till the publnAtion of laobig’s woik in 1840, which made a powerful 
impression Boussingault’s “Ecoiiomie Ruralc,” an etpially important work, appeared in 
1844 Tlie immoderate expectations from this study having been somewhat (bsaj^mted, a 
partial reaction has token place, and much controvci'sy ensued Liebig’s Letters on 
Agriculture” appeared m 1859 

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES Tlie first sodoty for the promotion of agncultmu ui 
the British Isles, of whoso history we have any occoimt, was the Soetdy of Improwra of 
AgrwaUiun tn ScoUa/nd, instituted in 1723 Tlie establishment of the I>M%n AgruuUwnU 
m 1749, gave a stimulus to ogneulture m Ireland , but the ongiii of this society 
may oe traced as early os 1781, when Mr Prior of Rathdownoy, Queen’s County, and a 
number of gentlemen associated themselves for the improvement of husbandly Societies 
for the promotion of ogneulture multiplied in every direction duniig the eighteentii 
century , among Giem the hipest rank may be claiincd for the /fa/A and We^ of Englonul 
Soenidy m 1777, and the iRghUmd tSocMiy of Soolland, in 1798 llie Loudon Board of 
Agnculture was established, by act of jiarliament, same yoai Francis, duke of Bedford, 
who died March 2, 1802, was a great promoter of agnculture The JhwoZ AgricuUwral 
Society of Enylamd was estabbslied in 1888 by a number of noblemen and gentlomen, the 
chief landed propnetors in the kingdom, and was mcoiporatod ly Royal Charter m 1840 
It holds two meetings annuaUy, one ui London, the other in the country The first oountiy 
meetmg was at Oxf(^ m 1889 It awards prizes, and publishes a valuable jouinaL 


AGRICULTURE is mentioned Genesis ch iv The Athenians protend that it was 
among them the art of sowing com began , and the Cretans, Snuhaus, and li^yptians lay 
(daim, the last with most protebility to the honour Cato the Censor (died b.0 149) and 
Varro (died b.o 28) were eminent Roman agncultural writers. It was brou^^t into 
England ^ the Rmnw about A.D 27 Fitzherbert’s ** Book of Husbandry ” was printed 
in 1584 , Tusser's “ Five Hundred Pomts of Husbandry ” in 1562 , Bly^e’s *‘lmprover”m 
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1649 . Hartlib’t ** Legacy ” in 16f0 , and Jethro Tnll'a ** Hone hoeing Hnabandiy” in 1701

82,160,000 acres m cultivation, of the annual value of 87,412,0002 In August 1855, 
a Committee presented a report on ^e best mode of obtammg accurate agncultural 
statistioB There were m 1881, 1,055,982 agncultural labourers m Great Britmn, and in 
Ireland 1, 1*11,715 , while the cultivated land of Great Bntam amounts to about 84,250,000 
acres, and that of Ireland only to about 14,000,000 Smce that time much land has been 
brouc^t mto cultivation. See Wheal. 

AIR OB Atmosphebe. Anaximenes of Miletus dedared air to bo a sdf existent deity, and 
the first cause of oveiytlung created, 580 b o Posidonius calculated the height of the 
atmosphere to be 800 stadia, about 79 d.c The pressure of air, about 1411b8 to &e square 
inch, was discovered by Tomcelli, a d 1645, which was found by Pascal, m 1647, to vary 
with the height Holley, Newton, and others, up to the present time have lUustnted the 
agency and imnences of this great power by vanous experiments, and numerous inventions 
have followed from them , among otliers the air-gun of Outer of Nurembeig in 1656 , the 
oir-pnmp, mvented by Otto von Guoncke of Mogdebuig about 1650 , imivoved by the 
illustnons Bo;s^ in 1657 , and the oir pipe, mvented by Mr Sutton a brewer of London, 
about 1756 ^e density and elasticity of air were determined by Boyle , and its rdation 
to li^t and sound by Hooke, Newton, and Derham. Its composition, about 77 parts of 
mtrogon, 21 of oxygen and 2 of other mattoin, (such as carbomc acid, watery vaponr, a trace 
of ammonia, Ac., ) was oscertamed by Hales, Blao^ Pnestley, Scheele, liivoisier, andCavendiA , 
and its laws of refraction were mvestigated by Dr Bradley, 1787 In 1858 Dr R. Angus 
Smith made known a chemical method of ascertaining the amount of oig^c matter m the 
air The researches of Dr Schdubcnn, a German chemist of Basel, led to the discovery of two 
states of the oxygon in the air which ho calls ozone and anlozone See Ozone, 

AIX LA CHAPELLE (Aaohen) A Roman city, now m Rhenish Prussia. Here 
Ch a rl e ma gne was bom A.D 742, and died 814 , havmg built the minster (796 804), and 
conferred many privileges on the city, in which fifty five emperors have since been crowned. 
The imperial insignia were removed to Yionna m 1795 The first treaty of peace signed here 
was between France and Spam, when France yielded Frandie Gomt4, but retamed her 
conquests m the Netherlands, May^ 1668 The second, or celebrated treaty, was between 
Great Britain, France, Holland, Hunmoy, Spam, and Genoa. By this memorable peaces 
the treaties of Westphalia m 1048, ofNimmen m 1678 uid 1679, of Ryswiidc m lA7, of 
Utrecht m 1718, of Baden m 171^ of ^ Iriide Alliance nf 1717, of the Quadruple Alliance 
m 1718, and of Vienna m 1788, were renewed and confimed. Signed on the part of 
Enc^d by John, earl of Sandwich, and sir Thomas Robinson, Oct 7, 1748 A congress of 
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the imieigiiB of Austria, Russia, and Prussia, assisted hjr mimsters from England and 
France, was held at Aix la-Ohapelle, and a convention signed, Oct 0, 1818 The sum then 
due fix>m France to the idlies was settled at 265,000,000 of francs 

AKEBICAN, a ^ace of consideTable trade m Bessarabia, where the cdebrated treaty 
between Russia and Turkey was concluded in 1826 

ALBA m Italy Founded by Ascanins, 1152 b.c , and called Longa, because the city 
extended along the hill Albanua This kingdom lasted 487 years, and was ^emed by a 
race of kuiffl, the descendants of iEneas, m tne order following , bnt little of meir history is 
known, and that of donbtfbl authenticity

ALBAinA (in the ancient Epinus) Tlic Albanians became independent during tlio 
decline of the Graek empire , and, about 1443, under George Ca8tiiot(Scaiidorbqg), baffled the 
efforts of Mahmoud 11 to subdue them, till tlie siege of Sciitan m 1 478, when &ey partially 
submitted They again became mdependent under All Pacha, of Janina, in 1812, who 
defeated tlie Turkish pachas, and govemod ably, but cruelly and despotically, till Feb 1822, 
when ho and his two sons were slam, after suri^ndenng under a solemn promise of safety 

ALBIGENSES. They had then ongm abemt A D 1160, at Albigeois, in Languedoc, 
and at Toulouse , they opposed tho doctrines of the Church of Rome, and professod a hatred 
of oil tho corruptions of tliat ndigion They were persecuted os Mammueans, 1168 A 
crusade commenced against tliem m 1208 Simon de Montfort commanded, and at Bezi^ros 
ho and the pope's legato put fnends and foes to the sword, saying ** God will find his own I ** 
At Minerb^ he burnt 150 of the Albigenses alive and at La Vaur, ho hanged the 
governor, and beheaded the chief jieoplo, drowni^ the governor’s wife, and m^enng 
other women They next defeated tho count of ^ulonso with tho loss of 17,000 men 
Peace was made m 1229 See Waldenaes

ALCHEMY The romantic forerunner of tlie science of chomistiy its objects being the 
discovery of the philosopher’s stone, (which was to effect the transmutation of metals mto 
raid,) an alkahest or universal menstranm, tho dixir of life, and others equally ndiculons 
If regard be had to tradition, alchemy must be as old os the Flood , yot tew idulo8q[dieT8, 
poets, or physunans, ftom Homer till 400 years after ChriRt^ mention any such thing Tlie

red imd white powder Being a Fellow of the Royal Society, he was reqmred, upon pam of 
enulmon, to repeat his experiments before Messrs. Kirwan and Wolfe (some say Higgins) , 
but after much equivocation and delay ho took poison and died, August, 1788

ALDERNEY, Racx of Through this strait the French made their escape after their 
defeat at the battie of La Hogue, by immiral Rooke, m 1692 — It is celebrated for two memor 
able and fetal occurrences WiRiam of Normandy, son of Henry 1 of England, with a vast 
crowd of young nobility (us many as 140 youths of the pnncipal femilies of France and 
Bntam), was overtaken by a stonn, and aU wore lost, on Nov 26, 1120 The Bntish man 
of war Vtctory, of 100 guns and 1100 men, was also wrecked here, October 6, 1744, when 
the admiral, sir John &lchan, and all his crew, pendied. 

ALDERSHOTT CAMP, near Famham, about 36 miles from London. In Apnl, 1864, 
the War Office, having obtained a mant of 100,000/ , purchased 4000 acres of land, for a 
permanent camp for 20,000 men Barracks have been smce erected for 4000 infentry, 1600

They 
were again vanquished by Julian, a.d 866, 367 They finaUy became sulgect to Clovis by 
the battle of Tolbiac, a.d 496 The Snalnans are th& descendants. 
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ALEPPO A laige city of Syria, called }3j the nativea Haleb, and anciently Berosa. 
The padialic of Aleppo u one of the five govemmenta into whidi Syria la divided. It waa 
taken 1^ the Turks, A n 688 , 1^ Saladin, 1198 , and aadiLod by Timonr, 1400 The 
depopulation occasioned by the plaCTe has frequently been dreadful , 60,000 persona were 
computed to have penshed by it in 1797 Aleppo suffered severely from the temble ear& 
quakes m 1822 and 1880 It has often been the scene of fanatical massacres. One vras 
caused 1^ an attack of the Mahometans upon the Chnstian inhabitants— numbers falling 
victims to their merciless assailants, who burnt everything m their way , three dinrohes 
were destroyed, five others were plundered, and the total loss of property amounted to about 
a million sterling , no interference was attempted by the pacha or the Turkish soldiers, 
Oct 16, 1850 

ALESSANDRIA, a city of Piedmont, built in 1178 under the name of Caesarea by the 
Milanese and Cremonese, to defend the Tanaro agamst tilie emperor It was named Ales 
sandna after pope Alexander HI Near it was fought a battle, oetween the Anstro-Bussian 
army under Suworrow and the French under Moreau, when the latter was defeated. The 
French had possessed themselves of Alessandria the year before, but th^ were driven out 
July 21, 1799 It was apiii dehverud up to them inter the battle of Marenm m 1800 
The village and battle field of Marengo lie east of the town. It was strongly fortified ly 
Napoleon , but its works were destnyed at the peace in 1814 A European subscnption 
was commenc-ed in 1856, to restore the fortifications. 

ALEXANDER, Era of Dated from the death of Alexander the Great, Nov 12, 828 B 0

liofore the birth of Christ, and, in consofinonco, the year 1 A p was equal to 5508 This

ALEXANDRIA (Ecypt), tlie walls whereof woi'e six miles in circuit, built by Alexander 
the Great, 882 B.C , tiwcn by C^sar, 47 Ji c , and the libraiy of the Ptolemies (founded 
B c 298), contaming 400,000 valuable works in MS , was accidentally burnt by a fire which 
occurred during Caesai^s attack. Another library was destroyed A 1> 890, when paganism 
was su]ipreBsed by the decree of Theodosius. Conquered by the Saracens, A D 640, when 
the second library, consisting of 700,000 vdames, was totally destroyed 1y the victors, 
who heated the water for their baths for six months by bummg books instead of wood, ly 
command of the caliph Omar * It was plundered ij the crusaders in 1865 This was 
formerly a place of groat trade, all the treasures of the east being deposited here before the 
discovery of the route by the Cape of Good Hope Taken by the French under Bonaparte, 
when a massacre ensued, July 5, 1798 , and from them by the British in the memorable 
battle mentioned m next article, in 1801 Alexandria was agam taken by the Bntish, under 
General Fraser, March 21, 1807 , but was evacuated. Sept. 28, same year For later events 
here, see St/na and Turh^ The railway to Cairo was formed m 1851 

ALEXANDRIA, Baitle of, between the French under Menou, who made the attack, 
and the Bntish army, under sir Ralph Abercrombie, amounting to about 15,000 men, which 
had but recently debarked , fought March 21, 1801 The Bntish were victonous, but sir 
Ralph Abercrombie was mortally wounded , and after the retreat of Menon, he was earned to 
the admiral’s ship, and died on the 28th The command devolved on migor general Hutchinson, 
who baffled all the schemes of Menou, and obliged him to surrender. Sept 2 following, the 
victor gnaranteemg the conveyance of the Frmch (whoso number exceeded 10,000) to a 
French port in the Mediterranean.

moursions of the Spaniards He and his successors governed ably but cruelly , the latter as 
vicerqys of the sultan of Turkey Deys wore appomted by the Algennes themselves about 
1600 , and about 1623 they liecame mdependont of the sultaiL The Algennes for afms 
braved the resentment of the most powerful states m Chnstendom, and the emperor Charles 
y lost a fine fleet and army m an unsuccessful expedition agamst them, in 1541 Algiers 
was terrified mto pacific measures by Admiral Blake m 1655, and by Du Quesne in 1688 
It was successfully bombarded by we Bntudi fleet, under admiral lord Exmouth, Aug 27, 
1816, when a now treaty followed, and Christian davery was abolished. Algiers surren 
dared to a French annament under Bonnnont and Dupene, after some severe conflicts, July 
5, 1880, when the dey was deposed, and the barbonan government wholly overthrown 
1^6 Frrach ministry announced their mtention to letam Algiers, permanently, May 20, 
1884 War with Abd cl Kudor began m 1835 Marshal Clausd defeated the Arabs m two 
battles, and entered Mascam, Doc 8, 1836 General Damremont attacked Constantma

A colourless, very mobile liqmd, procured distilhug fonsel oil (potato- 
spirit) with chloride of zme, discovered by M Balard of Fans m 1844 The vaTOur was 
om^oyed instead of chloroform first by Di Snow m 1856 It has smee been tnea in many 
hospitals here, and in f^ce The odour is more impleasaiit than chloroform, and more 
vapour must be used Tt is, however, thou^t less dangerous 

ANABAPTISTS. The sect arose about A D 1525, and was known in England before 
1549 John of Leyden, Muncer, Storck, and otlier German euthnsiasts, about the time of 
the reformation, spread its doctnnes The anabaptists of Munster taught that infant 
baptism was a contnvance of the devil, that there is no original sin, that men have a free 
will m spmtual things, and other doctnnes still more wild and absurd. Munster they 
called Mount Zion, and one Mathias, a bakci, was declared to be the king of Zion Their 
enthusiasm led them to the maddest practices, and they at Icn^h rose in arms under 
pretence of gospel liberty Munster was taken about fifteen months afterward^ and they 
wore all put to deatk — On Jan 6, 1661, about 80 anabaptists in London appeared iii 
arms, headed by their iireachcr, Thomas Yenner, a wme-eooper They fought desperately, 
and killed many of tlie soldiers brought against them Then loader and sixteen others wore 
executed, Jon. 19 and 21 Annals of JStujUind — For the modem Aiiubaptists see BapMs

ANATOMY The stracturo of tlie human body was part of the philosoxducal mvesti^ 
tions of Plato, Xenophon, and Anstotlo , and it became a brunch of medical art imder 
Hippocrates, about 420 B.C But ErasistratuB and Herophilus may bo regarded as being tiie 
fathers of anatomy they were the first to dissect the linman form, as anatomical research 
liad been previously contmod to brates it is mentioned that they practised upon the bodies 
of livmg criminals, about 800 and 298 B.G Galen who ched A D 198 was a great anatomist 
In Englwd, tlie schools were supphed with subjects unlawfully exhumed ftom graves , and, 
imtil lately, the bodies of executed cnmmals were ordered lor dissection. See nesA airirdt 
Pope Bomfiice XII forbade the dissection of dead bodies, 1297 The first anatomical plates 
were dea^od by VesaliaB, about A.D 1588 The great discovenos of Harvey were male in 
1616 William, and John Hunter were groat anatomists, they died m 1788 and 1798 
Qoain’s and Wilscm’s great woih was pnudished m 1842 The anatomy of jdants was 
discovered m 1680 

ANATOMY LAWS The first law regulating the science was enacted m 1540, and 
laws rating to it, and encouraging schools, have been finuned, altered, and amend e d in 
almost every reigm^to the present fine A new statute was enaked, regulating schools of 
anatomy, 2 & 8 WilL IV c.

ARABICI A sect which sprung up in Arabia, whose distinguishing tenet was, that the

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ATHENS, the celebrated capital of ancient Atbca, whose magnificent mina yet attest 
its former grandeur— the seat of science and theatre of Talonr Hie first sovereim of whom 
we have any knowledge is Ogyges, who reigned m Bceotia, and was master of Attica, then 
called loma. In his reign a £lw took plaro (by some supposed to be the umyersal ddu^) 
that laid waste the countiy, m which state it remamed two hundred yean, until the amyw of 
the Egyptian Cecrops and a colony, by whom the land was re peopled, and tw^ve cities 
foun^, 1666 B.C Hie first state of Athens was under seventeen kinm, comprising a period 
of 487 yean, Imt the histoiy of its first twelve monarchs is mostly mbnlous , m its second 
state it was governed by llurteen perpetual archons, a penod of 316 vean , in its third state 
1^ seven decemual archons, whose rule extended over 70 years , and lastly, m its fourth state 
by annual aiUionB, who ruled for 760 years. Under this democracy Athens attained 
power, and her |>o(n)le signalised themselves their valour, mnmft^nce, and culture of the 
fine arts , and perhaps no other city in tiie world can boast, in such a short space of tune, 
of so great a number of illustnons citiscns. The ancients, to distmgnish Athens m a more 
peculiar manner, called it Aatu^ the eUy, by eminence, and one of the eyes of Greece — Here 
Cicero studied, B.c 70, and Horace b.g 42 For the Athenian authors see Qrteee.

The elector of Srxou>, his 
son, and several other pnnees of Gemiuny, signed this confession, which was deUvom to 
the emperor in the palace of the bishop of Augsburg, and hence is called the confession of 
Augsburg 

AUGURY Huslioiidry was in part regulated by tbo coming or going of birds, long 
hefore the time of Hesiod Augurs instituted at Rome, with vestals and several orders of 
the priesthood, bv Numn, 710 is o Tlicro was a community of them, appointed to foretell 
events by tlie flight of bi^s, and other circumstoni^M. Thu king Car, ntim whom Cana iii 
Asia Minor, is named, was the inventor of angiiry by birds rossius The augurs of Rome 
dn^ omens from the phenomena of the heavens, and chirping and flight of birds, and 
vanouH strange casualties. 

AUGUST The eighth month of the year It was didieated to the honour of Augustus 
Ctpsar, from whom it was naniiMl in tin yuai 8 ii t , bocause in tins month be was bom, was 
crcatetl consul or chief magistrate, tlirice tnuiupliml in Rome, sulslucd Egyj|^ to the 
Roman enipire, and made an end of the ci\il wars.

AULIC COUNCIL. A sovereign court in Gcnnany, established by the emperor 
Maximilian 1 , in 1506, being one of two courts, tlie hrst called the ImiMsnal Chamber, 
formerly held at Sjnres, and afterwards at Wetzlar, and the oilier the Aulic Council, at 
Yiouna. These courts, having coiieumiit jurisdiction, were instituted for ap^iealB in 
particular coses from the (.ourts of the Germanic states 

AURICULAR CONFESSION The confession of sin at the ear (Latin auru) of the 
pnest must have been an early jiractice, sine e it is said to have Imhui forbidden in the fourth 
century bj Nei tonus, archbishop of Constantinople It was first cii|omod hy the Council of 
Latorau, in 1215 It was one of Six Artiiles of haith enacted by onr Henry Vlll m 1539, 
and by the Conned of Trent , but was ulioliHlied in England at the Reformation. Its revival 
here has been attempted hy the (dnirch party called IHiseyites or Tractanons , hut without 
much success.* 

AURIFLAMMA, or Okiflamme. Tlie holy and golden national banner so often 
nioiitionud in French histoiy , it was a cosily standard &at belonged to the ablicy of St. 
Denis, and was Buimeuded over the tomb of that samt, A D 1140 Jjcmis le Gres was the 
fii-st king who took tins standard from the abbey, to battle JfnumlL At the battle of 
Agincouit, 1415, it appeared for the last time TilleL It is said, however, that Louis XI 
B& took the oniSamnie to battle m 1465 See JBwmict 

AURORA BOREALIS, ok Northicrn Lights. This snbhme phenomonon, thou^ 
rarely seen m the middle oS. Europe, is almost constiuit in the arctic and antarctic remons, 
covering the whole heavens, and eclipsing by its splendour tlie stars and plancdn. lliere 
was a memorable ajipeoraiice of the aurora boream^ when it extended from the west of 
Ireland to the confines of Russia, m March, 1716 It overspread the whole horizon m tlie 
lat of 57* N m one contmued fixed hare of a dismal red dunng the whole night, by whu^ 
many people were much temfied, Nov 1765 Mr Forster the companion of captain

AUSTEBLITZ (m Morayia), Battue of, between the French and Austrian armies^ 
gamed 1^ tlie fonnor, Dec. 2, 1805 lliree emperors commanded at this battle, Aleicander 
of “ftniMia, FhmciB of Austria, and Na}K)leon of France The killed and wonnd^ exceeded 
80,000 on the side of the alhos, who lost besides, forty standards, 150 pieces of cannon, and 
many thousands of prisoners. This domsiye victory of the French led to the treaty of 
Fresbuig, which vms signed Doc. 26, same year See Pretbwrg 

AUSTBALASIA. The hfth great division of the world. This name was oi^nally given 
it by De Brosses, but it is now generally called Australia. It mcludes New Holland, Van 
Diemen’s Land, Now Onmea, New Bntam, New Zealand, Ac., mostly discovered withm two 
centunes. Some accidental discovenes wore made by the Spaniards as oarlv as 1526 , but 
the firet accurate knowleduo of these southern lands was mMe hy the Dutch in 1605, th^ 
havings in ti^t year, explored a port of the coasts of Now Guinea. Torres, a Sponia^ 


Australia, and gave the first correct report of the latter mass of land, 1606 The Dutch 
appear to have been ^o chief discoverers doling the next forty years , and between 1642 
and 1644, Tasman completed the discovery of a groat port of the Austndian coast, together 
with the island of Van Diemen’s Land, now pretty gonerally called TasmanuL It was late 
before the Englidi entered on the career of discovery Dampier, between 1684 and 1690, 
explored a part of the west and north west coasts. Between 1768 and 1766, WoUis and 
Cartoret followed m the track of Dampier, and added to his discovenes , and m 1770, Cook 
first made known the east coast of Austria. Fnmeaux pursued the mremt m 1778 , and 
m 1789, Edwuds m 1791, Bligh (a second time) m 1792, Portlock same year, ^mpton 
anoAlt m 1798, and towards tlie doso of the 18ih centnry, Boss and Flmdors enlored 
vanous portions of the coast and the islands Grant m 1800, and Fhnders agam m the five

AUSTRALIA, the smallest continent or largest idand, m the world , about six tunes 
smaller than Amonca, and ton times laroBt than Borneo or I*apua , its area being estimated 
at about throe million square miles its colouifiation by convicts was first proposed after 
the separation of the Amencau colonics from this country It is now dmdea into four 
provmcos — New South WateSj South Australia, Vtetona (or Fort Fhilhp), and Western 
Aushulus (or Swan River), all situated on the sea coast

AUSTBALIA, Gold Bbqionb. The first discoveiy of gold m Austr^ia was made by 
Mr Edwanl Hargraves, who, havmg a fitrm near Bathurst, went to California in search of 
gold, and was struck with the similanty liotwoon the rocks and strata of Califomia and tliose 
of his own distnct of Gonobolas, some tlurty miles west of Bathurst On liis return home, 
he exammed the soil, and after one or two months’ digging, found a quantity of mid, Feb 
12, 1851 He at once apphod to tlie colomal government for a reward, which he readily 
obtamed, with an appomtment as commissioner of crown lands. The ozcitemont soon 
becoming intense throughout the colony of New South Wales, rapidly spread to that of 
Victoria and other places , and m the first week of July, 1851, an a^nmnal inhabitant, 
formerly attached to the Wedhngton mission, and then m the service of Dr Kerr, of WalJawa, 
discovered while tending his sheep, a mass of gold among a heap of quartz. Three blocks 
of quartz from two to tli^ hundi^ weight, contained 112 lb of pure gold, valued at 40002 
111080 bloUcB were found in the Murroo Creek, fifty miles to the north of Batlinrst The 
gold fever now become general, and the gold since found in numerous other places, and 
o^n in large bloc ks, has been of enormous amount— vast quantities (many tons^ weight at 
a time) being shipped to England — ^tlio c^intinent of Europe, and to America. The 
** Victoria nugget,^ a magnificent mass of vngiii gold, weighing 340 ounces, was brought 
to England from the Bendigo diggings and a piece of pure crald of 106 lb weight was 
also found. From the gold fidim of Mount Alexander and &llarBt, m the distnct of 
Victona, up to October, 1852, there wore found 2,532,422 ounces, or 105 tons, 10 cwt. of 
gold , and tlio gold exported up to the same date represented 8,863,4772 sterluig In 
November, 1856, the ** James ikmos” and **Lightumg” brought gold from Mel&ume 
valued at 1,200,0002 

AUSITBASIA, (Enkrrcieh (Eastern Kmgilom), a French kingdom whidi lasted from the 
6th to the 8th century It bej^n with the division of the temtones of Clovis by his sous, 
AD 511, and ondcMl by Carloman becoming a monk and surrendering his power to his 
brother Pepin, who thus became sole kmg of France, 747 

AUSTRIA, a Uambuig Company’s steam ship, sailed from Southampton for New York, 
Seiit. 4, 1868, with 538 persons on board. In lat. 45° N long 41" 30 W it caught fire 
throuf^ the carelessness of some one m burning some tar to thmimte the steerage Only 
67 persons were saved u]iwards of 60 by the a Fren^ barque , the rest by a 

Norwegian barque. A heart-rendmg account was given m the TynyBhy Oct. 11, 1858, by 
Mr Charles Brews, an English survivor 

AUSTRIA, GTsterreicA (Eastern Kingdom), anciently Nonenm and part of Fknnoma , was 
annexed to tlie Roman empire about A d 33 , was overrun by the Huns, Avars, ftc., during 
the 5th and 6th contunes, and taken from them by Charlemagne about 791 He established 
margraves, who became dukes (the first Henry 11 1142), and archdukes (the first 
Maximilian 1 , 1493) Austria was long subject to the king of Bohemia, but Ottocar 
BUTTendored it to Rudolph count of Hapsbui^ m 1278 The latter became emperor of 
Germany, which dignity was held by his descendants till Aug 11, 1804, when FnmciB II 
surrendered the dignity, and formally renounced it, Aug 6, 1806, taking the title of 
Francis 1 emperor of Austna.

The city of Babylon was, anciently, the most m wificent m the World , and m later times 
famous for the empire established under the meueidfis. Its greatness was so reduced m 
succeeding ages, that Pliny says, in his time it was but a desobte wilderness. Mr Ri ch 
visited the ruins iu 1811 and sir R. Ker Porter in 1818 The laborious researdhes of Mr 
lAyard, CoL Rawhnson, M Botta, and others^ and the interestiim relics excavated and 
bron^t to this country between the years 1849 and 1866, have causea very much attentum to 
1» given to the history of Babylon Many of the mscnptions m the cun&orm or wedge-like 
character have been translatea, pnnmpally by coL (now sir Henry) Rawhnson, and publiBhed 
in the journal of the Rcyal Asiatic Society In the qinng of 1866 the colonel retumed 
once more to Englan d, bnnguig with him many valuable lehoa, dnwioga, fte., which are 
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now m tLo Britisli Museum He gave discourses on tbo subject at tbe Hoyol Institution, 
May 30, 1851, and June 15, 1855 ^ 

BACCHANALIA Gomes celebrated in honour of Bactbus They arose in Kgyjvt, and 
were brought into Greece by Melampos, and were there called JhonyHia, about 1416 ii.c 
Jhodonu They were celebrated in Kmno under Gie name of Baechanatia. TIil priests of 
the drunken revelnos and feasts of Bacchus wore called bacchanals, and were crovmed with 
ivy and spngs of vmo, and earned m thou* hands staffs wreathed with the same emblems. 

BACHEIXIBS The Roman censors frequently imposed fines on unmamod men , and 
men of full age wore obliged to marry Tlio Sjiartan women at certain gomes laid hold of 
old bachelors, dragged t^m round their altars, and inflicted on them vanous marks of 
infamy and disgrace Fosmna After twenty hve years of age, a tax was laid ujrou bachelors 
in Enf^d, 12f lOs for a duke, and for a common jierson, one fhilling, 7 Wm. Ill , 1695

BANNERET Some trace the ongui of bannerets to Franco, others to Bntanny, and 
more to England. Tbeso lost attnbuto tlio mstitntiou of this order to Conan, lieutenant of 
Maximus, who commanded the Roman lemons m England, A d 888 Banneret is an almost 
obsolete title of nobihiy, conferred by kmc himself, under the royal standard. The 
knights led their va^s to Imttlo under their own banner, but knij^t-bachdors 
were commanded by a supenor The (bgnity lies between baron and kmgjht.

Ms, and seventeen transports, anchored hero for a few days, Dec 1796 Mutmy of the 
Bantry Bay squadron under admiral Mitchell was in Doc 1801, and Jan 1802 Twenty-

BARCLAY, CAl'TAI^ His wager, to wrolk 1000 miles iii 1000 Huecossivc hours, each 
mile withm each hour, and u])oii whidi hundrods of thousands of lanuids deiicndod, wrb 
accomplished July 10, 1809 This feat occupied without mtcnnission, every liour (less 
mgiht) of forty two days and nights. Seo WaXking 

BARDS The jirofession of Bard appealed witli great lustre in Caul, Biitaiu, and 
Irdand. Demodocus is inentioned os a ImuyI by Homer , and wo find bards, actonliug to 
Strabo, among the Romans beforo the ago of Augustus. The Druids among the English wero 
jihilosopheni and priests, and the bards were their poets. They were the recorders of hoimc 
actions m Ireland and Scotland, almost down to oiir owm times Ossuin flonnshed in tlio third 
century, Merlin m tho fifth. The former speaks of a prince who koxit a hundreil hards, 
lush hidlads are Bie chief foundations of the am icnt history of Ireland. See JkUlads 

BAREBONES* PARLIAMENT Cromwell having tho powci of tho three kingdoms ui 
lug hands, and not yet thinking it a proper time to luiiri) tho wliolo aiithon^ of tho 
state, summoned 122 pcieous, such as ho thought he coula managi., who Yvitli six from 
Scotland, and five from Ireland, mot, and assumed the iiann of imrliamuiit, July 4, 1663 
One of them, a leatlier seller, who, according to these fiuiatical times, was called Praise 
God Barebonos^” as hciim a groat harangiier and fronueut m jirayoi, gave to tho osMcmhly tho 
densLve name of tlie **BaroMUos’ Phrlnmont.”

BARBOSA, OK Babossa, S. Spain, Battle of, March 6, 1811 Between the Bnti^ 
army, commiinded by m^jor-geneial sir Thomas Graham, aiterwaids lord Lynedoch, and the 
Frcn^ under marshal Victor After a long conflict, the British achieved one of the most 
l^onous tnnmphs of tho reninsular war ^thouj^ they fon^^t to groat disadvantage, they 
compcUod tlie enemy to rcticat, leavmg nearly three thousand dead, six pieces of cannon, 
and an ci^o, the first tliat the Bntisli had taken , tho loss of the Bntidi was 1169 men 
killed and wounded. 

HARROWS. Tlie urciilar mounds foimd m Britain and otlier conntnos to record a buna! 
on the spot. They were the most ancient sepulchres , but tho rdics of the dead should be 
vioUted by enemies, tlie custom of Imnung tlie dead was commenced by Sylla, and it was not 
in disuse until the tune of Macrobius. Sir Richard Hoare caused several barrows near 
Stondiengo to bo oj^ed , in tliem were found a number of cunous remains of C’cltic onia

BARROW’S STRAITS, N Arctic Sea. Discovered Parry, who penetrated as far as 
Melville Island, in lat.

BARTHOIXIMEW, ST Marsacke of Tins dreadful maaaocrc in Franco commenced 
at Plans on the ni£^t of the festival of St. Bartliolomow, August 24, 1572 According to 
Bully, 70,000 Hugooiiots, or French Protestants, wore murdorod tlirougliont the kingdom, hy 
secT^ orders from Charles IX , at tho instimtion of his mother, the qiieen dowager, Cathenne 
de Mecbcia. Tho massacre was attendee! witli circumstances of demoniacal cruelty, oven 
os regarded the femolo and the infant. The number of the victuus is differently stated by 
vanous authors. La Popdlion^ro cidculates the whedo at 20,000 , Adrmni, De Serres, and 
De Thou, say 80,000 , Daviln states them at 40,000 , Sully (whoso account is the received 
one) at 70,000 , and Per^fixo makes tlie number 100,000 Atovo 500 xtersous of rank, and 
10,000 of mfenor couditiou, perished in Pans alone, besides those slaughtered m the 
provmces.

BARTHOLOMITES. A religious order founded, A n 1807, at Genoa, where is 
preserved mtho Bortholomito church tlio image which it is said Christ sent to king Ahganis.

BASEL, the nchest city in Swntserland Tho 18th General Council sat here from 1481 
to 1448 Many important reforms m the Church were proposed, hut not earned mto effect 
among others the union of the Gredi and Roman churches. 

BASILIANS The order of St Basil, of which, in the saint’s time, there were ninety 
thousand , it was reformed by pope Gr^oiy, m 1569 —A sect founded Iqr Basil, a 
phynciaii of Bnlgsna, on the most extravagant notiona , they rejected tho books of Mos^ 
m also the mhonrt and baptism, and are said to have had everything, oven their wives, 
in common, 1110 Basil was humt alive m 1118 

BA^UE BOADB Heroic aduevement in these roads hy the Bntidn Four Frendi 
ships of the hne, while nding at anchor, were attadeed by lorn Gambler and lord Cochrane 
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(the latter commaiiding the fire ah^), and all, with a great number of merdumt and other 
yeeiela, were destroyed April 12, 1809 But a senouB difference between these officeta on 
this oooaaon led to a court-martial (July 26— Aug 4) on diaiges preferred by lord CkKshrane 
agamst lord Gambler, who was hanourably acquitted. 

BASS'S STRAITS^ Austiialia. Mr Bass, surgeon of the JUhanoo, penetrated m 1797 
as far as Western Port, m lui open Ixiat finm Port Jackson, and affirmed that a strait existed 
lietween New South Wales and Van Diemen’s Land.

BASTILLE AT Paris A royal castle, built by Cliarlos V , king of France, m 1869 et 
seq , for the defence of Pons agamst the En^sli , comploted m 1883 It was afterwards used 
as a state prison, like the Tower of Ixmdon, and became tlio scono of the most deplorablo 
suffering and fn^tful crimes. It was of sucli strength that Henry IV and his veteran army 
assailed it m vom in the siege of Pans, duniig the intestine war tliat desolated Franco 
lietween the years 1587 and 1594 , yet it was TRulod down b^ tlie infuriated populace, July 
14-15, 1789, and thus was commenced the ranch revolution The governor and other 
officers were seized, and conducted to the Place de Gr&ve, and having mul their hands cut 
off, they wore then beheaded The funous utizei a fixed their heads on pikes and earned

BATH, Somerset This city was a lavounte station of the Romans, and was remark 
able even m their time for its spnngs Cool, a Hntish kuig, is said to have given this 
city a charter, and the Saxon km^ Ed^r was crowned here, A d 978 Bath was plundered 
and burnt m the reign of William Rufus, and agam in 1137 The abbey church was

BATH, Eabl of , his Administbahon Mr Pelham and his friends having tendered 
their resumition to the ku^ (Geom 11 ), the formation ofa new mmistry was undertaken by 
William Pulteney, earl of Bath , but it expired withm two day^ while ^ incomplete, and 
received the name of the “Short-lived” administration The members of it actuaUy 
appointed were the earl of Bath, lord of the treaswry, lord Carlude, lord pnvy^l, 
lord Winchilsea, Jlrst lord qf the admiralty, and lord Granvule, one of the seoretanes of state, 
with the seals of the other m his pocket, “ to be given to whom he muffit ckoose.” Feb 10, 
1746. Mr Pdham and his cdleagaes returned to power, Feb 12 (Meoe's Li/k qf Pelham, 
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BATH, Obdeb of thb. The onm of thii order ie oBoribed to the ancient Fnnka, 
witii whom it 18 probable the Soxona wno uiToded Knglftnd had the some common descent, 
and who^ with other cnstoms, upon thoir settling here, introduced the same method of 
kn^thood. These ancient Franks when th<^ ccmferred knighthood, bathed before they 
periormed theur vigils, and from this ablution came the title m Knights of the Bath. In 
1800 Henry IV instituted a dogne of knighthood of tlie Bath, and on his coronation m the 
Tower he conferred the order upon forty six esquires, who had watched the uu^t before, and 
had bathed. After the coronation of dharles 11 the order was neglected until 1725, when it 
was revived "by Oeoige I , who fixed the number of knights at 37 In 1811^ the prmce 
regent enlaiged the order, forming classes of knijpits grand crosses (72), and kui^ts 
commanders (180), with an unlimited number of companions By an onler published May

BATON, uii Tbuncheon Bmuo by generals in the Frencli army, and afterwards by the 
marahals of other nations Hcn^ 111 of France, before ho ascended the throne, was made 
generalissimo of the army of his brother, Charles IX., and received the bdUm os the mark of 
hifr high command, 1569 IlenaulL 

BATTEL- ABBEY, Sussex Founded by William 1 , 1067, on tiie plain where the 
battle of Hastmgs was fought, Oct 14, 1066 It was bmlt m atonement for the many 
thousands who were slam m that memorable battle This inonastory was dedicated to St 
Martin, and was given to Benedictine monks, who were to pray for the souls of the nlftiTi- 
The original name of the plam was Hetheland. See Hastings 

BATTEL-BOLL. After the battle of Hastings, which decided the fate of En glan d, and 
subjected it to the Noimon ycdcc, a list was taken of WiUiam's dnefs, amounting to 629, and 
eaSSad the Battel roll , and among these chiefs the lands and distinctioiis of the followers of 
the defeated Harold were distributed, 1066 

BATTEL^ Wagxb of A trial by cmnbat, formerly allowed by our laws, where tiie

BAYEUX TAPESTRY This iraiiortant liistoncal doenment was wron^t by Matddu, 
tho f|ueen of William I , and itipresouta the facts of the Omquest, from tlie signature of thu 
will of tlio Ckinfossor down to the crowning of William, 1066 JRaptn. It is 19 mches wide, 
214 feet long^ and is divided into compartments showing the tram of events, oommoncing 
with the visit of Harold to the Horinan court, and ending with his death at Hastings , it is 
now preserved in tho town house at Rouen Agnes Anckland A copy drawn by C 
Stotliiird (coloured after the ongiiiBl)was published by tho Soaety of Antiquaries in 1821-8 


BAYLEN, (in Spain), Battle of, July 20, 1808 Tlie Frencli, consistuig of 14,000

Various have been the customs of most nations respecting them The 
Tartars, out of a religions principle waged a long and bloody war with tlie Permins, declaring 
them infidels, because they would not cut their beards after the ntes of Tartaxy The 
Groeks wore ^eir beards tul tlie tunc of Alexander, who ordered the Macedonians to be 
shaved, lest tho beard fdiould give a handle to their enemies, 880 tlc Beards were woni 
by the Romans, 297 B.o They liavo been worn for centuries by the Jews.

BECKET'S MURDER.* Thomas, ardibishop of Canterbuiy, was murdorod at the altar, 
Dec. 29, 1170 Foot barons, heanng Heniy II say m a moment of exasperation, at receiTing 
intdligence of Bocket*s pertinacity against the pistes opposed to him, “ What an unhappy 
pimce am I, who have not alxmt me one man of spirit enon^ to nd me of this insolmt 
prelate 1 ” resolyod upon Bechet's assassination , and midiing with drawn swords into tho 
cathedral of Canterbuiy whoi'o he was at yespers, tlioy feignm a commission from tlie king, 
and ondcayoniod to induce Bctket to recall his soiitoiico a^nst the bishoiis. On his refusal 
they followed him into tho north transept, when he cneid out, 1 iliaigo yon, in the name 
of uio Almighty, not to hurt any other jicrBon here, for none of them haye been concerned in 
tho late transactions ** The (mifedorates then stroyc to drug him from the church , but not 
being able to do so, on account of hia rt solute de|>ortmont, they killed him on tho spot witli 
ro]icatcd wounds Tlio king was absolyod of gudty knowledge of the enmo in 1172, and did 
penance at the tomb in 1174 Tho bonos of Docket were enshnned in ^Id and set with 
jewels, m 1220 , they were taken up and bumtA iii tlio reign of Henry YlII 1689 SUno

* Thomas Beoket was born in 1110 HiafiitiborGnbart was a London trader, and his mothor a oonvoit 

ftom MatannedaiiJam. He was educated at Oxfbrd, and mado arohdeaoon ^ Theobald arobblahop of 
Outerbury, who introduced him to the king Haniy II He became ohanoeUor hi HU, but, on being 
eleoted aithbiabop of Canterbury infll62, he redgned the ohanoellorshto to the great offenoe of the king 
He opposed atrenuously the oonstltutUms of Clarendon in 1164, and ilea the oountiy and in 1160, exoom- 
mnnuated all the deigy who ngreed to abide by them He and the king met at nlmlla in Tmuwiiio^ on

BENEVENTO An ancient city in Sontb Italy, said to have been founded Ity Diomedes 
the Greek, after tho fall of Troy Near here was erected the tnumphal arch of Tnuan, A.i) 
114 Benevento was formed mto a duchy by the Lombards, A d 571 At a batue fought 
here Fob 26, 1266, Manfred, kmg of Sicily, was defeated and skJn by Charles of Aigou, 
who thus became virtnally master of Italy Tho casUo was built, 1328 , the town was 
nearly destroyed by an earthquake, 1688, when the archbishop, afterwards pom Benedict 
XIII , was dug out of the nuns alive, and contributed to its subsequent rebuilding again, 
1708 It was seized by the kmg of Naples, bnt lustorod to tho pope on the suppression of 
the Jesuits, 1778 T^eyrand de Pengord, Bonaparte’s arch chancellor, had the title of

BENZOLE^ a compound of hydrogen and carbon, discovered by Faraday in whale oil 
(1825), and by C B Mans^d m coal tar (1849), the latter of whom unfortunately died m 
oonseqnence of being soverdv burnt while expenmenting on it (Feb 25, 1855) Benzole 
is likdy to become useful m the arts 

BEBBICE, in British Guiana, surrendered to the British by the Dutch, April 28, 1796, 
and agam Sept 22, 1808 It was finally coded to Enf^nd in 1814 , (smeo then it has much 
improved), am has boon placed in the same relation as to trade with the Bntish West India 
Islands in 1816, and is now a Bntish colony See Cohntea 

BEBESINA, Battlb of Total defeat of the French mom ami^ by the Bussians on 
the banks of the Beresma, followed by their disastrous pussage of it when escaping out of 
B^ MPsia^ Nov 25 29, 1812 The French lost upwards of 20,000 men in this battle, and in 
their retreat (which was attended by the greatest calamity and suffenng) 

BEBGEN (in Germany), Battle of, between the French and oUies, the latter defeated, 
April 18, 1759 —(In Holland) The allies, under the duke of York, were defeated by the 
French, under gen. Bmne, with great loss. Sept. 19, 1799 In another battle, fought 
Oct 2, same voar, tlio allies lost 4000 men, and, on the 6th, they wore again defeat^ before 
AUmaer, losing 5000 men On the 20th, the duke of York entered into a convention, by 
which ho ozdianged his army for 6000 Frendi and Dutch pnsoners in England. 

BEBGEN OP ZOOM, in Holland This place, whose works were deemed impregnable, 
was taken by the French, Sept 16, 1747, and again in 1794 An attempt made hy the 
British, under general nr T Gnih^ (afterwards lord L 3 ^odoch), to cariy the fortress by 
storm, was defeated , after forcing an entrance, their retreat was cut off, and a draadful 
daughter ensued , nearly all were cut to pieces or mode prisoners, March 8, 1814 

BEBKELEY CASTLE, Gloucestershire, was begun by Henry I in 1108, and finished in 
the next reign. Hero Edward II was cruelly murdoim by the contrivance of his queen 
Isabdla (a pnneess of France) and her paramour, Mortimer, earl of March, Sept 21, 1827 
Morl^er was hanged on a gibbet at the Elms, near London, Noi 29, 1880 , and Edward 111 
confined his guilty mother in her own house at Castle Bising, near Lynn, m Norfolk, till 
her death. 


BEBLIN (capital of Prussia, in the provuice of Brandenburg) Founded by the mar 
grave Albert, snmamed the Bear, abont 1163 Its five districts were united under one 
magistnu^, in 1714 , and it was subsequently made the capital of Prussia. It was taken 
by an army of Bussians, Anstnans, and Saxons, in 1760 , but they were oblige to retize in 
a ftiw days. On Oct 27, 1806, thirteen days after the battle of Jena, thelhrench entered 
Berlm , and from its paJace Napoleon issum his famous Berlm decree. See next mrheU 
An insnireobon commenced here in March 1848 Berlm was declared m a state of nege, 
Nov 1848 The eontmnation of this state of siw was delared to be illegal by the lower 
diamber without its concurrence, Apnl 25, 1849 Inc railway to Magdeburg was opened. 
Sept 10, 1841 

BEBLIN DEOBEE, a memorable mterdict aninst the commerce of En gla.nd- It 
deedazed the Bntish Islands to be m a state of uockade, and all Enghshmen found in 
oountrus occupied by French troops were to be treated as pnsoners S war , t^ whole 
world, in fket, was to cease from any commumcation with Great Bntain. It was issued by 
Napoleon from the court of the Prussian king, Nov 21, 1806, dbortly after the battle of Jena, 




BERLIN, CoirvENTiON of, entered into with Pnuaa by Napoleon, Nov 5, 1808 
Bj thu treaty, ho remitted to l^iueia the anm doe on the war-debt, and withdraw many of 
hie troope to reinforoe hu armies in Spam. 

BERMUDASL or SOMERS* ISLES, a group m the North Atlantic ocean, were dis- 
covered by JoSo Bermudas, a Spaniazd, m 1522 or 1627 , but were not inhabited until 1609, 
when air Geoige Somers was cast away upon them Th^ were settled hy a statute of 
9 James I 1612 Among the exiles from England during the civil war, was Waller, the 
poet, who wrote, while resident here, a poetic^ descnption of the l a lan ds. These was an 
awful humcane here, Oct 81, 1780, and another, oy which a third of the houses was 
destroyed, and all the Upping driven ashore, July 20, 1818 

BERNAL COLLECTION of articles of taste and vuth, collected W Ralph Bernal, Esq , 
many years chairman of committees of ways and means m the house of commons. He died 
Aug 26, 1854 The sale in Ikfrirch, 1856, lasted 81 days , and enormous pnees were given. 
The tot^ sura realised was 62,6801 6s 8rf 

BERNARD, MOUNT ST So called from a monastery founded on it hy Bernardme 
Menthon in 962 Yelan, its hipest peak, is about 8000 feet hi^^ covered with perpetual 
snow Hanmbal, it is said, conducted the Carthaginian army by this ]jasa mto Italy 
(B.C 218) , and it was by the some route, in May, 1800, that Bonapa^ led ms troops to the 
]>lams of Lombardy, before the battle of Marengo, fought Juno 14, 1800 On the summit of 
Great St Bernard is a large community of monks, who entertam travellers in their convent 

BERNARDINES, a stnet order of Cistercian monks, estabhshed by St Bernard, abbot 
of Clairvaux, about 1115 In 1145 he preadied the second crusade He founded seventy two 
monasteries. 

BERWICK ON TWEED, a fortihed town on the north east extremity of England. It 
lias been the theatre of many bloody contests between the English and Scots , and while 
England and Scotland remained two kin^oms, was always claimed by the Scots as bdiongmg 
to them, because it stood on their side of the nvor It was taken from the Scots, and 
annexed to England, m 1883 , and after having been taken and retaken many tunes, was 
iinally ceded to Euj^d in 1482 In 1551 it was made independent of both kingdoniB. 
The town surronderra to Cromwell in 1648, and afterwards to general Monk in 1659 Since 
tlie union of the crowns (James 1 1603), the furtifitations, which wore formerly very strong, 
have been much ne^^ccted. 

BESSARABIA, a frontici wvmco of European Russia, part of tlie ancient Dama. After 
being possessed by the Goths, Huns, &c , it was conquered hy the Turks m 1484, by whom 
it was ceded to Russia in 1812 

BETHLEHEM, Syria. The birthplace of Christ It now contains a loiM convent, 
enclosing, as is said, uio very birth place of Christ , a church, erected by the nunons St. 
Hdena, in the form of a cross , a chaml, called the Chapel of the Nativity, where thqr 
pretend to show the manger in whicli Chnst was laid , another, called the Chapel of Joseph , 
and a third, of the Holy InnocontR Bethlehem is much visit^ by pilgruns.— 'The Bethlo 
hemite monks had an order m England in 1257 

BETHLEHEM HOSPITAL. (So called from having been ongmally the hoqntal of 
St. Maiy of Bethlehem), A royal foundation for the recqition of lunatics, mcoiporated by 
Henry YIII m 1546 llie old Bethldiem Hospital, which was erected m 1675, on the east 
side m Moorfidds, was puUed down m 1814 It was built m imitation of the Tnilenes at 
Pttns , which gave so much offence to Louis XIY , that he ordered a plan of St. James’s 
milaoe to be taken for offices of a very inferior nature The present hospital, in St Geoige^s 
Eidds, was b^gun April, 1812, and opraed m 1815 In 1856 extensive improvements were 
comfdked unoOT the direction cd Mr Sydney Smirke, costing between mne and ten thousand 
pounds. 

BETTING HOUSES These ostabhshments affording much temptation to gamings and 
consequent dishonesty, m the lower classes, were su 2 »pre 88 od by an act passed Aug 10, 1858 
(16 ft 17 Yict c. 119), a penalty of 1002 being onforcM on the owners or oconpiors. 

BEYROUT (the ancient Berytus) a seaport of Syria, cdonised from Sidon. It was 
destroyed by an earthquake, A p 566 , was rebuilt, and was altematdy poaseased by the 
Uhnstians and Sarac^ , and after a frequent change of masters, fell into the power of 
Amurath lY , smee when it remained with the Ottoman empire up to the revolt of Ibnhim 
Phdia, in 1882. The total defeat of the Egyptian army l^ the allied Bntish, Turkish, and 
Austrian ferces, and evacuation of Beyrout (the Egyptians losing 7000 m killed, wounded, 
and pnsoners, twenty pieces of cannon), took place Oct. 10, 1840 





BHURTPORE, India, capital of the state of the same name, was besieged hj the Bntuh, 
Jan. 8, 1805, and attacked five tunes, up to March 21, without success. The fortress was 


■greed to pay twenly lacs of rupees, and ceded the tomtbnes that had been granted to him 
by a former treaty, dehveniig up his son os hostage, April 17, 1805 On the nqah's death, 
during a revolt ogainst his son, ohurtporo was taken by storm, by lord Combennere, Jan. 18, 
1826 See India 

BIAROHY When Anstodemus, king of S^iarta, died, ho left two sons, twins, Eury- 
sthenes and Proclos , and the people not knowiim to whom precedence should bo given, 
placed them both upon the throne, and thus estalmshcd the finst biarchy, 1102 B c The 
descendants of each reigned alternately for 800 years Herodotus 

BIBLE (from the Greek hSblos, a hook) the name especially given to the Holy Senptures 
The Old Testament is said to have been coUocted and airangM by Ezra, between B.C 458 
and 450 The Aj^iyplia are considored os Inspired writings ry the Roman Cathohes, but 
not by Jews and Protestants See Apocrypha, The division into chapters has been asenbod 
to archbi^cm Lanfronc in the 11th onrl to archbishc^ Ijongton m the 18th centuiy , but 
Home considers the real author to have been cardinal Hugo de Sancto Caro, about the middle 
of the 18t]i century The division mto verses was commenced by Rabbi Nathan, author of 
a Concordwco, about 1445, and completed by Athras, a jow, in 1661 Robert Stephens 
introduced verses into his Greek Testament published m 1551

Subsequently m an intonriLW with the king (Bichard 11 ), in Smithfield l^ler having 
frequently raised his sword in a mcnocmg manner, William of Walworth, then lord mayor 
of Ixmdon, struck lum down with the mace, and one of the kuigfB knights despatched hun 
His awed followers, on being prouiised a charter by Richard, submitted, and dispersed , but 
the grant of it was afterwaius revoked by parliament. Here, also^ Jack Cade and his 20,000 
Kentish men encamped, 1451 See Coos Battle of Blackheath, m which the Clormsh

BLACK SEA, hie Ecxine (Fontus Euxmus of the Aucicnts), a largo lutomal sea lying 
between the S. W provmces of Russia aud Asia Minor, counccted with the sea of Azon by 
tlio straits of Yonekal4, and with the sea of Marmora by the channel of Constontincqde 
This sea was much freq^uented by tlie Greeks and Italians, tiU it was closed to aU nations by 
the Turks from the 15ui to the 18th enntunes but after the fall of Constantmcmlo m 145^ 
all but Turkish vessels were excluded till the Russians obtained admission by wo treaty of 
Kamar4]i, m 1774 In 1779 it was partially opened to Bntish and other traders, smeo 
whudi tune the Russians have gradually obtamed the preponderance It was entered by the 
Bntuh and French fleets, Jan 8, 1854, at the rotjuisition of the Porte, after the dostmctiim 
of the Turkish fleet at Sinope by the Russians, Nov 80, 1858 A drradM storm m this 
aea raged from Nov 18 to 16, 1854, and caused great loss of life aud shippmg^ and valuable 
stores for the aUiod armies.

BLOWING MACHINES The first cybuders of magnitude, used in blowing machmes, 
erected by Mr Smeaton at tho Carron iron works, 1760 One equal to the supiuy of air for 
forty forge fires lately erected at the king’s dock yard Woolwich Tho hot-air blast, a 
moat important improvement, was invented by Mr James Neilson, of Glasgow, and patented 
in 1828 

BIDW PIPK The ongm of this indiHponsablo chemical apparatus is unknown It was 
em]dqyed m mmeralogy, by Andrew von Swab, a Swede, about 1733, and improved by 
WoUarton and others. In 1802, professor Robert Hare, of Fliiladelphia, mcreased the action

BLUE-STOCKING This term is apphed to literary ladies, and was onginally conferred 
on a society of hterary persons of both sozes. One of the most active promoters of the

BOGS, commonly tlio romainH of ialleii forests, covered with peat and loose soiL Moving 
bogs are slips of land earned to lower levels by accnmnlatod watci Of recent acts, one 
rdating to Ireland for their diamage, passed Morcb, 1880 The bog land of Ireland bu 
been estimated at 3,000,000 acres , tliat of Scotland at np^rds of 2,000,000 , and that of 
England at near 1,000,000 of acres. In Jan. 1849, Mi Itees Keece took out awtent for 
certam valuable products from Insh peat.

BOTJBIONONISTS^ a sect founded by niadame AniotneUe Bmngnoiit a fanatic, who» in 
1658, took the ^bit of St Augustin, and travelled into Franco, Holland, Enfl^d, and 
Scotland. In the last she made a strong ixirty and some thousands of sectansts, about 1670 
She maintamed that Glinstianity does not consist in liath or practice, but m an inward fuolii^ 
and Bupematoral impnlso This 'visionoiy published a book entitled 'the Light of (hi World, 
in whi^ and m several other works, idio maintained and taught her pormcious notions. A 
diBCi]de of hers, named Court, left her a good estate She dnS. m 1680 

BOUYINES (N Franco), Battle of, m which Philip Augiuftus of France obtained a

BOYDELL'S LOTTERY was fin a gallery of xiamtiugs, got up at vast oxxxmso by 
alderman Boydcll, lonl mavoi of Ijoiitlon iii 1791, a great cucouniger uf the ai-ts. The 
collection 'was called Hio SliakHjMMiTo Gallciy, and cvciy ticket was sold at the time the 
aldarman died (winch was bcfoi-e the dtcision of the wheel), Dec 12, 1804 

BOYLE LECTURES, instituted hy Rohert Boyle (^n of the great carl of Cork) a 
Tdiilosopher, distinguislied hy Ins genius, virtues, and iioncvoloncc He instituted eight 
lectures in vindication of Hie Christian religion, 'which are delivered at St. Mary lo how 
church, on the first Monday in each mon&, from Juuiuuy to May, and September to 
November — endowed 1691 

BOYNE (a nver m Kildare, Ireland), Battle of, between king William III and his 
fiithcr-m law, James II , fou^t July 1, 1690 The latter was simialfy defeated losing 1500 
men (out of 80,000) , the xnxitostant army lost about a third of l£at number (out of 80,000) 
James immediately fled to Dnldin, thenco to Waterford, and escaped to France. The dnko 
of Schcmbeig was kiUcd m the batHc, having been shot hy mistake, as he was crossing Hio 
nver Boyne, hy the soldiers of his own regiment. Here also was klled Hie rev G^Dige 
Walker, who defended Londondeny in 1689 Near Drogheda is a aplen^d obelick, 150 feet

Ponllus, a brass founder at Athens, knowing the cruel disposition of 
Fhalans king of A^prigentuni, B.C 670, contnved a new epecies of punuJiment tor him to 
inflict upon ms oppreiued subjects Ho cast a brazen bull, laiger than life, with an opening 
m the side to adimt the victims Upon their being slint up m this engme of torture, a fire 
was kindled undcmeatli to roast them to death , and the throat was so contnved t^t their 
dying groans resembled the roamig of a bull Ho brought it to the tyrant, and expected a 
large rewanL Fhidaris admired the mvontion and workmanship, but said it was reasonable 
the artist should make the first cxpenmcnt upon his own wor^ and ordered his execution 
Ovid mentions that the Amigentos, maddened by tlio tyrant*s crudtios, revolted, seized turn, 
cut hiH tongue out, and then roasted him m the brazen bull, by which he had ]^t to deatk 
so great a number of then fellow atizeus, 549 b.c 

BRAZIL^ an empire in Soutli Amcnca, was discovered by Alvarez de Cabral, a 
Portuguese, who was dnvou upon its coasts by a tomjiest m 1500 He called it the land of 
the Jloiy Cross , but it was subscquoutly called Biu^ on account of its rod wood, and was 
careful ly exjdorod by Amengo Vespucci, about 1504 The Froncli havum sci/cd on

Their numbers were much mcroased by a 
twolTB years* trace between the Spaniards and Dutch, m 1609, when many of the dudiaxged 
sailors jomed the Buccaneers, and extended the range of their raya^ps. The first levy of 
dup money m 1685 was to defray the expense of chastising these prates The prmiupnl 
commanded of the first expeditions wore Montbor, Lolonois, Baaco, and Morgan, who 
murdered thousands and plundered imllions The expedition d Von Horn, of Ostend, was 
undertaken in 1603 , that of Gromont, m 1685 , and that of Fomtis in 1697 

BUCHANITES Followers of Margaret Buchan, uho promised to conduct them to tlie 
new Jomsalem, x>K>phesiod the end ol the world, and niamtomed many absurd doctrmes, 
which appeared to arise from a disordered nund She appeared m Scothmu in 1779, and died 
m 1791, when her followers dispersed 

BUCHABEST (in Walladiia), Theatt of Preliminaries of peace were ratified at this 
jfiace between Kussia and Turkw, it being Rtipulated tliat the Pmth should be the frontier 
limit of those empires , signed May 28, 1812 The subsequent war between those powers 
altered many of the provisions of this treaty Bucharest was occuped by the Busaians^ 
Turks, and Austrians in the late war The latter quitted it m 1856 

BUCKINGHAM PALACE (London) The ongmal edifice called Buckingham house was 
built on the site known as Mulbeny gardens, by John Shtfiield, duke of Buckingham, m 
1703 In 1761 it was bou^t by Goomo III , who in 1775 settled it on his queen, dWlotte. 
She made it her town resiueuce , and here all her children, witli the exception of the elde^ 
were bom Here likewise several royal marriages took place— tlio duke of York and 
pnneess Frederica of Prussia, in 1791 , duke of Gloucester and prmcoss Mary, 1816 , prmce 
of Hesse Hombnig and princess Ehzaboth, 1818 , and the duke of Cambnd^^ and pnneese 
of Hesse, m the same year Buckingham house was pulled down m 1825, and the new 
palace commenced on its site , and after an expenditure of nearly a million sterling it was 
com^ctcfl, and was taken possession of by queen Yictono, July 13, 1837, and is now her 
ordinary l^don residence further iniprovcuients wem mode in 1853 The marble andi 
was taken down from the extenor of this palace, re erected at Cumberland gate, Hyde 
pork, and completed Mai-ch 29, 1851 

BUC KLERS Those used m single combat were invented by Preetus and Aorisins 
of Algos, about 1870 B.C When Lucius Papinus defeated the Sammtes, he to<^ from them 
their bucklers, whidi were of gold and silver, 309 b c In modem wai&re the buckler has 
been laid aside, but the light emrass of horse soldici’s, culled cmrassiers, is something akin 
to tihe ancient buckler See article Armour 

BUCKLES The wearmg of buckles commenced m the rmm of Charles II , but 
people of inferior rank, and such as affected plainness in their gam, wore stnngs m their 
shoes some years after that iienod these lost were, however, ndiculed for their singulanly 
m using them Buiklcs contmue to bo used m couit dress and by persons of rank m most 
countries of Euroxie 

BUDA, on the Danube, once called the Key of Chnstendom, in coi^unctum with 
Pesth, the capital of Hungary It was taken by Solyman II at the memorable battle of 
Mohatz^ when the Hungarian king, Lotus, was killeci, and 200,000 of his subjects carried 
away captives, 152G Buda was sacked a second time, uhon the inhabitants wore put to 
the sword, and Hungary was annexed to the Ottoman empire, 1541 Retaken 1^ the 
Impenahsts, under the duke of Lorrame, and the Mahomotans delivered up to the f^ of 
the soldiers, 1686 See Bimgary 

BUDDHISM, tlio rdigion formerly of Indio, and now of a laijm part of Asia beyond the 
Ganges and Japan, from which Brahmimsm is said to lie denved. Buddha, or the Wise, 
flo^^ed about 1000 or 1100 b.o Tlie Buddhists behevo that the soul is an omanatioii 
from God , and that, if it contmue virtuous, it will return to him on the death of ihe body, 
but if not so, that it will undeigo vanous degrees and changes of abode Buddhism was 
expelled from India abemt A.D 956 

BUENOS AYRES (S Amenca) Tins vast country was explored by Sebastian Cabot 
m 1526, and the capital founded by Don Pedro do Mendoza m 1535 In 1585 the city was 
re-built, recolomsed, after several abandemments. A British fleet and army under sir 
Hcmie Fopham and general Beresford, took the city with sb^^t resiatance m 1806, but it was 
retaken Aug 12, after six we^’ possession. Monte Video was token hy storm 1^ sir Samuel 
Auchmut^^eb 8, 1807, but evacuated July 7, foUowmg See Monte Video The Bntudi 
suffered a dreadftil repulse here, m an expedition of 8000 men under general Whitcdock (who 
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WM diflgraoed), July 7« 1807 Ou entermg tlio town wero attadkod by a iraponor forco of 
mnikfltry from every quarter, and penehed in ffreat numbera, withont oocanoning 

any oorreaponding loss to the enemy A convention foUowed, by which the Bntuh were 
alil^ed to re-embark in their ahipa The piau^ of Bnenoa Ayrea waa disturbed in the 
bii gitifMiig of the last century by rnral chiefs, who defied the authority of Spam, but after 
great havoc and bloodshed they were quiot^ The mdependence of the province waa 
July 19, 1816 , and it was recognised m Febmaiy, 1822, as forming part of the 
Argentme confederation , but for some years oast, the coim^ has been made a pr^ to mvil 
war by vanous leaders, among whom were Orine, Urquiza, and Bosas. The last was defeated

BULGARIA, anciently Moesia, now part of European Turkey The Bulgarians were a 
Slavonian tnbe, who harassed the Eastoni empire and Italy from A.P 499 to 678, when tiiey 
estabbshed a Inn^om They defeated Justinian 11 , A n 687 , but were subdued, alter 
several conflicts, by the emperor Basil, m 1018, who, in 1014, having token 15,000 Bui 
gaxians prisoners, caused their eyes to be put out, leavmg one eye only to every hundredtli 
man, to enable hun to conduct his countrymen home 1 lie kin^om was re estabbshed in 
1096 , but after many changes, it became port of the Ottoman empire, m 1891 

BULl^ OB Edict of the Pope. This is an apostobcal rescript, of ancient use, 
genorsUy written on parchment The bull is, properly, the seal, denvmg its name finm 
Irttlfa, and has been made of gold, silver, lead, and wax On one side are the heads of Peter 
and Paul , and on the other, the name of the pope, and year of his pontificate. Bulls were 
forbidden to be promulgate in England, in 1571 Bulls denouncW queen Ebzaboth and 
her abettors, and consigning them to heU fire, accompamed the Spanei Armada, 1588 Ihe 
celebrated Golden Bull of me emperor Charles lY was so called because of its golden seal, 
and was made the frindamental law of the German empire, at the diet of Nuremberg^ 1856 

BI^L-BAITING, or Bull-Fighting A ™rt in Spam and Portugal, somewhat 
eqmvalmt in those countries to the fi^ts of the gladiators among the fintnimM. It is 
recorded as being on amusement at Stamford so eany as ^ reign of John, 1209 Bull 
runn^ vw a sport at Tutbury m 1874 In the ^porUt of SngUmd^jr^ read cff the “ Easter 
flme bunu when foanung boars fought for their heads, and lusty buUs and huge bears were 
baited with dpgs , and near the London, was the FCns^ or Bear Garden, so oele-

BULWER-CLAYTON TREATY, ratified July 4, 1850, by which sir Henry Lytton 
Bulwer on behalf of the Bntish, and hlr Clayton on behdf of the Amencan government, 
declared tliat neither would obtain any exclusive control over the prqxised dim canal 
through Central Amenca, or erect any fortihcation on any part of the country Hiapntes 
aftorwurds arose with rospcH^t to this treaty and the connection of Great Bntain wntu the 
Mosqmto temtory (which aec), which were settled in 1857 

BUNKER'S HILL (near Boston, U S ), Battle of. Tunc 17, 1775, between the Bntish 
and the revolted Amencans, who made a formidable stand against the royal troops, but were 
nltimatdy defeated with considerable loss — ^tho Amenuins were nearly 2000, and the Bntish 
near 8000 men 1 1 was one of the earliest actions of the provincials wiui the mother conntiy , 
and notwithstanding its issue, and the retreat of their forces, the Amoncan iieoplo refer to it 
with national pnde, 6u account of the obstinate light tlioy made against the snpenor numbers 
of the Bntish.

BURFORD CLUB The appellation mvuu (acumliug to Mr Layer, the barrister, a

BURGHER SECEDERS were dissenters from the church of Scotland. Their separation 
from the associate presbytery arose m a difference of sentiment regarding the lawfulness of 
taking ^e buigoss oath, 1789 The number of this class of separatists was, however, even 
at the time, comparatively smalL 

BURGLARY, until the reigu of George lY , was punished with death. Formerly, to 
encourage the prosecution of offenders, he who convicted a burglar was exempted from panah 
offices, 10 & 11 Will 111 1699 , Statute of Rewords, 5 Anne, 1706 , ana 6 Geo 1 1720 
Receivers of stolon plate and other goods, to bo transported, 10 Geo 111 1770 PeraoiiB 
having npmi them picklock keys, Ac , to bo deemed it^es and vagabonds, 18 Gea 111 
177^ The laws with respect to biuglary were amended by Mr (afterwaida sir Robert)

BURGOS (Spam), Siege of Lord Welbngton entered Burgos on Sept 19, after the 
battle of Salamanca (fought July 22, 1812) The castle was besieged by the British 
albed army, but the siege was ablmdoned, Oct 21, same year The fortificationa were blown 
up by the French, June 12, 1818 

BURGUNDY, a large provmce m France, derives its name from the Buigandiana, a 
Gothic tnbe who overran Gaul in A d 275, but were driven out by the emperor Probus 
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they retained in 287| when thqr were defeated by Maximin. In 418 they eetabluhed a 
kingdomi compneiDg the present Buigon^ and hum parts of Switserlano, with Alsacoi 
Sayoy, Ftovoncef fto. Gondicar, their leamry was the nrst king — ^The second kingdom, 
cnmiMfafi g of a part the first, began with Qontran, son of dotaire I of France, m 661 
The kingdoms oi^les, l^rovence, and Trauqurane Bnzgnndy, were formed oat of the old 
Inn giiftm, — ^In 877, Charles ^e Bald made his brother-m law Rithaixl the first Duke of 
Bnigandy In 988, Hn^ the Great, count of Pens, founder of the house of Gapet^ obtomed 
the duchy His descendut Henry, on becoming kiim of France, conferred it on his brother 
Robert, in whose fiunily it remained till the death of PhilipjM de Rouvre, without issue, in 
1861 In 1868, bing John of Franco made hss fourth son, rjimn, duke, who s^tly enlar^ 
his dominions maziying the heiress of Louisa count of Flanuors, Artois, ftc.

BURKIKG, a new and liomblo s^iecies of murder, committed in England, thus named 
from the first Imown criminal laiy whom it was perpetrated being named Burke His Tictims 
were killed by pressure or other modes of sunocation, and the bodies, which exhibited no 
marks of violence, were afterwards sold to the suigeons for dissection. Burke was executed 
at Edmbnii^ in Febnia^ 16, 1829 The enme was also perpetrotiA by a gang m London 
The monsto named Bishop was aiiprehendeil in Noyrmber, 1831, and executed Dec 6, 
with Wilhoms, one of his accompbeos, for Ihe murder of a poor Italian boy named Garlo 
Femn, a friendless wanderer, and therefore selected as being less likely to be sought after 
They confessed to this and other similar murdois. 

BURLINGTON HEIGHTS, Battle of, between the Bntish and the United States 
Amencan forces , contested with great valour on both sides Nuther force was of 
amount, but the latter was more numerous. Tho Amcncaus were routed, and the Bntiiui 
earned the heights, June 6, 1818 

BURMESE, OR Bibman, EnnHi^ founded m the middle of tho last centnzy I^Alompra, 
the first sovereign of the present dynasty Our first diqmte with this foimi&blo power 
occurred m 1796, but it was amicably a^Rstod by general Endune Hostdities were com- 
menc ed by the Bntish in 1824, when they took Rangoon. The fort and pagoda of Synam 
wen taken m 1826 After a short armistice, hostdities were renewed, Dec 1, same year, 
and pursued until the successive victones of tlio Bntish led to the cession of Anacan, and 
to the Bignatura of peace, Feb 24, 1826 For the events this war, and of the Burmese 
war ccnmienced in 1861, see India. The provmce of Pegu was annexed to our Indmn 
empue, Dec 20, 1862 The war was dedared at an end, June 20, 1868 

^BUBMOTG ALIVE was infiicted among the Romans, Jews, and other nations, on the 
oetiayerB of oouneels, incendlanes, and for incest in the ascending and descending degrees.

among others, Ridl^, biHiop of London , Jjatimor, biHiop of Rodiester, and Cranmer, arch 
bishop of CraterbniT, who were burned at Oirford m 1565 and 1556 * Bartholomew 
Leggatt and Edmrd Wij^itmou wore burned for heresy m 1612, by warrant of James I 

BURNING THE DEAD was practised among the Greeks and Romans, and the poet 
Homer abounds with descriptions of such funeral obsetpics. The practice was very general 
about 1225 ii.c , and was revived ty Sylla. The burning of Hie dead is still practised m 
many parts of the East and West Indies. See Barrouia 

BURNING GLASS and CONCAVE MIRRORS TIilit power was not unknown to 
Archimedes, and it is even asserted that by their aid ho burnt a fleet m the harbour of 
Syracuse, B.C 214 but the powers of those instraments are rendered wonderful by the 
modem improvements of Sottmla, of Tschimhauscn, 1680, of Biiffon, 1747, and of Parker 
and others, more recently Tlic following are exiKtniULiitK of the fusion of substances made 
with Mr Farkci'^s lens or burning mirror, about 1800, which cost 700Z , and is thought to 
have been the largest over made it was sold to capt Mackcnzio, who took it to China,

CABUl^ OR Cahool, a city of Afchanistaii, taken a d 977 by Subuctiueen, grand&ther 
of Mahomed, founder of the Gazneviclo dynasty It was taken by Nadir Shah in 1788 It 
was the capitid of tho Dunini empire at the end of the last exmtury In 1809 tho sovereign 
Shah Sooja was expelled, and eventually Cabul came into the hwds of Dost Mahomed, a 
clever and ambitious chieftain In 1839 the British restored Shah Soerja , but in 1842 a 
dreadful outbreak took place. Tho cJiief British civil officer, sir Wm M^Naghten was 
massacred, and tlio BntiBli commenced a most disastrous retreat of 8849 soldiers, and about 
12; 000 camp followers, only one Eiiroiiean, Dr B^den, and four or five natives escaped In 
the same year (Ser^ 16) general, now ui George Pollock, retook the town, and rescued lady 
Sale and many of the prisoners.

CALEDONIAN CANAL The act for this stupendous undertaking — a canal from the 
North Sea to the Atlantic Ocean — ^received the royal assent, July 27, 1803 , and the works 
wore commenced same year By means of tins magmficont canal the nautical intercourse 
be^en tlie western ports of Great Britain, and those also of li-elaud to the North Sea and 
Baltic, IS shortened in some instances 800, and in others, 1000 miles A sum vastly 
exceeding a million storhiig was granted hy parliament from time to time , and this safe 
navigation for shixis of nearly ovLiy tonnage was completed and opened Nov 1, 1822 

CALENDAB. The Human calendar, which has iii great part liecn adopted hy almost idl 
nations, was mtioducod hy Romulus, who divided the year into ten months, composing 304 
da;^ 738 B.c The year of Romulus was of fiHy days' less duration than the lunar year, 
and of sixty one less thuu tlie solar ycai, and its commencement did not, of course, correspond 
with any nx( d season Numa Ponijnlius, 713 n c , ton’oeted tins calendar, hy adding two 
months , and Julius Crosar, 45 B.C , desirous to m^e it luoro correct,, fixed the solar year 
as hemg 365 days and six hours, eveiy fourth year hoing hissextile or leap year See Leap 
Tear This almost perfect arrangement was denominated the Juhan style, and prevailed 
generally throughout the Clinstian world till the time of Pope Gregory Xlll The calendar 
of Tulius Cffisar was dcfecbve in tins particular, that the solar year consisted of 365 days, 
five hours, and forty nine minutes , and not of 365 da 3 r 8 six hours This difference, at the 
tune of Gre^iy Xlll , had amounted to ton i iitiro days, tlie vernal eiiuinox fulling on tlie 
11th, instead of the 21st of March To obviate this error, Gregory ordomed, m 1582, tlwt 
lhai yoai aliould consist of 365 days only (Oct 5, became Oct 15) , and to prevent further 
irri^lanty, it was determined tliat a year Ijemuuiug a century should not lie bissextile, 
with the exception of that hcgiiming eoui fourth century thus, 1700 and 1800 have not 
been bissextile, nor will 1 900 lie so but the year 2000 will be a leap year In this maimer 
three days are mtronched in 400 years, liecjuise tlie lajisc of eleven imnntes mokes three days 
in about tliat xKsnod Tlie year of the calendar is thus iiiiuh os lujii ly as possible to corrcsxioud 
with the true solar year, and fiitum errors of chronology ore avoided hew Style

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CALENDAR, FRENCH REyOLUTlONARY See Frcneh Sevolutmiary Calendar 

CALENDER This maihme, which is used in gloang vonous kmds of cloth, was intro- 
duced into England by the Huguenots, who were driven by pei'secutiou from Fnmce, Hollwd, 
and the Netherlauda, to those couiitnes, about 1685 Anaermni, 

CALENDS, tbe first day of the Roman mouths. 

CAIjICO, tlie well known cotton doth, }a named from Calicut, a city of India, which was 
disc^erod by the PortngucBe, m 1498 Calico was first brought to England hy the TSoBt 
India Company, in 1631 Calico pnnting, and the Dutdi loom engme, were first naed in 
1676, when a Frenchman established a factory at Richmond near London. Anderaon 
Calicoes wore prohibited to be nnntod or worn, m 1700 , and ogam m 1721, a penalty of SI 
was laid on tlie wearer, and 204 on the seller of calico In 1881 by the exertions of Hr 
Foulett Thompson, afterwards lord Sydenliam, and others, the conaobdated duty of 8M 
on the square of prmtod calico was taken oft, and immoiiae impetua was given to the 
mannfi&ctaro See Cotton, The French government encouraged the manufiuituie early m 
the last century 

CAUFOBNIA (from the Spanish, CaltetUe Fomalla, hot furnace, in allnaion to the 
dimate) was discovered ly Cortex in 1587, and taken possession of by sir Francu Drake, 
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who had his right to it couhniied by the kiug of the uniutry lu 1578 Thu Jesuts mode 
their settlementa here about 1690 , but they were Bubsequentl^ expelled bv the Speuiaxds. 
This peninsula for a long penod before 1846 belonged to Mexico , out in July in that year 
the whole temtoiy, by a bloodless contpest, was annexed to the possessions of the United 
States of North Amonco. The late discoveiy of the auriferous region here has attracted a 
uniTorsal tide of emigration to it from Euro|)e, Amenta, and the countnes of the utmost 
East , tens of thousands from the Bntidi Isles bemg among the earliest adventurers The 
hrst Imown discovery of mid in its wonderftil quantity was made by a located captain, named 
Sutter, and his fnend Mr Marshall, in September, 1847 ,* but it is supposed that the 
existence of gold was known to numerous individuals previously, who couched the source 
of their enormous gams, while they traffitked ostonsioly in the lufenor products of the 
land. The recent discoveiy of tlie gold holds of Australia (Apnl, 1861) nas turned the 
stream of emigration from these kingiloins to that country See Australia California was 
admitted into the United States in 1860 It is advancmg rapidly m wealth and importance, 
but society is still m a very disoiganised state There were many munlers committed in 
1863, and Lynch law (\oh%ck sec) is occasionally m oiicratiou The population lu 1866 was 
606,067 

CALIPER COMPASS, an instrument wliorely founders and gunners measure tlie bore or 
diameter of cannon, moilars, and oUici pieces of ordnance, and idso of sm^l arms, and the 
diameter of shot This compass is said to luive been mveuted by on oitificer of Nuronibeig: 
in 1640 

CALIPH (in Arabic), Yicar, or Apostle, the title assumed by the sophi of Persia, in the 
Bucoosaion of Ah, and by the grand sciguioi's as the sin'i-uHsorH of Mahomet The culiphat 
was adopted by Abubeker, the father of the l^rophet s second wife, m whoso arms he died, 
A.D 681 In process of time the soldaus or sultans engi'usscKl all the < ivil power, and little 
but the title was left to the cahphs, and that chiefly in matters of i-eligion Sir T JTcr&ei'f. 

CALIPPIC PERIOD, invented by Colippus, to cornet th(« Me tonic cycle It consists of 
foui cycles, or of sewonty six yt aiw, at the expiration of wlucli he iinagiuod the new and full 
moons returned to the same day of the solar year, which is inc4>rrect , tins penod was begun 
about the end of Tune, in the tliird year of the 112th Olympiad, m the year of Rome 424, 
and 380 b.o Pardon 

CALIXTINS, a sect denved from the Hussites, in the middle of the 16th centniy 
Tliey asserted the use of tlie cup (Creek Aalix) us essential to the Eucliunst — Also a sect 
among the Lutherans following the sentiments of Calixtus, who died in 1666 Calixtus 
wrote a treatise against the cehl^y of the pnesthooil, and proposed a re union of CatholiLs 
and Protestants b^d on the A^iostlos' crceil. 

CALI YUQA, the Hindoo era of the Deln^ dates from 8101 b c (accnnlmg to some 
3102), and bemns with tlie entrance of the sun into the Hindoo sign Aswm, which is now on 
the 11th April, NS In the year 1600 the year liegon on the 7th of Apnl, N S , fi-om which 
it has now advanced four days, and from the precession of the ot[uiuoxca, is still advancing 
at the rate of a day in sixty years. The numlier }>roduced by subtractmg 3102 from any 
given year of the CaU Yuga era, will be the Clinstiau year m which tlie given year Ix^ns. 

CALLAO (Peru) Here, after an earthqu^c, the sea retired from the shore, and returned 
in mountainous waves, which destroyed the city, a t> 1687 The some ]iheiionienoii took 
place Oct 28, 1746, when all the inliabitants ^lenslied, with the exception of one man, who 
was standing on an eminence, and to whose succour a wave providentially throw a boat 

CALLIGRAPHY, beautiful wntuig, in a small compass Invented hy Callicrates, who 
is said to have wntteu an elegant distu h on a sesamum seed, 472 b ( The moilem 

* Captain Bntter says he wna aitting one ereuing In bla room writing, when Ur Ifanhall suddenly 
entered, with great excitement in his fhee and, unable to speak, flung ujjon the table a handflil of SMles

CALMAB, Tbeaty of The celebrated treaty, whereby Denmark, Sweden, and Norway 
were united under one sovereign , Maigaret of Waldemar, **the Semiramis of North,’’ 
being the hrst, 1807 The d( pubes of the three kingdoms assembled at Colmar for the 
eloewin of a king , and Maigaret, having defeated Albert of Sweden (whose tyranny had 
caused a revolt of his subjects) in 1393, was made choice of to rule over Denmark, as well 
as Sweden and Norway, of which she was tiiicn queen Tins beaty is commonly called the 
Union of Calmar HeiwuU, 


CALOMEL (beautiful black), a compound of mercury, sulphuric acid, and dhlondo of 
sodium, first menboned by Crollius early m tlie 17th century, but must have been previously 
known. The first direcbous given for its preparation were those announced by Beguin, in 
1608 It IS said that corrosive sublimate was known some centunes before 

CALORIC See Heat 

CALORIC SHIP ERICSSON In tins vessel it was attempted to sujierapde steam, as a 
motive power, by cdonc or hoabid oir Tlio ship Encsson was constructed in America on 
tins now priudjile of mobon, and sailed down the liay of New Yoik, Jon 4th, 1863 , and, 
it was thought, proved that caloric was adapted to locomotion, and destined perhaps to 
work a oomidete revolution m navigation The vessel was designed by captain Encsson, 
whose name she boro, and on tins tnal tnp sailed fonrtoon miles an hour, at a cost of Ml 
eighty per cent less than is consumed by ordinary steam ships Tlio c^onc engines are 
^nermy considered uusnccossful , but cajitain Encsson is still conbnuiug his itsseardies. 
He patented a modified ongme in 1866 


CALVARY, Mou^T, the place where the Redeemer sufiei-ed death, a n 33 Calvary 
(which cannot now bo trociHl, for the gitmnd is on enbre plain) was a small oiiimence or luU 
a^acent to Jenisalem, appropriated to the exoeubon of molefactoi's See lAnJce xxiii. 88 
Adnan, at tlic time of his porsecubon of the Chnsbons, erected a temple of Jupiter on 
Mount Calvary, and a temple of Adonis on the man^r at Bethlehem, A.i> 142 The empress 
Helena bmlt a chimh here about a d 326 Within the city of Jerusalem is the church of 
the Hdy Sepulchre, whither pilgnms floe k from all Chnstian countries See Holy Plaoea

CALVINISTS, named after their founder, John Calvin, one of the great Protestant

GAMERONIANS, a name frequently ffivon to the lusly now termed the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church of Scotland, the liiieu dosceudaiits of the c^onnntera of the 17th 
century, who were the rstablifhetl church from 1638 50 Charles II signed the covenant 
in 1650, in hopes of rccovcniig his Icm^nms, but renounced it m 1661, and revived Epis- 
copacy, so hateful to the Scots, which led eventually to the revolt m 1666, when many 
xealous covenanters were dam in liattle (in the Pentland hills, &c ), and many died on the 
scaffold, after imdeigoing crud tortures rcfiismg to take the oatlis I'oquirod, and declining 
to accept the king's vndulgenoe The name Cmntronium is derived from Richard Cameron, 
one of their mmistors, who was killiMl m a Kkirmish, m 1680 In 1689 tliey raised a body 
of soldiers to support William 111 , who enrolled them undci the command of lord Angus, 
08 the 26th regiment, since so famous Thev were frequently called hill men, or mountam 
men, and aoeiS.ypeopU (from the places and modes of worship to which they were frequently 
reduced), and McMillamtes, ftem John McMiUan, their first nunister, after their secession 
firom the church of Scotland on account of its subservioncy to the English government, 
and its dodimng from its onginal rigid pnm iples In 1712 tlie rameronians renewed the 
public covenant^ and are desenbed in one of tlicir traits as “the snffenng onti poinsh, 
anti prelaticfd, anti erastian, true prosbytenan church of Scotland * Tliey have now 
between thirty and forty congregations in Scotland — ^Tlie 79th regiment (Camenm High 
landen) lias no connection with Qie Cameroniaiis. 

CAMISARDS (from ehemiae, a shirt which thev frequently wore over tlieir dress m night 
attaifiu), a name given to the more warlike French IVotcstants in the neighbourhood of the 
Cevennes (mountam chains in S France), who defended themselves and attained tluir 
enemies after the revotaiioii of the edict of Mantes, in 1685 lliey were suppressed in 1704 
l^eir loader, Ckivabcr, is said to liavo become governor of Jersey under WiUiara III 

GAMLET This stuff was originally made of silk and camel’s hair, but* is now manu 
factured of wool, hair, and mlk Camlet is niontionofl by wnUrs of the middle ages, as a 
stuff prqiared from camel’s hair nlono The true oriental uimlct first come to these countries 
from PortugucBo Indui, m 1600 Awleraoii^ 

CAMP All the early warlike nations had camps The dii^sition of the Hebrew en 
oampment was, we are told, at lii'st laid out by God himself l^e Romans and Gauls had 
intrmched comps in open ]iluina , and vestiges of such Roman encampments arc existing to 
this day in numerous places in England and Scotland A camp was formed at Hyde I'ark 
m 1745 and 1814 See CfutUwni and AldBTsIwtt, 

CAMPEACHY BAY (Yucatan, Central Amorua) Discovered about A.P 1520, and 
settled in 1540 , it was taken by the English m 1650 , by the buccaneers, in 1678 , and by 
the freebooters of St Domingo, m 1685 Tlieso lost bunit the town and blow up the citadeL 
The 1&» gli«h logwood cutters made tlicir settlement here in 1662 

GAMPERDOWM, Battlw of, off Camperdown, south of tlio Texel, whore a signal tk 
toiy was obtained ly the Bntish fit et under admiral Duneaii, over tlie Dutch fl^t, com- 
manded by ailmiral De Winter , the latter losing hftcen ships, either taken or destroy^, 
Oct 11, 1797 This was one of tlie most bnlluint naval acluevements of the war, and 
obtmned a peerage for the brave Bntish admiral Ho died suddenly on his way to 
Edmbui^ Aug 4, 1804 

CAMFO FORMIO (Morth Italy), Turaty of Concluded lictwcen France and Austna, 
the latter power yieldmg the Low Countnes and the Ionian Islands to France, and Mdon, 
Mantua, and Modena to the Cisolpine r^blic Tins memorable and humiliating treaty 
resulted from the ill success of Austria on the Rlime By a secret article, however, the 
emperor took possession of the Venetian dominions m compensation for the Motherlands, 
October 17, 1797 

CANADA This country was discovered by John and Sebastian Cabot^ m June, 
1497 , m 1585 Jacques Cartier ascended the St. Lawrence as far as where Montreal now 
Btands In 1608 Quebec was founded, and Canada was taken by the English in 1628, but wac 
restored m 1681 It was again conquered by the English in 1759 (see QueAse), and was con 
finned to them l^ the peace of 1768 The insurgent Amencans were repulsed in attacks ox 
Canada in 1775, 1776 This country was dmd&d into two provinces.

CAOUTCHOUC, OR IsniA Bibber. An ehistie resmons substance that exudes 
mcisions from aovcral trees tliat grow in Cayenne, (^ito, and the Brazils, cdlod Hanna 
eaoubdioiie and Stphonta elaslicOf and vulgarly uillid syringe trees It ^vas first brought to 
Europe from South Aiiienco, al^ut 1731 Yulcaniscil rubber, formeil by combining India 
rubber with sidphnr, which inucess remov cs the susceptibility of tho rubber to change under 
atmospheric temperatures, was patented in Amcneo, by Mr C Goodyear, in 1889 , and is 
said to havo boon invented also by Mr T Hancock, of tho firm of Mockmtofdi ft Co , m 
1848 Snbscoucntly (m 1849), Mr Gooilycar invented the mannfiictare of hard rubber os a 
substitute for nom and tortoiseshell, for combs, ]iapcr knives, veneer, walking sticks, &c 
A mode of rotaming India rubber m its natural fluid state 0>y applyuig to it liquid ammonia) 
was patented in England, on luhalf of the mvcntoi, Mr Henry Lee Noms^ of New York, 
in 1853 , but the discovoiy has not yet been apphed to tho arts 

CAP Tho Homans went for many ages without regular covermg for the head, and 
hence the hoods of all tho ancient statues apxiear bare But at ono period the cap was a 
mrmbol of liberty, and when tho Boinans gave it to thnr slaves, it entitled them to freedo^ 
The cap was sorootimcs used as a mark of infamy , and m Italy tho lows were distinguiuied

CAPE BRETON, a laige island on tho coast of N Aincnca, disenvered by tho English

CAPE-COAST CASTLE (S W Africa) Settled by tho Portuguese in 1610 , but it 
soon ML to the Dutch It was demohshed by admiral Holmes in 1661 All the Brituh 
settlements, factones, and i^ppmg along the const wore destroyed by the Dutch admiral, 
De Ruytor, m 1665 This capo was confirmed to tho English by the treaty of Breda, m 1667

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CAPE D£ YERD ISLANDS (a duster in the N Atlantic Ocean, near the Ca]^ of the 
same name) were known to the ancients under name of Gorgades, but were not Tisitedby 
the modems tiU discovered Antonio deNoli, a Genoese navigator in the service of Portugal, 
A.D 1446, 1460, or 1460 The Portuguese have possessed them ever smce their discovery 

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE, a promoiitoiy on the SW pomt of Afhca, ongmaUy 
called *‘Cabo Toimontoso,” (the stormy cape,) and also the *'Lion of the Sea,” and the 
** Head of Africa,” discovered by Jkirthoiomow de Diaz m 1486 The name was dianged to 
its present one 1^ John IL of Portugal, who augured favourably of future discovOTioa from 
Diaz having reaiwed the extremity of Africa. The cape was doubled, and the passage to 
India discovered hy Yaaco do Gama, Nov 20, 1497 Planted by the Dutch, 1661 l&eu 
by the Endiah, under adminil Mphmstono and j^eral Clarke, Sept 1796, and restored at 
tncT peace m 1802 Agom token by sir David Dim'd and sir Homo Popha^ Jon 8, 1806 , 
and finally ceded to England m 1816 Emigrants began to amve here from Britain, in 
Much, 1820 The neighbouring Cafiros have made several irruptions on the Bntish settle- 
ments at the Capo, uioy committed dreadful rava^s at Grahamstown, Oct 1834 See 
Kitffrtma. In consecjuonco of the resistance of the inhabitants to the attempt to make the 
Cape a penal colony, commenced Alay 19, 1849, the project was abandoned.

June 16, 1693 — Sir John Jervis licmg m command of the MediteiTonean fleet of fifteen sail, 
gave battle to the Spanish fleet of twenty seven shiiis of the line off tins Chim., and signally 
defeated the enemy, nearly double in strength, toJiing four shiiis and dcstn^ing several 
others, Feb. 14, 1797 Nelson was engaged in this liattlo hor this victory su John was 
miaod to tlio English peerage, by the titlo of earl St Yincent 

CAPET, Houhb of The tlnnl race of the kmgs of France Hugo Ca^iet, count of 
PUiB and Orleans, the first of this race (which was ^lc<l from him Capetions and Cnpi 
vigions), seized the throne on the death of Louis Y called tlie Indolent, who reigned but one 
year , ho was supposed to have been jioisoued by Ins queen, who did not love him His 
unde should by right linvo succeeded. Qlins cmled the Curioviugiau race, which lasted 236 
yean, A n.

616 B.0 The building was contmued by Sorvius Tullius, and completed by Tarqumius 
Superbus, but was not dedicated till 607 u.c by tlio consul Horotius It was burnt during 
the civil wars^ B c 83, rebuilt by Sylla, and dodicatoil ogam by Lutatius Catulus, d .0 69 
The Roman consuls made large donations to this temple, and the emperor Augustas bestowed

tion, whidi coiiviqrs tlioir castings into tlio sco. Hera arc made ^e xneccs of ordnance calhid 
carronades, so named from this foundry — ^first made in 1776 

CABBOTS Tliesc, among other edible roots, were inniorted from Holland and Flanders. 
It was not untd alxmt the dose of the reign of Henry YIII oi after thf year 1540, that tliey 
were produced m England. They have much improved both in growui and flavour under 
Euj^iah culture 


CABTESIAN DOCTBINFB Tlicu author was Bono Dcs C’artes, tJic Frondi pliilosopher, 
who promulgated them in 1687 Hu was an onginal thinker his mctnxJiysi^ prmciplo

CATILINE’S CONSPIRACY Sirgius L. Catiline, a Roman of ,noblo family, having 
squandered away his tortuno by debaucheiics and extravagance, and liaviug been rofdsed Gio 
consulship, secretly meditated the nun of his country, and conspired wiUi many of the most 
dlustnous of tho Romans as dissolute as himself, to extirpate tho senate, plunder tho 
troasuiy, and set Rome on lire Tins cnuspirucy (it c 65) was timely discovered by tho 
consul Cicero (b c 63) whom he had rosolved to miirdei , and on seeing live eJ. his accom- 
plices 01 rested, ho rotirod to Gaul, whore his ])artiBnns wore assembling on army Cicero 
pumped tho condemned conspirators at homo, while Petreius attacked Catihiie’s ill dis 
ciplined foiuos, and routed them, and tlio conspirator was killed in tho engagement, 
Docombor 62 it c His character has boon brandiid with the foulest infamy , and to the 
violence ho offered to a vestal, he added tho minder of his own brother , and it is said tliat 
ho and his associates drank human blood to render their oalhs more lirm and mviolublo

CATO, SuiCTDF OF Termed os tho *‘cra ilostructivo of tho liberties of Rome ” Cato

CATO STREET CONSPIRACY Tlie mysterious plot of a gang of low and desperate 
pohticianB, whose object was tho assassination of tho ministers ul the crown, and the over- 
throw of Uie government the conspinitors wore arrested Feb 28, 1820 , and Thistlewood 
and his four pimapal associates. Brunt, Davidson, Ings, and Tidd, were executed according 
to the then horrid manner of traitors, on May 1 foUovung 

CAITLE Tlio importation of homed cattle from Ireland and Scotland, into Engla nd , 
was prohibited by a law, 16 Charles II 1663 , but the cxjiort of cattle from Ireland became 
and contmues to be a vast and bonciiaal branch of the Insh trade with the sister country 
Fragi the inferior port of Waterford alone, tho value of iin]x>rted catUe and piovisio^ 
amounted m 1841, to nearly half a million stoiling By tho act 5tli and 6th Yict c.

Jupiter and contmually devoured by vultures, ocuirding to ancient autliors, 1548 B.C Tlie 

r es near the mountain were called Clancflunke PerUSy and it is supposed that throu|^ them 
Somatiuns, collod Huns, made their way when they invaded the provmces of Bomo^ 
AB 447 ^raJho, Iln'oJMtta See Cirecuma The subjugatinn of the Caucasian tribes 
has long licen tlio object of the Bussians, and seems now almost achieved by the capture of 
^ham^ Sept 7, 1859, who has been honourably received by the czar 

CAUDINE FORKS, according to Livy, the Furetdas CaudiruD (m Somnium, S Italy) 
were two narrow diiilcs or gorges, united by a range of inonntams on each side. Tho 
Rmnn.n« went tlirongli the first pass, bnt found the second blocked up , on returning they 
found tile iirst similarly obstructed They lieing tliiis hemmed in by the Sammtes, 
commanded by 0 Pontius, surrendered at (fisci'ction, KC 821, (after a defeat, according 
to Cicero) Tho Roman senate broke the treaty 

CAULTFIXIWER, colled the queen of vegetables, was first planted m these kingdoms 
about 1603 , it come from Cypius, but was not sold at market until about 1670 In tho 
18th centniy cauliflowois Wei's a usual xntsent from England to Portugal 

CAUSTIC m Patntino The branch of the art so called is a method of burning tho 
oolouiH into wood or ivory Guusios, a jiaiiiter of Sicyon, vas the inventor of this process.

CHARLES ET GEORGES Two French vessels of this name, professedly conveying free 
African ciiiigmnts (but really slaics), w(ro seized by the Portuguese, ui Conducia bay, 
Nov 29, 1858, sent to Lisbon, and condemned as slavd's They were demanded huu^tily 
by the hrouch miveiiuueiit, who, on tho hesitation ol Iho Portuguese, sent two ships of war 
to tho Tagus The cnptiii*ed vessels were tlicu sum udered uude^r protest. Tho conduct of 
tho Britiidi government (that of Lord Dciby), to whom the Portuguese liad referred the dis- 
pute, was coiisideml more prudent tlion digiiiried Tlic emperor of Fi'anci^ however, gave up 
the free omigi*ation scheme 

CHARLESTON (Massachusetts) Burnt by tho Bntish forces under General Gage 
Jnn 17, 1775 Tlio English fleet at Chailcston was repulsed with great loss, June 28, 1776 
Charleston taken by tho Britisli, Hay 7, 1779 — Chaiu KS'roN, South Carolina, was 
bosiegod by tho British troops at Iho latter cml of Moi'ch, 1780, and surrendered May 18 
following, with 6000 x)nsonoi*s , it was evacuated Apiil 14, 1783 

CHARTER-HOUSE (a corruption of Clmitreuse, vobneh, see), l/indon, formerly a Carthu- 
sian monasteiy, fonndr^l in 1371 ny sii Wnlt( i do Manny, one of tho kiuglits of hhward HI , 
now an extensive (hantablo establisliment The last ])nor, John Houghton, was executed 
as a tnutor for denying tho king s suprouiacy, in 1585 After tho dissolution of inonastenes 
in 1589, it passed throimh various hands till Nov 1, 1611 It was sold by tho earl of 
Suffolk to Mr Thomas &tton for 13,000/, who obtained htters patent directing that it 
should bo callod ** tho hosintol of king James, founded m tho Chailer house,*’ and that **there 
should bo forever 16 govimors,” &c On the foundation are 80 jioor brotliora and 44 poor 
scholars. Sntton died December 12, 1611 Tlie expenditure for the year 1868-4 waa

CHARTER-PARTY A covenant between merebants and masters of ships relating to the 
ihip and caigo, contamnig tho particulars of their agreement. It is said to have bean first 
used m Engmnd so early as tho reign of Henry 111 , about 1248 Andersofi 

CHARTERS The first mnted by the kings of Enfi^d to their subjects were by 
Edward the Gonfessoi, and V Henry I ad 1100 Many uuaent charters have boon 
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printed by the Record Commienoners (1800 87) Their vork le now earned on nnder the 
Bupermtendenoe of the master of the rolls. See Magna Charta and JBorougha 

OHABTISTSt the name assumed by large bodies of the working people, shortly after the 
passing of the Reform Bill in 1882 nom their demanding the ^ple's Charter, the five 
pomta of which were Vote hg Ballot, Untneracd Saffragt, Annual Partea^nente, PaynunU of 
tho Members, and tlte AbolUum of the Propertfn QuattfiecOton (the last of which was granted, 
June 1858) Their petition was presented by Mr T Attuood, Juno 14, 1838 They 
assembled m vanons ports of the countiy, armed aith guns, pikes, and other weajMms, and 
carrying torches and flags, and conducting themselves tumultnonsly, so that a prodamatioii

CHARTS ANT) MAPS Aiitixiinandcr of Miletus was the inventor of geographical and 
celestial charts, about 570 B < Modem sco-charts wi^ra brought to England by Buitliolomew 
Columbus, with a view to illustrate his brothers tliooiy raspectiiig a western continent, 
1489 Those charts wera tlio foundation of the disf/)\cry of the western world The 
first tolerably accurate map of England liras drawn by George Lilly, who died in 1559 
Qerard Mercator published an atlas of maps in 1595 &e Menator 

CHASTITY Tlie Roman laws justified homicide in defence of one’s self or relatives , 
and our laws lustify a woman for killing a man in defence of her chastity , and a husband 
or a father may take the life of him who attempts to violate his wife or daughter In 1000 
yean from the time of Numa, 710 n c , to the reign of Theodosius tlio Great, a d. 394, but

CHATHAM DOCK. Commenced by queen Elizabeth One of the prmcipal stations of 
the royal navy Its dock yard, contaimng immense magi^nes, funushed with all sorts of 
naval atorea, la deemed the first anonal m the world ^le Chatliam Chest for the relief of 
wounded and decayed seamen was originally estabbshed here by queen fflizab^h and 
admirals Drake and Hawkins, in 1588, after the defeat of the S^Muiish armada, but was 
removed to Greenwidi in 1802 In 1667, on the 10th June, the Dutch fleet, under admiral

CHELTENHAM (Gloiu^jsteraliirc) Its mineral spring, so celebrated for its salnbnfy, 
m discovered in 1718 The kingVwell here was sunk m 1778 , and other wells were sunk 
hy Mr Thompson m 1806 Magnesian salt was found in the waters in 1811 The theatre 
was erected in 1804 

CHEMICAL SOCIETIES. One was formed in London m 1780, bnt its meetiqgs were 
not long continued. The present society was establisliod in 1841 It includes the most 
eminent chemists of the day, and joiblishcs a quarterly joumaL 

CHEMISTRY Introduced into Europe by the Spanish Moors, about A » 1150 , they 
liad learned it from tlio African Moors, and these from the ll^itians. In X^ypt they 
had, m \ciy early ages, extracted salts from their bases, separated oils, and prepared 
vmegar and wine , and embalming was a kind of chemical process The Chinese also 
claim an early acquaintance ivith cneuiistry Tlio first cliemical students m Europe were 
the Alchemists (see AUJtemy ) , but chouustry could not bo said to exist as a science till the 
17th century , durmg which its study was promoted by the wntings of Bacon and the 
researches of Hooke, Mayow, and Boyle In the early jiort of the 18th century, Dr 
Stephen Hales laid the foundation of Pneumatic Chenmstry^ and his contemporaiy Boerhaave 
combined the study of chcmistiy with medicine Those were succoodod ly Black, Bergman, 
Stahl, Ac. In 1772, Pncstlcy pubhshed his researches on air , and thou commenced a new 
ora m the lustoiy of chemistry He was ably seconded bv Lavoisier, Cavendish, l^ede^

CIRCRNSIAN GAMES Tliose were comlxitK in the Roman circus (at first in honour of 
Consus, the god of round Is, but aftcn^’anls of Tupitcr, Neptune, Juno, and Minerva), insti 
tilted by Evaiidtr, and established at Rome 732 n.c by Romulus, at tlic ra])o of the Sabiuos 
They woi-o in imitation of tlie Olynquoii gaiiios among the GriK^ks, and, by way of emincncp, 
wore callod the groat games, but Tanpiin calliHl tlidu the Circcusion , their Lclobmtiou 
continued from Se]it 4 to 12tli Vinjil

phalia, l\ilatiiiatc, Ujiper Rliiiie, Suabio, Bavaiiu, h'laiicouia, and Upper and Ijowci Saxony

CIVIL LAW A bo<^ of Roman laws, founded n^ the laws of nature and of national 
waa firat collected by Alfrenna Varna, the mvilian, who flonnahed about 66 B.a , and a 
digeat of them waa mode by Semua Sulpiciua, the civilian, 58 b.c The Oregonan code 
waa laaued A n 290 , the Theodoaian in 438 , and the Juatmian, 529—584 Many of 
the former laws having grown out of use, the omporor Justinian ordered a revision of them, 
whidi waa caUed the Tnstinian code, and this code constitutes a large part of the present 
mvil law Civil law was restored in Italy, Germany, Ac. 1127 Blavr Civil law was 
introduced into England by Theobald, a Norman abbot, who was afterwards archbishop of 
Canterbury m 1138 It is now used m the spintnal courts only, and m mantune offurs 
See JDocM Ckntmona, and Lovios 

CIVIL LIST This comprehends the revenue awarded to the hmgs of England, partly 
in hen of their ancient lioreditaiy income Tlie entire revenue of Elizabeth was not more 
than 600,0001 and that of Charles 1 was about 800,000/ After the Revolution a civil list 
revenue was settled on the now king and queen of 700,000/ , the imrliamont taking into Lis 
own hands the support of the forces botli maritime and mihtary llio civil list of George II 
was moreased to 800,000/ , and that of George III m the 55th year of his reign, was 
1,080,000/ In 1831, the civil list of that sovereign was fixed at 510,000/ , and m Dec.

See PciuUtl Jjam They are said to have ansen m Scotland, 
in the reign of Malcolm 11 , about 1008 Clanships and other remoius of heritable inns 
dicaon were abolished m Scotland (where clans isei'o taken to be the tenants of one lord), 
and the hberty of the English was gifted to clansmen, 20 Geo II 1746 Rufihead The 
fdUowu^ IS a cunous and rare hst of all the known clans of Scotland, with tlie badge 
distinction anciently worn b^ each The chief of each resjioctive clan was, and is, entitled 
to wear two eagle's feathers m his bonnet, m addition to the distinguislung bad^ of his 
clan.

CLARE (England, Suffolk) Richard de dare, carl of Gloucester, is said to have seated 
here a monastery of the order of Friars Eremites, the first of this kind of mendicants who 
came to England, 1248 Tanner Lionel, tliird son of Edward III becoming possossed of 
the honour of dare, by marriage, was created duke of darence The title haa ever smee 
belonged to a branch of the ron^fomily — (^ Ireland ) The first place m Ireland for 140 
years that elected a Roman dithohc memW of parhament Tins it did previonsly to the 
passing of the Roman Catbobc Rdief bill, in 1829, and in despite of then ozistmg laws of 
the realm See Eoman Caihohea The memorable election was held at Emus, the connty 
and tonmnated in the Totnm of Mr Damd O'Connell, July 5 1828 He did not sit 
tiU after the pasmiig of the Cathohe Emancipation act, being re elected Jnly 10, 1829 

CLARE, Nuns of St A sisterhood founded m Italy about A.I) 1212 This order 
settled in Engl a n d, in the Minonos without Aldgate, London, about 1298 Blanche queen 
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of Namro, wife of Edmiiiul, earl of Lancaster, brother of Edward I , fonnded the abbey for 
those nuns on the east side of the street leading from the Tower to Aldgate , they were 
called Mmoresses (hence llfinones) , and the order contmnod till the suppression, when the 
Bite was granted to the budiopno of Bath and Wells, 81 Hen Till 1689 Tanner 

OLABEMONT (Surrey) The rendence of tlio princess Charlotte (dan^ter of the pimce 
regent, afterwards George IV ), and the scene of her death, Hoy 6, 1817 The house was 
ongin^y bnilt by sir John Vaubmgh, and was the seat successivdy of the earl of dare, 
afterwords duke of Newcastle, of lo^ Clive, lord Galloway, and the earl of l^rconneL It 
was purchased of Mi Eliis by covomment for 66,000f for the prince and princess of Soxe- 
Coburg , and the former, now king of Belgxntn, assigned it to pnnee Albert m 1840 The 
coiled royal ihmily of France took up tliLii ruudenco at Claremont^ March 4, 1848 , and the 
king^ Louis Phihiipc, died there, Aug 29, 1860 

CLABENCIEUX Tlie second king at arms hero with us, so called because formerly he 
bdonged to the duke of ClarcnLO , his olhce was instituted to marshal and dispose of the 
fonerms of all the lower nobility, as baronets, knights, esquires, and gontlemon, on the 
south side of Trent, from whence he is also called sur-roy or south roy 


CLARENDON, Siatuteh of Tlicse wore onaeted at a council hold A n 1164^ at 
Clarendon, in Wiltshire, the object of wliidi was to rttrouLh the then enormous power of the 
clct^ They were the gi'ound of B(^kct*s quairel witli Henry 11 , and were at first 
conaomned by the pope, but afterwards agreed to in 1173

CLASSIS Tile name was firat used ly Tullius Scrvins itho sixth kmg of ancient Rome), 
m making di\n8ious of tlio Roman people Tho first of the six classi s were called dauiei^ 
by way ot cnimencc, and hence autliors of the first rank canio to bo called classiCB, 673 B.0 

GIAVICHORD, a musical mstrnmont in the form of a spmuet (culled also a manichord) , 
much m use m Franco, Spam, aud Germany, in the 17th reutniy It had 49 stops, and 70 
stnugs, which boro upon five bridges, tlic first being the highest, and tho others dimmishi^ 
in proportion Tlic choids were covered with clotli, wluch rendered the sound sweeter, anS 
dozened it so that it could be heard only at a small distance This mstnunent is of xnndi 
older date than the harpsichord. Pardon, 

CLEMENTINES. Apocryphal pieces, fable and error, attnbnted to the pnmitiYe fether 
Clemens Romanns, a contemporary of St Pknl , some say he succeeded Peter as bishop of 
Rome. He died A.D 102 N%eeron. Also the decretals of i)ope Clement Y who died 1814, 
pnblidicd 1^ his snccessor Bovsyer Also Angustme monks, each of whom having been a 
superior nme years, then merged mto a common monk. 
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CLEMENTlNJiiS amd URBAKISTS The latter were the adherents of pope Urban YT , 
the former of Robert, son of the oonnt of Ghoneva, who took the title of Clement Yll on the 
death of Oreipiiy lU , 1878 All Christendom was divided by the claims of these two 
imtiffii , France, Castile, Scotland, ftc. adhering to Clement , Rome, Italy, and England

CLERGY In the first century the clergy were distmgmshod by the title of presbyters, 
or InshopB. Tlio bishops (episcqpoi or ovemetra) in the second century assumed higher 
functions, and Ihe presbyters represented the inferior priests or the Levites This distinction 
was still fur&er promote in tlio thinl century , and, under Constantino, the dergy attainctl

Built 
by Charles of Lmdus, disciple of L^ippua, 290 or 288 nr It was thrown down 1^ an 
earthquake 224 B c , and was finally destroyed hy tlie Saracens uii their taking Rhodes in

CONFEDERATION of the RHINE. The confederation consisted of the kinc^doms of 
Bavaria, Wnrtemb^ Saxony, and Westphalia , seven grand duchies and six duchies , and 
20 pnncipalities. The Lea^o of the Oermanic States, formed by Napoleon Bonaparte, m 
1806, when he abohshod the Holy Roman Empire, and the emperor of Gormanv became 
emperor of Austria. By this cdobiated league, the mmor German princes collectivoly 
engaged to raise 258,000 troops to serve in case of war, and they estabhahod a diet at 
Fraufort, July 12, 1806 Tlus league terminated with the career of Bonaparte m 1814

CONFERENCE, TnE Great The celebrated rdigions conference hdd at Hampton 
Court Palace, between tlie jirelates of tlie Cliurch of England £bd the dissenting ministers, 
in order to effect a geueiul union, at the instance of the king, James I Jan. 14 16, 1604 
This conference led to a new translation of the Bible, which was executed in 1607 11, and is 
that now m general use m England and the United States. Dunng the meeting some altera 
tions m the Church liturgy wore agreed upon , but these not satisfymg uie dissenters, 
nothing more was done A cotiforonc« of the bishojM and iiresbytcnan mimstors Avith the 
same laew was held m the SaiDoy, Annl 25 to July 25, 1661 The dissenters* objections 
were generally disallowed, but somo alterations were recommendod m the Prayer boc^

CONFESSIONS of Faith, or Creeds. See ApoaOed, Nteene, and ASuMoautn Oreeda The 
confession of faith of the Greek Church was presented to Mohammed II in 1453 This gave 
way m 1648 to one composed by Hogila, inetrojiohtan of Kiev, which is the present 
standard of the Ruaso-Gredc Churdi '^o Creed of Pius lY , publudied bv tlie Council of 
Trent, in 1564, is composed of the Nicone Creed, witli odditionm articles which embody all 
the peculiar dogmas of the Roman Catholic Clinrch The Cliuich of England retains the 
Apostles’, Nicene, and Atlianasiiui creeds, with the addition of thirty nine Artudea {which ace) 
The Confession of Augsbuig (that of the LuGierans) was drawn up pnnciTially bv Melan- 
dhthon in 1580, and has since undoigone modifications — tlic last of wliiui is called the ** Form 
of Concord ” (1579) The Coiifossiori of the Divines at Westnimster was agreed to in 1648 , 
and adopted by the Ibresbytenan Church of Scotland in 1647 The Congregational Ihs- 
sentera published a Declaration of Faith m 1833 

CONFIRMATION, or Layieo Haedm One of the oldest rites of the Chnstian 
Church, was tlie practice of the aposUos, a.d 84, 56 (Acts viii 17 , xix 6), and was general, 
according to somo Church authorities, in A d 190 It is the pubhc profession of tlie 
Chnstian religion by an adult person, who has been baptized in infimcy It is still retamed 
m the Church of England, and has been advanced mto a sacrament by tiio Churcdi of 
Rome. 

CONFLANS (near Pons), Treaty of, between Louis XI of France, and the dukes of 
Bourbon, Bntanny, and Bui^ndy By these provisions Normandy was ceded to the duke 
de Bern, 1465 The treaty, which jmt an end to the ‘‘war of the l^ublic Good,” was con 
firmed that of Peroune, with other stipulations, in 1468 

CONGfi D’fiLIRE. The hconce of the king, as head of tlie church, to chapters and 
other bodies, to elect digmtanes, particularly bishops. After the mterdud; of the pope upon 
England had been removed m 1214, king John luid an arrangement with the cleigy for the 
de^on of bishops.

CONGELATION Ice was produced m summer by means of diemicol mixtures^ ly Mr

Numerous freezmg mixtures have bora discovoira since Intense cdu is iiroduced by the 
aerification of liquefied carbonic acid gas.

CONGREGATION of the Lord. A name taken ly the Scotch Reformers, headed ly

of the people Formerly our jud^s were accustomed to repi'chend any gentleman at the 
bar who said casually 'Williuiii the conqueror, instead of William 1 Srld&n Madise 
exhibited forty two drawings on the events of the Norman conquest, in May, 1857 

CONSCIENCE, CoTTiiTs of, or Requests. First c^mstitntod by a statute of Heniy 
YIl 1493, and re organised by statute 9 Hen VI 11 1517 Tliese courts were improved 
and amended by vanous acts , tlicir junsdiction ui London reacliud to 52. and (until super- 
seded by county courts) to 40s in other towns.

were discouraged, 1886, and was substituted for Orangemen, as a less obnoxious term, and 
as indicative of milder, but equally constitutional opimons.

CORSICA An island in the Mediterranean Sea, called by tho Grocdcs Oymoa The 
ancient inhabitants were savo^ and bore the character of rnblHin, liars, and atheists, 
acoorduig to Stneca when he lived among them It wiis held by the Carthaginians, and 
was conquered by the Romans, 281 B c In modem times, Corsica was nominally depomlent 
upon Genoa, tmtil 1768 when it was ceded to France During its revolt it was erected mto 
a unborn under Theodore, its first and only king, in 1736 * Th(( celebrated Pascal Pooh 
was Uiosen for their geno^ by tho Corsicans, in 1753 He was defeated by the count de 
Yaux, and fled to Enghuid, 1769 The peoplo acknowledged Geo 111 of England for theur 
kmg^ Juno 17, 1794, when sir Gilbert Elliott was mode viceroy, and he opened a parliament 
in 1796 A revolt was suppressed in June, 1796 , and tho island was relmquimed by tho 
Bntii^ Oct. 22, same ycai, when tho people declared foi tho hronch, who still retain it 
Napoleon 1 was bom at Ajar^cio in Corsica m Aug 16, 1769 

CORTES OF Spain A deliberative assembly under the old constitutiou of Spam , 
several times set aside Tlic oortes were newly assembled idler a long inteiTol of years.

CORUNNA, Battle of Tho Bntisli army under tlie comniiuid of sir Jedm Mooro, 
amounting to about 16,000 men, hud just mx-oinplished a safe retreat when they wore 
attacked % tlie Frencdi, whose force exceeded 20,000 Gie enemy wore completely repnlscd, 
hut the loss of the Bntish in the battlo was immense, Jan 14, 1809 llho iRustnous and 
hononred heroin command was stmek by a cannon ball, which earned away lus left shoulder 
and part of tho colhu bone, leaving tlie arm lianging by tho fi( sh , ho (hed in the arms of 
Tis^arjt umvenudly lamented The ronuuns of Ihe army liastily embarked at OoruniiQ, 
Jon. 17, under sir David Band.

CRAVANT (France) John Stuni't, cnil of Bnclmii, with a French nimy, was besieging 
tluB plaoe m 1423, when it was itlu ved by the eoil of Salisbiiiy with on oimy of Eu^isU 
and Burgundians , after a severe contest, the French were totulJy defeated.

A jomt-stock company with this name was established at FSns, 
Nov 18, 1852, bv Isaac and Emile Fereire, and others It takes up or ongmates tradmg 
enterprises of all kinds, applrag to them the prmciple of emnnandiU^ or hunted habihties , 
and IS autlionsed to suporekio or buy m any other companies (replacmg their shares or bonds 
m Its own Bcnp), and also to cony on the ordinary business of lianking The funds were to 
be obtamed by a paid up capital of 2} milhon sterlings the issue of obligations at not less 
than 45 days^dato or sigli^ and the reoeijit of money on dciiosit or current account. The

CUNAXA, m Mesopotamia, near tho Euiihratos, where Cyrus tho younger aided hy 
13,000 Greeks was defeated and shun by lus brother Artaxerxes IT , against whom he had 
conspired (b.c 401), as narrated m Xenojihon’s Anabasis. See BetrecU ly ilic Onseks 

CUNNERSDORF (m Prussia), Battij' of Tho king of Prussia, with 50,000 men, 
atta^ed tho Austrian and KuBsian army of 90,000 m tlie& camp, and at first gamed con- 
siderable advantages , but pursuing them too far, tho Austrians and Riissums ralliocl, and 
gamed a camjdcte victory Tho I’niaaiona hnit 200 laeecs of caimou and 20,000 men m 
killed and wounded, Aug 12, 1759 

CUPPING, a mode of blood lotting Tlie akin is scarified by lancets, and a dasa cup in 
whidi the air has been ronhod by flame, is immediately aiiplied to it, when the blood uanally 
flows mto the cup This operation was well known to uio auments and is desonbed by 
Hippocrates (B.0 413) and Celsua (nc 20), who highly commend it.

CYNOCEPHAIJS (r%^ so named from tho shape of tho heights), m Thessaly, 
where first Pelopidas and the Thelmus defeated Alexander tyrant of I^enc and the 
Thessalians, 364 b.o , and sicAind, where tlie consul Elonuniiis totally defeated Phihp Y of 
Macodon, 197 n.c , and ended tho war 

CYPRESS Cnpnftsia Sanjtci^imts A tree whose wood is of an ngrecahlo smell, and 
that scarcely ever decays, or takes tho worm , it was ongmully found in the Isle of Cyprus 
It was used by the ancients as a token of sonxiw Some are of opinion that tlio wood 
of which Noah's ark was made, was cypress , and tho Athciuaiis huned ^oir heroes m 
cofl^s made of this wood, of which iiiitny of tlie Egyptian nnmimy chests wore also 
fabneated Tlie caress was In-onghl to liinglond about a n 1441 Hie docidnoas (^press, 
or Cfuprc88U8 dtshOM^ came from North Amonca before the year 1640 

CYPRUS. An island in tho Moditcnonoan, whoso mhabitants anciently were mudh 
given to love and pleasure Phwy It was dividod among several iKitty kings till tho time 
of Qynu^ who subdued tliem. It was taken by the Greeks, 477 b.c , and ranked among 
the proconsular provinces m the reign of Augustus. Conquered by the Saracens, A.D 648 , 
but recovered by the Romans, m 957 Q^rns was reduced by Ibchaid 1 of En^an^ in 
1191 Ho gave it to Guy de Lusignon, who micamo kuig in 1192, and whoso descendants 
reigned till the lost Cathonne de Coniano sold it to tho Yonetuma, 1489, from whom it was

Iran 
Bosilowits^ about 1579, after having achieved great tnumplis over die Tartars, and made 
many conquests, pursued them to the centre of tiioir own country, and rotnnung in tnumph, 
took the title of Tsar, or Czar The courts of Europe consented to address the Russian 
Osar by the title of emperor in 1722 Aipiro. The dd^ sou is called Gzarowits, and the 
empress Gsanna.

DAHLIA. This bcautifril flower was im]iorted from China, of whidi it is a native, early 
in the mnsout centnry, and amatonrs in flowers have aniinally laid out hundreds of j>onn(la 
m England, and tliousuiids of frincs in Franco, m the purchase of it. The Swodisli 
botanist, professor Dald, hrat cultivated and made it known It soon became a favuurito in 
England. In 1816, about two raouthH after tlie battle of Waterloo, it a as introduced mto 
Fnmoe, oud the celebrated florist Andre Tliomno suggested various practical improvoments 
in its managoinoni. The botanist Gcoigi had, diurtly before tins, mirodneed it at St. 
Petersburg , and hence it la, that to tins day the dahlia is known thronghont Germany 
under the name of Qcorgma 

DALMATIA, an Anstnon provuico, N E of tbo Adriatic Sea, was finally oonquorod 1^ 
the Romans 34 n. a Thu emperor Diocletian eroctoil his palace at Sxmlatro, and retired 
there A.D 805 Dalmatui was hi Id in turns by the Goths, Hungarians, and ^rks, tdl its 
oessifm to Yemoe m 1699 By the treaty of Campo Fonnio in 1797 it vnis given to Anstna. 
In 1805 it was incorporated into the kingdom of Holy, and gave tho title of duko to Marshal 
Boult In 1814 it reverted to Austria. 

DAMASCUS (Syria) This uty was in being m the tunc of Abraham (b.c 1918), 
Otn, say It consequently, one of tlio most ancient m the world It was taken by David 
(1040 B.0 ) but retaken shortly after, and became tho capital of Syria under Benhodod and 
hiB successors 951 B c In 740 icc it was taken bv TigiaUi IMoser, king of Assyria. From 
the Assyrians it passed to the Persians, and from them to the Greeks unuer Alexander , and 
afterwards to the Romans, about 70 b.c It was taken by the Saracens, A.D 638 , by the 
Turks m 1006 , and was destroyed by Tamerlane, m 1400 It was m a jonm^ to this place 
that the apostle Paul was miraculously converted to tlio Glinstinn flatn, and hero he began 
to preach tho gospel, about A i> 52 Damascus was tlie capital of a Turkish pachahe. It

DAMASK LIKENS A'nd SILKS were first manufiicturod at Damascus, and hence tlie 
name Thw were beautifiilly imitated by tho Dutch and Flemish weavers , and the mann- 
fwture was broi^t to Eiu^d Iqr artisans who fled from the persecution of the crud duke 
of Alv% between 1571 iincri578 Amfrfwa. 

D AMAS K ROSE, was transplanted from the gardens of Damascus, and brou^t to these 
extern of Europe and Maisedles^ by ihr Lmacre, phymcian to Henry Ylll , 

ATTEMPT on thb Lira of Louis XV Lous XV , who was styled the 
Well-huoved, was stabbed with a knife in the right mde by Damiens, a native of Ams, 
Jon. Sf 1757 For this crime tho wretched culprit was first made to endure the most excru- 
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cuitixig toztares, nearly gnnilar to thoae which had heei^ inflicted on the regicide BavaiUao^ 
and was then broken on the wheel, March 28 following See BatoaUXac, 

DAMOM AXD FTTHIAS (or Phintias), Pythagorean philosophers. When Damon was 
condemned to death by the tyiwt Dionysnis of Syraense, ho obtained leave to go and set^ 
some domeatio affairs, on the promise of returning at the appointed tune of execution, and 
I^ylhias became surety for the performance of his engagement. 'When the fatal hour 
approached, Damon had not appeared, and Pythias surrendered hims e lf , and was led away 
to execution , but at this critical moment Damon returned to redeem his pledge. Dionysms 
was so struck with the fldehty of these fnends, that he remitted the sontrace, and entr^ted 
them to permit liim to ihare their fnenddup , about 887 B c 

DANCE OF DEATH The triumph of doatli over all ranks of men was a favounte 
subject with the artists of the middle ages, and appears in lude carvmgs and pictures m 
vanous countnos The Danae Macabre was the first minted representation , published by 
Guyot Marchand, a bookseller of Pans, m 1485 Uolbcm*s celebrated I>anc» qf Jkaik 
(concerning the autliorship of which tin re has Itecnnincli controversy) was ]inntod at Lyons, 
in 1538, and at liasil, 1594 Since then numberless editions have appears , one with an

DARTMOUTH (Devon) Burnt liy tlio French in the reigns of Richard I and Henry IV

knights were mode jmsoners. In the wiu* of the parliament Dartmouth was taken after 
a siege of four woeks, by pnuco Mauiict , ulio gamsoued the xdaco for tho king (1643) , but

DATES. Dates were fust affixoil to grants and assignments 18 F/dw I 1290 Before 
this tune it was usual at least to jiass lontu wiGiout doting the deed of conveyiuice L&mts 
Numerous iiistrumentM of nssignnieiit eni'ollt 1 among our early n^rds establish this fact.

DAUPHIN Tlio title given to tho eldest sous of tlie kiiiffl of France, from the province 
of Dauxdiine, which was owed by its lost prmco Humbert 11 to Philip of Valois, on tlio 
condition that the heirs to tho French throne sliouhl l)oar the arms and name of tlio provuico, 
A.1) 1343 Pnenlky It is a vulgar error to suppose tliat,\by the treaty of 1843, wluch 
gave the full sovereignty of Daupliine to tho kings of France, it was stipulated that tlio 
eldest son of tho king should Ixiar the title of dauxdiiii So far from it, the first dauidiiii 
named m that treaty was Philip, second son of Philn> of Valois UenauU, The late duke 
of Orleans, eldest sou of Louis-PliiIiXipc, was not c^lcd the dauphm 

DAVIS’S STRAIT (N Amenca) Dise^ivcred by tho English navigator, John Davis, 
whoso name it boors, ou his vwoge to imd a north west xiassngo, ht*tweeii 1585 and 1587 
Davis made two more vc^ogos mr tho same puiposo, and uJterwards xiorformed hvo voya|mB 
to the East Indies. In tho 1^ ho ^vas killed by Japweso pirates^ in the Indian scaa^ on uie 
coast of Malacca, Doc. 27, 1605 

DAY Day b^n at snnnsc among most of the norUiem nations, and at sunset among 
the Athenians and .lews. Among the RomaDS, day commenced at midnight, as it now does 
among us. Tho Italians in many places^ at the present time, reckon the duv from sunset to 
snnset, making their docks strike twenty fonr hours round, instead of dividing tho day, as 
IB done m all other (^untnes, into oquid portions of twdvo hours Tliis mode is but 
partially used m the huger towns of Italy, most public docks m Florence, Rome, and 
Mila-n, being sot to tlie hour designated on French or Eugludi docks. The Chinese divide 
the day into twdve ]wts of two hours each Onr ci'm day is distingmdiod from the 
asfrouomical day, which bourns at noon, is divided mto twenty fonr hours (instead of two 
ports of twelve hours), and is tho mode of reckoning used m the Nautical Almanack. At 
Rome, day and night weie hist divided m time by means of water clocks tho invention of 
SoLpio Nasica, 158 B.0 

DEACON An order of tlie Christian priesthood which took its nse from the mshtution 
of seven deacons by the Apostles, whicii number was retained a long period in many 
duizehes, about a.d 51 See Ada, diap. vi. The ongmal deaoona were Stephen, Philip^ 
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Prochonu, Nioanor, Timoxiv Fumenas, and Nicolaa. Tha qnahficationB of a deacon are

DEAF AND DUMB. The first systematic attem})t to mstract the deaf and dnmb was 
made Pedro de Ponoe, a Benedictine monk of Spam, about A.D 1670 Bonet, also a 
monk, jmbliBhed a system at Madnd m 1620 Dr wallis publidied a woik m En^and on 
the sumect m 1650 The first regular academy for the deaf and dumb in Britain was 
opened u Edinburgh m 1778 In modem times w abb5 de T^e (1712-80), and his friend 
and pupil the abbe Sicaid of Pans (1742 — 1822) , the rev Mr Townsend and Mr Baker, of 
lion£^ Mr Braidwood, of Edinburg , and suigeon Otpen, of Dublin, haTe laboured with 
much suo^^ess in promoting the instruction of uio deaf and dumb. The Asylum for the 
deaf and dnmb children was opened m London throu|^ tho exertions of Mr Townsend, in 
1792 , one m Edinburgh by Mr J Braidwood, m 1810 , and one m Birming^iam bv Mr T 
Braidwood, in 1815 asylum at Claremont, Dublin, was opened m 1816 In 1851, 
there were m Oreat Bntam, 12,558 deaf and dumb out of a population of 20,950,477 

DEAN, Fobest of, Gloncostcrahire Anciently it was wooded quite through, and 
of great extent , and in tho last century, though much rurtailed, was twenty mdes in 
length and ten ui breadth. It was fiunous for its oaks, of which most of our former ships 
of war wore mode. The memorable nots in this district, when more than 8000 persons 
assembled m tho forest, and demolished upwards of fifty xniloa of wall and fence, throwing 
open 10,000 acres of plwtation, took ])lace on Tune 8, 1881 

DEATH, l^isiiMENT OF Death by drowning m a qnagmiro was a punishment 
among the Bntons about 450 n c Slow Tlio most culogiscu heroes of antiquity lufiu ted 
duothly orocifixion, and even women suffered on the cross, tJie victims sometimes livmg 
in tho most excniuating ioiturc many days.

DIAMOND NECKLACE AEFAJB. In 1785, Bcehmer, the court weUer of France, 
offered the queen, Mane Antoinette, a diamond necklace, for 64,000Z The queen desired 
tho necklace, but feared tho expense The countess de la Motto (of tlie ancient house of 
Ynlois) foigid tlie quooirs signature, and by pretending that the queen had an attachment for 
him, persuaded tho cardinal do Bohan, the queen’s almoner, to conclude a baigam witli the 
jeweller for the necklace for 56,0007 De la Motte thus obtained the necklace and made 
away with it. For this she was tried in 1786, and sentenced to bo branded on the shoulders 
and impnsoiiod for life She mode her escape and came to London, where she was killed by 
folluig from a window sill, in attempting to escape an arrest for debt —Do Bohan was tned 
and acquitted, April 14, 1786 — Fiinlic opinion iii France at tliat time considered that the 
queen was ft pirty to the fraud Talleyrand wrote at the tune I diall not be surprised if 
this miserahlo onair ovciium tho throne.” 

DIAMONDS were first brought to Europe from tho East, where the mine of Sumbuli^r 
was the first known , and where tho minos of Gkdcnnda were discovered m 1584 l%is 
distnet may be termed the realm of diamonds The mines of Branl wore discovered in 1728 
From these last a diamond, weighing 1680 camts, or fonitocn ounces, was sent to the court 
of Portugal, and was valued by Mr ilonioo do I’lslo at the cxtraviigant sum of 224 milhons , 
by others it was valued at fifty six millions its value was next stated to be throe millions 
and a half , but its true value (it not being brilliant) is 400,0007 — ^Tlie great diamond of the 
emperor of Bussia ucighs 103 larats, or 1 o/ 12 dwts. 4 gr trov Tho empress Gatherme 
11 offered for it 104,1 (i67 l*k? Ad besides an annuity for nfo to tho owner of 10417 ISs Ad 
which was rcfiiscd , but it was afterwards sold to Catheiiiio’s faiuiinte, count Orloif, for the 
first-mentioned sum, without tho annuity, and was by him proHcnted to tho empTLss on her 
birth day, 1772 , it jm now iii tho sceptre of Russia. — The Pitt diamond weighed 136 carats, 
and alter cutting, 106 carats , it vras sold t<» the king of France for 125,0007 in 1720 The 
I’lgott diamond iras sold for 9500 gumeas, May 10, 1802 Diamonds wore found in the 
Uru mountains in 1829 — ^The diamond called the Mountain of Light, or Kohinoor, was 
found m the mines of Golconda, m 1550, and is said to have belonged m tnm to Shah Jdban, 
Aunmgzebe, Nadir Sliali, tho Afghan ruleni, and afterwards to the Sikh chief Bni^ieet 
Smgh II]K)n the alxlication of Dhuleep Sinf^ tho last mler of the Pnqjab, and the anuexa- 
tiim of his dominions to the British empire, m 1849, tho Kohinoor was snrrendered to the 
Queen. It was accordingly brought over and presented to her, July 8, 1850 It was diown in 
the Great Exhibition, 1851 Its origmal weight was nearly 800 carats, bnt it was reduced 
hy tho nn^ilfulness of the artist, Hortemoo Borgese, a ycuotian, to 279 carats. A 
general idea may bo fonned of its shape and sixe, hy conceivmg it os tho x^mted half (rose- 
cut) of a small lien’s egg Tlie value is w arccly uunputahlo, though two milhons sterling

DIANA, Teuptf of, at Kpiiksi k. One of Gie seven wonders of the world, built at the 
common charge of all the Asiatic states, n.c 552 Tho chief architect was Ctesixdum , and 
Phny says Giat 220 years were employed m comidetmg this temple, whose nohes were im- 
mense It was 426 feet long, 225 broad, and was sap))OTted hy 127 colnmns (60 feet hmh, 
each weiglnng 150 tons, of Ptmon marble), furmshed by so many kings It was set on 
on tho night of Alexandci’s nativity, hy an obscure mdividnal named Eratostratus, who con 
fesaed on the nuk, that the sole moUvo which had prompted him to destroy so mspuficent 
an edifice was the desire of transmitting his name to future agea^ 856 B.C The temple was 
rebuilt^ and again bnrut hy the Qotha, in their naval invasion, A.P 256, or 202 Uiwif Blisif 
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DICE. The urventum of dice is aeonbed to Felmnedefl, of Greece, about 1244 B.C The 
guae of Tdi and Teaaera Mnnmg the Bomans was jdayed with dice.

DIGITS Arithmetical figures were known to the Arabian Moors abont A.x> 900 
They wore introduced from thence into Spain m 1050, and into England abont 1258 The 
digit IB any whole number under 10 — as 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, which are called the iime 
digits , also a measure contniniu^j three-quarters of an inch In astronomy, tlie dimt is also

DILETTANTI, Society of, was estabhshed m 1784 by several noblemen and 
gentlemen (viscount Harconrt, lord Middlesex, duke of Dorset, ), who had travdlod and 
who were desirous of rneouraging a taste for the fine arts in Groat Britain The society 
published, or aided in publisliing, Stuart’s Athens (1762 — 1816), Chandler’s Travels (1775 6), 
and several other findy illustrate works.

EXETER CHANGE (London) Built by Walter Stapclton, bishop of Exeter and lord 
treasurer in 1819 It was entirely demolished at tlie penod of the Strand improvements, in 
1829 The new Exetei Cliaiigo, built by the maniuis of Exeter near its sit^ and running 
fVoni Wollingtou street to Catheimc street, with a passage, on each side of which ore shops 
for fimey articles, was 0 |)gu(hI in 1846 Tins phue, sometimes called tlie “Wellington 
Arcade,” forms a communication between the two sboots meutionoil, and is 12 feet wide, 
20 feet lu height, and 60 m length 

EXETER COLLEGE (Oxford) Owes its foundation to Walter Stapolton, bishop of 
Exeter, in 1314 This prelate was lord treasurer of England in 1319, and ogam in 1324, 
and was beheaded liy ordei of tlie queen I'egent, Isabella, in 1326 llio college buildings 
consist of a handsome quadrangle m tlio Inter Gothic style 

EXETBR HAlvL, Stiiavp, London For the meetings of religious, scicntiiic, and 
other institutions, concerts, oratonos, and musical sm icties, a largo nud magmhooiit apart- 
ment, with a 8])lendid orchestra and organ, and having rooms att^licd for committees^ Ac , 
was (rcetod in 1830 Religious services were commenced heie in 1866 hy the rev C 
Spuigcou, and m 1857 liy the Ministers of tho Cliurrh of England 

EXHIBITION OF 1861 The original idea of a Naltonal Exhibition* is attributed to 
Hr F Wbishaw, secretary of the Society of Arts in 1844 It was not token up till 1840, 
when pnnee Alliert president of the Socucty, said “ Now is tlie time to prepare for a Great 
Exhibition, an Exhibition worthy of tho gi-eatnoss of tins cauiitry, not meidy national in 
its sc ope and benchts, but eomprclioiisivo of tlic wliole world , and 1 oiTor myself to the 
pubLc as their leader, if they ore willing to assist in the nndertaki^** The royal 
commission was appomted on Jan 3, 1860 A snbscnption list was opened, headed by the 
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FABII A noble and powerftd family at Romo^ who denved thoir name firam/at&a, a 
bean, because some of their ancestors cnltivated this pulse , they were said to bo draouided 
from Fabius, a supposed son of Hercules, and wore once so numerous that they took upon 
theiuselyos to ws^ wai against the Veientos. Th(^ came to a general engagement near the 
Cremero, in which all the jRunily, consisting of 806 men, were shun, B.0 477 There onW 
remained one, whose tender age had detained him at lUme, and fr^ him arose the noble

nojdo, the higher ranks took jiurt in tlie games, and both the emperors and people had 
generally greater inchnation foi some partita^ colour * 

FACTORIES, ostahlishments supplied with machinery for producing manufiactnres of 
all kinds, have immensely iiici'casod in this c juutiy since 1815 In consequence of a report 
to Farliament m 1838, the Factoiy act, 3 A 4 Will IV , was passed, regulatmg the hours of 
labour, Ac No child is to bo employed under nine years of age, except m silk factories. 

FAIRLOP OAK. A < olobratod tree in tiic forest of Humaiilt, Essex, blown down m 
Febniaiy, 1820 Its extended brandies covcrcil a spiu^o of more tlian 800 feet m arenm 
forcnce and beneath them a fair was annually held on the first Fndi^ m July This ftor 
ongmated with the eccentric Mr Day, a pump and block maker of Wappmg, who,- havmg 
a small estate in the vicinity, annually repaired here with a party of Inenaf^ to dmo on 
beans and Iwicon Fvory year added to the number , and m a short time a fiar was begun, 
whicli 18 still contimied 

FAIRS AND Wakes. They are of Saxon origin, and were first instituted m Englaiid 
by Alfred, A D 886 Sj)rlmcm Tlioy were established by order of Gregory Vll m 1078, 
and termed Fence, at which the monks celebrated the festival of their Patron samt the 
vast TOAort of iKsople occasioned a groat demand for goods, wares, Ac They were called 
wnikes from the peoplo nuiking nieny during the vigil or eve Fairs wore established m 
France and hnglana by Charlemoguo and WiUiam tiie Conqueror, about A D 800 m the 
first, and 1071 m the latter kingdom The fairs of Bonucairo, Foloise, and Leipsic, are the 
most famous in Europe 

FALCONRY m England cannot Iks traced with icrtamty untd tlio reign of king 
Ethdbcrt, the Saxon monardi, a.d 850 PefiinaiU There are thirty two roeoies of the 
falco genns Tlio falcon is a bird of prey of tlio hawk kind, bat suponor to Al others for 
courage, docility, gentlenesa, and nobleness of nature , and it is no credit to our country to 
state that these noble birds used formerly to be tamo^ and kojit for the genteel pastime ol 
fidconry PhUhps It is said that the grand seignior at one tune kept six thouBand 
fidcouera in his service Pardon 

FALCZI, Peace of, i^nicluded between Russia and Turkey, July 2, 1711, the Russians 
ginng up Azoph and all tlicir possessions on the Black Sea to the Turks , m 1712 the war 
was renewed, and terminatcHl by the peace of Constantinople, April 16, 1712.

FIRST FRUITS worc offenugs whith made a large part of the i-ovcnuos of tho Hebrew 
pnosthood Fnwt fruits (called AbSATKH, titnii mmns, a year), m the Roman Climoh,

insurrection hero, Feb 1781 aMut 1000 Genovese, in consequouoe of it, apjdiod, m 1782, 
to earl Temple, loni lieutenant of Ireland, for jiennission to settle m that oountiy the 
Irish parliament voted 60,000/ to defiay the expense of their journey, and to purchase 
them lauds near Waterford Many of the fugitives name to Ireland in July, 1788, but they 
soon after abandoned it , at this penod many Genevan famihes settled m England.

Genoese revolted against their count, chose a doge, and became an nnstocratio repubhc, 
1030 to 1084 Several revolutions oc<*urrod up to 1628, win ii tlie celebrated Andrew Dona 
rescued his country from the dominion of foreign iiowers Bombarded by the French m 
1684, and by the Bntish in 1688 and 1746 Genoa was taken by the Imjiorialists, Dec. 8, 
1746 , but their oppression of the iiooplo was such, that the latter suddenly rose, and 
expelled their conquerors, who again l^u^sd the city the next year, Aug 17, without 
efiMt The oclebratod bank failed, 1760 ^ic city sustained a siege by a Bntish fleet and 
Austrian onny, until literally starved, and was evacuated by capitulation. May and Juno, 
1800 , but it was surrendcml to Uie Fixmch soon after their victory at Marengo, June 14 
The Limoinan republic was founded upon tiuit of Genoa, in 1801, and the doge solemn^ 
mvested, Aug 10, 1802 Genoa vras aniiixed to the French empire, June 1806 It 
surrendered to the combined Englisli and Sicilian army, April 18, 1814 , and was transferred 
to the king of Sardinia in 1816 The city was seized by lusuigents, who, after a mnnlorous 
struggle, drove out the gamson and prochumed a republic, Apiil 1849, but soon surrendered 
to general Marmora.

(1680) recorded observations, and put forth thooncs on the vnnons changes in the crust of 
the earth. Hooke (1668), in Ins work on feiurthipuikos, said that fossils, ** as monuments of 
natnro, were more certain tokens of antiquity than coins or medals, and, thou^ difficult, it 
would not be impossible to ratsa a t^ironology out of thpm Burnet's ** Theory of tlie Eurtli,” 
appeared in 1690, Whistoii's in 1696, and Buffim's in 1749 Buffbii's liens were censured 
w the Sorbonne in 1751, and roumted in cousu[uenc6 Tho priiu iplo he renounced was 
that the present condition ol tho oaith is due to secondary causes, and that those same causes 
will produce further changes His more eminent fellow laliourLi-H and 800008801*0 woro 
Gesner (1758), Michell (1760), Kaspi (1762 73), Pallas and Sanssui*!

GHENT, on anciciit tity in Bdgmm, built about tbe Boveutb centniy During the 
middle agea it became very nch Johii, tbml nun of Edward 111 of England, was bom 
here m 1S40, (benco named John of Gaunl, dnnug tho revolt luidu Van Arttvcidis a 
brewer, 1879 88, against the earl Louis) Ghent rebelled against tlie emperor Ghailcs V , 
1689, for whi(^ it was severtly punislieil m 1640 — ^Flie “ Paubcatioii of Ghent” (when tho 
north and south provinces of me Netheilands united against Sjiain) was proclainiou, Nov 8, 
1676, and broken nn m 1679 Ghent was taken by the duke of MarllHiroagb, in A i> 1706, 
and Hcvenil times taaeu and n>takeu by tho contt nding anuios during the French wars Thu 
l^cx OF Ghent, between Great Bntain and Anionca, was signed Dcu 24, 1814

GHIZNFFi, or GHTJZNEE Tlic Biitish undci sir J Keane attacked the citadel of 
Ghiziiee, at two o’clock lu tlio inoiimig, July 23, 1839 , it was one of Uie stinii^Ht fortresses 
in Asia, and was commanded by a son of &e ex king of Cabal At throe o’clock the gates 
were blown iii by the artillery, and uuder cover of a heavy tire tlio infautiy forced their wiy 
into the place, and succeeded at fiv<t o’clock lu fixing the Bntish colours on its towers — It 
capitolaM to tlio Afj^aiis, Maixli 1, 1842 They were defeated Sept 6, 1842, ami general 
Nott re-ontorod Qhiznee next day 

GIANTS Goliath of Gath’s ** height was six cubits and v span.” (1 Sam xvu 4) 
The emperor Maximm (a b 236) was eiglit feet and o-lialf m height , ho was also of great 
bulk, and used tiio bracelet of his wife as a nng for Ins thumb, and his shoe was longer ny a 
foot than that of an ordinaiy man Zavtvgliia Some wiy between seven and eight fert , 
others above eight “Tho tallest man that hath been sc^cn in our was one named 
Gabaia, who, in the dajys of Claudius tho late emperor, wuh brou^t out of Arabia. He was 
nine fert nine mches ” Phny John Middleton, of Hale, in Loucaidurc, bom in 1678, 
vras nine feet tliree inches high * Fatrick Cotter, the ccltbrutod Irish giant, bom m 1761,

whose hand, from the oaxtms to the end of tbe middle finger was seventeen inches, Uspalm eight iudiaa

GIBHALTAR. The onciuit (wliich, with Abyla on the opposite shore of Afnca, 
obtomed the name of the l^Uars of Hercules), a town on a lock in south Bpaui, on which is 
placed a British fortress, whoso imnionse strength excites wonder and admiration, and 
Tcndtrs it inipregnalde. Tlie height of the rock, according to Cuvier, is 1487 English feet 
It was taken uy the Bonu cus undm Tank, whence its pii^nt name {(rtbel al mountain 
of Tank), m a n 712 In the ycai 1462 the king of Castile took Gibraltar from the Moors

GIRAFFE, or Camelopabb This beautiful animal, a native of the intcnor of 
Africa, was well known to the aucieuts In 1827, one was bronglit to England for the first 
timo as a present to Gcoigo IV It died in 1829 On May 25, 1885, four guaffes, obtained 
by M ThiWit, wore mtiwucod mto the Zoological Gardens, Begcufs Park , where a young 
one was bom m 1889 

GIRONDISTS^ the name of a jiorty which played an important part in the French 
revolution, and was principally compost of deputies from the dq>artment of the Gironde 
At first they wore airdiiit repubbeans, bnt after the emclty of Aug and Sopt, 1792, they

GISOBS, Battle of (France), Oct 10, 1198, between the armies of France and En^iid, 
m which the former was signally defeat^ by Biclmrd 1 , who commanded ui person the 
English army, and whoso parole lor the day was Dwa ei man — ‘*God and my 

nght , ’* and from this time it has been the motto to the royal arms of En^^d. 

GLADTATOBS They were onmnally malofiictors, who fought foi their lives, or captives 
who fought for freedom They exhibited at the fiiueml ceremonies of tlie liomoua, 268 jb.( , 
probulily iollovniig tlie Greek cusiuiii of sacniieiug to the manes of dotcaseil wamors the 
pnsoners taken in battle Gladiator hglits oltcrwanls exhibited at lestivals, aliout 216 B.ci 
When Daua was i-educcd by Tr^an, 1000 gladiators fought at Itoinu m celebration of his 
tiTumph foi 128 days, A n 103 These comets were sujipi'CHsed in the Jtiostby Constautmo 
the Groat, A P 326 Finally sniiprcsscd by Theodonc in 600 Lcnylet 

GLAND ELAGH, BisiioriiTC of (Ireland), luis beiii united to the ardiprelacy of Dublin

man, entitlod ** Letters on Tberonand Aspasio” (1766) Churclies were formed by them 
on wW were considered tlie primitive models, about 1728 in Scotland, and about 1766 
in FTiglaiiil^ and later, 1792, some of which still exist They hold that jnstifying fiuth is 
the ^ of God, and not to be taught or acquired bv man , that it must and will always pro- 
duce love to God and good works , and also, that all Christ’s commandments ore to be ob^ed, 
and none others to bo added They partake of the Lord’s supper and hold love-feasts weekly

GLASS PIATK For coadi windows, mirrors, Ac , mode at Lambeth by Venetian 
artists, A D 1073, under tlie patronsgo of VillierH, duke of Buckingham This branch of 
the mauufiicture was improved by Uic French, who mode very largo plates , and further 
improvemouts in it were made in Ijancoslum, in 1773, when the Bntisli Plate Glass 
Ckimpany was established There are now sovei^ large foctonos of plate glass in England, 
and the principal shops iii London have large ]>1atc glass uindows, many being single panes 

GLASTONBURY The first Christian chiirdi iii Bntam was, according to monkish 
history, erected here, about A n 60 , and, according to the like authoniy, this place was the 
residence of Joseph of Anmathea about tliat time A diurdi uos built here by Ina, 
about 708 The town and ablMylmnit, 1184 An oarthnnako did gnat dama^m 1276 
Riduud Whiting, the last abliot, who luul 100 monks and 400 domestics, was hanged on 
Tor hill in lus pontificals, with tlie ablHits of lleodmg and Colchester, fui refusmg to take 
the oath of supremacy to Henry Ylll 1530 

GLENCOE, Mashache ov Tins was tlie lioiTiblc massacre of the unsusnecting mhabi 
tants, the Macdoualds, merely for not Bun'cudenng before the tmio stated m king William’s 
proclamation, viz Dec 31, 1691 Sir John Dalr^plo, cidled the master of Stair, their 
inveterate enemy, obtained a decree ** to cxtiipate that set of thieves,” which the king is 
anid to have signed u'ltliout i^nisuig Every man under 70 was to be slain llus mandate 
WHS oxocutod with the blackest tn^ubciy Tlie 120 soldiers were hospitabh nxeuved by 
the Highlnndei'H On Feb 13 the mossaci-o latgan About 60 men were brutally slam , and 
many women and children, tlieir wives and offspring, wcio turned out naked in a dork and 
freeang nigbt, and jKUishcd by cold and hun^r This black deed was pezpctrated by a 
part oT the earl of Ai^i^le’s n ginieut It oxcitcd groat indigiiatnm in Engliuid , and an 
mq[mry was sot on foot iii 1695, but no capital xmuiumiont follow oil 

GLOBE. The globular form of thi earth, the five zones, some of the piinciiNil circles of 
the rohore, the opacity of the moon, and Uie tiuc cause of lunar cdipses, were tau^t, and 
an emiiNMi prediited, by Tlialcs of hfiletus, alxmt 640 n c l^hogoius demonstrated, finiu 
the varymg altitudes of the stars by ebungo of place, tliat Gic earth must bo inuiid , that 
there might be antipodes on the opposite yioil of the globe , that VenuR was the morning and 
evemngstor, that the universe consisted of twelve spheres — ^the sphere of the earth, the 
Bidiere of the water, the qihere of the air, the sphere of fire, the spheres of the moon, 
sun, Venus, Merrury, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, and the sphere of the stain, almut 506 B o 
Anstar^us. of Samos, maintained ^t the earth turned on its own axis, and revolved about 
the sun , which doctrine was held by his (wntemporanes as so absurd, that tlie philosophci 
had nearly lost his life by his theory, 280 b c To determme the figure of me earui, a 
degree of latitude has been measured m diifereut parts of the world hv eminent philosophers , 
for this purpose Bonguer and La Condamino wrro sent to Peru, and Maupertuis and others 
to Lapland, m 1735 France and Spain were measured by Mechaui, Delambre, Biot, and 
Amgo, between 1792 and 1821 Measurements have been also made in India by col Everest, 
and pubhahed m 1880 Exiienmcnts have been made by iieudulums to demonstrate the 
Totauon of the earth by Foucanlt m 1851 , and to detenmne its density, m 1826, 182^ and 
1854, by Mr Airy, now Astronomer lUyal See (hroimiumgators 

GIGBES, Abtificial It is said that a celestial ^obe was brou^^t to Greece from 
B.C 868, and that Arcbimedes constructed a planetanum about b.g 212. The ^obe 
ofGottorp IS a concave sphere, eleven feet m diameter, contaimng a table and seats for 
twelve persons, and the inside represontmg the visiblo BUT&ce of tlie heavens, the stais and 
^sonstellatiOHB all distinguished according to thesr respective magmtudes, and bemgtaxned 
laj means of curious mechanism, their true j^tion, nsing, and setting is showm^The out- 
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nda 18 a terreatnid globe. This machine u called the ^obe of Oottorp, from the ongin^ 
one of that name, mich, at the expense of Frederick 111 duke of Holstein, was erected at 
Oottorp, under the direction of Adam Oloanua, and was planned after a design lound among 
the papers of the celebrated Tyc^o Brahe Frederick lY of Denmark presented it to Peter 
the Groat in 1713 , it was nearly destroyed by fire m 1757 , bnt it was afterwards recon- 
structed. Om The globe at Pembroke hall was erected by Dr Long , it far surpasses the 
other, being eighteen i^t in diameter, and thirty persons con sit conyementW within it 
while it ism motion In 1851, Mr Abn^ms erects m Ijoicester square, for Mr Wyld, a 
globe 60 feet 4 mclies in diameter, lit from the centre by day, and by gas at night 

GLOBE THEATRE, Bankside (Loudon) See ShaJbespeare'a Theatre 

GLORY The glory or nimbus drawn by |Kuuters round tiie hea<ls of samts, angels, 
and holy men, and tlio (irtle of rays on imagoa, wore adopted from the Csesars and their 
flatterers, by whom they were used in the first century The doxology of the prayer Gkma 
PeUm was ordained in the Churdi oi Rome, and was called doxology Dccauso it b^gan with 
doJMt giory, A.D 382 

GTjOUCESTER. Once a Roman colony, built by Arviragus, AD 47, m honour of 
dandins Cmsar, whoso daughter he had inainod In 1278 9 the statntes of Gloucester 
wei-o glassed at a parliament hold by ^idward I Tins city was incorporated by Henry III , 
it was fortified ^ a stning wall, whnhwoM demolished, aftoi the Ristoration iii 1660, by 
order of Charles ll , as a punishment for tho obstinate rcsistonc o ot the city to Charles 1 , 
m 1643, under coL Massey ^o Gloucester and Berkeley canal was comx>lotcd in April 
1827 

GLOUCFSTER, See of One of the six bishoprics crcitcd by Henry VIII in 1641, and 
fomorly part of tho dioct^so of Won cstci It was united to that of Biistol in 1836 The 
cathedral^uirch which belonged to tlio abbey was di8sol\(d by tliat king, and its reyennes 
were mpropriated to the mamtenauce of tho see The abbey winch was founded by 
king Wuipnere about 700, wis burnt in 1102, and again in 1122 In it are the tombs 
ofSobort, duke of Nominiidy, and Ldward 11 In tln» king’s books, this bishopnc is 
volned at 8151 17s 2d per annum

GLOVES In the middle ages, the giving of a ^ove was a ceremony of iiivostituro m 
hostowmg lands and digmties , and two bishops wei-e put m iioBsession of their sees by 
ea(^ receiving a glove, A d 1002 In Liidand, iii tho it ign of reward TI the do|^>nvatioii 
of ^oves was a ceremony of degradation The Glovers’ company of London was mcorporated 
m 1666 Embroidered gloves wore mtrodoced into England m 1580, and are still presented 
to judges at maiden assizes 

GLUCINUM (from ghUna^ sweet) In 1798 Vanquclm discovered tbo earth glucina (so 
termed from the sweet taste of its sfdts) It is found in tho bciyl and ctlior Cfystals. 
From ^ncina Wohler and Bns&y ohtamed the rare metal ^u c inn m m 1828 Gniehn 

GLUCXDSE See iSfuj^or 

GLUTEN, an important ingredient of gram, ])articulBrly wheat It contains >^trogon,

GNOSTICS (from the Greek pjwkw, knowledge) Heretics who appeared from the first 
use of Chnstiamty, and who endeavoured to combmo tlio simple principles of the Oo^ 
with the PlEtomc and other philosophers They were so called because they pretended to 
extraordinaiy lUuminatirms and knowledge PnsciUian, a Si»amaid, was burnt at Treves as 
a heretic, m 384, for endeavouimg to revive Gnosticism 

GOBELIN TAPESTRY, so coUed from a noted house at Paris, formerly possessed by 
famous wool dyers, wlieroof the chief; called Giles Golielin, who lived m the icimi of 
Fwncig 1 , IB md to have found the secret of dyemg scarlet, wluch was from him call^ the 
scarlet of the Gobelins , the house and the nver beside it also took the same name. This 
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homo WM pmchased by Lotus XIV for a manufactory of all manner of ennom works for 
adotnms the royal palaces, under the direction of mens Colbert, especially tapestry, designs 
for whiw were drawn by the celebrated Ije Bmn, by appomtment of the king, A.D 1660

The musical baud eontainml 268 vocal and 245 instru- 
mental performers, anduie receipts of three succassivo days were 12,746/ These concerts 
were repeated m 1785, 1786, 1790, and 1791, when they ceased till tlie second groat com- 
memoration on Juno 24, 26, and 28, 1834, m the presence of king William IV and queen 
Adelaide, when there wore 644 performers In consoiinonce ol tins commomomtion the 
Saci^ Harmonic Society was formed, which meets at Exeter Hall --This society, in con- 
junction with the Crystal Phlace Company, projected a grand perfonnance of Handm’s music, 
which took place Juno 20, 22, and 24, 1859, tho centenary of Ins death * On the 20th the 
Messiah was performed , on the 22nd, Selections , and on the 24th (when the prince-consort, 
the king of the Belgians, and 26,827 persons were present), the Israel in Egypt was per- 
formed. Ihere were 2765 vocal and 398 lustnimontaL performers, and the penormance was 
hi glily successful The receipts amounted to about 88,000/ , from this there were deducted 
18,000/. for expenses , of tho residue (15,000/ ), two parts accrued to the Crystal F&lace 
Company, and one part to the Sacred Harmomc Society Handera harpsichord, original 
scores of his oratonoa, and other interostmg relics, were exhibited.

HANSE TOWNS A commercial union called the Hanseatic League (firom hamsa, 
aBBomation) was formed by a number of port towns in Gwmany, m snppOTt ^ eadi other 
agamst the piracies of the Swedes and Danes this association b^gan abrat 1140, and the 
leame was signed m 1241 At first it consisted only of towns situate on the coosta of the 
Baltic Sea, but its Btrength and reputation increasuig, there was scarce any traduig city m 
ISurm but desired to m admits into it, and m 1870 it consisted of sixty six citieB, 
beados forty four conloderates.

HABFTjhUB (seaport, N W Franco), was l)csiogodl>y Henry V , and token Sept 22, 1416 

HABLAW (Aberdeonsliire), Battle of Fought between the earl of Mar, who

HEAT (odled by French dicmists Caloric) Little mrogroBS had been made m the study 
of the phenomena m heat till about 1757 wh^ Josq[»h BhudE, put forth hia theoiY of latent 
heat (which heat he said was absorbed by melting ice), and of specifio heat , Cayendndi, 
Lavouior, and otheis, continued Black’s researches Sir John Leslio put finrth his views on 
radiant heat m 1804 Count Rumford espoused the theory that heat consuts m motion 
among thejrarticlos of matter, which view he supported by ezpenmonts on fhctum (reccnnled 
in 1802) Ihis tlieory has been farther sul^stontiated W the experiments of Mr Joide, of 
Manchester, m 1843, who assorts that heat is the oqmyalont of work done. It is now called 
the dynamieal or mochomcal theory of heat. In 1854 Professor Wm. Thomson of Glasgow 
pubhshed his reseandios on the dynamical powoi of the sun’s rays The mmds of phi- 
losoidion are still engaged on this subject. 

HEBRIDES, or Western isles of Scotland, wore long snlgect to Horway, but were ceded

HECATOMB, a sacrifice among the onmcnts of a hundred oxen, more particnlarly 
observed by the Laoedeemonians when they jKisstisscd a hundred capital cities In the course 
of time this sacnfice was reduced to twenty three oxen , and m the end, to lessen the eiroenBe^ 
goats and lambs were substituted for oxen Potter

HELLESPONT A narrow arm of the sea betwixt Europe on the west, Asia on the east^ 
the Propontis, or Sea of Marmora, northward, and the Mgaasi Sea, now the Archipda^ 
southward. Tlie present name is the Strait of the Dardanelles, l^e Hellespont took its 
original name from Helle, daughter of Athomas, kum of Thebes, who was drowned here. It 
is edebrated for the loves of Hero and Loonder Leander was drowned m a tempestuous

HELMETS Among the Romans the helmet was provided nith a vizor of grated bars, 
to laiso above the eyes, and beaver to lower for eatmg , the helmet of the Greeks was round, 
that of the Romans square Ridiard I of England wore a plain round hdmet , and after 
this monarch’s reign most of tlio Engliidi kings had crowns afxive tlimr helmets Alexander 
111 of Scotland, 1249, had a fiat helmet, with a square grated vizor, and the helmet of Robert 
1 was surmounted by a crown, 1306 OwUlim 

HELOTS, cajjhir^ donved by some from tho Greek /leZnn, to take , by others from Helos^ 
against the luhubitante of which the Spartans bore desperate resentment for refusmg to pay 
tribute, 888 B c Tho Sjiartans, it is said, not satisfied with the rum of their city, reduced 
the Hdots to the most debasmg slavery , and called all the slaves of the stat^ and the 
prisoners of war, Jlelatai, and exposed them to every species of contempt and ndiciilo 21io 
numlier of tlio Helots was much enloiged by tho conquest of Mossonio, B.c 668 They are 
eonHidorod to have been four fifths of the inhabitants of Spaita. But in the I’eloponnosian war 
tho Helots behaved with uncommon braveiy, and wore rewarded with their liberty, 481 B.0 
Yet this act of lustice did not last long , and tlio sudden disappearance of 2000 manumitted 
slaves was attnbutod to the Lacedfcmonians Herodolm 

HEIjYETII, a Colto-Gonnanic people, who inliabitoil what is now caUod Switzerland.

HEMP AND FLAX Flax was first planted m Enghmd, when it was directed to be 
sown for fiahing nets, A n 1533 Bounties wore paid to encourage its cultivation m 1788 , 
and every exertion should bo made by the government and Ic^slatnro to accomplish sudi a 
national go^ In 1785 there were imported from Russia, m British ships, 17,695 tons of 
hemp and flax Sir John Smelatr The annual importation of those ornclos now amonnfa 
to about 100,000 tons. More than 180,000 lb of rough hemp are used m the cordage of a 
first rate man of war, meluding ngging and soils. 

HEPTARCHY* The Heptarchy (or govemmont of seven kings) in 'England waa

Sir W UerscheVs seven, ten, and twenty foot re 
Hectors were made about 1779 He discovered the Georgium Sidus {which see) Morth 21, 
1781, and a volcanic mountain m the moon, in 1788 , and about tins time laid the plan of 
his great fuity feet tdoseopo, iivlneh ho completed in 1789, when he discovered two other 
vdeame mountains, emitting iii-e from tluii summits In 1802, he, by moans of his tdo- 
Bcopes, was enabled to lay before the Royal Society a catalc^e of 5000 now nebule, nebulous 
sta^ planetary nebula, and clusters of stars which ho haiTdiscovoiod.

HOLY PLACES in Pvlestine. Tho possession of tlioso places has been a source of 
contention between the Gn.ck and Latm ehurchos feir sovcnil centuncs In tho reign of 
Dnincis 1 they were placed in the lianels of the Ijatiii monks, under tho protection ofthe 
French government, by a treaty wiGi tho then snltaii , hut tho Greeks from time to 4:iniA 
obtamed firmaiis from tho Porte luvohdatmg tho rights of the Latms, who were at last (m 
1757) expdled from some of the sacred buildings, which were committed to the care of the 
Greeks hy a hath scheniT, or imjienol ordinance in 1808 the holy sepulchre waa partially 
destroyed by fire, and rebuilt by tho Greeks, who thereon claimed addihonol pnvilegesi and 
thus caused fredi dissensions. In 1819 the Russian and French governments mt^ered, and 
sent envoys (M Dashkoff and M MarceUus) to adjust the dispute , but on arrangement was 
prevented by tlie Greek revolnhon in 1821 In 1850 the suhje^ was a gain and 

the Porte proposed tliat a mixed commission idionld ai^udicate on the rival nlaima. H. TitoflE;

Shortly after, M D’Ozeroff 
made a formd dccliintion of the nght of Russia to protect the orthodox m virtue of the 
treaty of Eamard]! m 1774, and demanded that the hiniau of March 9, 1852, should be 
read at Jerusalem, although it militated against his pretensionB, which was accordin^y 
done Hie dispute still contuiULd, the Porte being ei^scd to tlio charm of both Sbo 
Russian and Freiieh govermnents, Maich, 1858 On Ft!) 28, Prmce Menschikoff amved at

wntten in golden letters on tlie great gut of a dragon, 120 feet long 

HOMICIDE. This crime was tried at Athens by the Areopagitos, 1507 B.C He that 
killed another at any public exerrase of skill, or who killed another lliat lay hid to do a 
lierson misduef of a ^ovoiis nature, was not deemed guiltv He who killM a man taken 
with another’s wife, uster, dau^ter, or concubiue, or ho that killed a man who^ without 
just mounds^ assaulted another violently, was not deemed a homicide. Among the Jews, 
wilftumuider was capital , but for chance medley the offender was to fly to one of the citicB 
of reftu^ and there continue tiR the death of the hi^ priest, n.c 1451 (Afim xxxv ), 
9 Qeo 1 Y c. 81 (1828), distmguishes between justifiable homicide and homicide m its vanous 
degrees of guilt, and dicumstances of provocation and wilftilness. See Murder 

HOMILIES Sermons or discourses in early Christian times dehvered by the buhqp or 
msbyter, m a homely manner, for the common iiooplo. — ^They were orders to be read in 
those churches that were not furnished with a iiiinistor sufficiently learned to compose 
proper discoarsos, and to prevent unsound doctrine being tai^t. ^e Book of Homilies 
was drawn up by archbiBhop Cranmer, 1 Edw YI 1547 , ana another was prepared by an 
order of Convocation, 5 EIik. 1668 SUno 
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HOMOEOPATHY A medical hypothoais promulgated at the commencement of the 
present century by the late Dr Hahnemann, of Lcipaic, according to which ovoiy medicine 
mis a specific power of inducing a certain diseased state of the i^sl^ , and if such medicine 
bo given to a person saffonng under the disease which it has a tendency to induce, such 
disease disappears, because two similar diseased actions cannot siniultanooiudy subsist in the 
same oigaiL Brmdc, Infinitesimal doses of medicine, such as the milhonth of a gram of 
aloes, are emplc^ed, it is said, with efiicacy The rcid ments of the system consist m its 
inducing the mtient to regulate his diet and habits according to the dictates of common 
Bonso — ^ho hbilmoniaun hospital was opened lu Bloomsbury Sfxuoro, Sept 16, 1860 

HONEY MOON Among the ancicnta a bcvomgo prepared with honey, sndi as that 
known os mood, and os metlieglni, in hiigland, was a luxurious dnnk It was a custom to 
drmk of diluted honey for thu-ty days, or a moon's age, after a wedding feast, and honco 
arose the term htmcy-^ivooii^ of Tcutouu origin Attiln, the Hun, drank, it is said, so freely

To 
encourage him to do so, tho omperor Sigisinmid sent him a safe conduct and engaged for his 
security He pnwont^ hims^ aecoi^ugly, but was soon thrown into prison, and after 
some months’ confinciiiont was adjudged to lie bnrued alive Ho endnim this dreadful 
death with magnanimity and resimation, July 6, 1415 The same uiiliap])y fate was Ixnne 
with tho same pious fortitude and constancy of mind by Tehomf of Piugui^ tho intimato 
companion of llusa, who come to this council with tho generous di sim of sapportmg and 
seocmduig his persecuted fnend , ho, too, suffered, May 30, 1416, ult!iou(^ he hod a safe* 
conduct.

They were genraally opposed to the Turkish harse, 
and were oddly clothed, having the skins of tigers and otlier wild beasts bangmg on their 
ba(^ against bad weather, and wore fur caps, with a cock’s feather ” Panun. Husaars 
became a Bntish force m the last century, but were very differently attired. 

HUSSITES. After tlio death of Hubs, many of lus followers took np aims, and formed 
a pobticiil party nndei John Eiska, and bmlt tho city of Tabor They defeated the emperor 
Sigismund several times , bnt after being worsted in 1434 at Bomischbrod, they entered 
into negotiations, which ended 111 the Comxwct of Prague They were agom defeated by 
Albert of Austria m 1488 Tho pacific jiortion of the Hussites ozistea in the tune of 
Luther, and were called “ Bohemian Brethren ” 

HUSTINGS (said to be derived from Houas Court, and to have been the name of an 
assembly among tho An^o-Saxons) A veiy ancient court of the city of London.

INDEPENDENTS, or CoNGREnATiONAi isrs They ore such as hold the mdejiondency 
of each church or conmgatioii of all others, and that each coiigregatiou may govern itself in 
rehmouB matters, ^ey say there is no absolute occasion lor synods or councils, whose 
lesmntions may bo taken to bo wise and pnident advice, but not as decisions to be perempt- 
orily ob^ed , they afiirm that one church may advise or reprove another, but has no 
authonty to excommunicato or censure. Robert Brown preachM these views m 1585, but 
after 82 impnsonmeuts conformed to the Established Church.

Huborstodt, dated Dec 23, 1705 , yet ^hut YitruviUH and l^uiy callcil tndieum is supposed

INFANTBT, the modem term for foot soldiers, tlie management of which was much 
improved during the wars of Charles Y and Francis 1 m the sixteenth century The 
Brnaih army comprised 99 n^giments of regular lufimtiy in 1858, when the Canadians 
raised a regimont, which is termed the 100th 

INFIBMABIES. Ancient Borne had no houses for the cure of the sick. Diseased 
I)crson& however, were earned to the temple of .fisculapius for a cure, as Christian bcdiovers 
were taken to chundics which contamed wonder workmg images. Benevolent institutions 
for the accommodation of travellers, tlie indict, and sitk, wore first introduced with 
Chnstiamty, and the first infiimanes or hospitms were built dose to cathedrals and monas- 
tenes The emperor Louis II caused infiimanes situated on mountains to be visited, 
A.D 855 In Jerusalem the knights and brothers attended on the side. There were 
hospitals for the sick at Constontmojde, m the deventh century The oldest mention of 
^ysicians and surgeons estab^ed m infiimanes, occurs m 1487 Bccknunm. See liospUdla, 

INGOUB, a nver nsmg m the Caucasus and falling mto the Black Sea. Omar Phsha, 
man^ng to the rebef of &», crossed this nver on Nov 6, 1855, with 10,000 men, and 
attadeed the Bnasians 12,000 strong, encamped on the left bank, who after a sfarnggle 
retreated with the loss of 400 men The l&ks had 68 killed and 242 wounded. £krL 
however, was not saved. 
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INK. Tha ancient black inks were composed of soot and ivory black, and Vitrnvina and 
Fliny mention lamp-blade , but they had likewise vations colonn, as red, goH ailver, and 
purple. Bed ink was made by tliem of vermilion and various kmds of gum. Indian ink 
IS brou^t from China, and must have been in nse by the people of the east from the earliest 
ages, most of the arti&aaL Chinese productions being of very great antiqmty It is usually 
brought to Burope m small quRdrangular cakes, and is compcNsed of a fine black and animm 
glue Bockmemn Invisible on sympatuetio inks are flmds which, when written 
with, will remam mvisible until after a certain operation. Vanons kmds were known at very 
earl^ penods Ovid (A.D 2) teaches young women to deceive their guardians by wnting to 
their lovers with new milk, and aftorvnirds making the writing lomDle with osnes or soot. 
Receipts for propanng invisible ink wei-o given by Teter Borel, m 1683, and by Le Hort, 
m 1669 Bedemmn 

INKERBiANN (Cnmoa), Battle of The Russian army (about 40,000) having received 
rcinforceineutH, and being oncoumgod by the presence of the granddukes Miduud and 
Nidiolas, atto^ed tlie British (8000), near the old fort of Inkormanu, before daybreak, 
Nov 5, 1864 The lattei kept their oiqMuiputH at Imy till tlie arrival of 6000 French. 
The Russiaus were then driven back, leaving behind 9000 kiUed and wounded. The loss 
of the allios was 462 kdled, 1952 wounded, and 191 missing Sir Gooigo Cathcart, and 
generals Strangways, Goldie, and Torrens were nniong the slain On Nov 15, 1855, an 
explosion of about 100,000 lbs of gunpondoi occurred iiuur Inkcniiuuii, and caused great 
loss of life

INOCULATION See Small Pox Laily Mary Wortl^ Montagu introduced mocnlation 
from small pox to England from Turkey In 1718 sho had W own son inoculated at 
Adnonople, with perhu-t hucccsh , and she was aUowcd to have it trio^ for tiio first tune m 
England, on seven condemned cnnmials, 7 Geo 1 1721 In 1722 two of the loynl family 
wore inoculated. The practn^ was jireadied against liy many of the Inshops and other 
dexgy from that penud until 1760 l)i Mead practised moculatiou very successiully up to 
1754, and Dr Dimsdulo of Loudon inoculated Cathcniio II empress of Russia, in 1768

Vaccine inoculatiou was introduced by Di Jcnnci, Jon 21, 1799, ho liod discovered its 
virtue m 1796, anil had lieeu niokuig exjKiiiments dnnug the mtcrmediato throe years.

IONIA (m Asia Minor) About 1040 B.C the lones, a Polaagic race, emigrated from 
Greece and settled here and on the ai^ioming islands. Tlioy built Ephesus, Smyrna, and 
other noble atics They were conquered by tlie great Cyrus, about 648 B.C , revolted 
in 604, but wore agam subdued. After the victonts of C^on, Ionia became independent 
and remained so tiU 387, when it was once more subjected to Persia. It formed pait of the 
dommions of Alexander and his suci Lssors , was annexed m time to the Boman Empire , 
and was finally conquoiikl by the Turks. — ^lonia was renowned for i)oet& histormnsL and 
philosophers. 

IONIAN ISLANDS (on W coast of Greece), the Bopublir of the Seven Islands, Corfu, 
Cephttlonia, Zante, Ithaca, St Maura, Cengo, and Pnxo, wluf h were udomsed by the lonos, 
and partook of the fortunes of the Greek ricople , were subject to Naples in the ISth century, 
and in the 14th to Vemce, which ceded them to Franco, m 1797, by the treaty of Gampo 
Formio They were seized by tlie Bussians and Turks m 1800 , and formed mto a Bepubuc. 
They were restored to the Fnmch m 1807, but retaken by the English m 1809 Bv a treaty 
between Bnssia and Great Bntaiu they were placed under the protection of the latter, 
Nov 6^ 1816 Sir Thomas Maitland became the first lord hi^ commissioner A constitn

them , but Ignatius adding to the tliret vows of chastity, jioverty, and obedience, a fourth 
of impbcit submission to the holy see, the mstitution was coiiiimied by a bull. Sept 27, 
1640, uy which their number was not to exceed 60 Tliat clog, however, was taken off 1^ 
anoUier bull, March 14, 1643 , and iioiies Julius HI I’nisY and Gregory 2111 granted 
them such groat privileges as icndorM them powerful and numerous But though 
^ngois Xavier, and other missionanes, the first brothers of the order, earned it to we 
extremities of the habitable globe, it met with great opposition in Enrc^ particularly m 
]^n8 The Sorbonne issued a decree in 1664, by which they condemned the mstitution, 
as being calculated rather for the rmii than the edification of the faitlifuL Even m Romish 
countnes, the mtrigues and seditious wntmgs of this order have occasioned it to be 
discountenanced. The Jesuits were expelled fr^ England by an act of parliament m 1684, 
and from Yemce, 1607 They were put down m Fzunce by an etbet from the king^ and 
their revenues confiscated, 1764 , and wore lianished Spam, 1767 Suppressed by pope 
Clement XIY m 1778 Restored by Pius Yll m 1814 , and smee tolerated m other 
states and even where not tolerated, the body possess a secret and extensive existence.

KALAFAT, on tho Danube, opposite to the fortress of Widdin This place was fortified 
by the Turks under Omor Pacha wlicn they crossed tlie nvi r, Oct. 28, 1853 In December, 
Prince Gortschakoff, with the Russiiui anny, dcteniimed to storm tlieir intrenchmonts Tlie 
conflict lasted from Dec 31 to Jan 9, 1854, when the Rnssians were compelled to retire 
Among these conflicts one occiifTed at Gitate, Tan 6 Si^i CitaUi Kalafat was invested 
Tan 2^ and general Schilders attacked it vigoronsly on Apnl 19, without success, and tho 
blockade was raised Apnl 21 

KALEIDOSCOPE. An opticid instmmont, winch cAmhincs mirrors, and produces a

KILMACDUACH (Galway), Bisnomo of This see was hold in commendam with 
Glonfert, from 1602 St Coleman, its first bishop, fiourishod early in the seventh century, 
and being fond of an asustic life, lived in a wilderness in the south part of Connau^t, seven 
yean previous to his being made bishop of this see The see was valued, 29 Elu 1686, at 
181 6s 8d per annwn.

KILMAINHAM HOSPITAL (Dublm) The asylum of aged and disabled soldien m 
Ireland, and one of the noblest institutions of the kind m Great Bntain , bmlt by Wren It 
owes its foundation to Arthur, earl of Granard, then marshal general of the army m Ireland, 
1676 , and the duke of Ormond perfected the plan, in 1679 Kilmainham is an ancient 
town, and was the seat of government before the castle of Dublin was appropriated to 
that purpose 

KILMALIDCK (Limenck) An abbey was founded here by St Mocboallpg or Molach 
about the year 646, and an abbey of Domimcans was built in the thirteenth century 
Ware, A charter was granted to Eilmalloek by liidward VI and another by Elizabeth m 
1684 The town was invested by the Insh forces in 1 698, but the siege was raised by the 
duke of Ormond.

KING’S BENCH, oe QUEEN’S BENCH, Counr of Olitained its name from the 
king sometimes sitting ht re on a high bench, and the ind^s to whom the judicature belongs 
in his abscnci^ on a low bench at his feet This i ourt in ancient times was called Cam 
IknwM Regis and in the reign of king Fslward I a statute iiasBed by which it was enacted 
that the judges sliould attend the king, and follow him, so tliat he might have at all times 
near him, men learned in the laws, to dispense justice “Tlie judges used to nde to 
Westminster Hall on mules , sir John Whyddon, in tlie reign of queen Elizabeth, first 
introduced horses , but of lute years they go m coaches.”

London, now used for tlie confinement of debtors Here, it is said, pnneo Henry (interwardi 
Henry V ), was committed hj justice Gascoigne The pnson was burnt down bv the Londoi 
rioters, Juno 3, 1780 See &trdon a No-popenf Mob llie firesont edifice was built m 1781 
and contains alKnit 230 rooms. Formerly, Im sides this accommodation, the debtors were allowec 
to purchase tlie liberties, to enable them to have honses or lodgings without the walls, oi 
to purchase day rules, to go out of the pnson under certain regulations The rules ineiudec 
the whole of St. Geoige’s Fields, on one side of Blackman sl^t, and part of High street 
This pnvilc^, however, has been discontinued.

1468, and the mvention m printing shortly before Leo X. and his family (the Medici

LEGHORN, Lvoomo in Tuscany, a mere village m the fifteenth century, owes dl its pros- 
penty to the Main i family and thoir successors This city suffered dreadfully by an earth- 
quake in 1741 It was cntcml by the Frtnc h army m the revolutionary war, July 27, 1796, 
Imt tlie immense amount of Bntish pro]ierty then there had been tireviously removed. 
Leghorn was evacuated by Hic French ui 1799, and was retaken the follow mg year It wms 
unsuccessfully attacked by the British and Ittdian allied forces m De< 1813 jlie Austnans 
attacked and took this caty from the insuigcnts, May 12 and 13, 1849 A shght insurrection 
here wras quelled July, 1857 In June 1857, above 60 jicrsoiis were kdled at the theatre, 
through an idanu of fire 

LEGION The Legw wras a cxirps of soldiers in the Roman armies, and was first formed 
W Romulus, under whom it c^msisted of 3000 foot, and 800 horse, about 750 B.0 When

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by Napoleon Bonaparte, when First Consul, May 19, 1802 On the restoration of the Bour- 
bon Ihmily, Louis XVIIl confirmed this order, in April, 1814 The honour was conferred 
on many Bnti^ subjects who distinguished themselvos m the Bnssian war, 1854 6, and m 
the Faiu exhibition of 1855 

LEGITIMISTS, a term (sinco 1814) applied to those who support the claims of the dder 
branch of the Bourbon family to the throne of France whose representative is Henry, duo 
de Bordeaux, called comte do Chambord, bom Sept 29, 1820 

LEGNANO (m Lombanly), where the emperor Fnsdenck Barbarossa was defeated by the 
MilimuMn and their a]l 1 et^ May 29, 1175, which victory led to the treaty of Constance m 1188 

LE1GI1LTN (W CSirlow), Sre or Founded by St Lasenan, about A D 628 Burchard, 
the Norw(^un, the son of Gnnnond, founded or endowed the pnoiy of St Stephen of 
Leigblm Bishoi) Doran, a worthv prelate, appointed in 1528, was murdered by Ins arch-

LEUCTRA, Battle of, one of tlio most famous in ancient histoir, fought at the 
village of Ijeuctra, between Platsea and Tliespia, between the Thebans, under Epaminondas, 
and the superior force of Cleombrotus, king of Sparta, tlie victory being with the former , 
Tuly 8, 371 bo In this battle, 4000 S)NirtanB, with their king, were shun, and not more 
than 300 Thebans From this <iay, the Simrtaiis lost tiieii preponderance m Greece, which 
they liad mamtumed for about 500 years.

The university was almost destroyed by a vessm laden with 
10,000 lbs. weight of gunpowder blowing up, and demobshing a large part of the town, and 
killing nnmbers of people, Jan 1807 electrical Leyden jar was mvented about 1746, 
by Mnschenbro^ and others.

96 (1848), greatly softened the stringency of the law of libel respecting newqwpers. Amon g 
the most remarkable cases of libd wore, vis lord Gooim Qoraon's libel on the queen ot 
France, for winch he was sentenced to imprisonment for nve years, and fined 6001 , Jan 28, 
1788 Dr Wither's libel on Mrs Fitrherbert, July 14, 1789 The Txmsi libd on the 
prince of Wales, afterwords Goo IV , Feb 1790 The Monwng Posis libel on lady Elizap 
Lamb^ damages 4000Z , July 9, 1792.

LIBEBTINES A sect distinguished by its monstrous doctrines. Its heads were persons 
named Quintiu and Conn lliey maintained that whatever was done by men was done by 
the Spirit of God, and that there was no sin but to those who thought so , that to Uve with- 
out any doubt or scruple was to return to the state of innocency , &t the soul died with the 
body , that hoaveti was a dream and hell a phantinn , religion a mere state tnck , with many 
other moiiHtruns ojnnions. This sect arose m A D 1626 , and the term hbertme has been 
held ID a liad sense e\or since.

The Imperial Library of Vienna fouTidcnl by Frederick III m 1440, and by Maximilian I , 
1600 ^ic Rcyal (now Imiienal) Libraiy of Pans, by John (1360 1863), and by Francis I 
about 1620 , it cmitams 816,000 volumes and 84,000 manusenpts The Escunof at Madnd, 
commenced with the foundation of that sumptuous palace, by Philip II lu 1667 The 
Library of Florence, by Cosmo de’ Mcdici, 1660, is very nch in illustrated and lUnniinated 
works.

LIGHTNING CONDUCTORS were first set up for the protection of bmldmgs by 
Ftonkhn shortly after 1752, when he brought down electncity from a Ihunder cloud The 
first m England was set up at Payne's Hill, by Dr Watson In 1766 one was placed on the 
tower of St. Mark, at Youiee, whn h has siiieo oseaptHi iniuiy, althmigh frequently consumed 
by lightning previously A powder magazine at Glogan, in Silesia, was saved by a con- 
ductor m 1782 , and, from the want of one, a quantity of gnnpowdc r was igmted at Brescu 
in 1767, and ab^e 8000 persons penshed In 1762, Dr Watson recommended conductors

LITERARY FUND, ROYAL, was founded in 1790, to relievo literary men of all nations , 
who have tmblished works of ment, and who age or infimiities are roduix^d to poverty 
The founder was David Williams,* the fnend of Benjamm Franklm It had its on^ m 
this way Floycr Sydenham, an eminent Greek scholar, of Wadham college, Oxford, and 
translator of some of the works of Plato, liaving no patronage, was involv^ in embarrass- 
ment and arrested and thrown mto prison for a tnfling debt due for his frugal meals, and 
there, m 1788, died of a broken heart in wont and misery, when nearly oij^ty vears of age 
The sympathy excited by his melancholy fate was so great tliat it gave nse to this excellent 
institution, which has since been bountmilly supportra , and which has as bountifully aided 
literary men, their widows, and orphans, in distress llie society was incorporated m 1818 
In 1B55 6 7, vanous alterations m its management wore proposed and negatived.

LOMBARD MERCHANTS In England they wore understood to be comjKised of

LOMBARDY (North Italy) denvcil its name from the Langobardi, a German tnbe from 
Brandenburg, said (doubtfully) to have been luviM mto Italy by Justmian to serve against 
the Goths. Their chief, Albom, established a kingdom which lasted from A D 668 to 774. 
The last king, Desidonus, was dethroned by Charlemagne (Forahst of the Lombard 
kings, see Italy ) About the end of the umth century, the chief towns of Lombardy fortified 
themselvoa, and became republics. The first Lombaid League, consisting of Milan, Venice^ 
Flavia, Modena, Ac , was foimed to restrain the power of the German emperors, m 1167 
On May 29, 1176, they defeated the emperor Frederic Barberossa at Legnano^ and eventually

LONDON BRIDGE, Old Some kind of structure is said to have existed A B 978 
A bndge was built of wood, 1014, which was partly burned in 1186, and afterwards repaired 
The late old bridge was comniciictKl about 1176, hy Peter of Colochurch, and completed m 
1209, with houses on each side, connected togetlicr by large an lies of timber, which crossed 
the street. Tins bridge was the seine of on awM catastrophe in July, 1212 A fire 
happened at the Southwark end, which brought immense crowds from London to see, and 
to extinguish it but the houses at the north end of the bndgr caught fire likewise, whidi 
prevented their return, and tlio fin at tlie soutli end prevented thi ir advancing , sevcrsl 
vessels that approached to take them ofi* were sunk b^ overciDwding, and it is said that 
upwards of 8000 persons lost their lives, either by being killed, bunted, or drowned The

IDNDON INSTITUTION, ‘*for the advancement of literature and the diffusion of 
nseful knowledge,” m imitation of the Royal Institution (which Me), was founded in 1806 by sir 
Francis Banng, nart and others , first at 8, Old Jewry, Cheapside The celebrated prof Porson 
was the first libranan. Tlie present budding was comidetod in 1819, and opened on 
^nl 21 , tlie first lecture was dehvered bv Mr W T Brande, on May 6, following Mr 
W R. Grove, Q C (the inventor of the VoltuK battery whnii be ars his name), was the first 
professor of j^ponmentd I’lidosophy here, and held mat ]N)Bition from 1840 to 1846 The 
institution possesses an excellent library, lecture room, and laboratory

LONDON STONE A stone plat ed in Cannon street by the Romans, the spot being 
then the cratre of tlie city, 16 b.c dieapside was at tins ]^nod in the suburbs.

LONDON UNIVERSITY See Umwmty, London 

LONDON UNIVERSITY COLLEGE^ was founded by Gie exertions of lord Brougham, 
Thomas Campbell, and others. The bud^ng, originally called the London University, was 
commenced Ajinl 80, 1827 ( when the first stone was laid by the duke of Sussex) , and was 
opened by an maugural lecture from professor Bill, Oct 1, 1828 Its plan of mstruction 
mcludes a junior school, to prepare pupils fur tlie Colhge , and tlie College course, compre- 
hends arts, law, medicine, mathematics, natuiul phdosopliy, and languages. In Goraon- 
square ac^acent, is UnwerrUy JiaZl, founded in 1847, where (hvinity and moral philosophy 
form distmct courses. On the application of the London Umversily for a cliartcr, govern- 
ment resolved upon granting two cliarters— one for tlie estabbshment of a University m 
Ijondon («m Ow arhek), and the other of tins College, both charters being granted on the 
same day, Nov 28, 1886 , the latter founded on a deed of settlement, datra Feb 11, 1826, 
(ff what was then called the Loudon University, winch title was formally renounced 

UDNDONDERRY, or DKRitY(N Ireland) MeiitionedA D 646 An abbey hero was burned 
by the Danes, m 788 A diortor was granted to the London com]Ninie8 in 1616 The 
town was suronsed, and sir Geoige Powlett, the governor, and the entire gamson were put 
to the sword by rebels, in 1606 It was Iiesieged by O’Neal in 1641 A grant was made of 
Derry, with 210,000 acres of laud, to various comjianies in Ijondon, in 1089, when it took 
its present name Memorable siege of Derry, commenced A]xnl 20, 1689, was sustamed 
agamstthe army of James II , who for a time commanded m jwrson The heroic gamson 
and inhabitants were, on this memorable occasion, driven to the extremity (ff fimirne , but 
under the direction of the rev Geom Walker, they defended the plac.e arainst the enemy 
until the siege was raised by gen Kirke James’s array, under the Frenra general Rosen, 
retired with the loss of about 9000 men, after having practised almost unpandlded cmdties 
upon the inhabitants of the villages around. 

LONE STAR A secret society called the order of the Lone Star, formed in 
Alabama and other southern states of the North American union, whose olnect was 
declared to be the extension of the institutions, the power, the inflnenca and the com- 
merce of the United States over the whole of the western hemisphere, and we islands of the 
Atlantic and Fac^c oceans.” The first acquisitians to be made by the ordw were Cuba 
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and the Sandwich TmUhiIh, The knowledge of the existence of this society reached Lngland 
in August, 1862 

LONG ISLAND, or Fmtbttsh (N America), Battle of, Aug 27, 1776, between the 
Bntish troops, under sir William Howe, and the revolted Americans, who suffered a severe 
defeat, after a well fought action, losing 2000 men killed and wound^ and 1000 prisoners. 
The Amencans worn pursued by the victors in their retreat to New York, but were saved 
under cover eff a thick fog from furtlier discomfiture. 

LONGEVITY Motliuwilah died, aged 969, B r 2349 (Gm v 27) In tlieso countries 
the instancos of it are mniarkable, though rare Colour M’Crain, of the Isle of Jura, one of 
the Hebrides, is said to have kept 180 Chnstmases in his own house, and died in the reim 
of Charles J , being the oldest man on anything approaching to authentic record for upwaw 
of 8000 years. Grcig In 1 01 4 died Johannes de Tc mponbun who lived 361 years ( ») Stow 
Thomas Parr, a labouring man of Shropshire, was brouf^t to London by the earl of Arnndd, 
in 1636, and cousidcred the wonder of his time, being then in his 153rd year, and in perfect 
health , but tlio journey and change of air and diet killed him, Nov 16, the same year 
Homy Tonkins, of YorKshirc, died m 1670, and was buned m Bolton churchyard, Dec. 6,

year attainted for high treason, and has never bt cn siuci granted to any person, otherwise 
than pro hdc vux (for this occasion), and that to attend nt a conniation, or trial by combat.

LORD HIGH CONSTABLE of Scotland The office of lord high constable of 
Scotland was mstitutetl by king David 1 about 1147 The nobleman holding it obtained 
two grand prerogatives, vir tlic first tlie keeping of the king’s sword, which the king, at 
his promotion, delivers to him naked (and hent.o tht liadge of the lonl high constable is a 
naked sword) , and secondly, tlie absolute command of the king’s armies while in the field, 
in the absem o of tho kmg The jurisdiction of this office came at last to bo exercised only 
as to enmes dunng tho time of (larliument, which some extended likewise to all goneru 
conventions The office was conferred heritably in 1321 on sir Gilbert Hay, created earl of

measure abolished the office a.d 1265 It is now revived only pro hdc vies, at a coronation, 
or the tnal of a |)oor Tho first afterwards appointed was Thomas, second son of Henry IV 
The first for the tnal of a peer was Edward, earl of Devon, on the arraignment of the earl 
of Huntingdon, m 1400 The last, lonl Denman at tlie tnal of the earl of Cardiam, 
Feb 16, 1841 The duke of Hamilton was lord high steward at tho coronations of WilL iV 
and Victoria.

LORD HIGH TREASURER of England Tho third great officer of the crown, a 
lord by virtue of his office, having the custody of the king’s treasure, governing the upper 
court of exchequer, and formerly sitting judicially among tho liarons.

LORETTO, near Ancona, Italy Hero is the Com SanUa^ or Holy House, in which it la 
pretended the Viiypu Mbit lived at Nasaroth, and which was earned by angels into Dalmatia 
nom Galilee in 1291, and brought here a few years after The fiimons lady of Loretto stands 
upon an altar, holding the mfant Jesus m ner arms, and is surrounded with mid lamps, 
whose glare cnnwAalg her face She is clothed with doth of gold, sot off with jewels, with 
which we little Jesus, though in a shirt, is covered also Loretto was taken by the French 
in 1796, and the holy imaw earned to France , but it was brou^t back with pious pomp, 
and welcomed with the discliaige of cannon and the ringing of bells, borne in procesnon to 
the holy house on a nth frame resting on the slioulders of ei^t bishops, Jan. 6, 1803 

L’ORIENT (W France) Ijord Bndport achieved a memorable victory off this port over 
the French fleet, June 23, 1796 The llntish squadron actually engaged consisted of ten 
diips of the line , tlio enemy’s force, of twelve ships of the line, eleven fhgates, and some 
smaller vessels , after an action of t^e hours (from 6pm till 9) the French pot into the 
port, leaving three sail of the line, L’ Alexandre, Le Formidable, and Le Tipre, m the 
possession of the victors , the loss orthe French was severe , that of the Bntish mconsider-

LORRAINE (formerly Lothanngia), a French province, became a kingdom under 
Lothaire (son of the emperor liOthaire I ) aliout 865 , but was divided on his death, m 869, 
purt of it bemgmade a duchy Thefirst heroditaiy duke, Qerard, was nominated by the emperor 
Henry III in 1048 From Gerard descended tho illnstnouR house of Lorraine, represented 
now by tho emperor of Austria, whoso ancestor, the empress Mana Theresa, mamed in 1736 
Franoia, formerly duke of Lorraine, but then of Tuscany Lorraine had been given to the de 
throned king of Poland, Stanislaus I , for life , at his death m 1766, it was united to France. 

LOTTERY, STATE Tlic first mentioned m English history began drawing at the 
western door of St. Paul’s Catliedral, Ian 11, 1569, and continued day and mght until May 
6 foUowmg It contained 40 000 ** at 10s each lot. The profits were for repainng the 
fortifications on the coast of England, and the prizes were pieces of plate Tho first IcStory 
mentioned for snins of money took jiluce in 1630 l^ottcnies were established m 1693, and 
for more than 130 years yielded a lai^o annual revenue to the crown The Irish state lottery 
was drawn in Dublin m 1780 They were abolished in Oct 1826 by 4 Geo IV c 60 , but

That for the Bntish Museum took place in 1753 Cox’s valuable museum, 
contaming many rare specimens of art and articles of virtfi, was disjMwed of by lottciy, under 
an act paswid June 16, 1773 An act passed for the sale of the buildings of the Adelphi 
lottei^y, June 16, 1773 Lottery for tho Leve nan Museum, 1784 5 For the Pigott diamond, 
permitted Jan. 2, 1801 (it afterwards was sold at Christie s auction for 9500 guineas.

IDUIS D’OR The Louis of gold a French coin of 24 francs, was first struck by Lonis 
XIII in 1640 Its value (20 francs) fluctuated, and in 1810 was superseded by the Napoleon. 

I/lUISIANA (N America) Discovered by Ferdinand de Soto in 1641 , traversed by M 
de Salle in 1682, and settled by Louis XIV (from whom it denved its name) m 1718 
It formed the basis of Law's Mississippi Scheme Coded to Spam at the peace of 1763, 
when all east of the Mississippi was given to Ihigland Restored to France in 1801 , and 
sold by France to the Americans in 1803 Louisiana became a member of the United States, 
m 1812 At tho capital, New Orleans, Gen Jackson defeated the Bntish, Jan 8, 1816 

IDUVRK This renowned edifice in Pans is said to have been ongmally a royal 
Mdence m the reim of Dagobert, A D 628 It was a prison tower constructed by Philippe 
^wtus m 1204 It afterwards became a hbreiy, and Charles VI made it his palace (about 
1364) Buccessivekii^ enlaiged and adorned it, particularly Louis XIV — NapolMn {. turned 
n into a museum and deposited here the finest collection of pamtings, itatuea, and tieasuxea 
in art known m the world. The chief of those brou^t from Itidy have smee been restored 
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to the xiffhtftil posBeasoTB. The xnagnificexit huildingB of the New Loavre, began by 
Napoleon i and completed by Napoleon 111 ware inaagarated by latter, in gmt state 
Aug 14, 1857 

LOW SUNDAY, the first Sunday after Easter, said to denye its name from the contrast 
between its solemmtios and those of Easter Sunday 

LOYALTY IDANS. There were several of these raised during the revolutionaiy and 
Bonapartean wars , but one instance so peculiarly marked the spirit and devotion of the 
Bntiw people, that it is referred to as the Loyalty loan , a subscription loon was opened m 
London on the 5th Dec 1796, and m fifteen hours and twenty minutes the sum of ein^teen 
miUions sterling was subscribed, thus demonstrating the wealth and patnobsm of En gland^ 
and hearty concurrence of her people in the war Sec National Asaociahon, 

LCB^K, a city in N Germany, one of the four ropublics of the German confederation, 
was built m the twelfth century and was the chief founder of the Hanseatic league about 
1240, which lasted till 1630 Lubeck was declared a free impenal city about 1226 , but 
was frequently attacked by the Dunts The French took it by assault Nov 6, 1806, and 
Napoleon incorporated it into his empire in 1810 On his fiill m 1814 it became once more 
a free im])enal city 

LUCCA, formerly a Lomliard duchy, became a free city, in the eleventh century, and took 
an active part in the civil wars of the Italian republics. It was united with Tuscany and jpven 
in 1805tas a nnncipality to Eliza Bonaparte by her brother Napoleon I In 1814 Lucca 
became a duchy and was mven to Mano Louise widow of Louis king of Etmna. It was 
exchanged by her son Charles Louis for Parma and Placentia m 1847, when it was annend 
once more to Tuscany 

LUCKNOW, the eA])itid of Oude See hidviy 1857 

LUDDITES Large parties of men, under this designation, commenced their depreda- 
tions at Nottingham, breaking frames and macluneiy Nov 1811 Skirmish with the

LUTHEBANISM.* The form of Chnatianity professed by the miyonty of the peojde 
of the North of Germany, I^ssia, Denmark and ^edeu As the name impbes, the doc- 
trines are derived from Luther, and ore mainly embodied m Ins catechisms and m the 
Angabnig Confession, and in the Pammuda ConandMB of the Lotheians, published in 1580

LUTZEN (Prussia), Battle of Between tlie French army commanded by Napoleon 
on the one side, and the combined armies of Bussia and Prussia, commanded by general 
Wittgenstein, fought May 2, 1813 Tins sanguinary battle opened the campaign of that 
year, and tibough each of the adversanos churned the victory, it was manifesto on the side 
of Fmce , but in this engugcuunt marshal Duroc was mortally wounded Ihe ^tUcs of 
Bautzen and Wurtzcheu immediately followed (May 19 — 21), both m favour of iflipoleon, 
when the allies were comjielled to pass tlie Oder, and an armistice was agreed to, and after- 
wards prolonged , but unfortunately for the French emperor it did not prrauco peace

LUXEMBUBO (Holland), capital of the grand duchy of the same name partly subject to 
the king of Holland, part to the king of ]£lgium smeo 1839 Luxembu^ was once con- 
sidered the strongest fortress m the world It was taken and pillaged by the French in 
1542 3 , was taken by the SfNuiiards m 1544 , by the French in 1684 , and restored to Spam 
m 1697 It was again taken by tlic ]<rench m 1701 , and afterwards given to the Dutch as a 
bamer town, and ^ed to the emperor at the peace m 1713 It withstood several sieges m the 
last century It surronderod to the Freuch after a long aud memorable siege, June 7, 1795

LUXURY The instances of extravagance and luxury ore numerous m the history of 
almost all couutnc s, ancient and modem, and many laws have bc>en enfon ed to repress them. 
Horace mentions fowls dressed m Faleniiun wine, mussels and oysters &om the Luenne lake 
and Gircoon promontoiy, and black garni from tlie Umbnan forests Lardner LucuUus, at 
Borne, was distinguish^ for the iniiiioderutc expenses of his meals , his halls were named 
fixim the different gods , and when Ciciro and Poinpey attempted to surprise him, they were 
amazed by the costliness of a supper which hud bew jiroparod upon the woid of Lucnllns, 
who mermy ordered his attendants to serve it m tlie hall of Aindlo , tins feast for three 
persons casually met, would have sufficed for three hundred nobles specially invited In 
En^^nd luxniy was restricted by a law wlierem tlie prelates and nobility were confined to 
two courses every meal, and two kinds of food m oveiy course, except on great festiviUs. 
The law also prohilntod all who did not epjoy a fn)o estate of 1002 per annum from woarmg 
furs (see Purs), skins, or silk , and the use of foreign clotli was confined to the royal fiimily 
alone , to all others it was prohibited, A d 1337 An edict was ^ued by Charles VI of 
Fnnc^ which said, **Let no miui presume to treat with moro than a soup and two dishes^** 
1840 Luxury has made rapid stndcs in this country smee the peace m 1815 

LYCEUM. The Lyceum took its name from its having been onginally a temple of 
Apollo I^cons , or rather, a portico^ or galleir, built by Lyceus son of Apollo The Lyceum 
was a edebrat^ spot near tlie bimks of the Ilissus, in Attica, where Aristotle taught 
philosophy , and as he generallv taught his pupils while he walked, they were hence caUed 
psripatkus, toaikers-about, and lus pmlosopfay was called, from this plac^ t^ pbilosqidiy of 
the Lyceum, 342 b.0 StanUy See Theatres 

LYCIA, a region of Asia Minor It belonged successively to Croesus (about B .0 560), 
the Persians (b.c 546), to Alexander the Groat &c 833, and to his successors the Seleucidz^ 
The Romans gave Lyma to the Rhodians (b.g 188) It became afterwards nominally fine 
under the Roman government, and was finally annexed to the empire by Claudius

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MACAO (in China), was giYon to the Fortugaese as a oommercial station, A.i>. 1517 

MACABONI This name was given to a poem by Theop Fdengo, 1517, and it 
wntinnes to designate tnflmg performances, as bnffooneiy, pans, anagrams, **wit without 
wisdom, and humour without sense.’* Uis poem was so c^ed from an Italian cake of the 
same name, jdoasant to the taste, but without any ahmentaiy virtue. These poems 
became the ieigmng taste in Italy and France, where they gave birth to Macarmx 
aca/dcmiu^ and roacliing Enuland, to Maeannx clvJba^ till, m the end, everything ndiculouB 
in dr^ and manners was c^ed Macaroni,” about A.D 1520 

MACCABEES, a family of patriotic Jews, who commenced their career during the 
persecution of Antiochns Epiphanos, n c 167, when Mattathias a priest resisted the tynmny 
of the governor His son Judas Maccabeeus defeated the Syrians in three battles, B o 166, 
165 , but fell in an ambush, B.C 161 Uis brotlier Touathan made a league with the 
Bomans and Locedflemonians, a^id after on able admmistratioii, was treacherously killed at 
I^lemais by Tikhon, ao 148 His brother and succossur, Simon, was also murdered, 
B.0 185 John Hyreanus, son of Simon, succeeded His son Judas, called also Anstobulus, 
took the title of king, b u 107 The history of the Moccaboos is contained in five books ot 
that name, two of which are included in our Apociyiiha, and ore accounted canonical by the 
Boman Catholic Church but not by Protestant communions. 

MACADAMISING The inventor of this i^stcm of repairing roads (Mr John 
M’Adam), received a grant from parliament in 1825 as a reward 

MACE^ a weapon anciently used by the cavalry of most nations, was ongmally a spiked 
club hun^ at the saddle bow, and usually of metal Maces were also early ensigns 
of authmty borne before officers of state, the ton being made in the form of an open 
crown, and commonly of silver gilt. The lord chancellor and speaker of tlie house of 
commons have macus borne before them Edward 1 1 1 granted to I/mdon the pnvilege of 
having gold or silver maces carmnl licfore tlio lord mayor, shenffs, aldermen, and corpora- 
tion, 1854 It was wiUi the mace usually earned before the lord mayor on state occasions, 
that Wdworth, lord mayor of I/mdon, knoikod the n bel Wat Tyler oil his horse, a courtier 
afterwards dts|)atchiug him with his dagger, for rudely apjiroachmg Bichard 11 , 1881 
Cromwell, enteniig the house of exmiiiioiis to dis])crso its members and dissolve the 
parliament, ordered one of his soldiers to ** take awa} tliat fool’s bauble, the mace,” which 
was done, and the doors of the house locked, Apnl 2U, 1653 

MACEDON (N Greece) The first kingdom was fuundul by Caranus, about 814 B.0 
It was an mconsiderablo countiy, sonictiuies under tlie protection of Athens, sometimes of 
Thebes, and sometimes of Spaita, until the reign of Phihp, the father of AleiLonder the 
Great, who by his wisdom as a pohtician, and exploits as a general, made it a powerful 
kingdom, and paved Gie way fur his son’s greatness

Maestneht was unsuccessfully attacked by tne French, but they became masters of it 
towards the end of the following year In 1814, it was made part of the kmgdom of the 
Netherlands , it now belongs to Mdland

MAGDALENS and Magdalenvtter CommiinitioB of nuns and women, tho latter 
class consisting chiefly of penitent courtesans The convent of Naples was endowed by 
queen Saneha, A D 1824 Tliat at Metz nos instituted in 1452 At P^s, 1492 The 
Magdalen at Some was endowed by nope l^eo X , in 1515 * The Magdeflon Hospital, 
London, was founded in 1758, pi incqNilIy under the diini tion of Dr Dodd.

MAGDEBURG + (Prussia) The archbis]io}inc was founded about A.D 967 It suflered 
much duniig tho rebmous wars in Gormany It was blockaded for seven months by the 
Impenalists, under Wallenstein, in 1629 , and was token and sacked by Tilly on May 10, 
1681, when dreadful atrocities were cominittetl It was given to Brandenburg m 1648 
was taken by the French Nov 8, 1806 , and annexed to the Lngdom of Westoholia, but 
was restored to Prussia m 1813 


MAGELLAN, Straits of (S Amonea) Tlicy werepassiMl by Ferdinand Magellan 
(Fernando do Magdhoens), a Portuguese, witli a flic t of diw-ovci^ fitted out by tho empeiDr 
Charles V , in 1519 Tlie hrst \oyage round tho woild was undertaken by Magellan, his 
vessel mrformed tlie enterprise, but the commander was killed in 1521 Tho Spaniards had 
a fort here, smeo called Ca^ie Fonmie, In^caiisc the garrison liail all jienshed fur v^t of food. 

MAGENTA, a small town in Lombanly, inomorabli for the vic'tory of tho Frendi and 
Sardinian army over the Austrians, luno 4, 1859 Tht cmpeiw Ixiiiis Napoleon com- 
manded, and he and the king of Sardinia ucrc in the thickest of tlie fight It is said that 
55,000 French and Sardiniaiis, and 75,000 Austrians wire engaged Tho fonner are 
asserted to have lost 4000 killed and woumbsl, and the Austrians 10,000, besides 7000 
prisoners, those numbers ai-e still doubtful The Fimdi gtncrals Espinasse and Clerc 
were killed. The arrival of general M ‘Mahon at an npiK>rtuiie time is stud to have greatly 
contributed to the victory The coubst near the Bridge of Buffalora was very severe 
The Austnans fought well but were luully commanded Tlio emjieror and king entered 
Milan on 1 uuo 8 following M ‘Mnliou and Rcgnaiilt d' Angcly w ere c roated marshals of Fiance. 

MAGI, or WousHTPPFRa of Fire. The chief obicct of tlie adoration of the Persians 
was the invisible and incomni'cliciiHible God, whom they worshipped as the prmuple of all 
good, and they paid partitulnr homage to fire, ns the emblem of his jiower and pnnty 
They built no altars nor temples , their sacred hnw blazed m the open air, ami their 
offenngs were made upon the earth The Magi were their pnests, wlio are said to have had 
skill in astremomy, Ac , so that tlic term Magi was at length applied to all learned men, till 
tliey were finally confounded with the magicians Zoroaster, king of Bnctna, was the 
reformer of the sect of the Magi he flounshcMl about b c 1 080 , others say r c 550 Their 
religion was suiierscHled in Persia by the Maliotiic tans, alxiut A D 651 The Porseos at 
Bombay are descendants of the Guehi-es or fire wondiipjitrs

MAGNETISM Tlio attractive power of the loadstone or magnet was early known, and 
is referred to by Homer, Anstotle, and Pliny , it was also known to the Chinese and Ara 
biau Kogor Bacon is said to liave been acquainted with its propeity of jointing to the 
north (1294) The mvention of the manner’s compass is asonbed to Flavio (iioia, a Neapo- 
litan, about 1800 , but it was known in Norway previous to 1266 , and is mentioned much 
earlier in a French poem, 1150 Bobort Norman, of London, discovered the dip of the 
needle about 1576 Gilbert’s treatise on the magnet was published in 1600 , and Halley’s 
m 1683 The venation of the compass was observed by Bond, in 1668 , the diurnal vanation 
ly Graham, in 1722 , on which the latter Canton made 4000 olisorvations previous to 1756 
A^fimal magnets wore mode by Dr G Knight, in 1756 In 1786 Coulomb constructed a 
torsion balance for determining the laws of attraction and repulsion, which had been also 
mvestigatod by Michel, Euler, Lambert, Bobison, and others (1750— 1800) The magnetic 
effects of the violet rays of bght were exhibited by Monchini, in 1814 The influence of 
heat on the magnet ^as been shown by the experiments of Barlow and Faraday The 
deflection of the magnetic needle by the voltaic current was discovered by (Ersted, in 1820 , 
Schwoigger constructed his galvanometer in 1821, and m 1825 Nobili consti-ucted his astatic 
aystom of needles. In 1831 ^octncity was produced from a magnet by professor Faradi^, 
who has smee published his researches on the action of the magnet on light, on the

^ul was wrecked here n ( 62 (Aeto xxvii , xxvm ) Malta was taken by the Yandals, 
684 , by the Arabs, 870 , and by the Eoimans from Sicily, 1090 With Sicily it bcK^ame 
port snocessiveJy of the possessions of the houses of Hohenstaufen, Anpu (1266), and Aragon 
(1260) In 1630 Cliarlos V gave it to the Knights Hospitallers who defended it most 
courageously and sumsssfully against the Turks in 1661 and 1665, whe n the l^rks were 
obbged to abandon the ontirprise after tbo loss of 30,000 men. The island was taken by 
general Bonaparte in the outset of bis expedition to Egypt, June 12, 1798 He found m it 
1200 pieces of cannon, 200,000 lbs. of powder, two ships of the Ime, a fngate, fonr 
gaUeys, and 40,000 muskets Ixsidoji an imineusc treasure collected by superstition and 
4600 Turkish pnsonors, whom he set at lilx rty Malta was blockaded by the British from 
the autumn of 1798, and was taken by major general Pigot, Sept. 5, 1800 , but, at peace 
of Amiens, it was stipulated tliat it mould Ini restored to tin knights Tlie Bntish, How- 
ever, retained possession, and the war recommenced between the two nations but by the 
trealT of P&ns in 1814, the island was guaranteed to Great Britain La Yoletta, the capital, 
was munded in 1667 by the grand master La Yaletta. 


MALTA, Knights of A militair religious order, called also Hospitallers of St John 
of Jerusalem, Knights of St John, and Km^ts of Rhodes Some merchants of Malfi, trad

by uie pope in 1113 In 1119 the knights defeated the Turks at Antioch After the Chnst- 
lans had lost their mterest in the East^ and Torusalem was taken, the knights retired to Acre^ 
which they defended valiantly m 1290 llien they followed John, king of Cyprus, who gave 
them Limisso in his dominions, where they stayed till 1810, m which year they took Rh^es, 
under their grand master De YaUaret, and the next year defended it under the duke of 
tevoy, against an anny of Saracens. Smee when, his snecessors have used F E R. T for 
weir device, that is FortMk> ^tis Bhodum tenuiif or, His valour kept Rhodes.

It was however proved hy 
the researches of Pott (1740) Eaim and Wmttrl (1770), and Sdiede and Bergmann (1774), 
that the metal in this mineral is distinct from iron The metal itself was first eliminated

MANHEIM, founded m A d 1606, became the court residence of the Palatine of the 
Ehme m 1719 , but his becoming elector of Havana in 1777, caused the removal of the court 
to Mumch Manhoim surrendered to the French, under command of general PudiQgni, 
Sept. 20, 1795 On Oct. 81, the Austrians under general Wnrmser, defeated the Frmdi 
near the city Several battles were fought with vanous success m the neighbourhood during 
the late wars.

apostle, or envoy of Jesus Christ, and aiinounccid tliat lie was the jNirBclele or comforter that 
Christ had promised to send. He maintained two piinciples, the one good and the other had , 
the first he called light, which did nothmg but good, and the second he called darkness^ 
which did nothmg but eviL Ho njectod Uie Old Tostanient, and composed a system m 
doctnne from Christiamly and the diigmos rf the ancient fire worsliipiiers Ho obtamed 
many followers Sapor, king of Persia, boltcvod m bun at one tune , but afterwards banished 
him He was Inimt ahve by Behrom or Varanes, king of Persia, A Ti 274 His foUowers 
spread themselves over the Komau empire, and several sects qirang from them 

MANILLA (built about 1578), capital of tlio Philippino Isles , a great mart of Spomsh 
commerce 80(I0 ^lersons pensb^ hero by an earthquake m 1645 Manilla was twen by 
the English m 1757 , and ogam m Oct 1762, by storm. The captors humanely suffered the 
archbimop to ransom it for about a million sterling , but great p^ of the ransom never was 
paid. It was nearly destroyed ly on oarthquake m Sept 22, 1852 

MANORS are as ancient as the Saxon constitutioii, and imply a temtonal district with 
the jurisdiction, n^^ts, and perquisites belonging to it They were formerly called baronies, 
and ih^ still are lordi^ps , and each lord was empowered to hold a court called the court- 
baron for redressing misdemeanors, and settling disputes between the tenants. Cabinet

MANSION HOUSE, London The residence of the lord mayor, the chief ma^pstrate of 
the first city m the world It is situate at the east end of the Poultiy, on the ate of the

MANSOURAU (Lower I^ypt) Hero Louis IX. was defeated by the Soiacoxis and taken

MANTINEA (Arcadia, Greece), Battles of, (1) Athenians and Argives defeated ly Agis 
II of Sparta, B c 418 (2) Between Epaminondas and the Thebans, and the combmed foroes 
of Lacedamon, Achaia, Mis, Athens, and Anndia, 868 b.0 TTie Theban general was

MARENGO, Battle op In this mcmoniblo cngiigi mciit tlu Fn nc h army was commanded 
by Bonaparte, against the Austnans, and afttr pnaligies of 'valour, his army was n troatine^ 
when the timely amval of giucrd Dussaix (who was afterw aids mortally wounded m tma 
battle) turned the fortunes of the day The slaughter on both sichs was di'cadful the 
Austrians lost 6000 in killed, 12,000 in prisouors, and 45 ])iec(K of cannon , and though the 
French boasted that the loss on their side did not muth exciid dOOO men, it was nftonvards

1515, there were but two Frwch morriials, who had 500 livres per annum in war, but no 
stipend m tune of peace The rank afterwards became of tlio hipest nubtaiy importance, 
the number was witnout limit, and the command supreme.

Peace was not restored without the mtervention of the rmhtary , twenty-six rioters and 
three soldiers were killed, and many wounded * The mayor came to congratulate the 
queen on the mamage of the prmcess royal m 1868 

MELBOURNE ADMINISTRATION On the retirement of earl Grey, July 9, 1884, 
viscount Melbourne became first mmister of the crown On the accession of viscount 
Althorpe to the earldom of Spencer, on his frthor’s decease, Nov same year, lord Melbourne 
waited on the king to receive his mf^esty s commands as to the ap^rntment of a new chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, when his migesty said he considered the a^inistration at an end. 

Robert Pool succeeded, but was compelled to resim in 1886, and lord Melbourne 
returned to office. His administiution fin^y tonninato^ Aug 80, 1841, sir Robert Peel 
again coming into power See Adminu^rafioiu.

MENDICANT FRIARS The term was applied to seyeral orders of religious who com- 
menced alms begging in the thirteenth century, m the pontificate of Innocent III 
were yeiy numerous, spread oyer Europe, and ombraood many communities , but at length 
were confined by a general council, held by Gregory X. at Lyons, m 1272, to the following 
four orders — ^Domimcans, Franciscans, Carmelitos, and Augustmos. The Capuchins ana 
ot^r orders branched off from them See Franctaoafia^ Ac. 

MENDICITY SOCIETY (Red Lion square, London), was established m 1818 for the 
suppression of public begging, and other im|K>sitions on the cnnlulity of the beneyolent. 
Tickets receiyed from the society are giycn by subsenbers to beggars, who obtam rehef at 
the society’s house. Red Lion m^uare, Holbom, if on examination their (»ses are found to be 
deserving Smee the foundation the society has caused above 23,000 vagrants to be appre- 
hended and convicted as impostors. In 1857, 54,074 meals were dutnbuted, and 8785 
begging letters mvestigated 

MENSURATION The art of measuring goometncal superficies and solidB is of very 
early date The vanons properties of conic scions were discovered by Aichunedea, to whom 
the chief advancement m mensuration may be attnbuted He also determined the ratio of 
spheres, spheroids, &c about 218 B c See ArUlmet^ 

MENU, Institutes of, the very ancient code of India. Sir W Jones, who translated 
them mto Enghsh (1794), considers their date should be hlaced between Homer (about 
062 B.0 ) and &e Roman ^elve Tables (about 449 B.0 ) ^nghton’s translation appeared 
ml825 

MERCATOR’S CHARTS The true inventor of those charts is said to have boon a 
Mr Wright, who mode several voyages , m his absence Gerard Mercator pubkshed the 
diarts in nis own name, 1556 ParSm. They ore, however, now confidently asenbed to 
Mercator's own ingenuity In these charts the meridians and parallolB of latitude cut each 
other at n^t an^ta, and are both represented by straight hues, enlaxgmg the degrees of 
latitude as they recede from the equator 

MERCHANT The name given to mtusens who trade abroad The merdiants ot 
London and Amsterdam were accounted the most enteipnsing and ndieBt m the world 
An attempt was made by Queen Anne’s ministiy to exclude mendiants from sitting in 
the house of commons, m 1711 , but it fiuled. The Merchant Adventurers* aometo 
(see Adventurers^ Merchant) was established by the duke of Brabant, m 1296, it 
extended to England m Edward 111 ’s reign , and was formed mto on Engliidi ooipora- 
tum m 1564 

MERCHANT TAIIGRS. A nch company of the mto of London, of which seven kiim 
have been members, vu. Richard II and III , Edward IV , Henry IV , V , VI , and Yfl. 
They were called Merchant-Tailors from the amission of the last named-king mto their 
eompax^, A.D 1501 , but they were incorporated m 1466 The Merdiant-Tailora* school was 
founded m 1561 SUrw

MERCY, Obdeb of (m France), was established with the olgect of aooomplishiiig the 
redemption of Chnstian captives , founded by John de Matha m 1198 HmumOL Anothar 
order was formed hy Pierre Ndasque, Snam, A.D 1288 At the first mihtutioii, the number 
of members was oonaiderable^ and mduded many potentates and prinoes. 
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MERIDA (Spun) A rtrang town in EBtremadnra^ bmlt I7 the Romans. It was 
taken by the Frenohy Jannaiy 6, 1811 Near thu town, at ArrcvyoB Molmos, the Bntiah 
axmy under genend (aftorwarde lord) Hill defeated the French under general Girard, after 
a aererB eugagement^ Oct 28, 1811 The Rntiah took Menda from the French m 
January, 1812, after a severe encounter, general Hill leading the combined force of Engbdi 
and Spanish troops. 

MEROVINGIANS^ the first race of French kings, A.D 418 752 See Mayors and Nmnee. 

MERRY ANDREW The name was first given to a phyncum, Andrew Border who 
lived m the reign of Henry VIll and who, on some occamons, on aocount of his fac^ous 
manners and good hnmour, appeared at court, 1547 He used to attend markets and fiura^ 
and harangue the poqilo, by wliom he was called Mor^ Andrew The name is now given 
to a bufiToon, a zany, or jack pudding L'Esiromgt Johnson, 

MERTH7R-TYDVIL ( Glamorganshire), m which voiy alarming riots commenced 
Juno 8, 1881, and contmued for several days, in which a numlior of persons, chiefly 
the noters, were killed and wounded. They were suppressed by the military and 
magistracy 

MERTON, Pabltament of At Merton, m Surrey, was a celebrated abb^, wherein 
the barons under Henir III m 1236, hold a parliament, which enacted the statutes 
called the Provisions of Morton, now the most ancient body of laws next after Mi^sna Charta. 
See Bastards 

MESMERISM. So called iitim Frederick Anthony Mesmer, a German physician, of 
Mersburg He first made his doetnno known to the world in 1 766 , contending^ by a thesis 
on planetary influence, that the heavenly bodies diflusod through the universe a subtlo fluid 
whiw acts on the nervous system of animated beings. Qmtting Vienna for Pans, in 1778, 
he gunod numerous prosdytes to his system m Franco, where he received a subscnption of 
840,000 livres. The government at length appomted a committee of physicians and mem- 
bers of the Academy of Sciences to investigate his jiretonsions Among these wore Franklin 
and I^ BaiUy, and the result of tlioir mquines appeared in an admiralde paper drawn up ^ 
tile latter, exposing the futility of animal ma^etisiu, as the delusion was then termed, and 
the quackery of Mesmer Mesmensm excited attention agam about 1848, when Mim Hamet 
Martmeau and others announced their liuhof m it.* 

MESSALIANS A sect whoso piincipol religious error consisted in adhering to the 
letter of tlio Gospel, lutcriiretiiig the words to justify and excuse their worst propensities 
and vices. Amoiifflt otlicr abrardities (and these alsiunded with this sect) they r^sod 
to work, quoting this passage, ** Labour not for the food that pensheth , ” about A.i> 810 
BarowinSj Awnal, 

MESSENIA, now Mavra-Matra^ a countiy of the Peloponnesus This kingdom was com- 
menced by Pdicaon, 1499 bo It is celebrated for its long and sangumary wars agomst 
Bparta (see ncoct arhcle), and once contoiucxl a hundred utics, most of whose names even are 
now unknown MoBsoma was at first ^vemed by kings, after its restoration to 
power m the Poloponmwus, it formed a republic, under the protexd^on first of the Thebans, 
and aftorwBods of the Macedonians , but it never rose to any eminence. 

MESSENIAN WARS The celebrated wars between Lacedaunon and Messonia. The 
first began 748 b 0 and was ouasioued by violence being offered to some Spartan women 
who had assomblod m a temple of devotion common to both nations , the kmg of Sparta 
being killed m his eflforts to defend the females. This dreadful war ra^ for nmeteen vears, 
and at one penod made so great a carnage, that the Spartan army sent orders home ror all 
the unmanned women to prostitute themselves to recruit tiic population. In the end 
llhome was taken, and the Messemans became slaves to the conquerors 728 B.C The seamd 
war was commenced about 682 B 0 to throw off the Spartan yoke, ending m the 

defeat of the Messemans, who fled to Sicily 662 B.C The took place 490 B c and the 
Jonrth 465 b.o , which endured ten years. The Messemans, by the iMuence of Epammon 
das and the Thebans, recovered their mdependence 861 b.c They opposed the Achiean 
league , butwere subdued 182 B.0 

MESSINA (Simly) So named ly the Messisese, who seized this mty, then called 
Zande, 671 B.0 It bdonged for many ages to the Roman empire, but fell to the Saracens, 
about A.D 829 PrUsUty In the deventh century Roger the Norman took it by snipiiBe, 
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and ddivered it from Maihometan oppression. Great Messmian conspimcy, 1282 A 
memorable revolt took place 1672 Amost mined by an earthquake, 1698 , and nearly 
dc^pnlated by a plague in 1748 In 1780 Messina suffered much by an earthquake , and 
m Eebmaiy and March 1788, was half destroy by the same calamitjr, smce wmch it has 
been handromdy rebndt Messina was the head quarters of the Bntish forces m Sicily,

(boni at Rotterdam, Apnl 9, 1649, by Lucy 'Waters), was bonuhed Euf^and for a conroiracy 
in 1688 He invatlod England, at Lyme, June 11 , 1685 He was proclaimed king at 
Taunton on the 20 th of tlio some month Was defeated at Bndgewatcr, July 5 , and was 
beheaded on Tower lull, July 15, 1685 Tlie county of Monmouth, fiom which ho was 
named, was made an Euglisli county by Henry Ylll about 1585 

MONOPHYSITEa See Bulyckians 

MONOPOLIES. Commercial monopolies reached to such a height m En^and, that 
parliament petitioned against them, and they wore in consequence mostly aboli^od about 
the dose of ^nsabeth’s reign, 1601 2 They were further suppressed, as boang contrary to 
law, 21 James 1 1624 In 1630, Charles I violatod this lav by establishing monopohes 
of soap, salt, leatlier, and other things in common use, to snpjily a revenue without the 
hdp of parliament It was decreed that none should bo in future created, as was prevunuly 
the custom by royal patent, 16 Charles I 1640 Afiderson's Ht^ory of Commeree, 

MONOTHELITES, heretics who affirmed that Jesus Chnst had but one will, were 
favoured by the emperor Heradius, a.d *080 , they long disturbed the church axidempin, 
and meiged mto the sect of the Eutychians, whieik see 

MONROE DOCTRINE, a term applied to the determination enressed by JaiUM 
Monroe, president of the United Stat^ 1817 24, not to permit any &ropean power to 
mtcrfdre in restraining the progress of liberty m Nortli or South Amenca. Thu doctrine 
was referred to m 1859, with tlie view of wookonuig the influence of Groat Bntain and 
Spam on tlie Aincncan continent. 

MONSTER, The. Thu was a wretch named Renwick Williams, who prowled ni^tly 
thron^^ the streets of London, secretly armed with a duup instrument, a dcmhle-MM 
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kniie, with whu^ he diockini^y wounded numbers of females whose more respectable 
appeanmce attracted his attention. He was tned and conyicted on a yanoty of these 
ohaxges, July 8, 1790 Bee Mohodea 

HONTALEMBERTB TRIAL. See Ftomb^ 1858 

MONTANISTS. A sect fonnded by Montanns, of Ardaba, in Myma» an e xtraordinary 
enthusiast, about a d 171 He was reputed to have the gift of prophecy, and proclaimed 
himsdf the Comforter promised by Christ, condemned second mamara as fornication, 
permitted the dissolution of mamago, forbade to avoid martyrdom, and ordered a severe 
mst of three lents , he hanged himself with Maximilla, one of his women-scholars, before 
the close of the second contuiy Jl%aL JAL The doc^uent father, Tertullian, jomed

MONTEBELLO, a village in Piedmont, where Lannes defeated the Austrians, June 9, 
1800, and acquired his title of duke of Montebello , and whore (May 20, 1859), after a 
oont^ of BIX hours, tlie French and Bardiniaus defeated the Anstriras, who lost about 
2000 killed and wounded, and 200 prisoners The French lost aliont 700 including general 
Beuret The action was honourable to both naities and lasted five hours The l^^lese 
nflomen long held a churchyard, making deaaly havock among the French ortillorymen 
The Sardinian cavalry displayed great gaUantry 

MONTEM See Etcm 

MONTENEGRO, a nearly independent province of European Turkey, was conquered by 
Soliman 11 m 1526 In 1852, a revolt bioke out, and the Montenegnns suiqOTsed the

MONTKNOTTE, a village m Pietlmont, memorable os being tbe site of the first victory

MONTERKAU (near Pans), Battlf of, Feb 18, 1814, between tbe allied army and 
the Frondi, the latter (omniaiided by Na|Kdu}ii in person In tins olistmate battle the 
allies were (hfoated with great loss in kiUod and woundc'il, but it was one of the last 
tnumplis of the Fretuh amis m the great stniggle to free hiiroiM^ fioin the thraldom of 
Bonaparte, whose overthrow soon followed — On the bndge ol Montoreau at his meetmg 
with the dauphin, John the Feoiless, duke of Burgundy, was killed by Taiinemiy dii (lifttd 
in 1419 This event led to our Henry Y subduing France, the young duke Philip joining

MONTFERRAT (liombardy), Housk of, celebrated m the liistory of the Crusades , 
began with Alderan, who was made marquis of Montferrat by Otho, about 967 Gomad of 
Montfenat became lord of Tyre, and reigned from 1187 till 1191, when he was assassinated. 
William IV died in a cage at Alexandna, having been time imprisoned mneteen months, 
1292 Violante, dan^ter of John 11 mamed Andronicns l^oologus, emperor of the East, 
whose descendants ruled in Italy amid perpetual contests till 1533 , when John Geom 
Faleologus died, without issue Uis estates passed after much contention to Fredenc H 
Gonzaga, marquis of Mantua, m 1586 

MONTIEL (m Spam), Battle of, March 14 (or 23), 1369, between Peter the Gruel, 
king of Gastile, and ms b^ber Henry of Trastamare, aided hy the Freiudi wamor Bertram 
dn Quesdin. Peter was totally defeated, and afterwords dam by his brother and others at 
a meeting to which he had been drawn by Du Guesclm, whom ho had oudoavonred to bnbe 
to permit him to escape. 

^NTREAL, the second aty m Lower Canada, built by the Frendi Surrendered to 
the E^bsb by the French, Sept 6, 1760 Token by the provmcialB in the American war 
^ Indepeidence, Nov 12, 1775, and retaken by the Bntis^ June 15, 1776 The dinr^, 
Jesuits ooll^ge, pnsan, and mai^ buildings burnt down, June 6, 1808 Great military 
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to hu coontiy About 1518 the Moon eetabliAed the piratical atatea of Algiera and Tnxiu^ 
yjkieh aee. In the hiatory of Spam, the Arabs and Moora must not be cc^ounded. The 
penod of the conquest of Spam and the cahphate of Cordova is Arab , that of the kingdom 
of Granada la MoondL 

MOBAL PHILOSOPHY The knowledge of our dul^, the science of ethics, or art 
of being vutuoua and hapw Scxnates is universally regarded as the fiither of mond philo 
aojdiy, about 480 ilu , and Grotius m modem times, about A.D 1628 Sec Phtloaaphy 

MOBAT (Switserlond), whore Charles the Bold of Burgundy was completely defeated by 
the Swish, June 20, 1476 A monument, constractod of the toucs of the vanquudied, waa 
destroyed by the f^ch lu 1798, who erected a stone column m its jdace 

MOBAVIA, a province of the Austrian empire, was occupied by the Slavomana alout 
548, and conquored by the Avars and Bohemians, who submitted to Charlema^ About 
1000 it was subdued by Boleslas of Poland, but was recovered by Ulrio of Bohemia m 
1080 After various changes Moravia was, with Bohemia, finally amalgamated mto the 
Anatnaii dominions in 1626 

MORAVIANS, Unitki) Biibtuiien A sect which it is said took its nse from a port 
of the Hussites, who withdrew mto Moravia, in the fifteenth century , while the Brethren 
say tliat tlioir sect is derived from tlie Greek Cliurch in the miith century lu 1722 they 
foniiod a sottloment (culled lierm/iuU, the Watch of Gio Lord), on tlie estate of count 
Ziiizoudorfl Their churdi consisted of 500 persons in 1727 Tliey wore introduced hero 
hv count Zmaondorf about 1737 , he died at Chelsea m Juno 1760 In 1851 they had 82 
chu]^ m England In order to Gio conversioii of tlie heathen world, those persevenne 
brethren formed settlements in Greenland, Aiiierica, the Cape, East and West Indies, and 
other oouutnos. The Moiiiviaus led tlio way to the Sciiptmul missions now so gencroL 

MOBEA, the Pelopoimesus. See Chteoa, 

MOBETON BAY (New Soufli Wiilos), a new colony, constituted in 1850 The capital 
to bo called Queen's Town , the first goviriior, sir G Bowen, and tlie title of the budiopnc 
to be Brisbane 

MOKGANATIO MABBIAGES (from morgjoaiy to shorten or restrain) lietwoon a man of 
superior and a woman of inferior rank, m whicli it is stijiulated tliat the latter and her 
oluldrun shall not oqjoy tlie rank, or iiihcnt the iKissessions of the former llioy are 
frequently umtructod m Germany by royalty and the liighcr nobility Our George I waa 
thus mamod , and later, the king of Humuark to the countess of Danner, Aug 7, 1850 

MORGARTEN (Switeeilond), Battlf ov, Nov 15, 1815 The most memorable^ oa 
weU as oxtraordiuoiy and glorious lu tlie annals of Switzerland , 1300 Swiss engaged 20,000 
Austnans, coininnnded by the duke ]x$o]K>ld, whom tliiy cimijiletcly dc>fcated. %oy seized 
upon the heights of Moi^rtcu, overhsiking the defile through which the enemy was to 
enter their temtory from Zug, and tlius achieved their victory 

MORICE DANCE. An auuent dance jicculiar to some of the country jiarts of England, 
on^ it la aaid, also to Scotland. 

MORMONITES (cdling thomsilveB the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter DAT 
Saints). This sect denvos its origin fraui Joseph Smith, called the prophet, who announced 
m 182^ at l^dmyra, New York, that he hod hod a vision of the angm Moroni. In 1827 
he said tluit he found the book of Mormon, wnttoii on gold plates m Egyptiau Gharacters. 
This book, there is good reason to behove, was written about 1812, bj^ a cToigymaii named 
Solomon Spaolduig, as a religious romoucc m imitation of the scnptiire stylo. It was 
trandated and pulmdied m America in 1830, m England in 1841 It fell mto the hands of 
Rigdou and Smith, wlio dotermmed to inlm it off as a now revektion. In 1830 they 
organised a church at Kirthmd, Ohio In 1831 2, Giey founded Zion, m Jackson county, 
Missoutl From 1888 to 1839, the sect endured mudi persecution, and, dnven from plm 
to place, was compelled to travel westwards , till in 1840 1 the city Nauvoo on the 
Missisiuppi WHS laid out and a tomido was built lu 1844, Joseph and lus brother Ptyrum, 
when in prison on a diaige of treason, were shot ly an mfunatea mob, and Bngham Young 
was chosen seer In 1845, being much harassed by their noishbours, dejiaitare from 
Nauvoo waa detonmned on, and the Great Salt Lake was chosen '*mr an everlartmg abode,” 
wd taken possession of, J^y 24, 1847 In 1849, tlie valley was surveyed ly ormir of the 
United States govonuneut, and m 1850, tiie colony hail attained to groat ][irospenty In 
the same year the provisional government was abohshed, and the Utah temtory recognised 
as one of the Umm States, Bngham Young being appointed the first governor , and the 
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umverBity of Deseret was foundod. The population in 1851 was 11,854 The Momionites 
command payment of tithes, honour and encourage labour, permit polygamy, and bolievo m 
their leaders workmg mirados. Missionanes are sent out to all pi^ m the globe, aud the 
sect is said to be mcreasmg m Europe In Augmrt: 1855 it was stated that the crops at the 
Utah settlement wore almost utterly destroys by locusts In 1857, the Umtod Statea 
judge at Utah resigned from inabihty to discharm his fimctions, m consequenie of the 
vii^nt and treasoniuile conduct of tliu Mormons, and tlieir leader, Bngham Young , whereon 
the Umted States government sent on army to Utah a compromise was entered mto, and 
peace vras established by governor Cummings, in June 1858 A conference of Mormon 
elders, &o , was held in London on Sept 1, i857| at which most offensive qieeches were 
made and songs sung advocating iiolygamy, ^ 

MOROCCO, an empire m North Africa, formerly Mauritania, toAuA aee. In 1051 it was 
subdued for tlie Fatimito Caliphs by the Almoravidos, who eventually extended their 
dommiou into Spam llu so wore succetHled bv tho Aliuohadcs (1120), the Mormites (1270), 
and in 1516 by tho Chotifs, pretciidiMl doBceiidauts of Molioino^ tho now reigning dynasty 
Muley Abdortmiman ruignecl from 1822 till his death m Sept. 1859 , ho was suoceMed by 
Sidi Mohammed, the present sultan or em])eroi Thu eoimcetion between tho governments 
of Spam and Morocco eeasod in 1232 In 1844 tho M(K)rs attacked tho French at the 
instij^tion of AImI el Kiulcr Tlio ])iiiico do JoiiiviUe iKtmltunlud Tungiers, Aug 6, and 
« Mogiidor, Aug 16 On Aug 14, mai-sliul Ihi^aiid signally duleated tho Mooia at the nvor 
J«ly, from which he tu^|Uirod Uie title of duke I’taic was signed beta eon Franco aud 
Morocco Sept 10, 1844 Morocco has been fretmcntly at wni with tlio SiNUuards and 
rortiigueso since the tliirtociitli contniy, prineijially owing to Uii African pirates who are 
not sufficiently rostnuned by the Hultaii The Siuiinards, who jnisscss seveiul places on the 
coast of Morocco (Ceuta, Funou dc VaU^z, &c ), luiving suilc rod mutli Qiim^anco by MooriMi 
pirates, declared war agnmst tho sultan in Oct 1859 Nigotiations luul proved fruitless , 
tlie Spanish government lucroobiiig tlioir ucuiauds as the sultan yiolded. Tlie Kwgbah 
intciferoiieo was in vain

becoming the capital, and bemnning with Taroslav II 1288, its princes became the reigning 
dynasty Moscow has l>eon mHineutly taken in war it was plundered by Timonr m 1882 , 
]|^ the Tartars in 1451 and 1477 , anu by Ladislas of Poland in 1611 This city was entered 
hy Napoleon I and the Fren^, Sept. 14, 1812, and the Russian governor, Rostopdiiii, 
ordered that it should bo set on fire in five hundred places at once. In this memorable 
oonflagraticm, 11,840 houses were burnt to the ground, besides palaces and churches The 
French, tiius depnved of quarters, evacuated Moscow, Oct 19, and it was re entered by the 
Russians Oct. 22, following Since then, Moscow has liccn rebuilt with great splendour 
Although St. Pctersbuig (built m 1703) has beemno the capital, yet Moscow u the most 
beloved by the Russians, who regard it as a holy city 

MOSKWA, or Borodino, Battle of, which ace 


MOSQUITO COAST (in Central America) The Indians inhabitmg thu coast have 
been long under tlio protection of tlie Bntisli, who held Belize and a group of islands m the 
bay of Honduras ^le jealousy of the Unit^ States has long rxistiMl on this subject In 
April 1850, tlie two governments covonantcid not ‘*to occupy, or fortify, or colomse, or 
assume, or exercise any dominion over any port of Central Amenca.” In 1855 the United 
States charged the British government with an^nfraction of the treaty , on which the latter 
agreed to code the disputed tomtory to the repubhc of Honduras, with some reservation.* 
Ae matter was finally sottlnd in hi b 1857 

MOSS-TROOPERS, desperato plunderers, and lawless soldiers, secreting themselves m

MOUSQUETAIRES, or Murqueteers. Horse soldiers under the old French rigvms^ 
raised ly Lonu XIII 1622 This corps was considerttd a military school for the Fmdi 
nobihty It was disbanded in 1646, but was restored in 1657 A second company was 
created in 1660, and formed cardinal Mazarme's gnurd. UenauU. 

MUGGLETONIANS A sect that sprang up about the time of the civil wars of Charles 
I , so called from one Ludowic Muggletc^ a tailor He and his assocute Reeves set to for 
p^hets. They affirmed that God the Fatlier, leaving the government of heaven to Ebas, 
came down and suffered death in a human form. Tliey pretend^ to an absolute power of 
ttving souls, and assorted that they were the two last witnesses of God whidi should appear 
before the end of the world they made considerable noise about 1657, and their sect still 
exists.

MULBERRY TREE The lint imlberTy-treeB planted in England are now standing m 
the gardens attached to Sion house. Shaksj^re planted a mnlborry tree wiUi his own hands 
on ms ground at Stratford upon Avon , and Garrick, Ma c kl in, and others were entertained 
under wis mulberry tree in 1742 Shakspeare's house vras afterwards sold to a clen^an of 
the name of Gastrol, who cut down the mulberry tree for fuel, 1765 , but a siWcrsmith 
purchased the whole and manufactured it mto momonals of the jioet. 

MULE, a 8]imniiig niachmo, inyontod about 1779 by Samuel Crompton, bom at Bolton, 
Lancashire, in 1753 From its combining tlic advantages of Haigroave’s ginning jenny, 
and Arkwright's adaptation, it donved the name of mxUe, It is stated that Crompton at the 
time knew nothing of the latter In tominou with other inventors ho received no adequate 
recompense, altiiiough ho did not restnet the beuehts of his mvention by a patent. 

MUMMIES (ftom the Arabic mum, wax) See EmJbalniing Tlio mummies m the Bntiidi 
Mnseum, with other Egyptian auiniuities, wc ro placed tlu^re about 1803 Mr Alex. Gordon, m 
1737, published an Essay on thrt o Egyptian Muiiiunes, one of which was brought to England 
in 1722 (by capt Win Lethioullior) , two othci's tame in 1734, one of winch was retamed 
Dr Mead, the other was given to the College of Pli} siciaiis (The lirst named is now m 
the Bntish Museum ) In 1834, Mr T J Pettigrew published a ** History of l^g^tian 
Mummies.”

MUSIC IN England Before the Bcfonnation there was but one kind of music m Europe 
worth notice, namely, tho sacred chant, and the descant built ujion it This music moreoyer 
was apphod to one iangnago only, the Latin. Atihe, The onmal Engine muBic,from the 
penou of the Saxons to that era m which our countrymen imbibed the art, and copied the 
manner of the Italians^ was of a character which nei&or pleased tho soul nor charmed the 
ear But as all tlio arts seem to hayo been the compamons of sncceasfhl commoroo, our 
music soon improved, our taste was < hastened, and sweet sounds formod an mdisponsable 
part of polite education Prior to 1600, the chief music was masses and madnmds, but 
or^atir music was much cultiyatod from that time. About the end of James I *8 roigu a 
music professorship was founded in tlie University of Oxford by Dr Wm Hydim , and the 
year 1710 was disunguished by the arrival m Eii^and of Gcdi^ Fredenck Handel Moxart 
came to England m 1763 , Joseph Haydn in 1701 , and Carl Mona von Weber in 1825 The 
study of music has much increased in this countiv smee 1842, by the educational labours of 
John Hnllah The Tome mil fa system, (in whuh at first tlio litters r, ra, /, s, are 
used instead of notes) invented by lohn Curwen uliout 1847, is now suctxisshilly employed m 
tho uistmction of large numbers of Jiildren in vocal music

It was then agreed to 
hold TOstivals at Heiefonl, Gloucc stcr, and Worcestc r, m rotation, annually Until we year 
1758, the festival lasted only two days , it was then extended at Hcn^fonl to tliree evenings , 
and at Gloucester, in 1757, to Unce muniiiip, for tlio imr]»ose of introducing lliuiders 
“Messiah,” which was uarmly roc^iveil, and lias been i>crformcd annually ever smeo.

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY of France Upon the proposition of the abb4 Sidybs, the 
states of France constituted tlicmsclvcs into the National AsHombly, Tune 17, 1789 On the 
20th, the hall of this new assembly was shut by order of the king , upon which the deputies 
of the Tiers SUU repaired to the Jm de Paume^ or Teniiis^coui^ and swore not to dissolve 
until they had digested a constitution fur France On the 22nd tln^ met at the church at St 
Louis. This assembly dissolved itself, Sojit 21, 1792 See Natirnuu Cannenlton. In 1848 Hie 
legislature was again termed the National Assembly It mot May 4 , and a new constitu- 
tion was prodaimed Nov 12 A new constitution was ouco more proclaimed hy Louis

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION for the Ibninotnnof Social Science, onginatod mameetuig 
at lord Brougham's m May, 1857 Its object is to promote improvements in the administra- 
tion of Law, in Education, in Public Health, and in Social Economy It holds aanusl 
meetings, and publishes its proceedings The first meeting was at Birmin^iam, Oct. 12 16, 
1857 , the 2nd, at laveipool, 0(t 11 16, 1858 , the third at Bradford, Oct. 11 15, 1859 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATIONS One was formed in 1584, hcailod by the earl ^ Leicester 
to protect Queen Elizabeth from assassination, m consequence of the diBC.oveiy of various 
plots.

empire It was revived by Naiioleon in 1814, and maintained by Louis XVIII , but was 
broken up by Charles X after a tumultuous review in 1827 It was revived in 1880 and 
helped to place Louis P)ulip])e on the Ihreno In 1848 its reconstitution and its enlargement 
from 80,000 to 100,000 men led to the frightful conflict of June 1848 Its constitution was 
entirely changed in Jan 1852, when it was subjected entirely to the controul of the govern- 
ment. Formerly the National Guard had many prmlegi s, such os choosing their own officers 
Ac.— National Guards have been established ui Sjiam, Naples, and otlicr countnos during the 
present century 

NATIONAL PORTRAIT GALLFiRY, was establi^ed m Fob 1857 in pursnanco of votes 
from both houses of Parliament The sum of 2000/ were appropnated for the purchase of 
portraits of persons eminent in British history, and ajiartmonts were assigned for Iheir 
reception Donations are recc ivod under certain restrictions A valuable collection of National 
Portraits appeared at the Manchester Exliibition in 1857 

NATIVITY Tliere are two festivals, in the Roman and Greek Churches, under this 
name The first is the Nativity of the Redeemer, which is also observed by the Protestants, 
gmerally on the 25th ilay of December, and is of very long standing m Gie Chureh (see 
Vhrt^mas) , the other of the Viigin Mary, not ohserv^ by the Protestants at all Pope 
SeigiUB I about 690, is the first who plac^ the Nativity, kept in memory of the Bles^ 
Yugin, among the festivals , but it was imt genomlly received in Franco and Germany till 
about 1000 , and the Greeks and eastern Chnstuins did not observe it till some time m the 
twelfth century, but they now do it with great solemnity

NATURALISATION is defined to Iw **tho making a foreigner or alien a denizen or 
freeman of any kingdom or city, and so becoming, os it wt re, both a subject and a native of 
a king or country, tliat by nature he did not belong to ” The first act of naturalisation 
passed m 1487 , and vanous similar enactments were made m most of the reigns from that 
time, several of them special acts relating to individuals An act for the naturalisation of 
the Jews passed m May 1758, but was re])oalod in 1754, on the petition of all the cities m 
Enc^d , for the pnvileges since granted them see Jew The act for Uie natuiaWtion of 
pimee Albert possM 8 Yict Feb 7, 1840 

NATURE-PRINTING This process connsts m impressing objects, such as plants, 
mosses, feathers, Ac. into plates of metal, causing these objects, as it wore, to engrave them- 
■dves , and afterwards tAing casts or copies fit for prmting from. EniphoC of Erfurt, 
between 1728 and 1757, produced his ITerbarwm mvum by pressing the jdants themsdves 
(previonsly udred) on paper , the impressionB bemg afterwards colomed by hand. In 1888, 
Peter S^m made use of sted rollors and lead plates. In 1842, Mr Taylor prmted lace. In 
1847, lur Twining pnnted ferns, grasses, and plants , and in the same year Dr Branson 
■nogested the application of electrotyping to the impressions. In 1849, professor Leydolt, 
of^enna, obtained by the able assistance of Mr Andrew Woinng, impressionB of i^tes and 
fossils The first pra^cal application of this process is m Yon Hrafler's work on the Mosses 
of Arpasch, in Transylvania , the second (the first m this country) m ** The Ferns of Great 
Britain and Ireland,” edited ^ Dr Lindlcy , the lUnstrationB to which were prepared under 
the Bupenntendence of Mr Henry Bradbiuy, m 1855 6, who also m 1859 commenced 
printing of the Bntish Sea weeds, edited by W. G Johnstone and Alex. CroslL

NAVAL REVIEWS The Queen reviewed the fleet at Portsmouth m Mardi 1854 before 
it sailed to the Baltic, at the commencement of the Russian war , and amun at Portsmouth, 
on the conclusion of peace, m the presence of the parliament, on April 2A, 1856 The 
fleet extended m an unbre^en Ime of 5 miles, and consisted of upwards of 800 men-of war. 
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with a tomuM of 150,000, oanying 8800 gim% and manned 1^ 40,000 aeamen. There were 
abont 100,065 qi^tora. 

NAVAL SALUTE to the Bbituh FlaOi heoan m Alfnd’a reim, and thon^ aome- 
times disputed, may be said to have been cuntmned ever smce The Dutch agreed to atnke 
to the Eti gligli ooloun m the British seas, m 1678 The hononr of the flag sidute at aea 
was also formally assented to France in 1704, althongh it had been long previously 
exacted by England.

NAVAL UNIFORMS. The first notice of the establidiment of a uniform m the British 
naval aemce which wo We met with, occurs m the JaeobUei Journal of March 5, 1748, 
under the head of ** Domestic News,’* in these terms — **An order is said to bo issued, 
requmng all his mmosty's sea-ofiicem, from the admiral down to the midslupman, to wear a 
uniformity of clothing, for ahich purpose pattern coats for dross smts and frocks for eadi 
rank of officers are lodged at the lifavy office, and at the several dock yards, for their 
inspection ” This is corroborated the Gazette of July IS, 1757, when the first alteration 
in the uniform took place, and m which a reference is made to the order of 1748, alluded to 
in the journal aliove mentioned, and which, in fact, is the year when a naval imiform was 
first established. James 1 had indeed granted, by warrant of 6th April, 1609, to six of his 
pnncipal masters of the navy, ‘‘hvene coats of fine red doth.** The warrant is stated to 
mtve lioen drawn verhaiim from one signed by queen Elisabeth, but which had not been acted 
upon by reason of her death This cunous document is in the British Museum , but king 
James’s limited red bvory is supposed to have been soon discontmucd Qjuarierly Btmew 

NAVARINO (S W Greece), Battik of, Oct 20, 1827, between the combined fleets of 
England, Fram e, and Russia, uudci (ximmaud of admiral Godnngton, and the Turkish navy, 
in which the latter was almost wholly annihilated. More than thirty ships, many of them 
four deckers, were blovm up or burnt, chiefly by the Turks themselves, to prevent their 
falling into the hands of their enemies This destruction of the Turkish navm power was 
charactensed, by the duke of Wellington, as being on ** untoward event ” — a memorable 
phrase, applied to it to this day 

NAVARRE, now a province of Spain, formed a part of the Roman domimons, and was 
conquered by Charloma^e, A.D 778 His descendants appointed governors, one of whom

NAVIGATION LAWS A code of montime laws, u attributed to Bachard I of En^^d, 
said to have been decreed at the isle of Oloron, 1194 (see Oleron), and further enactments 
were made by Richard II in 1381 — In Oct 1661, the ]:)arliainent of Cromwell passed an act 
entitled “ Goods from forciii parts liy whom to bo imported,” the principles of which were 
afiirmod by 12 Charles 11 c 18, ** an act for the Encouraguig and Increasing of Shipmng

we may easily acumnt for the varying dates of histonual facts. 

NEW TESTAMENT See BibU. 

NEWTONBAKRY RIOT (S E. Ircdand) On a seizure of stock for tithes, a lamentable 
conflict ensucNi here, between tho yeomanry and the people, and thirty five persona, men and 
women, were killed or wounded. The coroner's mquost was unable to agree upon a verdict, 
June 18, 1881 

NEWTONIAN PHILOSOPHY, the doctrines reaping gravitation, Ac , taught by sir 
Isaac Newton in his ** Pnncipia," published m 1687 He was toto in 1 642 , became Master 
of the Mint, 1699 , President of the Royal Socie^, 1708 , and died March 20 , 1727 A 
statue of him in marble by Roubilliac was set up at Tnnity College, Cambridge, July 14, 1755, 
and one in bronze by Tbeed, at Grantham, Se|)t. 21, 1858, when lord Brougham dehvered an 
eloquent discourse on the Ufo and works of Newton. Tho latter statue cost 1600Z which sum 
was obtained by pubhc subscription 

NEW YEAR’S DAY, Ac. Its institution as a day of rcjoinng is vciy ancient. The 
feast was instituted by Numa, and was dedicated to Janus (who pivsided over tho now year), 
Jan. 1 , 718 no* 

NEW YORK Settled by tlie Dutch, alxmt A.n 1614 , hut tho Eii^^ish under colonel 
Nichols, dispossiHSod tliein andtho Swedes, Aug 27, 1664 New York wasconfirmed to England 
by the peace of Breda, Aug 24, 1667 The city of New York was one of the pnncipal points 
of the struggle for indepciidou(fe among the staUts of Ann nca. It sum udored to tne Bnticdi 
forces under geiund Howe, Siqit. 15, 1776, from whuh time until tho arrival of sir 
Guy Carloton at New York, May 5, 1782, it sufftred mncli from lioth the provincial and 
Bntish armies m turn An indemndeut constitution was cstabliBhcd, Apnl 20 , 1777 
The city was evacuated by tlie Bntisli, Nov 25, 1783, afterwards called “ Evacuation day,”

NICENE GREED A snmmaiy of the Chnstian faith, comjMsed at Nice (or Niaea), in 
Bithynia, by the first general council held there in the palace of Constantine the Great In 
this celebrated council, which assembled A D 825, the Anans were condemned It was 
attended by 818 bishops from divers parts, who settled both the doctrine of the Trinity, and 
the tune for observing Easter The creed was altered A d 881, and confirmed 481, when it 
was decreed nnlan^ul to make further additions. 

NICKEL, a white, ductile, malleable, magnetic metal, largely employed in the monu- 
fheture of German silver Croustedt in 1751 discovered mtkel as a peculiar metal m the 
mineral called co]ii>c]>nickel. 

NICOLAITANKS This sect (mentioned JUv ii 6, 15) is said to have sprung from 
Nicolas, one of the first seven deacons Nicolas is said to have made a vow of continence, 
and m order to convmoe his fullowers of his resolve to keep it, he gave his wife (who was 
remarkable for her licauty) leave to marry any other man she desired His followers are said 
afterwards to have maiutaiiiod the legality of a eomiuumty of wives, as well as holding idl 
other things m common, and arc accused of denying the dmmty of Clinst 

NICOPOLTS (now in Bulgaria), Battlf of, a T) 1236, between the allied Chnstian 
powers under Sigismnnd, king of HiiiigaTy, nltirwanls rmjiei'or, and tin I'lirks under 
Biyazet , colebratra as lioing the first battle iiotwccn tlie Turks and ('hnstians , the latter 
were defeated, losing twenty thousand slain, and as many wounded and prisoners. 

NIGER EXPEDITION, undertaken with a view to plant an English colony in the 
centre of Afhoa, and supported by a govcniinont grant of 66,000/ , started in the summer of 
1841, and commenced the ascent of tlio river, Aug 20, in that year Tlio expedition con- 
sisted of the Albert, WHberforce, and Soudan hever broke out among the crows, Sept 2, 
when these vessels had amved at Iddah The confluence of tlio Niger and the Chadda (270 
nules from the sea) was reached Sept 11 The Soudan then returned with the sick , the 
"Wtlberioree ascendinl tlio Chadda, and the Albert the Niger But the ^tlberforce wob almost 
immemately coinTwlled to I’ctum, and follow the track of the Soudim The Albert amved 
at Egga, on the Niger (820 miles from the sea), Sept 28 , but so great had been the pro 
gresB of disease, that onlers were now given for tm third vessel to return, which she did, 
after the necessary delay for prociiniig firewood, on Oct 4 This last vessel cast anchor in 
Clarence cove, Fernando Po, Oct 17, all tlie same year 

NIGHTINGALE FUND On Oct 21, 1854, Miss Florence Nightingale loft England with 
a stafiT of 87 nurses, and arrived at Scutaii Nov 5 Their sirvicos to the oniiy were in 
valuable. To mxigiiiso thise nients a iiioeting was held ot Willis's Rooms, on Nov 29, 
1856, to raise funds to establish an institution for the tiaining of nurses and othci hospital 
attendants. Madame Jenny Lind Goldsrhmidt sangat Exeter Hail on Mai-ch 11, 1856, and gave 
the proceeds (1872/ ) to tlio fund The subscriptions dosed A})nl 24, 1857, anionntmg to 
44,089/ Miw Nightingale returned to Loudon Sept 8, 1856 The queen gave her a valu 
able jewel 

NILE. This great nvor nses ui the Mountains of the Moon, in about ten degrees of 
N lat and m a known course of 1250 mile s receives no tnbutory streams The travds of 
Bruce were undertaken to discover the source of the Nile , lie sot out from England 
in June, 1768, on the 14th of November, 1770, he obtamed the groat object o? his 
wishes, and returned home in 1778 — This nver overflows regularly every year, from the 
15th of June to the 17th of September, when it begins to decrease, having raven ferh 
lity to the land It must nse 16 cubits to insure uiat fertility In 1829, we munda- 
tions of the Nile rose to 26 instead of 22, by whidi 80,000 people were drowned and 
immense property lost. 

NILE, Battle of thk One of the most donous in Bntish naval history, between the 
Toulon and Bntish fleets, the latter commanded lord (then sir Horatio) Nelson This 
engagement took place near Rosetta, at the mouth of the Nile , nme of the Fi-ench hne-of- 
battle-ships were taken, two were burnt, and two escaped, Aug 1, 1798 The French ship 
L'Onent, with admiral Brueys and 1000 men on board, blew up, and only 70 or 80 escaped 
This is sometimes oallod the battle of Aboukir , it obtained the conqueror a peerage, ly tiie 
title of baron Nelson of the Nile His exclamation upon oommencmg ue battle was, ** Yictcuy 
or Westmmster-abbey 1 ” 

NIMEGUEN (Holland) Here was aimed the celebrated treaty of peace between France 
and the Umted Provmces, 1678 The S^di were successful against the Bntuh under 
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the duke of York, before Nimeguen, Oct 28, 1794 , but were defeated by tlie Britieli, 
with the lose of 600 killed, Nov 8, following 

NINEVEH The capital of the Aasynan Empire (see A8ayna\ founded liy Aehur, who 
called it after himself, about 2246 B c Ninus reimiod in Assyria, and called this city also 
after himself, Nine voh, 2069 b c Ahbi LengUL Jonah preached against Nineveh (about 
862 B c ), which utis taken by NcliiRliadnezrar, 606 B.C The discoveries of Mr Layo^ and 
others in the neighbourhood of Mosul, the suppo^ site of this ancient capital, since 1839, have 
in a manner disiiitt ired and repc^pled a city which for centuries has not only ceased to figure

OLD BAILEY SESSIONS COURT Tins court is held for the trial of cnminals, and 
its jurisdiction comprehemls thi cmmty of Middlesex, as wdl as the city of 1/ondon It is 
held eight times m the year by the royal commission of oyer and terminer Tlie judges are, 
the lord mayor, those aldermen who have passed the chair, the recorder, and the common 
seijeant, who are attended by lioth tlie shi nffs, and one or more ot tin national judges.

OLYMPIADS The cLlcbrated era of the Greeks which dates from the year 776 B. r 
being the year in which Com bus was siui cssful at the Dlvnijnc guinc s This era reckoned 
by periods of fouryc^rs instead of single years F^ach jieiiod was called an Olympiad, and

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Mcmteyerde^ wu perfonned m 1607, and » snpiioBed to have been the first opera that was 
erer pnbliahed. Inining the YenoUans, 'Ae opera was the chief ^ory of their canuvaL 
About the year IfiOoTue abbot Fomn obtained a grant from Louis SY to set up an

OPERAS IN England Sir Wilham Davenant introduced a speciea of opera m 
London, in 1684 The first regularly performed opera was at York bmldings, m 1602 The 
first at Dnuy lane was m 1705 The operas of Handd were perform^ m 1785, and they 
became gonond in several of the theatres a few years after Among tiie frvounte per^ 
fbrmances of this l^d was Gay’s Jkggari Opent^ first performed in 1727 at the Haymarket. 
It ran for sufy three successive nights, but so ofiendod the persons m power, that the lord 
chamberlam refused a license for the performance of a second part of it, entitled ** Polly ”

OPERA HOUSE, the Itattan, or Queen's Theatre. The original building is 
generally supposed to liave been constnicted by sir John Yanbru^^ though Mr Pennant 
attnbutes it to sir Chnstophor Wren It was built occordmg to this autlionty, m 1704^ 
and opened Ajml 9, 1705 , and burnt down Juno 17, 1788 The fimndation m the now 
theatre was hud Ap^ 8, 1790 , and the house was opened Sept 22, 1791, on an unproved 
plan, though the extenor was not erected in its xiresout stylo till 1818, from designs iy Mr 
tfa^ It is now a handsome odihco cosed with stucco, and adorned with an elegant 
colonnade supported by cast-iron inllars of the Done order The front is decorated with a 
rehovo, executed by Mr Rubb, m 1821, roproscuting the Ongm and Progress of Music. 
The intonor is magnificent, and is neatly as iaige as the theatre of La Scula, at Milan. 

OPERA, THE Enolisu This theatre, under the name of the Lyceum, was opened 
June 15, 1816, wiGi an address spoken by Miss Kelly It was entirely destroyed by hre.

ORANGEMEN A Imttlo, called the battle of the Diamond, was fought m tlio county 
of Armagh, in Sept 1796 , and tlio treachery exporiineeil by the Protestants on that 
occasion convmi.ed them they would become an easj prey to we Roman Cathohes, from 
their Biiiall numbers, unless they associated for their di fence In commemoration of tliat 
victory the first Orange lodge was formed in the county of Annagh, Sc ^it. 21, 1796 , but the 
name of Orangeman existed some time bi fore They associated to nuimtain the constitution 
in church and state, as estabbshed at the Revolution by the prmce of Orange Tlie first 
Orange lodge was formed m Dublin, the mombi rs publisliing a declaration of their prmciples, 
in Jan 1798 It is stated, that in 183G, there wore 146,000 Orangemen m England, and 
126,000 ill Ireland, the duke of Cuiiilierland being gimid master Alter a parJiamontoiy 
mquiiy, the dubs were broken up at the re(]ueHt m Gio house of eoramons but revived m 
1846 In Oct. 1867, the lord chimcollor of Ireland ordered that justices of the jMiace should 
not bdong to orange dubs. 

ORATOR HENLEY An Engbsli deigyman of some tdonts, and groat occentndty, 
obtained this name liy omning what he called his “ Oratory ” in Lmdon, in 1726 He hu 
a kmd of chapel in Newport-market, where ho gave lectures on thoologicnl topics on 
Sundays, and on other subjects on Wednesdays, every wodc. Novelty procured him a 
multitude of hearers , but ho was too imprudent to gain any jiermaneut advantage from his 
project. After having served as a butt for the satincal wits, poots^ and pointers of hu tune, 
he removed his oratory to Clare market, and sunk into comparative obscurity and contempt 
previoudy to his doaw, m 1766 

ORATORIANS. These wore a regular order of pnosts established m 1664, and so called 
from tlie oratory of St Jerome, at Rome, where they oflerod up prayers Tliey had a 
foundation m Franco, commenced by father do Berullo, afterwards cardinal, m 1612 

ORATORIO, a kind of sacred drama, the subject of it bemg generally taken from the 
Scriptures, set to music Maaon, The ongm of oratonos is asenbed to St Philip Nen,

ORDEAL. The ordeal was known among the Greeks * With us it is a term signilying 
the judiciary detomiiiiution of accusations for crimuial oifenccH by lire and water It was 
introduced into ijigland with other Bujicntitions taken from the codes of the Gormans 
That by tire was conhned to tlic up])or classes of the people , that of water, to bondsmen and 
rustics Women accused of incontinency formerly underwent the ordeal, to prove their 
innocence A finsouer who pleaded not guilty, might choose whether he would put himself 
for trial upon God and his country, by tuclvo men, as at this day, or upon God only , and 
then it was called the judgment of God, presuming he would deliver the innocent. The 
accused were to jiass barefooted and blindfolded over nine red hot plou^shares, or were to 
cany buniiug irons in their hands , and accordingly as tliey escaped, they were judged 
innocent or guilty, acquitted oi c^indciuncxl t The ordeal was used from Edwiuxl the 
Confessor's time to that of He my 111 It was abolished 45 lion.

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PALM SUNDAY When Ghzut made bis tiiiun]dial entry mto Jenualem, mnltitudea 
of the people who were come to the feast of the PassoTer, took biandies of the palm tree, and 
went forth to meet him, with aodamations and hosannas, A D 83 It is usual, in popish 
oonntnes, to cany palms on the Sunday before Easter , hence called Felm Sunday 

PALMYRA, Butnr of, m the deserts of Syna, discorered by some Engbdi trayollors from 
Alepra, A.i>. 1678 The rums of Palmyra, which are chiefly of white marble, proye it to 
haye Men more extensiyo and splendid than eyen Rome itself It was supposed to haye been 
the Tsdmor m the wilderness built Solomon, but was manifestly Grecian. The ongm of 
its prosperity may haye been the trade for India. The only bnlliant part of the history of 
Paunyra was nndcr Odenatus and his queen Zouobia. Odenatns died, and Zenobia assumed 
the title of queen of the East, in A D 267 Aurelian defeated her at Adessa and made her 
oaphye 278 From that tune, Pidmyra ceased to make a flfpue m history, and under the 
Roman empire only casual notices testify its existence. It is now mhabit^ by only a few 
Arab families The stupendous ruins of this city were yisited, m 1751, by Mr Wood, who 
publiditd an account of tlicm in 1758 Mr Dawkins also yisited Palmyra , and Mr Bruce^ 
on asceiding a neighbounng mount, was struck with the most magnificent sif^t which, 
he belieres, ever mortal saw , the immense plains below were so covered with the grandest 
buildings (palaces and temples), that they seemed to touch one another 

PAMPELUNA (N K S]uun) Tins city was taken 1^ the French on their mvasion of 
Spain. It was mvested by the British, In^ween whom and the French very obstinate con- 
flicts took place, July 27 and 29, 1813 Pampeluiia surrendered to the Bnti^ Oct 81, in 
that yecr The French had thrown mto it a strung garrison immediately after the battle of 
Yittc^ whidi did not submit till tlie day last mentioned. 

PAMPHLET The first appearanco of painplilets amongst us is generally thought to 
have been in opposition to the errors and corruptions of tlin Church of Romo. Those who 
were first convinced of the loasonabh ness of the ‘‘new learning^*' as it was then colled, pro- 
pagated their opinions in small pieces, which wore cheaply pnnted, and (what was then of 
great iinportanc e) easily concealed Political pamphlets oegon to be wntten m Edw VI ’s 
time They were very numerous m the seyentoeuth century See Inirod to Hmi M%s»U 
xiL 1808 largo collections ore m the libranos of the Bntidi Museum and the Royal and 
London Institutions. 

PANAMA. The isthmus which joins the two Amoncas Across this a ship canal has 
been proposed and a railway was partially opened m 1855 In that year a new state, 
named Panama, was formed out of Now Grenada.

PANDECTS A digest of the civil law mode hy order of Justinian, abont A D 504 
These Pandects (which condensed all the then known laws) were accidentally discovered m 
the nuns of Amalfi, A D 1187 , they were removed from Pisa m 1415 , and ore now preserved 
mthe library of the Medim at Florence, as the PemdedtK PlarcnlvMR, 

PANICS, CoMiTKiiciAL, have been generally the result of over iqieciilation. See 
Bubbles, BouQi Sea, Law's The last m this country were, m 1847, through the railway 
mama, and m 1857, through Amencon failures. 

PANNONIA, part of lllyna, now Hungary, was finally sabdnod by Tibenus, A D 8 

PANOPTICON OF Science akd Art, in Loicestcr^square, was erected in 1852 8 by a 
chartered company , Mr T H. Lewis being the architect. It was ojionod m 1854 for lector^ 
demonstrations, mnsical performances, &c Its elcctncal machines battery, &c, were almost 
the largest in Europe It did not succeed, and was sold in 1857 In Feb 1858, it was 
opened for concerts and horsomandup, and was called the Alhambra. 

PANORAMAS, the invention of Robert Barker, are bird's ej^ views painted m distemper 
round the wall of a circular building In 1788 be exhibited at !^nhur^ a view of that city, 
being the first picture of the km(L Ho then commenced similar exhibitions in London, 
having adopted the name ‘ Panorama' to attract notice, and was ultimately enabled to build 
commodious premises m Lcicester-square for that purpose. He died m A]^ 1806 

PANTHEON AT Rome. A temple built by Augustus Cfesar, some say by Agnppa, his 
son m law, 27 B.C It was m a rou^ form, having nichos m the wall, where the porticiilar 
image or representation of a particnlor god was set np , the gates were of brassy l£e 
covered wim gilt brass, and tne roof covered with silver {date. Pope Boni&ce HI

PARCHMENT PAPER (since calhnl Yegetnblc Parchment), was invented and patented 
in 1857 by Mr W E Game, C E, uho distovrn^l, that when paper la exiiosed to a mixture 
of two mrts of concentrated sulphuric acid and one jiart of uater for no longer time than is 
requireu to draw it through the flmd, it is immediately converted into a strung ton^^ akm- 
hke material It must lie mstantly washed with water Its great strength pomts out many 
applications of this mat( nol, a g , maps, school and account books, and drawing paper

There was no law against it m ancient Romo^ such a crime not bemg 
supposed possible About 500 years after Numa*8 reign, L Ostins having killed his fother, 
the^maus first scourged the pamcide , then sewed him up m a leathern sack made air- 
tight, with a live dog, a cock, a viper, and an ape, and tluis cast him mto the sea. The cdd 
Egyptians used to run sharp reeds mto every part of the bodies of pamcides , and having 
thus wounded them, throw them upon a heap of thorns, and set fire to them In Franco, 
before the exorution of the cnminal, the hand is cut off Memorable execution of Miss 
Blandy, at Oxford, for the murder of her father, April 1752

PARTHIA. The ParUuans were originally a tnbe of Scu^ans, who, being exiled, as 
their name implies, from their own country, settled near liyrcania. Araaces laid the 
foundation of an empire which nltimntely extendc d all over Asia, 250 B. o , and the l^irthians 
wore never wholly subdued by the Romans The last king was Artabanus V , who bemg 
killed A n 226, his tomtones were annexed to the now kmgilom of Penoa, under Artaxerxea^ 
who had revolted against Porthia.

PEACE SOCIETY, was fonndcMl in 1816 for the promotion of universal peace It held 
its 43rd annivorsaiy on May 17, 1859 A congress of the friends of ptjice, from all parts 
of the worl^ commenced its sittings at Paris, Aug 22, 1849 It met m London, at 
Exeter Hall, Oot. 30 following, and at Frankfort, in St PRiirs Cburch, Aug 22, 
1860, at Birmingham, Nov 28, 1860, and at Exeter Hall, July 22, 1861 A meeting 
was held at Man^estor, Jan 27, 1868, and at Ldmbnigh, Oct 12, 1868 Mr Bn^t 
and Cobden are among the most conspicuous members of this sotiety A deputa- 
tion from tlio Peace Society consisting of Messrs T Sturgo, Piasc, and another quaker mend, 
stated Iheir views to the emperor of Russia at St Potorsbuig, at an interview granted them 
in Feb 1864 

PEARLS. The formation of the pearl has embarrassed both ancient and modem 
naturalists to explain M Reaumur, in 1717, alleged that pearls are formed like other 
stones m animals An ancient pearl was vdued by PUnv at 80,0002 sterhiig One which 
was brought, m 1674, to Philip 11 of the size of a pigeonu egg, was valued at 14,400 ducats, 
equal to 18,9962 A jiearl spoken of by Boetius, named the Inoomparable, weighed thirty 
carats, equal to five pennyweights, and was about the size of a museoiline pear The pearl 
mentioned by Tavernier, as lieiiig in possession of tlio em|)eror of Persia, was punhased ot 
on Arab m 1683, and is valued at a sum equal to 110,4002 

PEDESTRIAN! SM. Euchidas, a citizen of Hatsa, went from thence to Delphi to bring 
the sacred fire Tins he obtained, and returned with it the same day before sunset, having 
travelled 126 English miles No sooner Imd he saluted his fellow citizens, and dehvered tiie 
fire, than he fell dead at tlicir feet. After the battle of Marathon, a soldier was sent fixnn 
the field to announce the vietoiy at Athens, ^^usted with fatigue, and bleeding j^m his 
wounds, he had only time to ciy out, “Rojotbo, wo arc conquerors I” and immodiatcdy 
expired Foster Powell, the celebrated English pedestrian, performed many astonishing 
journeys on foot. Among these, was his exp^ition from London to York and bock again, m 
1788, which he completed m 140 hours. One of the most astom^ing feats of pedestnanism 
performed m England was that of captom Barclay, m 1809 See Barclay/ and WaXkwg

PENNSYLYANIA (N America) Sir Walter Raleigh was tlie first adyenturer who 
Wanted a colony on these shores, m the reign of Eluabeth. Pennsylvania was granted by 
Charles II to the duke of York, 1664 , and it was sold to the Penn family, 1680-1 etaeg 
Penn^lvania was afterwards pundiased from the Indians by the celebrated Wilham Penn 
(son of admiral Penn), who went out from England with a number of colonists , from which 
period the settlement gradually mcreasod Mr Penn granted a charter m May, 1701, but 
the emigrants from the Low Countnes refused it, and separated themselves from the provmoe 
of Ponnqrlyania. They afterwards had their own assembly, m which the governor of Penn- 
sylvania presided This state adopted an independent constitution m 1776, and estabhshed 
the present in 1790 See UnUed aHaies of Atiwnxa. 


PENNY The ancient silver penny was the first silver com struck m England, and the 
opJy one current among the Anglo Saxons The penny, until Iho reign of Edw^ I was 
struck with a cross, so deojily indented that it mignt be easily parted into two for halfpence, 
and mto four for fiuthings, and hence these names Penny and two-penny pieces of emper 
were coined by Boulton a Watt at Soho, Bi rmingham , m 1797, and were accounted the ^est 
of our copper currency See Cbtns, Ac 


PENNY POST First sot np in London and its suburbs by a Mr Murray, upholsterer, 
A D 1681 Mr Murray afterwards assigned his interest m the undertaking to Mr Dockwra,

PENTECOST It literally signifies the ordinal number called the fiftieth , and is the 
Bcdeiim festival of the Jews, so called hccanso it wos celebrated fifty days after the feast of 
the Passover, Lev xxm 16 It is called the feast of weeks, Exod xxxiv 22, because it 
was kept seven weeks after the Passover 


FENTLAND HILLS (near Edinburgh) Here the Scotch presbytonons (smee called 
Cameroniansy wAicA S 00 ), who had nscu ogomst tho govommont, on account of the establish- 
ment of episcopacy, were defeated by tho royal troops, Nov 27, 1666 Many of the insnigents 
were subsequently executed.

PERCEVAL ADMINISTRATION It commenced on the dissolution of that of the 
duke of Portland, which was terminated "by his grace’s death, Oct 80, 1809 Mr Perceval 
had been mtunatdy connected with the afiaus or the pnneess of Wales See IkhaUe Jwoea- 
tigtdion.

Some were wrapt iro in the skins of wild boasts, and tom and devoureu by dogs , others 
were cmcified, and numbers burnt alive The 2nd, under Domition, 95 The 8rd m the 
reign of Tnyan, 106 The 4tli, under Adnan, 118 The 5th, under the emperor Sevems, 
199 The 6th, under Maximiuus, 235 The 7th, under Deems, more bloody than any 
preceding, 250 They were m aU places driven from their habitations, fdundered and put 
to death oy torments, the rock, and fire The 8th, under Yalonaii, 257 The 9th, under 
Anrelian, 272 The 10th, under Diocletian. In this persecution, which lasted ton years, 
houses filled witli Chnstiaus were set on fire, and droves of them wore bound together with 
ropes and cast into the sea, 802 See Jliasaaeres

multitudes of Luther’s followers were massacred by William do Furstenbeig^ 1525 
Ihefretnoy In England, queen Mary bemui m Octolicr 1543 her endeavours to re establish 
Romanism Her persecutions are said to have been instirated by her husband, Phihp II of 
Spam. In less thw four years, archbishop Cranmer, bishops Ridley, Hooper, and Latimer, 
and many other deigyroen, and almost 300 of the laity of every age^ sex, and condition, 
penshed at the stoke but as Latimer said, **They lighted such a candle^ as all Rome has 
not been able to put out” — Of the Protestants m Franco, numbers penslied , their 
aasembhes were prohibited, their places of worship pulled down, and sentence to the gaU^ 
proclaimed against all who harboured them, 1723 Many Protestants at Thom were put

PERSEPOLIS, the ancient splendid capital of Persia. Alexander has been falsely 
accused of setting fire to it, while mtoxicated, 831 b.o The fire is said to have been 
accidental and not extensive.

PERSIAN EMPIBK Persia was ongmally called Elam, and received its appdlatum 
from Perseus, the son of Perseus and Andromeda, who settled here, and perhaps eatablulied

FEBTH (Scotland), said to have been founded 1^ Agncola, about a D 70 It waa 
beneged the regent Bobert m 1389 On Feb 20, 1437, Tauiea 1 was murdored at the 
Black Fnars monaateiy hero, Bobert Graham and earl of Athol, for which their bodiea 
were tom with red hot pincers, burning crowns of iron pressed down upon their heads, and 
in the end their hearts taken out and thrown into a fire — Gowne’s conspiracy ocenrred here, 
Ang 5, 1600 Perth was taken by Cromwdl in 1651 , by the earl of Mar, after the battle 
of Dnmblane, in 1715 

PEBTJ (South Amenca) Yisited by the Spaniards in A.D 1518, and soon afterwards 
easily conquered. Pizarro^ in 1580, and others, with one yessol, 112 men, and fbnr horses, 
aet out to invade South Amenca. Not sncceoding, he again, m 1581, embarked with three 
■mall vessels, 140 in&ntry, and thirty six horses , with these, and two reinforcements of 
thirty men each, he conquered the ompuc of Peru, and laid the foundation of that vast 
power whidi the Spanianls long enjoyed in the New World. Pern remauied in subjection to 
the Spaniards (who murdored &e Incas and all their descendants) without onv attempt being 
made to throw off the oppressive yoke till 1782 Tho independence of the country was 
completely achieved m 1825 The new Pemvian oonstitation was signed W the president 
0 f the Bepubbo, March 21, 1828 The present president (1859) is general Bomon Castillo, 
elected m 1855 Population (without Indiaas) u 1859 abrat 2} millions. 
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PERUGIA, a city of the Papal States, anciently one of the Etniscan Confederation. It 
allied itself with the Samiiites, bnt was ruined two defeats liy the Romans, 809 and 
295 B.0 It was taken by Octayins Csaar from the adherents of Antony many of whom 
were immolatoil on altars by their victor Leo X took Pomgia Arorn the nval familieB Oddi 
and Ba^^ioni, m 1520 An insurrection here against the pope was put down by the Swiss 
with great cruelty, June 20, 1859 

PERUKE, OR Wio The ancients used false hair, but the peruke m the present mode has 
been little more than two centuries m use It was first worn m France andT Italy about A.i>. 
1620 and was introduced into England about 1660 Strj/pe. 

PESTAIX)ZZIAN SYSTEM of education was devised by Henn Pestalozn, bom at 
Zurich, in Switzerland, m 1745, died 1827 In 1775 he began by turning hu frum mto a 
school for educating poor duldren m industnal pursuits, as well as reading and writing , bnt 
did not succneiL In 1798 he established an orphan school, where ho began with the mutual 
instmction, or monitorial mtem, since adopted by Lancaster , bnt nis school was soon 
turned mto an hospital for the Austrian army In 1802, in coi^unction with Fellenberg; he 
establishod Ins celebrated school at llof^l, which at first was veiy successful, bnt 
eventually declined throngli misniauagcmcui and dissensions Pestalozzi’s labours rendered 
great service to the progress of education 

PESTH (Hungary), was repeatedly taken and besieged in the wars of Hungary, 
particularly in the lon^ enutests with the Turks The last time it changed masters, 
was m 1684, idter the nusmg of the famous siege of Vienna by Sobieski Bnda Pesthin the 
war lUst dosed, was taken by the Iiiifienalists, Tan 5, 1849 The Hungarians afterwards 
defeated the Austrians, aho iiere obliged to evacuate it, April 18, same year See Hungary

PETARD, an instmiiicnt whose invention is asenbod to the Huguenots in 1579 Petards 
were of metal, nearly in the sliaTic of a hat, and were employed to blow up gates, or other 
bamcTs, and also m countcnninos to brci^ Girough into tlio enemy s gallenes Gahors 
was token by lleniy IV by means of petards in 1580, when it is said they were first used. 

PETER PFiNCE, presented by Ina kmg of the West Saxons, to the pope at Rome, for the 
endowment of an Eu^^isli college tliere, a i> 725 So caUed because agi'eed to be paid on 
the feast of St Pete r The tax was levied on all families possessed of thirty pence yearly 
rent m laud, out of which they paid one penny It was confirmed by OiTa, 777, and was 
affcerwanls claimed by the popes os a tribute from England, and regularly collected, till 
suppressed by Henry VIll Camden 

PETER, THE WiiJ) Boy A savage creature found in the forest of Hertswold, electorate 
of Hanover, when George 1 and his friends were hunting He was found walking on his 
hands and feet, climbmg trees like a squirrel, and feeding on grass and moss, Nov 1725 At 
this time he was supposed to be thirteen years old The kmg caused him to taste of all the 
dishes at the royal Umlc , but he preferred wild plants, leaves, and the bark of trees, which 
he had hved on from his infancy No elTorts of the many philosop^c persons about court 
could entirely vary his savage habits, or cause him to utter one distinct syllaTile Ho died in 
Feb 1785, at the age of 72 Lord Monboddo represented him to be a proof of the hypothesu 
that ** man m a state of nature is a mere ammuL*’ 

PETERBOROUGH (Northamptonshire), founded 688 , anciently called Modeshamstede ; 
but one of the kmgs of Mercia ioimdmg an abbey here, and dedicating it to St PMer, it 
obtamed its present name. The original monasteij here was founded m 689 The chuivdi 
was destroyed hy the Danes but it was rebuilt with great beauty and cxmtmued to flounah 
till the Reformation The bishopnc erected by Henry VllI in 1541, out of the lands of the 
dissolved monasteiy, was whoUy taken from tJie diocese of Lincoln. The first budiop was 
John Chambers, the last abbot of Peterborou^ The see was valued in the kinif s bom at 
4192. 195 lid

PETRARCH AND Lavba Two emment persons of the fourteenth century, celebrated 
for the refixiod passion of the former for the latter, begun m 1327, which was the chief 
subject of his enchanting sonnets He was bom 1804, crowned with laurel, as a poet and 
writer, on Easter-day, Aprd 8, 1841 , and died at Arqu5, near Padua, July 18, 1874 
Laura died Apnl 6, 1848 

PETROPAULOVSKI, a fortified town, on the east coast of Eamtsebatka, was attacked 
by an English and French squadron, Aug 80, 1854 They destroyed the batteries, but fiiiled 
in taking some Russian frmtos, except the 8Uka^ a store ship, twen by the PitandefU^ and 
a schooner taken by the P%quR. Admiral Pnee was killed, it is snpposM hy the accidental 
discham of his own pistoL A party of 700 sRilors and mannes landed to assault the place, 
but fell into an ambuscade , many wore killed, including capt. Parker and M Boniasset, 
English and French oflicers The objects of the attack were not attained, it is thought from 
want of stores. After this the Russians greatly strengthened their defences, but on May 80, 
1855, the alhed squadron in the Pacific arriving here found the place deserted. The 
fortifications were ^stroyed, but the town was s])ued Tlie Russian ships escaped. 

PEVENSEY (in Sussex) The castle is a remarkable relic of antiquity From the 
abundance of Roman bncks, it is supposed that there was a Roman fortress on the s]^ 
Here William of Normandy landed, in 1066 The duke of York, in the reign of Henry iV 
was for some time confined witliin tiie walls of this castle , as was also queen Joan, of 
Navarre, the last wife of Homy lY who with her confessor, friar Randal, was accused of a 
desigu to destroy the king Tamos I of Scotland, by order of Henry lY suffered a captivity 
in the castle for about eighteen years. In 1840, on removing some earth within the castle^ 
a great many brass coins wore di^vorod, in a senes extending over the reigns of six or seven 
Roman emperors 

PEWS m churches wore not m use m England till long after the Reformation about 
the middle of the seventeenth century The earliest reading pew with a date is one at 
Geddington St Mary, Nortluanptonshire, dated 1602 Hook 

PFAFFENDORF (m Silesia), Battlk of Bi tween the Imperialists and Prussians, Aug 
14, 1760 The Austrians were signally defeated with great slaimhtor by the Tang of Prussia, 
who by this victoiy prevented the designed junction of the Russian and Anstnan grand 
armies The plans of tlie alhes were frustrated, and Frederick III worked out tiie 
oonsammate poii<y that was duclosod ly the subsequent events of the war 

PHALANX Became prominent about 116 B.C The Greek phalanx consisted of 
8000 men m a square battfdlon, with shields joined, and spears crossing each other The 
battahon formed by Pluhp of Moccdon was cdlM the Macedonian phalanx, and was matituted 
by him 860 b o 

PHARISEES, a sect among the Jews , so called from a Hebrew word whidh si^pifies to 
sqiorate or set apart, because they pretended to a greater degree of hohnoss and ^ety than 
the rest of the Jews. Ltske xvm. 9 The Talmud onnmoratos seven dasses of Phans^ 

PHARMACY the knowled^ of the chemical and medical properties of dre^ and all 
other tbmfga employed medicma&y The Pharmaceutical Society of London was founded m 
1841, mainly by the exertions of Mr Jacob Bell, and obtained its charter m 1848 It 
pubhshes a monthly joumaL — 15 ft 16 Yict c 56 (1852), regulates the quahficationB of 
ph a rm a c eutical dhemista. 

PHAROS, of Ptolemy Philaddiphus at Alexandria, was esteemed os one of the wonders of 
the world. It was a tower built m white marble, erected about 280 B .0 and could be seen 

the distance of 100 miles On the top, fires were constantly kept, to direct sailors m the 
bay The building cost 800 talents, tAiich are equivalent to aWe 165,1001 English, if 
A^ , or if Alexandrian, double that sum. There was this mscnption upon it — ** King 
Ptolemy to the gods, the saviours^ for the benefit of sailors , ” but Sostratus, the ardutect, 
wishiqg to daim aR the glory, en^ved his own name upon the stones, and afterwards filled 
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the hollow with mortar, and wrote the above inacnptioiL When the mortar had decayed by 
time, Ptolemy’s name disappeared, and the following inscnption Iben became visible 
— **So8tratiis the Gnidian, son of Dexiphanesi to the gods, the sayionrs, for the benefit of 
sailors.” 


PHARSALIA (in Thessaly, N Greece), Battlb of Between Jnlins Csosar and 
Pompey, Aug 9, 48 b.o m which the former obtained a deciaiye victory, losing about 200 
men, or, according to others, 1200 Pompoy*8 loss was 15,000, or 25,000 accordingto others, 
and 24,000 of his army were made prisoners of war by the conqueror After uus defeat 
Pompey fled to Ilgypt, whore he was treacherously slam, order of Ptolemy the younger, 
then a minor, and ms body thrown naked on the strand, exposed to the view of ml whose 
curiosity led them that way, till it was burnt by his faithful freedman Phihp 1 

PHILADELPHIA See Seven Chwnhes^ Amenea, and United States, 

PHILIPHAUGH, near Selkirk, S Scotland, where the Marquess of Montrose and the 
royalists were defeated by David Leslie and tlio Scotch Covenanters, Sept. 1S» 1645 The 
latter dew many of their pnsoners m cold blood 

PHILIPPI (m Macedonia), so named by the great Philip Here two battles were fouj^t 
between Octavius Cesar and Marc Antony on one side, and the republican forces of Brutus and 
Cassius, in Oct., 42 b.o , in which the former obtained the victory In the first, Brutus, 
who commanded the n^t wmo, defeated the enemy , but Cossms, who had care of the left, 
was overpowered, and orderea his freedman to run him through tlie body In the second 


who commanded the n^t wmg, defeated the enemy , but Cassms, who had care of the left, 
was oveipowered, and orderea his freedman to run him through tlie body In the second 
battle, the wing which Brutus commanded obtamed a vuiory , but the ouier was defeated,

PHILIPPICS This species of satire derives its name from the orations of Demosthenes 
against Phihp 11 of Mae^^on, 844 341 b o Tlic term is also applied to the orations of 
Cicero against Marc Antony, the seennd of which, called divine by Juvenal, cost Cicero his 
hfe, 43 B c I’liilqipics lum are luidcrstood to moon any mvcH^tivo declamation 

PHILIPPINE ISLES (m the Malay Archipelago) Discovered by Magellan, AB. 1519, 
who here lost his hfe in a skinmtdi, m 1520 They were tidien possession of m 1565 by a 
fleet from Mcxnn, which first stopiKsl at the island of Zebu, and subdued it In 1570 a 
settlement was effoetod at the montli of the Manilla river, and Manilla became the capital of 
the Spanish |)oascssions m the Fhihppmes. See Mamlla, 

PHILOSOPHER'S STONE See Alciumy 

PHILOSOPHY The knowledge of the reason of things, m opposition to history, which 
is only the knowledge of facts , or to mathematics, whidi is the knowledge of the quantity 
of things —the liypothcsis or system upon whub natural effects are explamed Locke, 
Pythagoras first adopted the name of philosopher (such men havmg been previously called 
sages), about 528 B c Philosophers were expelled from Borne, and tiioir schools suppressed,

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PHIPPS* EXPEDITION The hon. captain Phipps (afterwaids lord MulgiEve) sailed

as poanble^ to the North Polo, 1778 In Augnat of tilmt year, he was for nine days enyuoned 
with impenetrable bamera of loe, in the Frosen Ocean, north of Spitabeigen, 80* 48' north 
latitude. All further progress was not only impossible, but retreat fuso^ and in this dreadM 
aituation all on board gave thomselvos up for lost , but a bnsk wind m two or three days

PHOCIS, a state in Northern Greece. The Phocians seized Delphi 857 bo and 
commenced the Second Sat red War They were op|K>sed by Thebes and other states, and 
were utterly HulHlued liy l*hibp II of Macodon, in 846 

PHCENICIA, on the sea coast of Syria. The natives wore the most eminent navigators 
and traders of antiquity , tlieii cities being Tyre, Sidon, Borytns, Tnpoli, Byblos, and 
Ptolemais or Acre From the nineteenth to tlio thirteenth centuries before Christ, they 
established colonies on the shores or ulcs of the Mediterranean — Carthago, Hippo, Utica, 
Gades, Panormus , and arc said to have visited the Bntisb Isles. Phoeincia was conquered 

Cyrus, 587 b.o , by Alexander 384 , by the Romans 47 , and was added to the Ottoman 
empire, a d 1392 

PHCENIX CLUBS, of a treasonable ebararter, were formed in Ireland in 1858 Th^ 
met at night to dnlL Several jiorsons wore am sted and tried m Marcli 1859, at Tralee , 
but the jniy could not agree on their verdict eventually some pleaded guilty, and were 
diBchaigod on being bound over to keep the peace 

PHONOGRAPHY (from the Greek p/ioiie, sound) Tlie Phonetic society, whoso object 
IB to reform our mode of writing and piintiiig by rendering it more (xinsonaut to sound, was 
established, March 1, 1843,— sir W C Trevtfyau, prosideiit, and Mr Isaac Pitman, secretary,

PHOSPHORUS 11 was aecidontally discovered in 1667, by Brandt, of Hamburg, who

•rid 18 first niciitiouod in 174% but is said to liave been known eorber Galm pointed out 
its existence m Isnies m 1769, and Scbeele devised a process for extracting it. (^ton*B 
phosphorus is so called from its disinvij^i, 1768 Photopliosphuretted hydrogen was 
discovered by sir Humjibry Davy m 1812 The consnm]>tion of phosphorus ^ immensely 
increased since the niuiiufueturc of lutikr niatelies In 1845, Sehrottcr of Yiouna made the 
important discovery of what is triiucMl allotnqae or amorphous pliosplionis, which is not

PHOTOGALVANOGRAPHY, tlie art of prodnemg engravnigR by the action of li ght 
imd electricity Tlie earlust speennons were produced by Nueidioro Niopce and presented 
by him m 1827 to the great botanist Robert Brown Great advances have since been made 
m this art MM Niepce do St. Victor (who published a treatise on it ui 1856), and Vitry, 
W R Grove, H lox Talbot, Ac In 1854, PUiil Pretseh patents! a process which be 
called *'Fhotogalvan(^pupby,” and a company was formed to apply it to the benefit of 
the pubhc 

PHOTOGLYPHIC ENGRAVING (a process ly which the light actually etches a 
picture on a plate that may lie and has been printed from), was invented by Mr Fox Tidbot, 
in 1859, and is desenbed and exemplified m the Photographic New8» Sept 9 and 16, 1859, 
a qiecimen being given in the latter number 

PHOTOGRAPHY Tlie action of li^t on clilonde of silver was known as early as the 
century The phenomena wore studied by Scheele (1777), Seneluer (1790), Ritter 
and Wollaston (1801) From the results of these investigations, experiments were made by 
Wedgwood and Humphry Davy, which were pnmiehed, 1802 Wedgwood may be 
regarded as the first pluiitograpMT His paper was entitled “ An account ra a method of 
copying p^tings upon glass, and of making profiles by the agency of lu^t upon nitrate of 
^ver * Further dikovoncs were made ly wirpco in 1814, and sir J^Herschel m 1819 
DoCTerre commenced bis expennients m 1824 , and m 1826 joined Niepce, and worked 
with him till the death of the latter m 1838 The production of the Dagu/grreotype plates 
vw announced m Jan. 1889 , and (he French chamW of deputies granted a pensm to

]^otograph (i. 0 . with the li^t and sWes reversed) from which any number of positive 
copies may be obtamed. IHs patent for prodnemg the Talhotype or Oalofype (on paper) is 
dated Feb 1841 From this time improvements have been made with great r^idity In 
1851, Collodion, tokteh see, was apphed to photography W Mr F Archer Tlie iMiotographic 
Somety of Loudon was established m Jan 1858 It publislies a joumaL On Dec. 22, 1852, 
774 specimens of photography wore exhibited at the rooms of the Society of Arts, Adelphi. 
CeiestuU Photography begau with ])rofe88or Bond, the astronomer of Cambridge, U 8 , who 
exhibited a photo^])h of the moon in 1851 Since then, Mr Warren De la Rue of London 
has produced excoUout photographs of the moon and other heavenly bodies.

the science, flounslied about 422 b r Galen, bom a i> 131, was tlie oracle of medical 
science fur nearly 1500 yeais Alamt A ii 980, Avntniui, an Arab, wrote a system of 
medicine The discovery of the uiTiilation of the blood, by Dr Harvey, furnished an 
entirely new system of physiological and pathologn al sjicculation, 1028 
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PHYSIC GARDENS The first cultivatid m England was by John Gemnl, surgeon of 
London, in 1507 , that at Oxford was ciidowwl bv tin carl of Dauby, in 1052 , Siat at 
Cambridge was commenced about the middle of the last century , and that at Chelsea, 
ongiuab^ by sir Hans Sloano, was gixn to tin AjKitln (Hues’ C'OiniHiiiy in 1721 , this last 
was very much adininnl by the illustnuus Iauikcuh The lino Botanic Gordon m Dublin 
was comment ed m 1703 

PHYSICIANS, Royal OoiiJfitiE or, Lomxin Projected by Dr Linacre, phynnan to 
Henry VI 11*, who, through his interest with cardinal Wolscy, obtained It tters patent, 
constituting a corporate Ixidy of regular physicians in l/ondon, with peculiar pnvil^ges^ 
Oct 23,1518 lauacre was elect* (1 tilt first presidont of the college Dr W Harvey was 
a great bcnefiictor to this institution, 1053 He built a libiury and rmblic ball, which he 
granted for ever to the college, vnth bis books and mstiumonts llie ctdlcge was after* 
wards hold m a building in Warwick lane, erccttsl by sir C Wren, where it continued till 
1828, when the jircseiit elegant stone edihce was ei-ectcd from designs by Sir K. Smirko —

Many of the principal citizens happened at the time to bo assembled at a theatre where 
public spectacles were exhibited. The ashes buned the whole mty, and covered the 
surrounding country After a lapse of fifteen centimes, a countryman, as he was turning 
up the ground, acadentally found a bronze figure , and tins discovery attracting the attention 
of the learned, farther search brought numerous prodnctious to light, and at lenMh the city 
was once more shone on by the sun Different monarclis have contributed their aid m 
uncovering the boned city , Ihe part first cleared was supposed to be the mam street, A.D 
1750 

POMPEY*S PILLAR. A remarkable vestim of antiquity, standing about three quarters 
of a mile from Alcxandna, between the city and the lake Mareotis The shaft is fluted, and 
the capital ornamented with palm leaves , the whole, which is highly pohahed, compost of 
three pieces, and of the Cormthian order The column measures, accoiding to some, 94 feet , 
though other tmvellers state it to ho 141, and even as much as 160 feet , but of its ongin, 
name, use, and age, nothing is c^rtam It is generally believed, however, that the column 
has no reference to Pompey, to whom a mark of honour was, nevertheless, set up somewhere 
about this pert One snpxKiBeB the edifice was dedicated to Veimasian, another to Sevems , 
and Mr Clarke, from a half effai od luscnption on the base, discovers that Adrian is the 
person honoured , wlulo many assert from the same inscnption, that it is dedicated “to

PONDICHERRY (S E India) Formerly the capital of French India, and first settled 

the French in 1674 It was taken from tlirm by the Dutch m 1693, and was besieged 
by Ihe English in 1748. It was taken by the English m Tan 1761, and was restored in 1763 
Agam taken Oct 1778, and restored in 1783 Pondiclicrry was once more ca]>tured by the 
Bntidi, Aug 23, 1793 , and finidly in 1808 * 

PONTIFFS^ (Latin PotUtJieea), the highest Roman sacerdotal order established by Numa. 
The college first consisted of 4 patnciana , to these 4 plebeians were aftenvards added. Sylla 
mcreased the number to 15 (8 majoreSj 7 minores) Tlie chief was called the Pontuex 
Maximus.

FONTUS (a kmgdom m Asia Minor) The early histoiy of this countiy (which seems to

PORTLAND ISLE (off Dorset) Fortified before A D 1142 Portland castle was built 
IW Henry Vlll about 1536 Off tlus ]iemu8ula a memorable naval engammont commenced 
Mtween the Enghsh and Dutch, Feb 18, 1653 The battle continued mr three daya, and 
the En^ish destroyed eleven Dutch men of war and thirty nierchaiitmcn Van Tromp was 
admiiul of the Dutch, and Blake of the English Hero is the noted Ijeestono used for 
bailding our finest edifices The Portland lights were erected 1716 and in 1789 The pier, 
with nearly half a mile square of land, was washed into the sea m Feb 1792 Pnnee Albert 
laid the first stone of tlie Portland hrookwater, July 25, 1849 A mutiny among the 
convicts here m Sept 1858 was promptly suppressed. 

PORTLAND OB BARBLRINl VASE. Tins beautiful specimen of Crook art (composed 
of a glass like substance, with figures and devices, raised on it on white enamoJ , hei^t 10 
im^es , diameter, in the broadest part, 7 , with a handle on each side) was discovere^bont 
tile middle of the sixteenth century, m a marble sarcopbagns in a sepulchre at a place called 
Monte del Grano, about 24 miles from Rome. The sepmehre was supposed to have been 
that of the Roman emperor, Alexander Severus (a.d 222 — 235), and his mother MainTniBRj 
and the jar is snppom to have been the cinerary um of one or other of these royal 
personages. It was placed in the palace of the Barbenni fiunily, at Rome, where it remained 
till 1770, when it was purchased by sir William Hamilton, from whoso possession it passed 
to that of the dnehesss of Portland, and in 1810 it was deposited m the Bntuh Museum by 
the drike, who was one of the trustees. There it remamea tiU the 7th February, 1845, when 
it was Binatiied to pieces with a stone by a man named William Lloyd The pieces of the 
firactnred vase were, however, put together afterwards in a very complete manner^and then 
repaired It still eiasta in the Mosenm, but is not now shown to thepumic. Jonah Wedgwood 
made a mould of this vase, and took it a number of casts.

PORTUGAL The ancient Lusitania. The present name is derived from Forto Gallop 
the original appellation of the city of Oporto After u stru^lo (for nine years under 
Vinathes, a bravo able lea<ler), the Lusitaniuus finally subinittedto the Roman arms about 
137 B.C and underwent the same changes as Spam on tlie fall of the Roman empire. 
Ckmquered by the Moors, a d 718 They kept possession till they were conquered 
Alfonso VI the Valiant, of Castile, assisted by many other princes and volunteers. 
Among those who shone most in this celebrated cxjiedition was Henry of Bosan^n (a rda- 
tive of the duke of Buigundy and king of France) Alfonso bestow^ upon him Theresa, 
his natural daughter, and Portugal as her mamago portion, which he was to hold of htm, 
A.D 1095 There are in Portu^ two universities, that of Coimbra, founded m 1808, and

PR^MUNIRE, Law of This law (whuh obtauied its name from the first two words 
“ Pranioacn,” or “ Pnmumn/rtcMM, * “ cause to beforewamed,” and whidi is applied to any 
offence iii the way of coiit(m]it of the sovciiiign or his government) denvod its origin firom 
the exorbitant miwcr whuh was exercised m England by the jiopo The offence ranked as 
one against the aing liecause it consisted of introducing a foreign power into the land, and 
thereby creating an xmpcrnim tn %mp6no The first statute of Pramuniro was enacted 85 
Edward I 1806 C(dx Tlio ('hurch of Rome in the assertion of her supremacy, bestowed 
most of the bisliopm s, abbeys, &c before they were void, upon Javountes, on pretence of 
providing the cbuixli with better qnalifu d successors before tlio vacancies occurred To put

PRufiTORS Magistrates of Romo The office was institntod 365 B.0 when one prostor 
only was appointed , bat a second was appointed m 252 b.c One administered justice to 
the citizens, and the other appomtod judges in all causes whudi related to fonngners. In 
227 B 0 two more protors wort created to assist the consul in the government of the provinces 
of Sicily and Sardinia, which had been lately conquered, and two more when Spam was 
reduced mto the form of a Roman pmvmce, 197 B.r I^Ua, the dictator, added two more, 
and Julius Csosar increased the nnmbor to 10, and afterwards to 16, and the second tnum 
virate to 64 After this tlieir number fluctuated, being somotimes 18, 16, or 12, till, m the 
dediue of the empire, their digmty decreased, and their nnmliers were reduced to three. 

PRAGA, a suburb of Warsaw, where a most bloody battlo was fouf^t, Nov 5, 1794 ,

Prayers for the dead wore first mtroduced mto the Chnstian Church about 
A D 190 Euaebiwt Prayers addressed to the Yiigin Mary and to the samts were mtro- 
duced by pope Gregoiy, A i) 598 The mode of praying with the fiice to the east was 
instituted by pope Boniface Had 582 This last custom which prevailed among the 
Jews, has b^ recently adopted m some Protestant jdaces of worship m England. 

PRECEDENCE was established m veiy early ages , and m most of the countnes of the 
East and of Europe, and was amongst the laws m Justinian. In England the order of pre- 
cedency was regulatod chiefly by two statutes, namely, one passed 81 Heniy YIII 1589, and 
the other, 1 George 1 1714 

PREDESTINATION, the belief that God hath from all eternity undiangeably appomted 
whatever comes to pass This doctnne is the subject of one of the most perplexi^ con- 
troversies that have occurred among mankmd. It was tau|i^t by the ancient stoics and^early 
Christians , and M^omet mtroduuMl the doctnne of an absolute predestmation mto his 
Koran m Ihe strongest ligjht. The controversy respecting it m the Chnstian ChurcJi arose m 
the fifth century, when it was maintained by St. Augustm , and Lucidus, a pnest of Gaul, 
taught it, A.D 470 It 18 ddined m the seventeenth article of the Chur^ of England. It 
18 hdd by CoUmmaiB and opposed by Arminums^ whuh aee, 

PREROGATIYE COURT Till 1857 this was the court wherem aU wills were proved, 
and all administrations taken, which Mong to the archbishop of Canterbury by his prerooa- 
tive , and, if any dispute anse betweeu parties concerning such will or administration, tiie 
canse was properly decided m this court The judge was appomted his grace the aieh- 
bishop ol[ (Wterbury There were appeals from this court to the judicial committee of the 
pnyy council, by statutes passed m 1880 This court was abcdiidied and the Probata Court 
established m 1857 

PREROGATIYE ROYAL. In Eng^d the sovereign is the supreme magutrate. It is 
a rnmm that he can do no wrong He is the head of the Estabhahed Church, of the anny 
and navy, and ^ fountam of office, honour, and pnvdege , but is sulgeot to the lawi^ un- 
less exempted lyname. The royal preroratives were greatly exceeded lyr several despotic 
■overeigns, such as Eluabeth, James I , snd Charles L Elisabeth used the phrase of 
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our Royal prerogatiTe which wo will not have ai^ed or brought m question (1691) 
James 1 told Ins parliament *'that as it was blasphemy to question what the Almighty 
could do of His power, so it was sedition to inquire what a king could do by virtue of his 
iprogativo ” These extreme doctrmcs were nullified by the revolution of 1688 , and now 
TO exercise of the prerogative is virtually subject to parliament. See Zonfs 

PBESBURG, an ancient city m Hungarv, where the diets have been held and the kinn 
crowned On Dec 26, 1806, a treaty was signed between France and Austria, hy which the 
ancient states of Venice were ceded to Italy , the pnnciijality of Eichstadt, part of the bishop- 
ric of Passau, the city of Augsburg, the iWil, all the possessions of Austria m Suabia, m 
Bnsgau, and Orteiiuu, were tronsfi rrod to the doctor of llavana and tlio duke of Wurtem 
beig, wlio^ as well as the duke of Baden, wore th< n created kings by NaxwlooiLi The inde 
pondence of tlio Hdvctic ropublic was al^ stipulated. 

PRFi^BYTEBIANS A numerous doss of Christians, so called from their maintaming 
that the govcnimi nt of the church njtpouitcd m the Now Testament was by Presbytmes, 
or associations of ministers and niling elders, eixual in power, office, and m order Presby 
tenaiusm is the cstablidiod form of church government in Scotland Its distinguishing 
tenets seem to have lieon first embodied in the formnlary of faith attributed to John Knox, 
and compiled by thot rofonuer in 1560 It was ap])rovcd by the parliament, and ratified, 
1567, and finally setUod by an act of the Scottish senate, 1696, afterwards secured by the 
treaty ofnnion witli England in 1707 Tlie first lYesh^cnan mooting house m England 
was established at WauSnvorth, Surrey, Nov 20, 1572 

PRESCOTT (UpiHJT Canada) On Nov 17, 1888, the Canadian rebels were attacked by 
the British nnder niqior Young, and (on the following day) ly lient colonel Dundas, 
who, after an obstiiiate rcsistimc^ suixu^nlod in dispersing Uic insurgents, several of 
whom were killt d, and many taken pnsoners , the troiqiR, however, also suffered con 
siderahly Aftei the attack of lient colonel Dnndiis, the remainder of the reliels snirendcred 
In tlioso ongagenn nts Hk y were aided hy tlio Americans of the United States, who m 
vadod the Cunudiuu tcmtoiy in gnat uuinlM ni.

PEESTOET (LancadiiTe) A mannfiictiinng town * Near here Cromwell totally defeated 
the royahats nnder air Maimaduko Langdale, Aug 17, 1648 PreKton was taken m 1715 
by the Scotch insuigents, nnder Forster, who proclaunod king James VII They were 
defeated in a battle on Nov 12, by generals Wills and Coipeiitcr, who with the royal army 
invested Preston on all sides The Scots at length laid down tlicir arma, and their nobles 
and leaders were seenred , some of them were shot as deserters, and others wore sent to 
London pmionod and bound together, to intmudate their party 

PEESTON PANS, near Edinburgh, the scene of a battle between the Young Pretender, 
pnnee Cliarles Stuart, and his Scotch ailheronts, and the royal army under sir John Cojio, 
Sept. 21, 1745 The hitter was defeated with the loss of 500 men, and was forced to floe at 
the very first onset.

PEETENDEE, tiik Oui, or Chevalier do St. Gooigt, was tin son of Tomes JI bom June

morning appomtod for hu execution, July 4, 1828 

PSEUDOSCOPE^ a name giyon by professor Wlieatstono (about 1852) to the stereoscope, 
when employed to produce ''conyorsions of rdioC t e , the rererse of the stereoscope— a 
teirestnal j^obe becoming a hollow hemisphere 

PTOLEMAIC SYSTEM danditu Ptolemy of Pelnsram, m Egypt (about A.D 140), 
aupposod that the earth was fixed in the centre of the umyerse, and that the snn, moon, and 
atan moyed round once m twenty four hours. Thu qrstem (still the official doctrine of the 
church oi Home) waa nmyeraally taught till that of Pytha^ras (500 &o ) was reviyed by 
Ck^nuena (a.d 1580), and demonstrated by Kepler (1019) and Newton (1687)

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PULTOWA (Bnaaia), where Charles Xll of Sweden was entirdy defeated by Peter the 
Great of Russia^ and obliged to take refuge at Bender, m the Tnrlush dominioiis, July 8, 
1709 The viinqmshod monarch would have fallen into the hands of the cssar after the 
engafpmont, had ne not been saved by the personal exertions of the brave count Poniatoweb, 
a FoUsh noUeman, whom Voltaire lias commemorated and immortalised. This battle was 
lost duefly owing to a wont of concert in the genonds, and to the circumstance of Charles 
having b^ da^rously wounded, just before, which obliged him to issue his commands 
from a litter, without being able to encourage his soldiers \sy his presence. 

PULTUSE (Russia), a batUe was fought between the Saxons under king Augustus, and 
tlie Swedes under Charles XII , m whuJi the former were signally defeated, May 1, 1703 , 
another between the Frendi under Napoleon and the Russian and Prussian armies, m which 
both sides claimed the victory, but it mebned in favour of the French, whoso loss, thou^ 
very severe, was not so great os that on the Russian side, Dec 26, 1806 

PUMPS. CtesibiuB of Alexandna, orcliitoct and mechanic, is said to have mvented the 
pump (with other hydraulic mstniments), about 224 icr , althouj:^ the invention is ascribed 
to Danaus, at Lmdus, 1485 n o They were m general use m England, A.D 1425 The ur- 
pump was mvented by Otto Gucnck( m 1654, and was improved by Boyle m 1657 An 
inscnpiion on the jnimp in front of tlie laito Royal Exchange, London, stated that the well 
beneath was first sunk in a.d 1282 

PUNCTUATION The ancients do not appear to have hod any system , and doubtless 
employed arbitrary signs to distinguisli the jiaiiM of a discourse. Of our pomts the penod ( )

a numerous army of 90,000 foot and 12,000 horse towanls Ital}, resofviid to carry on the war 
to the gates of Itoine He crossed the Rhone, the Alps, and the A^ienniues, with uncommon 
celerity , and the Roman coiisnls who were stationml to stop ms firogress were severally 
defeated The batths of Tit bio, of Ticinus, and of the lake of Thius^emis, 217, and of 
Cannes, 216, followed.

PURIFICATION It wras ordain(>d by the Jewish law that a woman should keep withm 
her house forty days after the birth of a son, and eighty days after the birth of a dauj^ter, 
when she was to go to the tcmjde and offer a lamb, pigeon, or turtle, 1490 B.0 (Lm> xil) 
Among the Chnstians, Gie feast of purification was instituted, A d 542, in honour of the 
Virgm Mary’s going to the temple, where, according to custom, she presented her son Jesua 
Chn^ and ofler^ two turtles. Pope Sergius 1 ordered the procession with wax tapen, 
whence Candlemas-day 

PURITANS. The name given m the reigns of queen Ebzaheth, king James, and Vmg 
Charles L to such persona as pretended to greater punlr of doctime, holmeas of living, md 
stricter disoiplme than others. They at first were members of the Estahluhed Chiu£ hut 
afterwards aepaiated, professing to follow the word of God alone^ and mainfftiniTig 
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En^h Ghnidi still retuned many human inyentioiiB and popuh aupontitiona. The name 
wae giyen about >564 See Nonon^fnmistB and Pre^^iyiervinimi^ 

PUBPLE. A mixed tinge of scarlet and blue, discoyered at l^re. It la said to hayo 
been found 1^ a do^a haying chance eaten a shell hah, called munesB orimf^ncm ^ upon 
returning to his master, Hercules Tynus, he observed his lips tinged, and proper use was 
made of the ducovery Purple was anciently used by the pnnces and groat men for their 
garments by way of distmction, and to this day the purple colour is the livery of our bishops. 
The digmly of an an^bi^op or great magistrate is fluently meant by the purple 
The purple was first given to the cardinals by pope Paul II 1465 

PUSEYISM A name attached to the views of certam cloigymon and lay members of the 
Church of England, who ondeavourod to restore the practice of the Clinrch of England to 
what ^ey believed to be required by the language of her Liturgy and Bubncs , but which 
were considered by their opponents to be contr^ to her doctnne and discipline, and of a 
Bomish tendency Tlio term was derived from the name of the professor of Hebrew at 
Oxford, "Dr ^sey, who was popularly supposed to be the originator and chief supporter of 
those views. The heads of houses of tlio university of Oxfora passed resolutions ccnsunng 
Dr Pusey’s attempts to renew practices ahich are now obsolete, March 15, 1841 , and his 
celebrated sermon was condemned by the some l^y, May 80, 1848 See Trvudaruma 

PYDHA (in Macedon), whore Pctbouh the last king of Mocedon was defeated and made 
prisoner by the Bomans commanded by JSmilius Paulus, 168 B .0 

PYBAMIDS OF Ettft, according to Dr Pococko and Sonnini, ‘*so celebrated fhim 
remote antiquity, are the most illustrious monuments of art " The three pnncipal pyramids 
are situated on a rock at the foot of some high mountains winch bound the Nile ^e first 
building of them commenced, it is snpposiMl, about 1500 b c The greatest is said to have 
been erected Cheops, 1082 b.o ^e largest, near Gizeh, is 461 feet in perpendicular 
hoi^t, with a platfonn on the top 82 feet square, and the length of the base is 746 feet. It 
occupies above twelve acres of ground, and is constructed of stupendous blocks of stone. 
There are many other smaller ppamnls to the south of these — ^Tho battle of the Pyramids, 
when Bouapo^ defeated the Mamelukes, took place July 21, 1798 

PYRENEES. After the liattle of Yittona (fought Juno 21, 1818), Napoleon sent Soult 
to supersede Tonrdan, with instructions to drive the allies across the Ebro, a duty to which 
hiB abilities were inferior, for Soult retreated into France with a loss of more than 20,000 
men, having been defeated by Wellington in a senes of engagements from July 25 to 
August 2 One at the Pyrenees, on July 28 

PYRENEES, pKAru op the A jicocc! concluded between France and Spam, between 
cardinal Mozann for the French king, and Don Ijewis de Haro on tlie }>art of Spam, m the 
island of Pheasants, on the Bidamio. By the treaty of the Pyrenees, Spam yielded 
Roussillon, Artois, and her nght to Alsace , and France ceded her conquests m Catalonia, 
Italy, ftc and engaged not to assist Portugal, Nov 7, 1659 

PYTHAGOREAN PHILOSOPHY Founded by Pythagoras, of Samos, head of the 
Italic sect, who flounshed aliont 555 bo Ho is said to have taught the doctnne of 
metempsychosis or transmigration of the soul from one body to another He forbade ^s dis- 
ciples to eat flesh, as also beans, because he Ba|ipoBed them to have been produced from the 
same putnfied matter from a Inch at the creation of the world man was formed In his 
theological system, I^iagoras supposed that the universe was created fimn a shapeless 
heap of passive matter by the hands of a powerful being, who himself was the mover and soul 
of tne world. He is said to have been inventor of the multiplication table, and a great 
improver of geomotiy, and to have taught the system of astronomy adopted at tins day 

PYTHIAN GAMES, m honour of Apollo, near the temple of Delphi , first instituted, 
according to the more received opimon, by Apollo himself, m commemoration of the victory 
which he had obtamed over the serpent l^hon, from which they received their name , 
though others mamtam that they were first established by Agamemnon, or DiomedeS, or by 
Am^ctyon, or lastly by the council of the Amphictyons 1268 b.c 
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QIJAGKERT At the first appearance that a French qnack made m Pans, a hoy walked 
before him, publudung, with a dinll voice, ** My father cares all sorts of distoinpcn , ’* to

QUADRUPLE AJJTANCE Tlie celebrated traaty of alliance lietwecn Great Britain,

Holland, Fob 8, 1719, obtained tlie name of the Quadruple Alliance, and was for the 
purpose of guarantee lug tin succi ssion of Uie reigning fomihes m Great Bntam and France, 
and settling tlic jiortition of the SjsuiihIi monarchy 

QUAiSTOR. In ancient Romo tho Qiuestor was an offii^ir who had the management of 
the ])ublic treasure , instituted 484 B.C The (lusestorship was the hrst office any person 
could liear m tlie (ommonwcalth, and gave a rigiit to sit in the senate At hrst there were 
only two , but afterwards tho numlu r was greatly increased. Two more were aildod in 
409 B G , to attend the consuls in discharging thoir duties These latter were sub colled 
Peregnnx^ while the others, whose employment was m tlie city, ret civcd the name of Urbant. 

QUAKERS, OB Society of Fuiendh Ongmally called Seekers, from their seeking the 
truth , and afterwords Friends (8 John 14) — a l^utihil apiiellation, and characteristic of tho 
relation which man, und< r the Chnstian dispensation, ought to boor towunls man Clarkson 
Justice Bminet, of Derby, gave tho society the name of Quakers m 1650, bcf^use Fox (the 
founder) admonished him, and those present with him, to tremble at the word of the Lord. 
This respectable sect, excelling in morals, pnidence, and mdustiy, was commenced m 
Endand about A.I) 1646, by Geoigo hox (then aged 22), who was soon joined by a number 
of learned, ingenious and pious me n— among others, by Geoige Keith, Win Penn, and 
Robert Barclay, of Uir * Fox earned his reverence for snjieniatural telling so far as to 
rafect all rchmous ordinances, and exidoinefl away the commanas relative to baptism, Ac.

This most ponlouH and irnfMirtant aciiion aefeated the projected invasion of Great Bntain, 
Nov 20, 1759 Quilioron was taken possession of by soine French regiments in the pay of 
Englaiu^ July 8, 1795 , but on July 21, owing to tho treacherous conduct of some of these 
soldiers, the French republicans, under JJoche, retook it by surprise, and many of the 
emigrants were executed About 900 of tho troops, and nearly 1500 ro^ist mhabitants, 
who hod jomed the regiments in tho pay of Great Bntam, effected thiir embarkation on 
board the dii|)8.

in winter at St Potii'sburg, in 1759 It was congealed m England by a chemical process,

QUIETISM!, the doitnncs and nligioiis ojnnions of Mohnos, a Spamanl (1627 96), 
whose work, tlio SjnrUiinl Ontdr^ publishml in 1675, was the foundation of a sect m 
Fratuc Ills nniKiml t< mt was, tluit tlic piinty of iiligioii consiKtod in an internal silent 
meditation ana rocolloction of tho merits of Chnst and tho mercies of God. Ills doctrine 
was also called Quietism from a kind of absolute rest and inaction m which tho sect 
8Up)K)sed the soul to be, when arrived at that state of perfection called by them umtive life 
Tlioy then imagined the soul to lie wholly cmployml m contenqilating its God. Madamo 
do la MoUie Guyon was nniinsonod m JhiMtile for her visions and propliecios, but re

QUININE or Quin i A, an alkaloid (much used in medicine), discovered m 1820 by 
Pelletier and Caventou. It is a probable constituent of all gonume cmchona barks, especially

QUINQUAGESIMA SUNDAY The observation of this Sunday was mshtuted by 
pope Grewry the Greats about 1572 Tho name of the first Sunday m Lent having been 
aistmguiuied by the appellatioii of Q^adrag(i^l^ma^ and tho three weeks preceding ^ving 
been appropriated to tfio gradual introduction of tiie Lent fast, the three Sundays of these 
weeks were call^ by names sigmficant of their position in the calendar , and rowenung ly 
decades (tenths), the Sunday preceding (Quadragesima received its present name, Quingua- 
0enma, the second Sexageama, and the third, Septuagenma. 

QUINTILIANS^ heretics m the second century, the discijdes of Montanns, who took 
their name from (Qumtilia, a lady whom he had delved by hu pretended sanetily They 
followed (Qnmtilia, whom th^ r^pirded as a prophetess , th^ made the enchanst of bread 
and dieeae, and allowed women to be priests and buhops. Paardon, 
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QUIRINUS, a Sabmo God , aftitrwardti idontiiied with Romulus. L. l^pinus Cursor, 
gpnoral m the Roman army, first directed a Huu-dial iii the tomide of Quirmus, from which 
time ^e days he^ to bo divided into hours, 293 B.fl Atptn The sun-dial was some- 
times caUea the^inuus, from the original place m which it was sot np Ashe, The Roman 
mtuens wero termed Qutrties 

QUITO A presidency of Colombia (tehteh see), celebrated as having been the scene of 
the moasuremeut of a degree of the moruhau, by the French and Spanish mathematicians m 
the reign of Louis XV Forty thousand bouIs were hurled into eternity by a dreadful 
earthquake, which almost ovcrwhelmod the city Quito, Fob 4, 1797 Since then violent 
shocks, but not so disiistrous, have occurred, till one, on March 29, 1859, when about 
5,000 persons were killed See Earthquakes 

QUOITS. Tins amusement originated with the Greeks. Tt was first played at the 
Olympie games, by tlio Idici Dnciyli, fifty years after the Deluge of Deucalion, 1458 B.0 
He who throw Uk (bscus fartlust, and with the greatest dexterity, obtained the prnse 
I’erscuH, the grandson of Acrisms, by Daiiae, having uiodvcrtently slmn his grandfather, in 
throwing a quoit, exchanged the kinmlom of Argos to which he was heu, for that of 
Tuynthus, and founded the kingdom oiMycenfe, about 1318 B.0 


RACES One of the exorcises among the ancient gomes of Greece (see Chariots) 
Horse iiu.os were known in England m V( ry early times. Fitz Sti pheu, who wrote in the 
days of Heniy 11 mentions tlio delight taken by Uio citizens of London in the diversion. 
In James’s reign, Croydon in the south, and Gortcrly in the north, were celebrated courses.

ROYAL SOCIETY, IjONDON In 1645 several learned men met in London to diaonss 
philosophical q|uo8tion8 and report experiments, the Novum Oryanon of Bacon, pn^

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SAGUNTUM (now Murviedro, in Yalimuia, E. Spam), lanowned far the dreadful ue^ it 
Bostamed, 219 b.o The heroic cituena, after znamfeatuig moredible acta of yalourfor eight 
montha, fthnim to be bnned m the rnina of their city rather than anrrender to Hanmlud. 
They burnt themaelyea, with their houaoa, and all their effecta, and the conqueror became 
maater of a pile of aahea and of dead. 

ST ALBAN'S (Hortfordahire) Anciently Yerolam, once the capital of Bntain, 
and preyiously to the inyasion of Jnhua Csasar the residence of British pnuces. At St 
Alban's, queen Boadicoa made her celebrated assault upon the Komans, and fiuled, after an 
immense laughter, it is said, of 70,000 men , and Ca^belannus was defeated l^* Ciesar at 
this place. It takes its present name from St Alban, who was bom hero, and who is said to 
have been the first martyr for Chnstiamty in Bntam Ho is hence commonly aisled the 
proto-martyr of this country, and was decapitated during the persecution raised by Diocletian,

ST ANDREW’S (K Scotland) The bishopnc onginated with the establishment of 
Chnstiamty in Scotland.* Sir R. Sibliald's list of the bishops of St Andrew's commences 
with KiUacn, a d 872 The see became archiepiscopal m 1470, and ceased soon after the 
Reyolution, 1689 St Andrew’s is now a post-rcyolution bndiopnc^ re institatcd m 1844

ST ASAPH (N Wales) The bidiopnc is of great antiquity , founded 1^ Eentigem, 
bishop of Glae^w On returning mto Scotland about A D 660, he loft a holy man, St Asaph, 
his successor, from whom the prelacy takes its name It is valued in the kin^s books at 
387t 11s 6d By an order in council, 1838, the sees of St Asa]di and Bangor were to 
have been muted on the next vacancy in either , and the bishopnc of Manchester vras to 
have been then created This order was annulled m 1846, and tiio two sees are still to 
exist separate.

ST DAVID'S DAY, March 1, u annually commemorated by the Welsh, m honour 
of St David, mentioned in the preceding article Tradition states that on St David’s birth- 
day a great victory was obtaimid by tin Welsh over their Saxon invaders That the Welsh 
Boidiers might be distinguished, St David 01x11 rod each of them to fix a leek m hu cap 
previous to the eommt ncomeiit of the hatilo In momoiy of thu circumstance, the Welsh 
still wear a leek m their hats on the Ist of March 

ST DENIS, an ancient town of Franco, near Pans, fiuiious for its abhoy and church the 
former abolished at thu revolution the latte dusernitud at the same eputdi, after having 
been the w]K)mtcd nhuxi of sepulture of the Fixmch kmgs, from its foundation, by Dagobert, 
in 618 This chnrm is a beautiful Gothic edifice, not laim but constructed in the purest 
taste. On the 12th October, 179J, Uie renablKAns demohshod most of the royal tombs, and 
emptied the leaden oofiins into the dunghiUs, molting the lead for their own nso By a decree 
of Bonaparte, dated Feb 20, 1 806, the church (whicii had boon turned meanwhile into a cattle- 
market *) was ordered to lie cleansed out and redi^rated as “ the futnro banal place of the 
emperors of France.” On the return of the Bourlions, some more rostorations were effected,

ST DIZIER (N E. France), where conflicts took place between the allied armies and 
the French, commanded by Napoleon m person Tlie French snstomed in these, as in 
sevend precodmg battles, severe defeats, and considorablo loss in killed and wounded. These 
were among the tram of victones which opened the way of the allied army to iJie Frem^ 
capital , fought Jan 27, and March 26, 1814 

ST DOMINGO, a city of Hayti, which ace The republic of St. Domingo was establuhed 
in 1801 It has been frequently assailed by the rulers of Hayti, particularly by Faustmua, 
dethroned m 1868 

ST DOMINICK, Obdfr of See Blackfrtan 

ST EUSTACE (Lower Canada) The rebels were defeated here, Dec 14, 1887, and 
compelled to surrender their arms. Their chiefs fled 

ST EUSTATIA (West Indies) This island was settled the Dutch in 1682 , it waa 
taken by the French m 1689 , liy the Eiigbsh m 1690 , and again by the BntiA forces under 
adnnral Rodney and general Vaughan, Icb 8, 1781 It was recovered by the French under 
the marquis de Boni1&, Nov 26, same year , and was agam captured by the British m 1801 
and 1810 , but restored to the Dntch at the peace m 1814 

ST GEORGK The patron saint of England. The order which is now called the coder 
nf the Garter was, until kmg Edward VI ’s time, called the order of St. Geoige. The figpre 
of St Gemge on horseback, represented as bolding a tspear, and kiUing the dragon, waafint 
worn by the kni^^ts of the Gmiier on the institution of that order m 1849 It la ena!- 
pended by a blue nbbon across the body from the shoulder This patron samt of 
was a tnbone m the reign of Diocletian, and being a man of great conrage, was a fiivoiinte 
with t^ emperor , hut complaining to the emperor of his seventies towaids the Chxistiaiui, 
and aigomg m thoir defence, he was put in pnaon, and beheaded, April 88; 890 See 
barter 
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ST OEOBOE, Bntidi dup or 98 guns, was stranded m a storm, on the western const 
of North Jutland, and admiral B^olds and the whole crew, except deren, were lost^ Deo. 
24, 1811 The Hwo and ships of the line were lost m the same dreidM storm, and 

their crew s perished two thonsand souls, England's bravest sons, were swept mto eternity by 
the wreck of these throe diips. — The 8L Qtotye steam padiet was wredcea at Donglas, Isle 
of Nov 19, 1880 — ^The 8L (korge bound from Liverpool to New York, with 

121 emigrant passengers (chiefly labouring Irish), and a crew consisting of twenty nme sea- 
men (the cimtain inclusive), was destit^ed by fire at sea, Deo. 24, 1852 The crow and 
seventy of the passengers were saved the American dup Orlamdo^ and conveyed to Havre, 
m France , but the romamder, fifty one souls, are supposed to have perished. 


ST HELENA (an island m the South Atlantic Ocean) was discovered by the Portn 
gneae^ under Juan de Nova Castilla, on the festival of St. Helena, May 21, 1502 The 
Dutch were afterwards in possession of it until 1600, when they were expdled bv the 
TCn gliwh. The Bntish East India Company settled here in 1651 , and tlm island was 
altomatoly possessed by the Enghsh ana Dutch, nntil 1678, when Charles 11 , on Dec. 12, 
assigned it to the company once more St. Helena was made the place dT Napdoon's 
captivity, Oct. 16, 1815 , and it became the scone of his death. May 5, 1821 it being

ST JAMES'S HALL, near Piccadilly, orectod for concerts, pubho meetings, Ac , was 
opened on March 25, 1868, with a conoert for the benefit of tho Middlesex hospitaL Mr 
uwen Jones was the architect The intenor is very beautiful 


ST JAMES'S PALACE (London) was built Henry YlII , on the site of an hospital 
of the same name, ▲.!) 1580 It has boon tlie oflicial town residence of the English court 
smee tho fire at '^^^tehall in 1695 


ST JAMES'S PABK (London) was a marsh till the time of Henry VIII , who, having 
built St James's palace, inclosed it, laid it out in walks, and coUocting tlie waters, gave tlie 
new inclosed mxiund and building the name of St James’s In 1668 ft was mudi improved 
ly Charles II , who employed Le NOtre to add several fields, to plant rows of lime trees, 
and to lay out the Mall, which is a vista half a mile m length, at that tune formed into a 
hollow smooth walk, ^rtod by a wooden border, with an iron hoop at tlie further end, for 
the purpose of playing a game with a Imll callcxl a mdl Ho formed a canal, 100 feet broad 
and 2800 long, with a decoy and other jHinds for water fowL Succeeding kn^ allowed the 
people the pnvilege of wmking here, and William 111 , in 1699, granted the neif^bounng 
^habitants a passage mto it from Spnnggardens The irons and safeguards for the balls 
were removed from the Moll iii 1752 ^e drains were filled up in 1775 A grand disjdsy 
of fire-works took place here at the peace in 1814, when tho pagoda bn^ erected here by 
mr W Congreve was accidentally burnt The park was improved by ^rge lY m 1827 
at mq The mdoaure was first opened to the public m Jan 1829 , the opemng hy Carlton 
steps m 1881 The marble arch tnat fronted Buckmgham palace was set up at Cumberland 
gate, Hyde park, March 29, 1851 See Parks An iron bndge over tlie ornamental water 
was canstmoted m 1857, when the punty of the water was secured, by covenzig the bottom 
with compost. 

ST JEAN DE LUZ (S Franco, near the Pyrenees) Soult had a strong position on 
the Nxvelle from St. Jean do Los to Amhoc, aliout twdve miles m length General Hill, 
with the Bntish rif^t, advanced from tlie vall^ of Baztan, and attacking the Tiench on 
the heists of Ai^o^ drove them towards Ckimbo, on the Nive, wtole we centre of the 
allies, consistiTm of En^^ish and Spanidi troops under marshal Bernard and general Alton, 
cam^ the works behmd Saire, and drove the French beyond the Nivelle, wmch the allies 
oroased at St F4, m the rear of the enemy Upon this the French hastily abandoned their 
ground and works on the left of the Nivelle, and m tiie nij^t withdrew to their mtrenched 
canw m front of Bayonne , and lord Wellington's head quarters were establi^ed at St Jeon

ST JOHN, Knights of See MaXta, 

JOHN'S GATE, (London) This nte, oponing mto St John’s-squore, is the finest 
vestm of monasho building m the metropmu. it was ong^nally the gate to the pnory of 
fit John of Jerusalem (suppressed m 1540) but is also remarkable as the place wnere the 
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corlj niimben of the OtnU/mafCa Magaaiiu were published m 1781 The house was often 
visited by Dr Johnson, Gamdc, aud other eminent dumcters. It is now partly occupied as 
a tavern. 

ST LUCIA (West Indies) First settled by the French in 1650 Taken by the Bntidi 
several tunes in the subsequent wars Moiiiorablo insurrection of the French negroes, 
Apnl 1795 In this year Guadaloupo, St Vmccnt’s, Grenada, Dominica, St Eustatia, and 
St Lucia, were taken by the British St Lucia was restor^ to France at tlie peace of 
1802 , but was again seized by Fngland the next year, and confirmed to her by the 
treaty of Pans m 1814 See Colonus 

ST MALO (N W France) This port sustameil a tremendous bombardment by the 
Enghsh under Benbow m 1698 In 175^ the Bntish landfxi in considerable force mCancalle 
bay, and went up to the harliour, where they burnt upwards of a hundred dupe, and did 
great damage to the town, making a number of pnsoners of war It is now defended a 
very strong castle, and the harbour is most diflicult of access 

ST MARK’S at Yemco The chunh was erected in 829 , the Place in 1592 

ST PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL, (Dublin), was oTocUd m 1190, by ardibishop Comyn, 
on the Bite of an old chun 1 l The cathedral was desecrated in 1546 and used as a law 
court tiU 1564 It is now m course of restoration 

ST PAUL’S CATHEDRAL (Loudim) The noblest protestant church in the world 
The best author^ that exists illustrative of the origin of tins church, is its great restorer, 
sir Chnstopher Wren His opinion, tliat iliero hod lioon a c hurch on tins 8|K>t, built by the 
Chnstians m the time of the Itomans, was umfirmed when ho searched for the foundattons 
for his own design Ho o^lodes the notion of there having been a temple of Diana. The 
first church is supposed to have bc>cn destroyed dunng the Diocletian jiorsecntion, and to 
have been rebuilt in the reign of Coristniitme Tins was demolished by the pagan Saxons, 
and restored liy Sebert in 603 It was dcHtroycsl by the great conflagration in 1086, after 
which Mauritius, then bishop of London, commenced the magnificent edifice which immedi- 
ately preceded the present cathedral Qu April 2, 1631, a commission was granted to Laud, 
then bishop of London, to restore the catliodrd, whuh was totally destroyed by the 
memorable fire of 1666 The first stone of tlie present edifiix was hud Tune 21, 1675, and the 
choir was opened for divine worslim Dec 2, 1697 The whole edifice was completed in 
1710 (with the exception of some of the decorations, not finished until 1728) under the 
illustnous architect, sir Christopher Wren Money having been subsenbod to adapt St. 
Paul’s for the purpose, evening servu^s began ou Sunday, Nov 28, 1858, when above 
4000 persons were present The liall and cross were rostorcHl liy Mr Cockerell^ m 1822 
The total cost (including 200 tons weight of iron railmg) was 1,511,202T

ST PAUL’S CROSS (Loudon), which stood before the cathedral, was a pnlpit fiiimed of 
wood, mounted upon steps of stone, and covered with lead, from w^ch the most eminent 
divmes wore appointed to preach every Sunday m the forenoon To this place, the courts 
the mayor, the aldermen, and principal citizens nsed to resort It was m use as early as 1259, 
and was appropriated not only to instruct mankind by preachinj^, but to every purpose 
political or ecclesiastical —for givmg force to oaths, for promnlpiting laws, fto. Jane Shore, 
mistress of Edward IV , was bronght before this cross m 1488, uivesfikl of aU her splendour 
It was demolished m 1643 by order of the parliament. 

ST PETERSBURG The now capital of Russia. Peter the Groat first bemin this city 
m May 27, 1708 Ho built a small hut for himself, and some wretched wooden novels. In 
1710, the count Golovkin built the first house of bnck , and the next year, the emperor, 
with hia own hand, laid the foundation of a house of the same matenaL From these mnall

houses , this last fin was occasioned by lighting Again in June, 1796, a large maganne 
of nanl stores and 100 vessels were destroyed The wmter palace was burnt to the gnnnd, 
Dec. 29, 1837 The railway to Moscow was finished m 1851 

ST FETEllSBUBO, Prage ov, between Russia and Prussia, the former restoring all her 
conquests to the latter, signed May 5, 1762 Tbeaty of St Pbteiusbujio, for the partition 
of Poland, (see article ParMum Trtaliia,) Aug 6, 1772 Treaty of St Fetbrbbubo, led to n 
coahtion against France, Sept 8, 1805 Treaty of Alliance, signed at St Petersburg, 
between Beniadotte, pnnee nyal of Sweden, and the empenr Alexander , the former agree- 
ing to lomm the campaign against France, m ntnm for which Svreden was to receive 
Norway, March 24, 1812 

ST PETER’S CHURCH, Rome Onmnally erected by Constantine, A D 806 About 
the middle of the fifteenth century, pope Nichole Y commenced a new church. The pre 
sent magnificent pile was desired by Bromante , the first stone was laid by pope Julius II 
in 1506 In 1514 Leo X emidoyed Raphael and two others to superintend the building 
Paul HI committed the work to Michael Angelo, who dc^aod the dome, in the construe 
tion of which 80,000 lbs. of iron was used. The church was consecrated Nov 18, 1626, the 
building having occupied 176 years Tlie front is 400 fc^^t broad, nsing to a hemht of 180 
feet, and the mmestic dome ascends from the centre of the church to a height of 824 feet 
the length of the intenor is 600 feet, forming one of the most spacious halls over constructed 
The lenjrth of the exterior is 669 feet , its gi-eutest breadth within is 442 feet , and the entire 
height from the ground 482 feet. St. Peter’s is the most sumptuous Roman Catholic diurch 
in the world. 

ST QUINTIN (N Franco) Philip II of Spain, assisted by the En^Edi, defeated the 
French at St. Quintin, in Franco, Aug 10, 1557 , and in memory ef his victory, the Spanish 
monarch, in fulfilment of a vow he had mode before the onmgemcnt, built the mmous 
monastery at Escnnal, which is called by the Spaniards the eighth wonder of the world See 
Sasemal 

ST SALVADOR, one of the Bahamas, and the first point of land discovered m the 
"West Indies or America by the illustnous Chnstophor Columbus. It eras previously called 
Guanahami, or Cat’s Isle, and Columbus (m acknowledgement to God for his deliverance 
fipom the dangers to which he was exiiosed in his voyage of discovery) named it St. Salvador, 
Oct. 1, 1492 The island is, however, still called by sailors. Cat Island. 

ST SEBASTIAN (N Spam ) was besieged by the Bntidi and allied army under 
Wellm^^ton After a most heavy ^mbaidment, by iiliich the whole town was laid nearly in 
ruins, it was stormed by jmucral Graham (afterwaids lord L^edoch), and taken, August 81, 
1818 The loss sustamod by the besieging army, though not considerable, was chiefly 
m the ranks of the Bntish. On May 5, 1836, the fortified works, through the centre of 
which ran the high road to Hemani, were earned bv the English auzilnuy legion under 
general Evans, aJror veiy hard fighting The Bntish naval squadron, off St Sebastian, 
under lord John Hay, lent very opportune aid to the victors m this contest. A vigorous 
assault was made on the hues of general De Lacy Evans, at St Sebastian, by the Cuhsts, 
who attempted to carry them, Oct. 1, 1836 Botli partiesfonght with bravery The Carhsts 
were repulsed, after BoSermg severely The loss of the An^o Spanish force was 376 men, 
and 87 officers, killed and wounded General De Lacy Evans was sb^tly wounded. 

ST SOPHIA. In Constantinople, a diort distance from the Sublime Porte, stands the 
ancient Christian church of St. Sophia, built 532, by Justmian , and smee the Mahometan 
oonquest, m 1458, used as an imperial mosque It abounds m curiosities. Its length is 
269 feet, and its breadth 248 feet Six of its pillars are of green jasper, from the Temple of 
Diana, at Ephesus , and of por^yry, frtmi the Temple of the Sun, at Rome Four minarets 
were added by bv Selim 11 , who reigned m 1566 The intenor cS the dome is beautifully 
ornamented with mosaic work. Altogether this mosque is magnificent. 

ST STEPHEN’S CHAPEL (London) The Commons of En^^d hdd their assemblies 
in St Stephen's chapel, which was built by king Stephen, and dedicated to his name sake, 
the proto-martyr, about 1185 The chapel was rebuilt by Edward IIL in 1847f and by him 
XRMe a ccdlegiate church, to which a dean and twelve secsnlar pnesta were appointed. Soon 
after its surrander to Edward Y1 , about 1550, it was applied to the use of Iwliament See 
ParUanurU, It was destroyed by fire, Oct 16, 1884 Tne Society of Antiquanes published 
ffiamonals of it about 1810 , and Mr Ma^ensie’s work appeared in 1844 
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ST SWITHIN lived m the ninth centniy, and, having been preceptor to king Ethelwnlf, 
was that pnnco made bishop of Wmcbester m 888 The silly tradition, that if it ram 
uiNin St Swithm's day, July 15, it will nm forty days following, is tmpposod to have a 
diadow of reason only from Hie ciroumstance oS some constellations, which have the 
character of portending nun, rising cosmically about the time of St Swithm’s fostivaL 

ST THOMAS'S HOSPITAL (Southwark), was founded by Richard, prior of Bermondsey, 
m 1218, and surrendered to Henry VlII m 1538 In 1551 the mayor and mtizens of 
London, having purchased of Edward Yl the manor of Southwark, mcludmg this hospitid, 
rejMurod and enlaiged i1^ and admitted into it 260 poor, sick, and helpless olgects , upon 
which the kin& m 1559^ mcoiporatod it, together with Bcthloliem, St Bartholomew’s, Ac. 
It was rebuilt m 1698 

ST YINCENT’S (West Indies), long a neutral island , but at the peace of 1768, the 
French agreed that tlie right to it diould bo vestcMl in tlie English The latter, soon after, 
engaged m a war against tlie Caribs, on the windward side of the idand, who were obliged to 
consent to a jieace, by which they ce<led a huge tract of land to the Bntish crown In 1779 
the Cbnbs ^natly contributed to the reduction of thiH island by tiie Froiudi, who, however, 
restored it, m 1788 In 1795 the French landed some troops, and again instigated the 
Canbs to an insunvction, winch was not buIkIuimI fur scwerol months. The great eruption 
of the Scouifner mountom after the la]ise of nearly a century, occiirrod in 1812 

ST VlNCliiNT, CAPE (S W Portugal) Admiral Rooke, with twenty men of war, 
and the Turkey fleet under his conv<iy, was attacked by admiral Tourville, with a force 
vastly snpenor to his own, off Capo St Vmcont, when twelve English and Dutch men- 
of war, and eighty men hautmen, were taken or destroyed by the French, June 16, 1693 
Near here odmir^ Rodney destroyed several Spamsh stups, Jan 16, 1780 (See Eodnejf» 
Vtdoruss ) The celebrated battle was fought heh 14, 1797, between the Spanish and British 
fleets off the Cape The latter, eomnuinded by bdmirtd sir John Jervis, who took (after a well- 
fought battle), four line of battle ships, and considerably damaged tlie rest of the Spanish 
flee^ Feb 14, 1797 Two of the captured shifis wero of 100 guns each, and the other two 
each of 74 tins Cape the carl had his title 

SALAD First introduced into England, with otlior garden nxits from Artois, about 
1520 It was not till the latter end of Die reign of Henry Vlll , viz about 1547, that any 
salads, carrots, cabbi^ or other edible roots, were product in England Butler Queen 
Catherine (Hiniy's nist consort), when fdie wontid a salad, was obliged to despatch a 
messenger thither on pui^xisc JUume 

SALAMANCA (W Spam), tidcon from the Saracens, a d 861 The university was 
founded 1240, and the lathodral built, 1513 Near here a batUo was fought between the 
Bntish and aUies commanded by lord Wellington and the French army under marshal 
Mormont, July 22, 1812 Wellman was victonous, Diongh the loss of the allies was most 
severe, amounting in killed, wounded, and missing, to nearly 6000 men , but that of the 
enemy was much mater Mormont left m the vicloFs hands 7141 pnsoners, 11 mecoa of 
cannon, 6 stands m colours, and two eagles , 8000 men are bdioved to have bo^ killed and 
wounded. Mormont was the seventh French marshal whom lord Wellington had defeated 
m the coarse of four years An immediate consequence of this victory was the capture of 
Madnd with 2500 more prisoners and on immense quantity of stores. 

SALAMIS (near Athens) The Persuins were defeated by the Grcdcs m a great seo- 
fi^t, Oct 20, 480 B .0 Themistocles, the Greek commander, wnth only 810 sail, defeated 
the fleet of Xerxes, which consisted of 2000 sail After this battle, Xerxes retired from 
Greece, leaving behind him Mordouius, with 800,000 men, to cany on the war, and suffer 
more disasters. In his retreat ho found the bndge of boats ho nad crossed over at the 
Hellespont, now the Dardanelles, destroyed by a tempest 

SALDANHA BAY, South Atlantic ocean, northward of the cam of Good Hope Here 
a Dutch squadron, under admiral Lucas, was captuiud by vice admiral sir George Keith 
Elphinstone, without resistance , two shijis of the line and seven smaller vessds surrendered , 
and sir Geoige was created lord Keith, in consequence of this great and bloodless adueve- 
xuent which was executed with wonderful judgment, Aug 17, 1796 

SALENCKEMEN, on the Danube, where a victory was gained by 'the imperialists 
under prmce Louis of Baden, over the Turks, commanded by the grand vuaer Musta]^ 
Kiupngli, Aug 19, 1691 

8ALIQUE, or Salio Law By this law females are exduded firom inheriting the crown 
of France. It was instituted by Fharamond, A.D. 424 Ratded in a council of state by 



CloYU I y the real fbunder of the French monarchy, in 611 BtmauliB Fnmce, In order to 
giTe more authority to the maxim that **the crown ahonld never descend to a female,’* it 
was usual to derive it from a dauso of the Salian code of the ancient Franks , but this 
clause, if stnctly examined, carries only the appearance of favouring the principle, and doea 
not in reality bear the sense imposed upon it Yet, though positive law seems wanting 
among the mnch for the ozclusiun of females, the practice has taken place, and the rule 
was established beyond all controversy on some ancient, as wdl as some modern, precedents. 
Hie monarchy has always been governed by males, and no femide , and no one who founded 
hiB title on a female has over mounted the throne Hwm The Solique law prevailed for 
many geneiatioiis m Spain, but was formally abolished, March 1880 , and on the death of 


Fermnand Yll his daughter, the present queen, succeeded to the sc^tro, as Isabdla 11 , 
when m her third year, Be^ 29, 1888 See Spam, By the Saliqne law Hanover was 
separated from Kngland m 1887, when queen Victoria ascended the throne 

SAUSBURY p^ilta) Founded in the hogmning of tlie thirteenth century, on the 
removal of the cathedral hither from Old Sarum l^tional councils orparhaments were 
repeatedly held at Salisbury, particularly in 1296, by Edward I , in 1828, uy Edward III , 
and m 1884 Henry Sttmoid, duke of Bnckinsham, was executed here by order of 
Bichoid 111 , in 1488 On Sausbuhy Plain, is Stonehenge, aee ) This plam was 

estiinatod at 600,000 acres. On it were so many cross ru^s, and so few houses to take 
directions from, that Thomas, earl of Pembroke, planted a tree ut each milestone from 
Salisbury to Shaftesbury, for &e traveller’s guide, llie first scat of the BisHomic was at 
Sherborne, St Aldhelm being pndute, A D 706 Herman n moved the seat to Old Sarum, 
about 1072 , and the see was reuinvt^l to this city, under the authoiity of a papal bull, m 
1217 The biidiopnc is valued in the km^ifs books at 1867/ 11s 8</ It has yielded to the 
church of Rome one saint and two cardinals The building of the cathedral commenced 
April 28, 1220, and was completed in 1268 This e^fice is reckoned one of our finest 
ecxdoaiastical erections, and its spire the loftiest m the kingdom

Biylo m the seven 
te^th oentuiy demonstrated that salt iietro was composed of aqua foitis (nitnc acid), and 
potash , but the discovenes of Lavoisier (1777), and Davy (1807), show^ its real com- 
pontion. It la found m all porta of the world, ]nrtirnlarly in caves and other places where 
animal decomposition has taken place. Ita manufectnre m En^^nd began about 1626 
During the Frach Revolntioiiaiy War, the manufacture was greatly increased by the 
reoearchea of Berthollet 

SALUTE AT BEA It iB a received maxim at sea, that he who retnniB the salute always

SEMPACH (Switzerland) Here was fought a liattle between the Swiss and Ijoopold, duke 
of Austno, July 9, 1386 llio Swiss, ofrer prodigies of valour, gamed a great victoiy , the 
duke was slam lly this victory tliey estalilishtHl tlic lilMsrty of &oir country , audit is still 
annually commemomted witli great solemnity at Sempoch. 

SEMPER EADEM^ (Always the some,) one of Uic mottoes of queen Elizabeth, was 
adopted by queen Anne as tlie motto for the royal arms of En|^nd, Doc 13, 1702 It 
was suspected many of the politicians of the day that this motto was meant to denote 
her Jacomtism It ceased to lie used after her reign 

SENESCHAL. A high officer of the royal household, and one of the most ancient titles 
attached to those who commanded tlie armies of the kings of France, partieularly of the 
second and third race In the rcim of l^iihp 1 1059, the office of soneschid was esteemed 
the highest place of trust und( r me Freiidi crown, and seems to have been much the same 
with our lord high steward. 

SEPOYS (a corruption of SipMA, Hindostance for a soldier), the term applied to the 
native troc^ m India. Under able generals tlicy greatly aided in estnblishmg JBntidi rule 
m India. For then mutmies, see Mculrm, 1807, and hidux^ 1857 

SEPTEMBER. The nmth month of tlie year, rodeoued from January, and the seventh 
from March, whmice its name, from srptimua^ seventh. It became the ninth month when 
Janmury and Febniary, were added to tlie year by Numn, 713 n c Tlie Roman senate would 
have given this month tlie name of Tilienus, but the emperor 0 ]yp 08 ca it , the cmxicror 
Dcnnitian gave it his own name, Germamems , the senate nmler Antoninus l^us gave it t^t 
of Antoninus , Commodus gave it his surname, Uercnlous , and the emperor Tacitus his 
own name, Tamtua. 

SEPTEMBRIZERS. In the French revolution a dreadful massacre took place m Pans 
The different pnsons were broken open, and all the state prisoners butchered, among them an 
ex bidiop, and nearly 100 non junng pnests. Some accounts state the number of persons 
slain on this occasion at 1200, others at 4000 The agents m this dreadful dau^^ter of 
innocent victims wore branded with the name of Septembnzors, Sept. 2 5, 1792 

SEPTENNIAL PARLIAMENTS. Edward I hdd but one parliament eveiy two years. 
In the 4th Edward III it was enacted, ** that a parliament should be holdon every your 
once.’* Hus continued to be the statate-law till 16 Charles II when an act was passed 
for holding parliaments once m throe years at least , but parliaments for a longer penod than 
a year were ndd after Heniy Ylll ascended the throne The Tnonniol act was confirmed 
soon after the revolution of 1688 ly 6 WilL and Maiy, c 2 Tneimial parliaments thence 
contmued till the second year of Gooige T *8 reign. May 1716, when in consequence of the 
aBfigation that “ a popidi raction were desmimg to renew the rebelhon wi thin ibis kingdom, 
and the report of an invasion from abroao, it was enacted that the ^enpirliunent dionld 
contmue for seven years.”

SHAKSPEARE’S NATIVE PLACE, Stratford upon Avon, Warwick Shakspearo was 
bom at Stratford, April 23, 1564, and died there on his natal day, 1616 A project was 
originated m 1820 for the erection of an edifice to his memory in the nature of a museum, 
cenotaph, or temple, but it foiled , another attempt to honour ffliakspeare was made with 
better success m 1835, and a Shak8poaT& festival waa held at Stratford, April 23, 1886 In

booM in which Shakspearo waa bom, then actually set up for sale , Ihqr beld a meeting at

SIAM, a kmgdom in India, bordenng on tbe Burmese empire. Siam was re-ducovered 
by the Portuguc^se m 1511, and a trade established, m which the Dutch joined about 1604 
A BntuQi dup arrived about 1613 In 1688, a Cephaloman Greek, Constantine Fhaulcon 
became foreign minister ot Siam, and opened a commumcation with France , Louis Xiv’ 
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sent on embassy m 1685 with a view of conyertiDg the king^ withont effect. After serersl 
ineffectual attempts, sir John Bowniig succocdcd in obtaining a ti-eaty of friendship and 
commerce between England and Siam, which was simicd April 80, 1855, and ratified April 5, 
1856 , and one with f'rraco m August following Two ambassadors from Siam amved m 
Oct 1857, and hod an audience with the queen to deliver magnificent presents on Nov 16 

SIAMESE TWINS. The two persons known nndor this name, are twms, bom abont 
1811, enjoying all the faculties and jKiwers usually possessed hy separate and distmct indi 
vidn^s, although umted togetlier by a short cartilaginous band at tno pit of the stomach. 
They are named Chang and Eng; and were first discovered on the banks of the Siam nver 
by an American, Mi Kolx rt Hunter, by whom they were taken to New York, where they 
were exhibited, and were afterwards consi^ed to tlie care of captain Cofim, by whom they 
were brought to England, and pubhely wown No connection exists between them but

SIBYLS. The Sibyllai were women biliivfd to bo inspireil by heaven, who flourished 
in different parts of the woild Then numbtr is unknown Tlatu speaks of one, others of 
two, Pliny of tlireo, A^lian of four, and Yarro of ten , on opinion which is universally 
adopted by the learnt An Eiythnvin sibyl is said to have offert d to Tarquin II nine books 
containing the Roman dosiinios, demanding for thi m JOO pu ces of gold He denied her , 
whorenixm the sibyl thiw three of them into the fii'c, and asked the same pnee for the 
other SIX, whu h lieing still denied, she burned three more, and again di monded the same sum 
for those that remained , when Tuniuin conferring with the pontiffs, was advised to buy 
them. Two magistrates were created to consult them on all occasions, 531 n c 

SICILIAN VKSPEllS, the term given to Cio massaci'e of the Prcnch m Sicily, 
commenced at Piduniio, March 30, 1282 The Kreiich hod liocome hateful to the Sicihans, 
and a conspiracy against diaries of Aiipra wras ali‘eady iipc, when the following occurrence 
led to Its development and tu (mnplishment On Easter Monday, the diiof coiispiratoi’s had 
asscmbloil at I’aleiuio , and whih the J^remhwei'e engaged in festivities, a Sicilian bnde 
happened to jniss by wnlh her tnuii Slit was oIhu rved by one Diticbet, a Frenchman, who, 
advancing towards her, lagan to um her ruddy, iindei pi’oteuco of scardmig for aims A 
young Sicilian, (xa8]>erated at tins affront, stabbed him with his own sword , and a tumult 
ensuing, 200 French were nistaiiily 01111 x 11 rtMl The enraged populac-e now ran through 
the city, ciyiiig out “Ijct iht hrendi du and, without distiiutiou of rank, ago, or sex, 
they slaiightcnMl all of tliat nation they could hud, to the number of 8000 Even the 
churches pnivod no sonctuaiy , and the niassocn became general tliroughout the island. 

SICILY (Trma4Tta, three exirncred) TIio ancient inhabitants of this island were the 
Siconi, a iioople of Spain, and Etiusi.anR, who ciiine hithei ln>in Italy about 1294 B c A 
second colony, under Siculus, arrived 80 years before the d( stmction of Troy, 1284 D 0 The 
Phcemcians and Greeks settled some colonies here, (735 582), and at last the Carthamuions 
were masters of nearly the whole island (404 lec ) , they wire dispossessed of it by the 
Romans m the Punic wars. Some authors suppose that Sicily was ongiiuJly joined to the 
continent, that it was separated from Italy by an earthquake, and that the straits of the 
ChaTybdis were thus formed Its government has been frequently united with and separated 
from that of Naples {which see ) , the two now form the kingilom of the Two Sicilies.

SOBRAON (N W India) The Bntisliarmy, 35,000 strong under sir Hugh (afterwards 
viscount) Gough, attacked the Sikh force on the Sutlej, Feb 10, 1846 The enemy was dis 
lod^ after a drcailful contest, and all their battenos taken , and in attempting the passage 
of tne nver by a floating bnd|^ in their mar, tho wi ight of the masses tliat cTowded npoi^t 
caused it to break down, and more than 13,000 Sikhs wore killed, wounded, or drowned. 
The Bntish loss was 2338 men. 

SOCIALISTS The doctrines of somalism were advocated m London, Jon. 24, 1884, l^ 
the celebrated Robert Owen. He laboured mde&timbly to jiropoimte his doctnnos , and the 
freedom of religious thought and latitude in monus asenbod to the sociahsta liavo served to 
increase their numbers He died Nov 17, 1858, aged 90 The Frendi sociahsta, termed 
CmmwMsIs^ became a powerful political body m that country, and were mudi impli^^ted in

SODIUM, a remarkable motid, first obtained m 1807 by sir Humphry Davy, from sods 
(which was formerly confounded with potash, bnt proyea to he a distmct substance hi 
Dnhamol m 1736) This metal, like potassium, is outaiuod by the agency of the dectni 
battery 

SODOM AND GoiioniiAU (Pklestiiio) Tliese cities, with all thoir inhabitants, were 
destroyed by fire from heaven, 1898 RC , Gm xix 

SODOR. Sodor is a villii^ of IcolmkilL Dr Johnson calls it "the luminary of tlu 
Caledonian regions, whence,” no adds, "savage dans and roving barhanans derived the 
benefits of knowlec^ and the blessing of rd:^on ” The bishops seat was at Kushin, ni 
Castletown, in the fue of Man, and m Latm is entitled Sodorenns Bnt when that island 
became de^dent nmm the kingdom of England, the western islands withdrew themselves 
from the onedience of their bishop, and had a bidiop of their own, whom they entitled also 
Sodorensis, but commonly bishop of the Isles See Isles Germanus was settled htre 
by St Pktnck m 447 The bishop of Sodor and Man is not a lord of parliament See Man 

SOLAR SYSTEM The system nearly as now accepted, after the investigations and 
diBcovenes of many enlightened centunes and ages, was tauj^t by Pythagoras of Samos, 
about 629 B.a In his system of the universe he placed the sun m the centre, and all the 
planets monnff in dhpti^ orbita round it — a doctnne saperaeded hy the Ptolemaic qnrtem 
{inhuk see) The ejt&m of IMhagoraa waa revived by Coponuena, and it la hence callM the 
vSopeniioan iTstem Its tratn was folly demonatrated by nr Isaac Newton, in 1695 
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SOLDIEBS’ DATJOHrEBS* HOME was establuhed at Hampstead near Londcm m Ang 
1857, by the snrplns of the money collected by the Central Association m aid of the wives 
and fimulies of soldiers m active service during the Gnmean war 

SOLEBAY, or Southwold Bay (Suffolk), where a fierce naval battle was fought between 
the fleets of En^^d and Franco on one side, and the Dutch on the other, the furmor com- 
manded by the duke of York, afterwards James 11 The En^sh lost four ships, and the 
Dutch three , but the enemy fled, and were pursued by the British to their own coasts In 
this obstinate and bloody engagement the earl of Sandwich was blown np^ and some thou 
sand men were killed and wounded. 

SOLFEBIHO (m Lombardy), celebrated as the site of the chief struggle on the great battle 
of June 24, 1859, between the alhed French and Sardiman army commanded by their re- 
spective sovereigns, and the Austrians under ^eral Hess , the emperor being present. The 
Austnons after their defeat at Magenta, gramially retreat^ across the Mincio, and took up 
a position m the edebrated quadnlatoid, and was existed tlioro to await the attack 
But the advance of Ganbaldi on one side, and of pnnee Napoleon and the Tuscans on the 
other mduced them to rccross the Mmcio and take the offensive, whidi they did on June 23 
Hie conflict began early the next morning, and lasted fifteen htmrs. At first the Austrians 
had the advantage , but the snccessfnl atta( k of the Frciic h on Cavriana and Solfc nno changed 
the fortune of the day, and the Austrians were after desperate encounters compelled to retreat 
The French attnbute the victory to the skill and bravi ry of their emperor and the generals 
MMalion and Niel , the Austnaiis, to the destruction of their reserve by the nfled cannon of 
their advorsanes The Sardimans momtainod a fearful contest of fifteen hours at San 
Maitino, it IS said against double tlieir number Loss of the Au'^tnaiis 630 ofiicors and 
19,311 soldiers , of the allies, 8 generals, OSboflicers and 17, 305 soldiers killed and wounded 
This battle clos^ tlic war , preluniiianes of peace bouig signed at Villa Franco, July 12

SOLOMON'S TEMPLE was fonnded at Jomsalem 480 years after the dehveronce from 
b^pt, 1012 and solemnly dcilicated to the liord Jehovali, on Fnday, Oc*t. 30, 1004 RC 
being 1000 years before the birth of the liedeemor Usher, LerglcL Solomon was the 
author of many books, of winch we have still preserved m the Bihle, his Proverbs, the Bock of 
Eedesyuies, the Cwnkcks or Btmg of Bangs, and tiie 71st and 126th Psalms 

SOLWAY MOSS, bordering on Scotland. It swelled, owing to heavy rains , and 
upwards of 400 acres rose to such a height above the level of the gnmnd, that at lust it rolled 
forward like a toiront, and coutinned its coarse above a mile, sweeping along with it houses, 
trees, and all in its way, Nov 13, 1771 It covered 600 acres at Nctlierhy, and destre^ed 
about 80 small villages Near here tlio Scots were defeated by the duke of Norfolk, Nov 
25, 1542 

SOMBBEBO (West Indies) On thu desert isle, Bobert TeiTery, a British man of wax's 
man, was put ashore by his commander, the hon captain W Lake, for the offence of having 
t^ped a band of beer when the ship was on diort allowance. He was miracnlonsly saved, 
aftn snstoming life for eight days cm a few limpets and ram water, by an American vessel 
touching at the rock, Dec 18, 1807 Jeffexy returned to England , ana sir Francis Bnrdett 
advocated his cause m parli^ent. The sufferer received 600Z as a compensation from 
oaptom Lake, who was tned by a conrt-mortial, and dimnissed the sorvico, F^ 10 1810 

SOMEBSET THE Black See SUwery in England 

SOMEBSET HOUSE (Ixmdon) Formerly a palace, fonnded on the site of several ohurehes 
and other bmldmgs levelled for the purpose m 1549, by the protector Samerset, whose 
residenco fdl to the crown after his execution In this palace queen Elisabeth xesided at 
certain times , Anne of Denmark kept her court , and CaOienne queen of Charles 11 dwelt 
duxing a portion of the life of her volatile spouse, and continued after his death, until dio 
^atued to her native country Old Someraet-house, which was a mixture of Grecian and 
* Afterwords attorney general 
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Gothic, was demoliBhed in 1776, and the present maynflcent edifice, from a design hr sir 
William ChambcorL erected for tiie accommodation of the pnbbc offices The Royal Academy 
of Arts first assemued in the aparfrnents given to the memWshy theking^ Jan. 17i 1771, and 
the B^al Society met here in 1780 Laige suites of government huildiugs were erect^ in 1774 
The Navy-office, Rpe office, Victuallmg and other offices, were removed hero m 1788, and

SOMNATH OATES, the gates of an ancient Hindoo temple at Guzerat which was destroyed 
by Mahmoud of Ghumoo m 1026 Tlie pnests wished to preserve the idol but Mahmoud 
broke it to pieces and found it filled with diamonds, Ac He earned the mtes to Ghnznee 
ll^en ^at city was taken by gen Nott m 1848, lord Ellenborough ordered the gates to bo 
restored idter an exile of 800 years. They are made of sandal wood, and are figured m the 
Archeoh^ vol xxz. 

SUNNITES. The orthodox Mahometans who possess the TurkuOi eminre See 
Maiwfnetan%sm. 

SONTHAIB A tribe of Northern India brought to Bengal about 1880, where th^ 
prospered , till, partly from the instigations of a fanatic, and partly from the exactions of 
money lenders, tney broke out into rebellion in July 1856, and committed fearful outrages. 
They were quite subdued early m 1866, and many were removed to the newly-conquered 
provmce of regu. 

SORBONNE. A society of ecclesiastics at Pans, founded by Robert de Sorbon m 1262 
The momliers lived in common, and devoted themselves to study and gratuitous toachmg 
They attained a European nqmtation as a faculty of theology, their judgment bemg 
froQUontly appealed to mm the fourteenth to the seveiitet nth (4 ntunes The influence of the 
Sorronne was dedinmg when the sotiety was broken up m 1789 

SORCERERS and MAGlCIA^s A law was enacted against their seductions, 88 Hen. 
YIll 1541 , and another statute equally severt was pasaeil 6 Eliz 1568 The pretension to 
sorcery was made capital, 1 James 1 1603 See WtiBherafL 

SOUDAN OR SouJAH The title of the lieutenants generals of the caliphs, whidb they 
bore in their provinces and annica. These officers afterwards made themselves sovereigns 
Salodin, geuenu of the fortes of Nouroddm, king of Damascus, was the first that took upon 
liim this title in Egyjit, A D 1166, after having killed the tahph Caym 

BOULAGES GOIiLEOTlON About 1827, M Soulages of Thoulouse, collected 790 
specimens of Italian art and workmanship, These wore Imught for 11,000Z by 78 
Imglish gentlemen, with tlic view of first ixhihiting thim to the public, and afterwards 
selling them to the government. They fonued part of the **Art Ti’easures’* exhibited at 
Manchester m 1867 

SOUND Fewer than thirty vibrations m a second give no sound , and when the vibrations 
exceed 7620 in a scLOiid, the tones tease to lie disenminated Boliesval states the velocity of 
sound at the rate of 660 fiet in a iMxxind , Gassendi at 1473 , Derham, at 1142 feet At 
Pans, where cannon were fired under maii^ vaneties of wiathor, m 1738, it was found to he 
1107 The fire of the British on landing m Egypt was distmctly hoard 130 miles on the sea. 
See Aoaushtei 

SOUND DUTIES. Till the year 1857 no merchant ship was allowed to pass the 
Sound (a nairow channel soparatmg Zedand from Sweden) without cleanng at Elsiuour and 
paymg toll These duties had their origin m an agreement between the king of Denmark 
and the Hanse towns (A.D 1848), by which the former undertook to main tain lighthonses, 
Ac., alon^ the Cattegat and the latter to pay duty for the same. The first treaty with 
En^aad in relation to this was in 1460 , other countnes followed In 1866 the Umted 
States determmed to pay the dues no more and m tiie same year the Danidi government 
proposed that these dues diould be capitahsed , which was eventually agreed to, the sum 
agreed on being 80,476,826 nx dollars. In Aug 1867, the Bntuih government paid 
10,126,866 nx dollars (l,126,206n to the Danes as their proportion. — ^The passage of the 
Sound was efleotod, in defiance or strong fortresses, by sir Hyde Plarker uni lord Nelson, 
Apnl 2, 1801 Sm BaUic EaepedUMn, 

SOUNDINGS AT Sea. Gaptam Ross, of H M S. in 1840, took extraordinary 

sonndmffl at sea. One of them was taken 900 miles west of St Hidena, where it extended to 
the depth of 6000 fathoms. Another sounding was made m the latitude of 88 degrees S. and 
longitude 9 degrees W about 800 miles from the Cape of Good Hqpe^ when 2266 fk^oms 
were sounded , the weight em^doyed amounted to 460 lb. 
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SOUTH AUSTRALIA, was discororod bycapt Sturt m 1880, and explored ahortly after 

capt Barker and Mr Kent, the former of whom wae killed by the natives, lie 
bonnoanes of the provmce were ^ed 1^ 4 ft 5 WilL IV o 96 (1834) , and it aas occupied 
Dec. 26, 1886 by capt. Hmdmarsh, the first governor It was colonist according to Mr 
E. Gibbon Wakefield s scheme, which was earned out by the South Australian CoLoiusation 
Association The colony for soveml years underwent severe tnals through the great influx 
of emignints, landjobbm^ buildmg speculations, &c which product almost universal 
bankruptcy in 1889 In nve years after, the energy of the colonists had overcome their 
difficulties, and the prospenty of the colony appeared fiiUy estabhshed. In 1842 the highly 
productive Burra Burra copper mines were discovered, and large fortunes wore suddenly 
realised , but m 1861 the discoveiy of gold in New South Woles and Victona almost 
paralysed this province by drawing off a laige part of the labouring population. Very little 
gold was found in Soutii Austrmia , but a reaction took place in favour of the copper 
mines and agriculture, ftc. Before the discovery of gold bttle trade existed between 
Adelaide (the capital of South Australia) and Mellioume , but in 1862 gold was transmitted 
from the latter to the former to the amount of 2,215,1672 pnncipally for bread stuffs, farm 
produce, ftc. The bishopric of Adelaide was founded m 1847 Population m 1866, 85,821 , 
m 1857, 185,698 

SOUTHERN CONTINENT Of this little more is known than that it is ice liound, 
and contains active volcanoes It was discovered in tlie hrst instance by ci^ John Biscoe, 
on the 27th Feb 1881, m lat 65” 57' S , long 47” 20' £. extending east and west 200 miles, 
— ^thiB he named Enderby Land, after the gentlemen who had cqmpped him for the voyam 
Capt Biscoe idso discovered Graliam’s Tiand on the 16th Fib 18J2, sitiiatofl in lat 67^1^9 
long 71" 48' W Tile Messrs Enderby e<(uip|)od throe otliei expeditions in search of the 
Southern continent, the last (m (onmetion with some other gentlemen) m 18J8, when capt 
Balleny had command, a ho, m Fob 1839 disco\cred the Balleiiy Islands, mlat 67” ek, 
long 166° E., and in March 1889, Sulvina I^ind, in lat. 66° 10' S , long 118” 80^ £ In 
1840, a French expedition under the ccmimaiMi of admiral D'Urville, and an Amencan 
expedition under tlie command of commodore Wilks, greatly added to our knowledge m 
respect to Uie existence of a Southem continent, and tms was again added to by the 
expedition which sailed from England m 1839, under the ixmimand of capt sir James 
Clark Hobs, who discovered much mud in the years 1841, and 1842, and penetrated as far 
south os 78” 11' 

SOUTH KENSINGTON MUSEUM, near Brompton old church, (containing the pictures 
presented by Mr Yemon and Mr Sheepshanks, and those bequeathed by Turner, the 
great painter, os well as specimens of w ulpturo and art, educational collections, products 
of the animal kingdom, ftc ,) was opened on June 24, 1867 

SOUTH SEA BUBBLE This destructive speculation commenced with the establishment 
of the South sea company m 1710, which was at hrst unwisely and afterwards dishonestly 
managed The bubble, which ruined thousands of families, exploded in 1720, and the 
directors’ estates, to the value of 2,014,0002 were seized in 1721 Mr Knight, tlie cashier, 
absconded with 100,0002 , but he compounded tlie fraud for 10,0002 and ratumod to 
England in 1748 Almost all the wealt^ persons m the kin^om had become stoclgobbers 
and speculators in this fatal scheme 'nio artifices of the directors had raised the shares, 
onginmly of 1002 , to the enormous pnee of 10002 A parliamentary itifimry took nlace in 
Nov 1720, and Audabie, chancellor of the exchequer, and several mcmliors of ijarlmment 
were expelled the house in 1721 The estates of the directors were sold to reheve the 
suffenngB of tiieir dupes. See Zaw's Bubble 

SOUTHCOTT, JOANNA. A fanatic of this name, bom m 1750, formerly of Exeter, 
came to London, where her followers at one ponod amounted to many thousands, and among 
whom were colonds and generals m the army, althou^ the low and ignorant were her 
Fnncipal dupes. In 1792 she announced herself as me woman spoken of m the book of 
Revelation, chap xu , and a disorder of rather rare occurrence mve her the outward 
appearance of pregnancy after she had passed her mnnd climactenc, fuvounng the delusion 
that she would m the mother of the promised Shiloh She died Dec 27, 1814 In 1861 
there existed m England four congregations, professing to expect her return 

SOUTHWARK This part of London was governed by its own bailiffs till 1827 The 
city, however, found great mconvenience fiom the number of malefactors who escaped thither, 
in order to be out of the reach and copusance of the city magistrates , and a grant was made 
of Southwark to the city of London Ij the crown, for a small annuity In Edward YI 's 
>nim it was formed mto a city ward, and was named Bndm Ward Without, 1660 — South- 
nraik-bndge was bcfgnn Sept. 28, 1814 , and was comjdeted Mardi 26, 1819, at an expense 
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of 800,0001. It connits of three great caet-iron azohei, restmg on nuuuiye ftone pien end 
abatmente , the din tatjiM between the abatmente u 708 feet , the centre arch le 240 feet 
span, the two others 210 feet each , and the total wei£^t of iron 5808 tons. 

SOUTHWOLD See Solebaif 

SOYEREION The name of an ancient and modem gold com of these realms. In 
Henry I ’s rm^ a com of this denomination was issued, of theyalue of 22a. and one twenty 
fourth part ofwe weight of a pound of gold In 84 Hen. YIII 1542, sovereignB were oomed 
of the value of 20a ^di afterwards m 1550 and 1552 (4 A 6 Edw Yl ) passed for 24a nd 
80a. By 56 Geo HI aovereigus of the new oomam were directed to paiu for 20a and were 
iaaued from the Mmt July 1, 1817 See C<nn and Oold

SPHERES. The celestial and terrestrial globes, and also snn dials, are said to have been 
mvented by Anaximander, 552 B c , and tlie armillary s}iliere by Eratosthenes about 255 
B.0 The planetarium was constructed bv Arrhimodos before 212 R.0 Pythagoras 
maintained that the motions of the twelve spheres must produce dehghtful sounds, inaudible 
to mortals, which he called the music of the spheres. 

SPINNING The art was ascribed by the ancients to Minerva, the goddess of wisdom, 
such was their veneration for it Areas, king of Arcadia, taught his subjects the art of 
spinning about 1500 B.C Lucrctia with her maids was found spinning; when her husband 
Cbllatmus paid a visit to her from the camp. The wife of Tarquiu was an excellent spmner , 
and a garment made by her, worn by Servius Tullius, was preserved in the temple of FWtune 
Augustus Cffisar usually wore no garments but such as were made by his wife, sister, or 
daughter The spinning wheel was invented at Brunswick, about a I) 1580 Till 1767, 
the spinning of cotton was nerformed by the hand spinnmg wheel, when Hargrave, an 
mgeiiious mechanic, near Blac&burn, made a spinning jenny, with eight spmdles. Hargrave 
also erected tlie first cardmg inaclime, with cylmders. ArkwnghPs m^ime for spmiung 
by water was an extension of the principle of Haigrcave’s , but he also applied a large and 
small roller to expand tlie thread, and, for this ingenious contnvani^ took out a patent m 
1769 At first he worked his machineiy by horses , but in 1771 he built a mill on the stream 
of the Derwent, at Crouiford In 1779, Crompton mvented tlie Mule (whuh see), which is a 
wonderful improvement m this art Phillips 

SPIliES (m Bavaria) The empi rors hold many diets at Spires since 1809, and it was the 
seat of the Impenal chamber till 1688, ulien the city was burnt by the French, and not re

SPIRITS. See DtstsUation In all nations spintuous liquors have been ronsidorod as a 
proper subject of heavy taxation for tlie support of the state In 1840 En^nd made about 
ten millions of c^ons of spirits, Scotland aoout seven millions of gallons, and Ireland about 
nme milhons or ^ons In the year 1851 the number of j^lons on which duty was paid for 
home consumption was 28,976,596 The total amount paid was 6,017,2181 of which 
8,758,1862 were paid by England, 1,252,2972 by Scotland, and 1,006,7852 by Ireland the 
total duty on home consumption paid m 1858 was 6,760,4222 , m 1858, 9,195,1542 was paid 
as duty on 27|870,984 gallons.

SPITZBERGEN, an archipelago m the Arctic ocean Discovered in 1558, by sir Hu^

He 
was jomed the emperor with a good corps of horse, and some foot The emperor was so 
mean as to act as a mercenary to the king of England, who allowed him a hundred ducats a 
day for his table !

STEAM HAMMER Thu highly nsefiil marhino was invontod by Mr James Nasmyth 
m 1888, and patented by him m 1842 The mam feature in the construction of tlie steam 
hammer is, the absolutely direct manner b} which the clustii |)Owcr of steam is employed to 
lift up and let fall the mass of iron which constitutes the hammer, which mass or block of 
iron u attached direct to the end of a piston rod jmssing through the bottom (tf an mverted 
steam cylmder placed immediately o\er the anvil Tlio vast range and perfect control over 
the power of the blows enable the laiw at or smallest forge work to be executed by the 
same steam hammer t In 1842, Mr l^myth applied his steam hammer to dnving piles, 
which invention has importantly assisted in the execution of every great public work m 
which jnle ^ving has been ro(]uirod.

TAFFETT One of the earliest species of silken manufacture, more pnsed formerly 
than now, woven very smooth and glos^ It was worn by our elder queens, and was first 
made m England by John Tyco, of Shoreditch, London, 41 Eliz 1598 Chrm. 

Taffety has been superseded numerous descriptions of manufiicture more esteemed by 
the female world.

TAGLIACOZZO, in tho Abmzzi mountams, S. Italy, where, on Aug 28, 1268, Charles 
of Aiyou, the usurping kiim of Naples, defeated and made prisoner the netful monarch, 
young Conradiii, Gie last of the Hoheustaufens, and jgrondson of tho emperor Frederic 11 
Conradm had been mvited mto Italy by tho Ghibehno or Imperial party , tho Guelis or 
papal iNuty supporting Charles. Tho latter basely caused his prisoner to lie bdieaded, Oct. 
29 followmg 

TAHITI The Frendi, or abbreviated name^ for Otaheito See OtahsUe 

TALAYERA de la Betna, Central Spain, where a battle was fought Julv 27 and 28, 
1809, between the united Bntuh and Spwuii armies under sir Arthur W^eslty (19,000 
Bntish and 80,000 Spaniards), and tho Fmth army amounting to 47,000, command by 
marshals Victor and Sebastioni After a battle on the 27th, Mth armies remamed on the 
field during the ni^t, and the French at break of day renew^ the attad^ but were amnn 
repulsed Ity the Bntidi with great slau^ter At noon Victor charged me whde Bmudi 
Ime, but was repulsed at all points, and sir Arthur Welledoy secured the victory, the enemv 
retTMting with the loss of 10,000 men and 20 peces of cannon.

TALLY OFFICE. The Tally Court in the Exchequer took its name from the Iteth 
word tanUBTi to cut A tally is a pece of wood wntten upon both sides, containing an 
acquittance for money received , which being doven asunder oy on officer of the Exchequer, 
one part, called the stock, was dehvered to the person who paid, or lent money to the 
government , aad the other part, cdle& tho counter-stock, or counter-foil, remained m the 
o ffice, t o be kept tDl called for, and joined with the stock. This manner of striking tallies 
is very ancient.

TANGIEBS (N -W Afhca) Besieged by pnnce Ferdinand of Porh^jal, who was beaten 
and taken prisoner, 1437 It was conquered Alfonso V of Portn^ in 1471, and given 
as a dower to princess Catherme, on her mamago with Charles II of England, 1662 , but 
he did not think it worth keeping; and, m 168^ caused the works to be blown up, and the 
place was abandoned.

TANISTRY In Ireland, upon the death of any one, his land was divided among all the

TANNING The process of tanning leather with the liark of trees was early practised by 
various nations The use of tan was introduced into Gieso i ountnc s from Holland by William 
III for raising orange trees It was discontinued until about 1719, when ananas wore first 
brought mto England Since then, tan has been m general use m gardemng Great 
improvements were made in tanning in 1795 et acq 

TANTALUM, a rare metal, discovcn d in an Amencan mineral by Hatchett in 1801, and 
named by him Columbium , and in a Swedish mineral by Ekiliorg, who gave it its present 
name. Wollaston pointed out the identity of the two metals m 1809 , and Berzdins 
prepared pure metallic tantidum m 1824 In 1846 Bose discovered that tantalum was really 
a mixture of three metals, which he named tantalum, niobium, and polopmin. Gmchn, 

TAPESTRY An art of weaving, borrowed from the Saracens, and hence its original 
workers in France were called Saraattnois Tlie invention of tapestry hangings belongs [the 
date IS not mentioned] to Uie Netlierlands.

1781 The minond tar was discovered at Colcbrook dale, Shropdiire, 1779 , and in Scotland, 
Oct 1792 Tar water was first recommended for its medicinal virtues by the good Dr 
Berkeley, bishop of Cloyne, about A d 1744 

TARA, a hill m Meath, Ireland, where, it is said, a conference was hdd between the 
En gliab and Irish m 1178 Near here was fought one of the earliobt battles in the rebdhon 
of 1798 between the royalist troops, only 400 strong, and the msuTgent Insh, May 26, 1798 
The rebels amounted to 4000 men, yet were completely defeated, losmg 500 killed 


TARBES (S France, near the Pyrenees) The Frendi army under marshal Soult, in 
gnat strength, was forced fium its j^tion at Tarbes, with considombio loss, by the Biituh 
•nny commanded by duke of Wellington, March 20, 1814 This engagement diortly 
precMed the battle of Toulouse, the final liattle of the peiunsular army TouUmss, 


TARENTUM (now TarasUOf S Italy), was founded by the Greek Phalantns, b.0 708 
The peo^de of Taratum supported a war against the Romans, assisted by I^hua, hfag of 
Bpuna, whidi had been undertaken b.c 281, by the Roma^ to avenge we the 

Tarentinea had offered to their ships when near weir harbours , it was terminated after ten 

C s , 800,000 pnsoners wen taken, and Tarentum became subject to Rome. IVoentum

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TABIFF, a book of rates or duties dialled on goods exported or imported. The tanff of

TABBAGONA (N K Spam), oocuped as a naval station 1^ the Bntidi before their 
capture of Gibraltar, m 1704 It was stormed and sacked bv the French, Jan. 28, 1811, 
and the inhabitants, man, woman, and child, put to the sword. The miht^ achievement 
was creditable to the talents^ but the cruelty most dishonourable to the character, of marshal 
fodiet Tarragona was b^eged by general sir James Murray, m May 1818 , but the 
BU^ was soon raised. 

TABTAN, or Highland Plaid. This dress of the Scottidi Highlanders is said to have 
been denved from the anaent Gauls, or CeltsB, the QalU Nonrlnuxaik. 

TABTABIC ACID is said to have been the first discovery of the eminent chemist^ 
Sdieelo, who procured it m a separate state l^ boiling tartar wiu lime, and m decomposing 
the tartrate <n lime thus ibrm^ by means of sulphuric acid, A.D. 1770 In 1859 Baron 
Liebig formed tartanc acid from other sources. 

TABTABY (Asia) The name given to several nations of the East. The Tartar race was 
known and celebrated m antiquity under the name of Scythians. It was during the decline 
of the Boman empire that these tnbes bo^n permanently to forsake tlioir own {dams, m 
Boardi of more fertile regions , and the first of those ravagers, whoso terror and fiune readied 
the frontier of Italy, were the Huns, tlie ancestors of the modem race of Moi^ls. The 
first acknowledged sovereign of this vast country was the famous Genj^his lUian, A.D. 
1206 His empire, by the tonquesl of China, Persia, and all Central Asia, became one of

The brunt of the 
attack was borne by two Frmch regiments under mmoral D* HerbiUon. The loss of the 
aUies was about 1200 , 200 of these were from the ftwlmian contingent, who behayed with 
neat gallantly under the command of general La Marmora, llie Buasian general Bead, and 
3ie Sardinian general Monteyecchio, were killed The object of the attack was the rdief of 
Sebastopol, then hotly besieged by the English and French. 

TB DBUM A kind of hymn or song of thankemying used m the Bomish and English 
Ghundi, begmmng with the words To Ikum laydamus — ^We praise thee, O Gtod. It is 
generally supposed to be the oommsition of Augustin and Ambrose, about A.D 890 , and is

TELLURIUM, a rare metal, in its natural state containing small quantities of iron and 
gold. It was discovered by Reichenstem in 1782 

TEMPERANCE SOCIETIES They originated with Mr Calhoun, who, while he was 
sscretaiy of war m Amenca, in order to coiintcrait the habitual use of ardent spirits among 
the people, had them prohibited altogether to the Umted States army, 1818 The first 
» publio t^perance society m Amenca was projected m 1825, and formed Feb 18, 1826 Tern 
*^peranoo sometieB immediately afterwards spr^ in England and Scothmd, and m 1881 there 
were 1000 such societies m toe Umted States, and several hundreds m the latter oountnes.

TEMPLARS. The first mihtaiy order of Knights Templars was founded m A.i>. 1118, 
by Baldwm II , king of Jerusalem The Templars were numerous m several countries, and 
came to England in 1185 Their weidUi havuig excited the cupidity of the French kingp, 
the order was suppressed by the council of Vienne, and part of its revenues were bestowed 
upon other orders, in 1812 Numbers of the order were Immed alive and hanged m 1810, 
•ad It Boffered great penecutionB throuj^out Europe. The grand-master Molay was burnt 
•live at Pans m 1814 

TEMPLE (London) Thus called because it was anciently the dwelling boose of the 
Knights Templars. At the suppression of that order, it was purchased by the praffiBsors of 
the oommon mw, and converted into inns, 1840 They are called the Inner and Midffie 
Temple, in lelatiou to Essex house, which woe alao a port of the house of the Templars, built 
in 1185, and called the Outer Temple, because it was situated without Tem^ Bar 
Bt Mary’s, or Gie Temple Church, situated m the Inner Temple, is an ancient Gothic stone

The Test and Coiporatinn acts were repeal^ by statute 9 Geo lY o 17, May 9, 1828

TEETTER. TesUme A silver com struck m France by Louis XIT 1518 , and also in 
Scotland in the time of Francis II and of Mary, queen of Scots, 1559 It was so called 
from the head of the lung, which was stamped uinm it In England the tester was of 12d, 
value m the reign of Henry YIIl , and afterwards of 6(f The sUver sixpence of the present 
day 18 still fiundiarly called a tester 

TEUTONES (hence Deutmhe, German), a people of Germany, who with the Cimbri 
made incursions upon Gaul, and cut to pieces two Ifoman armies, b.c 113 and 105 Th^ 
were at last defeated by the consul Manus at Aix, and an mfinite number made pnsonen, 
102 B .0 See CvmJbri, with whom authors commonly join the Teutones. The appellation 
came to be apjdied to the German nation m general 

TEUTONIC ORDER, militoiy knights established m the Holy Innd about 1191, 
through the humanity of t^o Germans (Teutones) to the sick and wounded of the Chnstian 
•nny m tiie Holy Land, under the celebrated Guy of Lusignon, when before Acre. The 
order was confirmed by a bull of pope Cnlestme 111 On their return to Germany, they 
were mvited to subdue and chnstianise the country now called Prussia and its neimboiuv 
hood, which they gradually accomidishod. A large part of their possessions was inoorpo- 
rated mto Poland m 1466, and mto Brandenburg about 1521 In 1525 the grand-nmste 
was made a prmce of the empire The order was dissolved, and its remaining posjossiom 
■cued, by Napedeon 1 m 1809 See Pruezia, Ac. 

TEWKESBURY (Glonoestershiie), where Edward lY gained a decisive victory over the 
Tnncastrisiis, May 4, 1471 Queen Maigpuret, the consort of Henry YI , and hertonwere 
taken piisonen.

TEXEL (at the month of the Znyder Zee^ Holland) Its Ticmity has been the scene of 
memorable naval achievements. An engagement of three days* contmuanoe, between the 
lEngliwh under Blake, Dean, and Monk, a^ the Dutch under Van Tromp and De Buyter, 
in which the latter were worsted, snd admiral Van Tromp was killed, 1658 Again, m the 
month of the Texd, when D'Etr^ and Buyter were simially defeated Aug 11, 1678 The 
Dutch fleet vanquuAed 1^ lord Duncan, on Oct. 11, 1797 See Camperaown The Dutch 
fleet of twdve ships of war, and thirteen Indiamen, surrendered to admiral Mitchdl, who^ 
entering the Texel, possessed himself of them without firing a shot, Aug; 88, 1799 

THAMES (London) The richest nver m the world It has been erroneously said that 
its name is Isis it amves at Dorchester, when being jomed by the Thame or Tame, it 
assumes the name of Thames What was the ongin m this vnlj^r error cannot now be 
traced poetical fiction, however, has perpetuated the error, and mvostod it with a kind of 
classical sanctity It was called Thames or Terns before it came near the Thame Camden 
The nver rose so high at Westminster that the lawyers were brou^t out of the hall m 
boats, 1285 A gain it rose to great heif^t, 1786, 1747, 1762, and 1791 The conservation 
of the Thames was mven to the mayors of London, 1489 The Thames was made navigable 
to Oxfcnd, 1684 u ebbed and flowed twice in three hours, 1668 Agam, three times m 
Ibur hours, March 22, 1682 Again, twice m three hours, Nov 24, 1777 In 1857, an 
act of parliament gave the conservation of the Thames to the cemration of London twdvo 
conservators were to he appointed — ^three hy the mvemment In consequence of the great 
contaminatiQn of the nver by the influx of the sewage of London, and the bad odours 
emanatingfaim it m the summer of 1858, an act was pMsed empowering the Metropohtan 
Board ofWorks (uAicA see) to undertake its punficatiou hy constructing new drainiige. The 
works are now m progress (1860) See Frosts^ London Mndge, Ac. 

THAMES TUNNEL. Proieotod hy Mr I K Brunei, to form a communication between 
Botherhithe and Wapmng The bill received tlio ropl assent, Juno 24, 1824 The shaft 
was begun in 1825 , tne first bnck was laid hy Mr Smith, March 2 , the excavation com 
menced April 1 , and the first horizontal excavation m Dec 1825 At a distance of 544 feet 
from the suaft, the first irmptian took place. May 18, 1827 Tlio second irruption, by which 
six workmen penshed, Jan 12, 1828 The length of the tunnel is 1800 feet , its vndth is 
85 fret , heh^t, 20 feet , clear width of each archway, including footpatii, about 14 feet , 
^ thickness or earth between the crown of the tunnel and the bed of the nver, about 15 feet 
The tunnel was opened throughout for foot-passengers, March 25, 1848 

THANE. A title much in use anciently, and which sometimes sigmfies a nobleman, 
sometimes a freeman, and sometimes a magistrate , but most properly an officer under the 
king. The Saxons had a nobility called fhanes, and the Scots also, amoim whom the title 
was more general, particularly in the time of Malcolm The title was aMuhed m England 
at the Conquest, upon the introduction of the feudal system.

THEATINES. An order of xeligiona, the first who assumed the title of regular deiks^ 
frfuided by Caraflh, bishop of Theate m l^aples (afterwards pope Paul lY ), 1524, to repress 
bareiy They first estabushed themselves m Fnuice, according to the historian Henault, in 
Buna^ 1644 The Theatines endeavoured, but vainly, to revive among the dmgy the poverly 
of the apostles. Aehe

THEBMOFYLffl, m Dons, N Greece Leomdas at the head of 800 Spartans, at the 
defile of Thermopyls, withstood the whole force of the Persians during tliree days, Aug 7, 
8, 9, 480 B 0 , when EphialteB, a Traduman, perfidiously leading the enemy by a secret 
path up the mountams, brouj^t them to the rear of the Greeks, who, thus placed between 
two asMolants, devoted thenisdves to the good of their country, and penshed glonn mdy on 
heaps of their slaughtered foes. Of the 800 hooos who engaged m this conflict with 
hundreds of thousands of the Persians one man only retumed^ome, and he was received 
with reproacheB and insults for having fled from a iNitiie in which his brave companions 
with their royal leader had fallen Twenty thousand Persians j)en8hed the hands of the 
Spartans. Here Anttoohus the Great, ki^ Byim, was defeated by the Bomans, 191 B.0 


THES8AIX)NIGA, a city in Macedonia (now Salonica) Here Paul preached, a.i> 58 , 
and to the diurdh here he addressed two qnstles m 54 In consequence of seditionB, a 
fh^tflil massacre of the inhabitants took place m 890, by order of the emperor Theodosiua. 
Thessalonica partook of the changes of the Eastern empire. It was sold to the Yenetums 
hy the emperor Andromeus m 1425 , taken by the Turks m 1480 , homt, July 11, 1856 


'TH ESSAL Y Greece) A country much celebrated m classical histoiy, as bemg the 
seat of many of the adventures described by the poets. The first king of whom we have any 
certain knowledge was Hellen, son of iWcaiion, from whom his subiecto were called 
Hj^lenists, a name afterwards extended to all Greece.

On this day, a farmer of the neighbourhood, whose 
servant had joined &e crowd which attended this sir W Courtenay, or Thom, sent a 
constaUe to fetch him back , but on his amval on the ground he was fhot dead by Thom. 
The mihtaiy were Ihen call^ out, and liout. Bennett proceeded to take the murderer into 
custody , but Thom advaneod, and, iinng a pistol, killed the lieutenant on the spot One 
of the soldiers frred at Thom, and laid hmi uead ty the side of heut.

TOLERATION ACT, for exempting their majesties* Protestant sutgects dissentinff from 
the Church of England from the penalties of certain laws, was paued in 1689 * The 
dissenters' bberties wore, however, flatly endangernd m the latter end of queen Anne’s 
reign She died on the very day that the memorable Schism bill was to bimme a law, 
Aug 1, 1714 ^e Test Act. 

TOLLS They were first pud by vessels passing the Stade on the Elbe, A n 1109 Thejr 
were first demanaod by the llanes of vessels passing the Sound, 1841 See Sound ToU- 
bars m England originated in 1267, on the grent of a penny for every waggon that passed 
throns^ a certain manor , and the first r^ilar toll was collected a few years after for 
mending the road m London between St. Giles’s and Temple bar Gathered for repuring 
the hi^ways of Holbom mn lone and Martin’s lane, 1346 Toll gates or tunipikes were 
used m 1668 A few toll gates still remain in the nei^bonrhood of London, against which

Loans given for life annmties with benefit of survivoiBhip, so called from 
the mventor, Laurence Tonti, a Neapolitan They wore first set on foot at PSns to reooncUa 
the pe(^ to cardinal Maaamn’s government, by amusing them with the hope of becoming 
sadaenly ndi, a.d 1658 VoUaire A Mr Jenmngs was an ongmal subsenbor for a 10^ 
share m a tontme company , and being the last survivor of the shareholderB, his share 
produced him 80001. per annum. He dM worth 2,115,2441 aged 108 years, June 19, 1798

TOUBS, an ancient mty, central France, near which Charles Martel gained a gnat 
victory over the Saracens, and from which ho acquired the name of Mtuiei, signityinc 
hammer But for this timely victory of Charles Martel, all Europe, as well as Ana and 
Africa, would probably have become Mahommedan. Fought Oct 10, A.U 782 

TOWERS That of Babel, the first of which we read, built m the plains of Shinar 
{Omuia zl) 2247 b.o See Bahcl The Tower of the Wmds at Athens, bnilt 660 B.0 The 
Tower of Pharos (see Pharoa\ 280 B.C Towers were built early in England , and the 
ronnd towers m Ireland may bo reckoned among most ancient curiosities They were the 
only structures of stone found in Ireland before we first arrival of the English, except some 
buildings in the mantime towns founded by the Danes These towers were tall hollow 
pillara, nearly cylindncal, but narrowing towiuKlH the top, pierced with lateral holes to admit 
the light, high above the ground, and covcroci with conical roofs of the same matenaL Fifty- 
Biz of them still remam, from 60 to 180 feet high See Piso. 

TOWER OF London Anciently a royal palace, and consisted of no more than what u 
now called the White Tower, which appears to have been first marked out by William the 
Conqueror, A D 1076, commenced m 1078, and completed by his son, William Rnfhs, who^ 
m 1098, surrounded it with walls, and a broad, deep ditm Several sncceediim pnnoes 
made additions to it, and kmg Edward 111 built the church. In 1638, the Whfte Tower 
iras rebuilt , and smeo the restoration of kmg Charles 11 it has been thoronghW repaired, 
and a great number of additional buildings mode to it Here are the Armoury, Jewel ofBce^ 
and vanoiis other divisions and buildmgs of peculiar mterest , and here were many execu- 
tions of iLLustnous persons, and many murders (kmg Henry lY 1471 , kmg Edward Y and 
his brother, 1485 , sir Thomas Overbury, 1618) ^ Bnglamd. The armoury and 280,000 

stand of arms, Ac , wore destroyed by fire, Oct 80, 1841 The ** Now Buildings ” m the 
Tower were completed m 1860 

TOWTON (Yorkshire), where a battle was fought — supposed to be the most fierce and 
bloody that ever happened m any domestic war— between the houses of York (Edward lY ) 
and LEmcaster (Hen^ Y1 ), to the latter of whom it was fatal, and on whose side more than 
87,000 fieJl. Edward issued orders to mve no quarter, and the most merciless slang^ter 
ensued. Hen^ was made prisoner, aim confine m the Tower , his queen, Margaret^ fled 
to Flanders. Fought March 29, 1461 

TOXOPHIUTES (from ftwem, a bow, and phUos^ a lover) a society established laj sir 
Aston Lever m 1781 In 1834 Ijhey took grounas m the inner circle of Regent's puk, and 
built the archery lodge They possess a veiy ennons piece of jdate, given by Clatherine^ 
queen ol Charles II , to be diot for by the Fmsbury areners, of whom uie Tozqphilites are 
the representatives. 



TRADES’ MUSEUM. Its formation was un dert aken m 1868, jomtly by the oom- 
miieiniiera of the Great Exhibition of 1861, and the Society of Arts. The animal d^part- 
aont wia opened Mqr 17, 1866, when a pi^ on the Mutual RdatioiiB of Trade and 
Manufoetuzes was raad by profoaaor K Solly The contents of thia muaeom wen ramovid 
to the South g«i«iigton Museum, which was opened June 24^ 1867 
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Jan. 18, 1562 John Hubs, Jerome of Fra^e, and other martm of the rofonnation aaffemd 
for denying this dogma, which la renounced by the Church of Englaud (28th Ar^e) and by

TULIPS They came to England from Vienna, a d 1578, and have always lieen among 
our most esteemed flowers. They become an objor t of commerce in the sixteenth century, 
and it IS recorded in the rtgistor of the city of Alcniaer, m HoUand, tliat iii the year 1689, 
120 tulips, with the offset^ sold for 90,000 florins , and, m particular, that one of them 
colled the mceroy, sold for 4203 guilders ! The States at last put a stop to this extravagant 
and ruinous traffic The tulip-troe, Inrwdetidrvn ivX%^fvra^ was brought to these reums 
from America, about 1663 

TUNBRlDOE-WELlfl (Kent) The celebrated spnngs here were first discovered, it is 
believed, by Ihidhy, lord North, who, in the reign of James 1 had rehrod mto the neigh- 
bourhood m the last stage of consumption, and became perfectly restored to health by the 
use of its waters, A p 1606 The oir of t^ distnct is very pure and salubrious, and adds 
materially to the liuiiofit denvod from the iiiedicmal nuahty of the waters Uoohe In tlie 
reign of Cliarlos I tlio queen, Henrietta Mono, came here to dnnk the water, when she and 
her attendants lodged under tents on tlie a^oining down , but many dwellmgs were subso 
quently erected, and after the restoration, the wells being visited by the ({ueen of Charles II 
and many ]>erHonage8 of distinction, tlie jdaco became one of fashionable resort, which it lias 
continued ever since 

TUNGSTEN (also called Wolfram and Schcolium), a hard whitish brittle metoL From 
tungstate of lead, Scheele in 1781 obtained tungstic acid, whence the brothers De Lnyart 
in 1786 obtomed the metal In 1859 it was employed m the manufiictare of a new kmd of 
steel 

TUNIS AND Tripou (N Afiica) The former stands near where Carthago was built

T7KIFOBMITY, Act of (2 A 8 Edward YI ), 1649, ordamed that the order of divme 
worship drawn up by Cranmer and others “wilk the aid of the Holy Ghost” should be 
the only one used after May 20 Thepenalties for reftisiim to use it were fine and imprison 
ment. This act was re enacted by Elusabeth m 1669 The statute known as the Act of 
Uniformity, 14 Charles II c 4, was passed m 1662 It epiomed uniformity m matters of 
religion, and obliged all deigv to subsenbe to the thirty nine arhdea^ and use the same 
form of wordiip, and same book of common prayer Its enforcement caused upwards of 2000 
ministers to quit the church of En^^d, and laid the foundation of the dissenting mterest.

This learned 
man, excited l^the discussions of Hie reformers^ began to read the Scriptures^ and conducted 
his researdies with so free a spint, that he prmted a tract m disparagement of the orthodox 
dootrme of the Tnmty In 1558, proceedmg to Naples through Genera, Calyin induced

YALYASOB. The first name of digmty next beneath a peer, was anciently that of 
vidameBt moedmiiiiu, or wUvaaor Yalvaaors are mentioned onr ancient lawyers as mn 
maatuB dignUaiUt and sir Edward Coke speaks highly of them Yet the dikmction u 
entudy ont of nse at present , and onr legal ant^nanes are not agreed npon even the 
origmu or ancient office of vdvasors.

YANADIUM (from Yanadis, the Scandinavian Yenns), a metal discovered by Sefstrdm 
in 1840, combined with iron ore. A similar metal was discovered m lead ore by Del Bio m 
1801, and named JSrfftkranium , many however bdieved it to be Chromium. 

YANCOITYEB’S ISLAND, m the North Pacific Ocean, near the mam land. Settlements 
were made here by the Enghsh m 1781 , which were seised by the Spaniards m 1789 , bnt 
restored. Bv a treaty between the Bntish government and that of the Umted States m 
1846 this island was seenrod to the former It has become of much greater importance 
sinoe the discoveiy of gold m tlie neighbonnng mamland m 1868, and the consequent 
estahhshment of the emony of British Columimi {tohuih Bee) Yictona, the capital, was 
founded in 1867 

YANCOUYEB'S YOYAGE. Captam Yanconver served as a midshipman under captam 
Cook , and was appointed to command dnrmg a voyage of discovery, to ascertam the 
existence of any navigable commnmcation between the North Fhcific and North Atlantio 
oceans. He sailed m 1790, and rotnmed Sept 24, 1796 He compiled an account of this 
voyage of snrvty of the North west coast of America, and died m 1798 

YANDALS Th^ attacked the Boman empire m the third centniy, and bupn their 
ravages m Germany and Ganl, a d 406 414 , their kingdom m Spam was foundedm 411 , 
under Genseric they mvaded and conquorm the Boman territories in Africa, and took 
Carthage^ Oct 24, 489 Th^ wore snbdned by Belisanus m 684 They were dnven out, 
and attacked m turn by the Saracen Moors.

YAUXHALL GARDEHS^ London, were so denominated from the manor of Yauzhall, 
or Faukeshfdl , but the tradition that this house or any other adjacent, waa the property of 
Guy Fawkes, is orroncous The premises were, m 1615, the property of Jane Yaux, and the 
mansion house waa then called Stockden’s. From her it pasm through vanona hands, till, 
in 1752, it became the property of Hr Tyers There la no certain account of the tune when 
these premisea were first (^ned for the entertainment of the public but Ike Spnng Gardena 
at Yauzhall are mentioned m the SpeekUor as a place of great resort (1711 ) Some wntera of 
accounts of London suppose 1730 to bo the first year of the micning of YauzUl gaxdeni^ 
which succeeded Ranelagh ganlens The mutest season of Yauxl^ was m 1823, when

YEHHIC TRIBUNAL (Vdmyericihk) Secret tnbunals established m Westphalia to 
itiaifitein religion and the {mbke x’eaoe Their proceedmga wore enveloped in a profound 
mystexy They had their ongm m the time of Cnariemague , and rose to importance about 
1182, when Westphalia became subject to the archbishop of Cologne These courts became 
veiy trouldeaome, persons of the most ezaltod rank being subject^ to their decisions.

In the house of the French ambassador at Blaok&iars, m London, 
a Jesuit was preaching to upwards of three hundred persons m an upper room, the floor of 
which gave wav with the weight, when the whole congregation waameoipitated to the stroet^ 
and the preaener and more than a hundred of his aumtoiy, chimy persons of rank, were 
killed. This catastrophe, which was known as the Fatal vespers, occurred Oct 26, 1628.

VESTA. The planet Vesta (the ninth) was discovered 1^ Dr Olbers, of Bremen, on 
March 29, 1807 She apears hke a star of the sixth magmtnde.* 

VESTALS. Fnestesses of the goddess Vesta, who took care of the perpetual fire con- 
secrated to her worship This office was very ancient, as the mother of Bomulns was one 
of the Vestals. .Anoaa is supposed to have first chosen the Vestals. Numa, m 710 b.o 
first appointed four, to which number Tarauin added two Hiey were always ^oaen by the 
momurehs, but after the expulsion of the Tarquins, the high priest was mtiusted with the 
care of them As they wore to be virgins, they were chosen ftom the age of six to 

ten , and if there was not a sufficient number that presented themsdves as can^dates Ibr 
the office, twenty vugins were selected, and they upon whom tiie lot fell were obliged to 
become priestesses.

VESirVinS, Mount The dreadful oraption of Mount VesnvinB, when it emitted such 
a quantity of flame and smoke that the air was darkened and the mties of Pamptn and 
HtreiUanButa were overwhelmed the burning lava, A.D 79 More than 260,000 persons 
perished by the dostmction of these cities , the son’s light was totally obscured for two days 
throughout Naples , great (mantities of ashes and snlphureons smoke were earned not oiuy 
to Borne, but also beyond the Mediterranean into Amca , birds were suffocated m the air 
and fell dead upon the ground, and the fishes penshed m the neighbouring waters, which 
were made hot and infected ly it. This eruption proved fatal to Pliny the naturalist. 
Heronlaneum was discovered in 1787, and many curious articleB have been dug from the 
rums since that time , but eveiytiung combustible b«d the mArlrH of having been burned 
lyr fire. Numerous eruptions have occurred, causing great devastation and loss of life. In 
1681 the town of Torre del Greco, with 4000 persons, and a great part of the surrounding 
country, were destroyed. One of the m<Mit dreadftil enm&ns ever known took place 
suddenly, Nov 24, 1769 The violent burst in 1767 was Ihe 84th fiom the tune of Htns, 
when Fompeu was bnned. One in 1794 was most destructive the lava flowed over 6000 
acres of vmeyards and cultivated land, and the town of Torre del Greco was a second 
time burned , the top of Gie mountain fell in, and Ihe crater is now nearly two thiIab m 
ctroumference. EmptionB m May 1866, May and June 1868, and June 1869 caused great 
destruction.

YICTOBIA, formerly Port Phillip (Australia), situated between New South Wales 
and South Australia, tlie most successful colony m that region. In 1798, Bass, m his 
whale boat expedition, visited Western Port, one of its harbours , and, in 1802, Flindezi 
sailed into Port Phillip Bay In 1804, odlouul Collms landed with a party of convicts with 
the mtention of founding a settlement at Port Plulhp, but aflcrwaids removed to Van 
Diemen’s Land. In 1824, Messrs Hume and Hovoll, two stock-owners from New South 
Wales, explored part of the country, but did not discover its great advantama In 1884, 
Mr Heniy import some sheep from Van Diemen's Land , and, m May 1835, Mr John 
Batman eutorra between the heads of Port Fhilhp and took up a position, and purchased 
a huge tract of land from the abongmes for few gewgaws and idankets. He shortly after, 
with fifteen associates from Hobarton, took possession of 600,000 acres in the present 
Gedong country In 1885, the Launceston Associates and Mr John Plascoe Pawkener 
ascended the Yana Yarra (or ever flowing) nver, and encamped on Ihe site of Melboume. 
The colony made rapid progress In 1887, the colonists (450 m number) possessed 
140,000 sheeps 2500 cattle^ and 150 horses In 1837. sir K Bourke, governor of New 
Sonth Wales, visited tlie colony, detormmod the sites of towns, and caused the land to be 
surveyed and re sold, setting aside many contending daims. He appomted captam Lonsdale 
duof magistrate ^ Mwwwmc In 1839, the colony was named Victoria, and its 
proapenty brought great numbers to it, and induced much Bpocnlation and consequent 
embarrassment and insolvency m 1841 2 In 1839, Mr C J Latrobe was appomted nen- 
tenant governor under sir Q Gipps. In 1851, the provmco was dochued inoependent of 
New South Wales In the same year a rewi^ of 2001 was offered for the ducovery of 
gold m Victoria, which was soon after found near Melbourne, and was profitably worked in 
August In Oct 7000 persons were at Ballarat^ and m Nov 10,000 round Mount 
Alexander From Sept 80 to Dec 81, 1861, 80,811 ounces of gold were obtained fhim 
Ballarat , and ftom Oct 29 to Deo. 81, 94,524 ounces from Mount ^exander— total, 124,885 
ounces In 1859 the production was still very great Immonso immiffration to hUbonriia 
took place m 1852 See MeJhou/me, In 1855, a representative constitatiQn was granted to 
this odony, and on Nov 26, 1857, the parliament was opened m state.

VICTORIA PARK (E. London), was originated by an act passed in 1841, whioh 
enabled her nmesty’s commissioners of wo^ and foreata to pnzohase certain lands 
fiir a royal parL with the snm of 7&000I raised hy the same act, by the sale of Toik- 
hoose to the duke of Sutherland. The act described the land to be ao pudunad, oon- 
taining 290 acre^ ntnate m the parishes of St John, Hadm^, St MsttlMW, Betfamlgwon, 
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nd St Mur, Stmtfbrd-le-bow, at the east end of London. The paik waa oomj^eted, and 
Oldened to the pnbbo m 1846 

YICTOBIA BAILWAY-BBIDGE. on the tnbnlar pnnoiple, aver the St Lawnnoe» 
Montreal, erected nnder the snpenntendence of Mr Bobert St^henaon, and Mr A. M 
Bobb engmeen, was completed and omned Kot 24, 1869 It u the greatest work of the 
kind m the world, and forms part of the Grand Tmnk Bailway, which connects Canada and 
the seaboard states of North America. The length is abont sixty yards less than two 
Engliah milea, and abont 7i times longer than Waterloo bridge, ana ten times longer than 
new Chelsea bndm , the heij^t sii^ feet between the summer level of the nver and the 
vaaAm suifroe of^e central tube The cost was 1,400,000Z On Jan 6, 1866, the bridge 
was carried away by floating ice, bat the stonework remamed firm.

After the Bnaeians had passed the Pruth in July 
1853, a ccnforence of the four great powon^ Englano, 
FranoA Auatrlo, and Prussia, was held at Vienna, 
July 84, when a note was agreM on and transniittod 
foraooeptance to St PetersliuTg and GuiiatauLluople, 
July 8L This note wae acoonted by tiie osar 
Aug 10b Init the sultan requirud modifications, 
which wore rrieoted by Ruasiii, Sept 7 

On Deo. 6, the finir powers trnusinlttod a oolleoUvo 
note to the Porte deploring tlie war, and nxiuosthig 
to know on what terms tho sultan would treat for 
pence. The sultan replied in a note, dated Deo 81, 
containing four points

VILLA FRANCA (in Portugal) An engagement took place here between the BritisL

VIMEIRA (in Portugal ), the site of a battle between the Bntish under nr Arthwr

VINE. The vine waa known to Nodi b.o A colony of vme-dreaaera firom Thocea, in 
Ionia, settled at MarseiUea, and matmctod the South Gauls in tilkm vme dreasmg^ and 
oommorco, abont 600 b.o Some think the vinca are aborigmes of Langnedoc, Provence^ 
and Sicily, and that th^ grew spontaneonaly on the Mediterranean diores of Italy, Franco, 
and Spain. The vme was camra into Champagne, and part of Germany, by the emperor 
Frobiia, about A n 279 The vine and sugar-Lane were planted m Madeira m 1420 It 
was planted m England m 1652 , and m the gardens of Hampton court palace la an old and 
odebrated vme, said to surpass any known vine in Europe See Qraipea and Wine, 

VINE DISEASE. In the spnng of 1845, Mr E Tucker, of Margate, observed a fungus 
(sinoe named Oldtum TueJheri) on grapes in the hot houses of Mr Slater, of Maigate It is 
a whitish mildew, and totally deaths the fruit. The spores of this otdium were found m 
the vmenos at Versailles m 1847 The disease soon reached tlie trdlised vmes, and m 1850, 
many lost all their produce In 1852, it spread over France, Italy, Spam, Syna, and m 
Zantc and Gqihalonia attacked the currants, reducing the crop to one twelfth of the usual 
amount Through its ravages the wine manufacture m Madeira ceased for several years. 
Many attempts nave boon made to arrest the progress of the disease, but without much 
effect It has much abated m France, but not m PorlugaL 

VINEGAE. Known nearlv as early as wine. The ancients had several kmds of vinegar, 
which they used for drmk The Roman soldiers were accustomed to take it in their marches 
The Bible represents Boas, a nch citizen of Betliloliom, as providing vinegar for his reapers, 
mto which tney might dip their bread, and kmdly mviting Ruth to shiure with them m their 
repast (b.o 1812) hence we may infer that the harvesters, at that ponod, partook of this 
liqmd for their refreshment , a custom still prevalent m Spam and Itidy 

VINEGAR-HILL (near Enniscorthy, m Wexford, S E Ireland) Here a sangumary 
conflict took place between the Bntish troops, commanded by Lake, and tlie Irish msuigent 
forces, June 21, 1798 The rebels suffered a severe defeat^ though they daimed the Yictoiy 
from their having killed so many of the king’s troops. 

VIOL AND Violin As the Ito of the Greeks was the harp of the moderns, so the 
Tidl and vielle of the middle ages iiecame the modem violin The viol was of various sizes 
formerly, as it is at present, aud was anciently very mudb m use for cumber airs and songs. 
That of three stnngs was mtroducod mto Europe W the jugglers of the thirteenth century 
The viohn was mventod towards the close of the same century AM LmgUL It is 
mentioned as early as a.d 1200, m the legenda^ life of St Christopher It was introduced 
into England, some say, by Charles II Straduanus (or Stradivanus) of Cremona was a 
renownM violm maker from abont 1700 to 1722 

VIRGIN, The. The Assumption of the Virgm is a festival m the Greek and Latin 
dhurchea, in honour of the zmiaculous ascent of Muy mto heaven, according to their behef, 
Aug 15, A.D 45 The Presentation of the Viigm is a feast celebrated Nov 21, said to have 
been institated amo^ the Greeks m the eleventh centniy , its institution m the West is 
ascribed to a 1 1872 A distinguished writer says " The Indian mcamate god 

Chnshna, the Hindoos beheve, had a vngm mother of the royal race, and was sought to be 
destroyed m his mfency, about 900 years bo It appears ^at he pissed his life m workmg 
miracles and preachum, and was so humble as to wash his friends’ feet at length dying, 
but namg from the dead, he ascended into heaven m the presence of a multitude The 
Cingalese relate nearly the same tlimgs of their Buddha.” ^ Wilham J<mea 

VIRGINIA, daimhter of the centurion L. Viigmins. Appus Claudius, the decemvir, 
became enamoured tn her, and attempted to remove her from the place where idie resided 
She was daimed ly one of his fevountes as t^ ^u^ter of a dave, aiid Apmus, m the 
opacity wd with me anthonty of jndge^ had pronounced the sentence^ and udiverad her 
the hands of his friend, wnen Yugmius, informed of his violent proceedings, amved 
from w camp The ikther demands to see his daughter, and when thn request was 
gnnted, he snatched a kmfe and plunged it mto her breast, <gmla.iniiTi£^ ** This is all, my

VISCONTI, the name of a noble Italian frmily, which ruled m Milan from 1287 to 1447 , 
the heireaa of the family waa mamed to Franceaco Sforza, afterwarda dnke of Milan. 

VISCOUNT, anciently the name of an office under an earl, Ftee Cbnua^ who being 
oftentimea required at court, waa hia deputy, to look after the affaire of the county .but m 
the reign of Heniy VI it b^me a degree of honour, and waa made hereditary The fint 
viacount in England created by patent waa John lord Beaumont, whom Henry created 
viaconnt Beaumont, giving him precedence above all barona, Feb 10, 1440 AakanoU, 
Thia title, however, la of mder date m Ireland and France John Barry, lord Barry, waa 
made viaconnt Buttevant, m Ireland, 9 Rich II 1885 Beatmm. 

VISIER, Grand, an officer of tlie Ottoman Porte, first appointed in 1870 Formerly 
he governed the whole empire immediately under the grand aeigmor , he waa aometlmea 
called the grand aeignior’a lieutenant, or vicar of the empire , at hia i reation, the pnnce’a 
seal waa put mto hia hand, upon which waa engraven the omperor’a name, whidi he placed 
m hia boBom, and earned away with him Knolles The office waa abolished m 1888 

VISIGOTHS Separated from tlie Oatrogotha about A D 880 See Gfoiha The emperor 
Valena, about 369, admitted them into the Roman temtones upon the condition of their 
serving when wanted in the Roman armies , and Theodoaiua the Great permitted them to 
form distmct corps commanded by thoir own officers , an impolitic measure, which separated 
their interests from those of the state at laige, and enabled them upon every occasion of real 
or supposed offence to shake the empire to its centre In 400, under Alanc, they invaded 
Italy, and m 410 took Rome They began their kingdom of Toulouse, 414 , and conquered 
the Aluns, and extended their rule mto Spam, 414, and expelled the Romans m 468 , and 
finally" ere themselves conquered by the Saracens under Mufa, m 711, when their last kmg^ 
Rodenc, was defeated and slam in an obstinate engagement. See Spam for a bst of the 
ViBigothic kings. Their rule m France ended with thoir defeat by Clovis at Vougl4, m 507 

VITTORIA (N Spam), the site of one of the moat bnlliant victonea recorded m the 
annals of England, obtain^ by VTolhiigton over the French army commanded by Jose^di 
Bonaparte, king of Spam, and marshal Jourdan, June 21, 1818 The hoatilo armies were 
nearly eqiuil, from 70,000 to 75,000 each After a long and fearful battle, the French were 
driven, towa^ evening, through the town of Vittona, and m their retreat were thrown mto 
irretnevable confusioii, being followed after dark by the allied British, Spanidi, and 
Portuguese. The Bntisli loss was twenty two officers, 479 men killed, and 167 officeriL and 
2640 men wounded Marshal Jourdan lost 151 pieces of cannon, 451 waggons of ammunition, 
aU hiB baggage, provisions, cattle, and treasure, with hia bAton as a marahal of France. 
Contmuing the pursmt on the 25th, Wellington took Jourdan’s only remaining gun. 

VIVARIUM See Aquamvemum 

VOLCANOES In different parts of the earth’s surface there are above 200 vdcanoeii 
which have been active m modem times. The eraptiona of Mount Etna are recorded 19 
early as 784 B.0 and those of Veauviua aince A.D 79 by authentic historians.

WAGHOBN’S NEW OYEBLAND BOUTEto INDIA. Lieut. Waghom, amostenter- 
pnsing naval officer, devoted a large portion of his valuable life to connect our poasessioDS in 
India more nearly m point of time with the mother country On Oct. 81, 1845, he amved 
m London, by a new route, with the Bombay mail of the 1st of that montk His despatches 
reached Suez on the 19th, and Alexandria on the 20th, whence he proceeded by steam-boat 
to a place twdve miles nearer London than Trieste He burned tnrough Ausbia, Baden, 
^vana, Rniasia, and Belgium, and reached London at half past four on the morning of the 
first-mentioned day The au^ontiea of the different countnes throng whudi he passed 
eagerly femlitatedms movements. The ordinary express, vid Marsedlos, readied London^ 
November 2, followiim * Mr Waghom subs^uently addressed a letter to The Timea 
newqmpen m which he stated that in a couple of years he would bring the Bomtey 
mail to London m 21 days. Death, however, put a penod to his patnotic careei^ 
January 8, 1850 

WAGBAM, an Austrian viUam near Yienna, where a battle was foni^t^ July 5 and 6;

WAHABEES or Wahabiteb, a warlike Mahomedan reforming aect, arose m Arabu about 
1750, under the mle of Abd el Wahab Hu grandson, Saond, in 1801, defisated an expedi- 
tion, beaded by ^ C^ph of Bagdad. In 1808 thu aect seized Mecca and Medina, and con- 
tinned their conqneata, althoa^^ their duef was assassinated m the midst of hu yictoneo. 
His son Abdallah withheld for some tune the arms of Mohammed Ah, the pacha of 1^7?^ , 
bat in 1818 was defeated and taken piuoner 1^ Ibrahim Pacha, who sent mm to (kmstanti- 
im^e^ where he was put to death. The sect was then subdued , but u still existing, though 
much depressed. 

WAKEFIELD (W Yorkshire), the site of a battle between Margaret, the queen of 
Henry Yl uid the duke of York, m which the latter was slain, and 8000 Yorkuts fell upon 
the fiel(L Deo. 81, 1460 The death of the duke, who aspired to the crown, seemed to fix 
the good fiirtnne of Margaret , bat the earl of Warwick espoused the cause of the duke’s 
son, the earl Of Mazdi, afterwards Edward lY , and the ciyil war was contmued. 

WALBBOOK CHURCH (London), reputed the masterpiece of sir Christopher Wren. 
There was a church m thu ponsh as early as 1185 A new church was erected m 1429 The 
first stone of the present church was laid m 1672 , and the edifice^ as it now stands, was 
completed m 1679 

WALCHEBEN EXPEDITION Thu unfortunate expedition of the Bntidi to the 
ulanda of Walcheren at the month of the Scheldt m Holland m 1809 consisted of 85 ships 
of the line, and 200 smaller vessels, prmapally transports, and 40,000 land forces, the latter 
under the command of the earl of Chatham, and the noot under sir Rudiard Strahan For a 
long time the destmation of thu expedition remained secret , but before July 28, 1809, 
when it set sail, the French journals had announced that Walcheren was the point of attack 
Perhaps a more powerfol and better appomted armament had never preyiously left the 
Bntifm ports, or ever more oompletolv disappointed public expectation. Flushing was m 
vested m August , a dreadful bombardment followed, and tne place was taken Aug 15 , 
but no suggestion on the jurt of the naval commander, nor uiving on the part of the 
officers, could mduce the earl to vigorous action, untd the period of probable success was 
gone, and necessity obbj^ him to return with the troops tiiat disease and an unhealthy 
dimate had spared. The place was evacuated. Doc 2^ 1809 The house of commonB 
instituted an inquiry, and lord Chatham resigned hu post of master general of the ordnance 
to prevent greater disgrace , but the pohey of muiuters m planning tiie expedition was, 
neveithelesa^ approved. 

WALDEN8ES. A sect (also called Yaudou) which donves its name from Peter de 
Waldo, of Lyons (1170) They had a translation of the Bible, and aUied themselves to the 
AJbigenses and were much vilified and persecuted, which led to the establishment of the 
Holy Office or Inquisition Pope Innocent III commissioned some monks to preach agamst 
the heresies of the Waldenses m Norbonne and Provence , but the Romuh bimops were at 
first jealous of this mission, armed as it was with great p^er, and the feudal chim refhsed 
to ODC^ ^ orders of the l^tes, a.d 1208-4 One of tne monks, the first mqmsitor, Peter 
C^teauneuf, having been assassinated, the annmig pontiff called on all the neighbouring 
powers to march mto the heretical district All obstinate heretics were placed at the dis- 
posal of Simon de Montfort, commander of thiscmaade, and the whole race of the Walden 
sea and Albigenses were ordered to be pursued with fire and sword See AWg&MU, Th^ 
settled m the valleys of Piedmont about 1875, but were frequently persecuted, till, m 1655, 
Oliver Cromwell by threats obtained them some degree of toleration. They were not per- 
mitted to have a emnroh at Turin till Deo. 1858 

WALES, called the Romans. Hntonnfo Stcimdok, Afterlhe Roman emperor Hononus 
ouitted Britain, Yortigem was elected king of South Britain, and he mvited over the 
Boxons, to defend his country against the Hets and Soots , but the Saxons perfidiously sent 
for reinforoements, consisting of Saxons, Danes, and Anf^ea, by whidi th^made themMves 
masters of South Britain , and most of the anident Bntons rrtured to Yfales, and defended 
themselves against the Suons, in their fnaocessible mountams^ about A.n. 447 In this state 
Wales remained uneonquered till Henry IL subdued South Wales in 1157 , and in 1282 
Edward 1 entirely rednoed tiie whole ooiutry, patting an end to its mdependence hsr the 
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death of Llewelyn, the last pnnce * The Welsh, however, were not entirely reoonoded 
to this revolution, till the queen happenuM to be brought to bod of a eon at Caernarvon m 
1284, Edward with groat policy i^led him prmce of Wales, which title the heir to the 
crown of Great Bntam has borne almost ever since. Wales was nmted and mcorponited 
with En(^d by act of parliament, 1536 See Bntam.

your coontrymau and king " These words were afterwards chan^^ or corropted, os some 
historians assert, to “ leK Ihen^'' which is the motto attached to the arms of the prmce of

WALKING, &c Feats in Cant Barelay for a wager (on which many thonaanda 
of TOunds deiieuded), walked 1000 miles m 1000 successive hours , m forty two days and 
ni^ts (less 8 hours) ills task was aecomplished on July 10, 1809 In May, 1768, a 
young l^y at Newmarket won a wager, liaving undertaken to nde 1000 miles m 1000 hours, 
which feat she jierfoniicd in litUo more than two thirds of the time Richard Manks, a 
native of WarwiLkshire, undertook (m mutation of Captain Barclay) to walk 1000 miles m

WATER-COLOUR PAINTING has been raised from the hard dry style of the last 
centuiy, to its present bnllianey, by the efforts of Nicholson, Copley, Fielding;, Valley, and 
the great Turner , by Pyno, Cattermole, Prout, Ad, withm the present century The exhi- 
bition was founded in 1805 


WATER-GLASS, a name given to a bquid mixture of sand (silex), and one of the 
alkalies (jiotash or soda) Dr You Fuchs, the inventor, mvo an account of his process in 
1825 , and Mr Fredonck Ransom of Ipswich, ignorant of von Fuchs’ discoveiy, patented a 
mode of prepanng water glass in 1845, which he has since greatly improved upon. In 1857 
M Kuhlmaiin of Lille published a pamphlet setting forth the advantageous employment of 
water glass in hardcumg porous stone and m Steroocbroiny (urhidi see) It has been applied 
to the extenor of many buildings in France and England Tlio memoirs of Yon Fuchs and 
Kuhlmann were translated and pnntod m England in 1859 by direction of the prmce consort. 

WATER-MILLS, used for grmding com , are said to have been invented Bdisanus, 
the pneral of Justinian, while besio^ m Romo by the Goths, A P 555 The ancionts 
parched their com, and ]K}nndod it m mortars. Afterwards mills wore invented, which were

WATERIDO, in Belgium, the site of the great battle on the 18th of June, 1815, between 
the French army, of 71,947 men and 246 guns, under Napoleon, and the Allies, commanded 
by the duke of Welhngfcon , who, with 67,661 men and 156 resisted the vanoua 
attacks of the enemy from nine m tlie mormng until five in the a&mioon About that time^ 
16,000 Prussians reached the field of batue , and by seven, the force under Bluoher 
amounted to above 50,000 men, with 104 guns. Wdlington then moved forward his whole

WATERLOO BRIDGE, London The erection of a bndge over this part of the Thames 
was repeate^y suggested during the last century, but no, act^ preparations to carry it into 
effect were made tiU 1806, when Mr O Dodd procured an act m parliament, and gave the 
present dte, plan, and dimensions of the bndge , but, m consequence of some disagreement 
with the committee, he was superseded 1^ Mr Benme, who completed this noble structure. 
It was commenced Oot 11, 1811, and nnished June 18, 1817, on the anniyersaiy of the 
battle of Waterloo, when the prince regent, the duke of Wellington, and other diatmgnuhed 
personages were present at the opening Its length within the abutments is 1242 feet , its 
width within the balnsttades is 42 feet , and the span of eadi arch, of which l^ere are nine, 
is 120 feetf 

WATERSPOUT Whirlwmds and watersponts proceed from the same cause, the only 
difierenoe being that waterspouts pass over the water, and whirlwinds over the land. Dr 
Prankhn. Two watersponts fell on the Glatz mountains m Germany, and caused dreadfbl 
deyastation to Hautenbach, and many other Tillages , a prodigious number of houses were 
destroyed, and many persons perished, July 13, 1827 A waterspout at Glanflesk, near 
Killamey, in Ireland, passed oyer a farm of Mr John Macarthy, and destroyed his cottage, 
two other fiomhouses, and other buildings, of which not a yestigo remained. In tnis 
catastrophe seyenteen persons perished, Aug 4, 1831 

WATLING STREET See Roman Roads 

WAVE PRINCIPLE (in accordance with whidi the cunres of the hull of a ship dionld 
be adapted to the curres of a wave of the sea), formed the subject of experiments Wun by 
Mr John Scott RnssoU in 1832, with the view of mcreasing the speed of ships. &lond 
Beaufoy is said to have spent 30,0001 in researches upon this matter It was also taken 
up by uie British Association, who have published reports of the investigations 

WAWZ or Waweb (Poland) The Polos under Skrsynecki attached the Russians at 
Waws, and after two days’ hard fighting, all the Russians’ positions were earned by storm, 
and they comiielled to retreat with the loss of 12,000 men and 2000 pnsonors. The Polish 
loss was comnarativoly small, March 31, 1881 But the tnumph of the Poles m this battle 
was afterwaruB followed by defeat and rum.

WEAVING This art appears to have boon practiBed m China from the earbest 
antiquity— more than a thousand years before it was known m Europe or Asia. Poets 
assign the art to the spider Women originally roun, wove, and dyed , and the ongm of 
these arts is ascribed, bv ancient nations, to different women as women’s arts. The 
EffTptians ascribed it to Isis , the Greeks to Minerva , and the Peruvuins to the wife of 
kurnoo Capoo. In most eastern countries the employment of weaving is still performed by 
the women. Our Savionr^s vest, or coat, had not any seam, being woven from the top 
throughout, in one whole piece Perhaps, says Dr Doddndm, this ennous garment might 
be the work and present of some pious women who attended mm, and mumSered unto mm

WELLINGTON COLLEGE (near FamboTongh, HampiJiire), was erected by sabscnption, 
in memoiy of the great duke of Wellington It was mstitntod for the snpport and education of 
the orphan children of soldiers The first stone was laid by the queen on June 2, 1856 , 
and the building was opened by her migesty on June 29, 1859 Out of the 159,0001 
subsenbod, 55,0001 were expends on the bmlding and tlie rest invested for the nuuntenance 
of the institution. 

WELLS (in Somerset), Bishofrig of The bishop's seat was at Wells, and the cathedral 
obuToh was built by Ina, king of the West Saxons, A.D 704, and by him dedicated to St 
Andrew Several other of the West Saxon kings endowed it, and it was erected into a 
bishopno in 909, dunng the reign of king Edward the Elder The present chnroh was 
begun by Robert, the 18th bishop of this hoc, and completed by his immediate successor 
Tim first bishop of Wells was iEthclm or Addmus (afterwards archbishox) of Canterbury) 
Btabhon. The see was united with Bath (whtch ste) in 1088 

WESLEYAN METHODISTS, a large Chnstian acet founded by John Wedey (bom 1708, 
died 1791) and hia brother Cbarlos, who m 1727 with a few otlier students formed themselves 
into a small society for the purpose of mutual edification m robmous exercises. On account 
of their stnetness of Me they were called MeOwdists, Mr Wesley went to Georgia m 
America, m 1785, with a view of converting the Indians On his retnm to En gjaw d, m 
1788, he commenced itinerant preadun^, and gathered many followers On finding the 
dhnrohes dint against him, he built spacious meetup houses in London, Bristol, and other 
places. For some tune he wras muted with Mr Whitefield , but differences ansing on 
account of the doctrine of election, which Wedev rejected, they separated in 1741 (See 
WhtUfiM ) Wedey was mdotatigable m his labonrs, and almost continually engaged in 
tnvwing through die Umted Ein^om His sociely was well oiganisod, and he preserved 
Ms inflnenoe over it to the last. **His genius for government was not inferior to that of 
Bididien.’!

WEST AUSTBALIA, formerly called Swan Rivxn Sxttlemisnt, wbioli was projected 
by colons Peel in 1828 Begulauona uaned from the colonial office, and captain Stirling 
appomted lientenant-goyemor, Jan 17, 1829, arriTed at the appoint^ site m Auguat fol- 
lowum The three towns of Perth, Freemantle, uid Guildford were founded same year In 
March 1880, fifty ships with 2000 emigrants, with property amountnig to 1,000,0007 had 
amyed before hardly any dweUings had been erected or land snryeyed. The more eneigetm 
settlers left for homo or the neighbounim colonies, and the colony languished for twenty years 
for want of suitable inhabitants— the met setflers, from their preymus habits and rau in 
hfe^ proying unable for the rough work of ooloniaatioii. In 1848 the colonists requested 
that oonyicts mi^^t be sent out to them, and in 1849 a band amyed, who were iniidly 
reoeiyed and well treated The best results ensued. By 1858, 2000 liad amyed, and the 
inhabitants of Perth haye requested that 1000 should be sent out annually —The s^ement 
at King George’s Sound was founded m 1826 by the goyommcnt of New South Wales. It 
was used as a mihtary station for four years In 1830, the homo goyomment ordered the 
settlement to be translerred to Swan River Since the establishment of steam communication, 
the little town of Albany hero, employed as a coaling station, has become a thnying sea- 
port It possesses an ozcollent harl^ur, used by whalers. A journal called the FreemanU§ 
QaaeUt was published here m Martli 1831 Population of West Austraha m 1858, 13,601 

WESTERN CHURCH (called also tlie Latin or Roman) broke off communion with the 
Gredc or Eastern Church A d 653 (See (7nssk Ckurch) The histoiy of the Western 
Church IS mainly composed in that of the Popes and of the several European kingdoms. 

Popes ) This church was disturbed by the Anan heresy about 845 and 600 , and by the 
Pelagian about 409 , the introduction of imago worship about 600 , by the injunction of 
the cmibocyof the deigy and the rise of the monastic onlers about 649 , by tlie c^ute^ between 
the emperors and tlie popes respecting occlosiestical investitures between 1078 and 1178 , by 
the nse and progress of tlie Rciomiation in the fifteenth and sixteenth centunos, and by the 
contests between tlie Jesuits and the Jousenists m the soventeonth and eighteenth centuries.

WESTMINSTER. This cily u so called on account of its western situation m reqiect 
to St Paul’s cathedral m parbcular, or of London m general, there being m former days a 
monasteiy, named Eastminster, on &e hiU now called Great Tower-hilL Where the bowds 
of this city eastward end, those al London begin, yiz at Temple bar Formerly Westminster 
was called Thornty, or Thoruty Island and m ancient times Canute had apalace here, which 
was burnt in 1268 Westminster and London were one mile asunder so late as 1608, when 
the houses were thatched, and there were mud walls m the Strand It is said that the great 
number of Scotsmen who come over after the accession of James I ocoasionod the 
building of Westminster, and umted it with London. JffoweVa landmopt^ 

WESTMINSTER ABBEY The miraculous stones concerning this pile of buildings 
were Questioned Ity sir Ghnstc^her Wren, who was employed to survey the present edifice, 
and wno, upon the moest examination, found nothing to countenance the gonem bdief that it 
was erecM on the nuns of a pagan temple. Historians have fixed the era of the first abbey 
in the sixth oentiuy, and asonbed to Sebertthe honour of erecting it. The church, becoming 
rumous, was splenaidly rebuilt by Edward the Confessor, between A n 1066 and 1066, and 
filled with monks from Exeter Fcm Nidiolas II about this time constituted it the place 
for the inauguration of the kings of England. The diurch was once more built in a magni 
ficent and beautiful style by Henry Hi about 1220 In the reigns of Edward II Edward 
III and Biuhard II the great douters, abbot’s house^ and the pnnoipal monastic bnildmgs 
were erected. The western parts of the nave and aislra were rebuilt ly successive monarchs, 
between the years 1840 and 1463. The west front and the great window were built by 
the rival pnnees, Richard HI and Henry YH , and it was uio latter monarLh who com- 
menced the beautiful chapel which bears his name, the first stone of which was laid Jan. 24, 
1602 8 The abbey was dissolved, and made a bidiopno, 1641 , and was finally made a 
collegiate church ly Elisabeth, 1660 —Made a barradc for soldiers, July 1648 Mercunus 
Jhu&us — ^The groat west window, and the western towers rebuilt m the reigns of George I 
and II The choir injured by fi^ July 9, 1608 Mr Wyatt commenced restoring the 
dilapidated ports m 1609, at an expense of 42,0001 A fire, but without any senons injury 
being done, occurred Apnl 27, 1629 The oveniim services for the worki^ classes com 
menced on Jan. 8, 166^ when a sermon was preach^ by the dean, Dr l^en^ 

WESTMINSTER Bishopric and Deahebt At the dissolution of monastenes, West- 
mmster abbey was valued at 89771 per annum , king Henry YIII m 1689, erected it into 
a deanery , and m 1641 he erected it mto a bishopnc, and appomted John Thirleby prelate. 
But he^ having wasted the patrimony allotted by the king for tiie support of ^ see, was 
translated to Norwich m 1660, and with him ended the Inmc^c of Westminster , ^ddle 
sex, whidi was the dmeese^ being restored to London. The dean contmuod to preside until 
the accession of Mary, who restored the abbot , but Eluabeth displaced t^ abbot, and 
erected the abbty mto a 0 QlloB;iate diurcdi of a dean and twdve prebendaries, as it still 
oontmues On tne revival of the order of the Bath, m 1726, the 6oui of Westminster was 
appomted dean of that order , which honour has bemcontmued. 

WESTMINSTER BRIDGES. The old bndge was accounted, on its erectioin, one of 
the most beautifiil stmctoies of the kmd m the world. It was begun (after a design of M. 
Labdye), Sqpt. 18, 1788 , the first stone was laid Jan. 29, 1788 9 , and it was c^ed for 
passengers Nov 17, 1760 , cost 426,6602. It was built of Portland stone, and crosses the 
nver where the breadth is 1228 feet. Owing to the aiwking of several of its piers, most of

WESTHINSTEB HALLk LondoiL One of the most venerable remains of Hingli«h 
artdntecture, first built by WiUiam Bufus m 1097, for a banqueting hall , and hero in 1099, 
on hiB return from Normandy, ** he k^ hia feast of Whitsuntide very royallj ’* The hall 
became rumous before the reim of Ihchard II who repaired it m 1897, raised the walls, 
altered the windows, and added a new roo( as well as a stately porch and other bnilduu^ 
In 1286, Henry III on New-year's dav caused 6000 poor persons to be entertained m this 
hall, and m the other rooms of his palace, aa a celebration of queen Bleanor's coronation , 
and here Bichard II held his Ghnstmas festive m 1897, when the number of the guests 
each, day the feast lasted was 10,000 Slow The courts of law were establidied here by 
long John. Idem. Westminster haU is universally alloired to be the largest room m 
Eur^ unsupported hy pillars it is 270 feet m lengui, and 74 broad. The hall underwent 
a general repair in 1802 Concurrently with the erection of the palace of Westminster, many 
improvements and alterations have lately boon made in this magnificent hall. The Ydlnntett 
Bme Corps were drilled m the hall in the wmter of 1859 

WESTHINSTEB, Falaoe of, the Houses of Farhamont Bee Paioee of Weelmtnaler and 
ParhaimenL 

WESTHINSTEB SCHOOL^ London, was founded by queen Elisabeth m 1560, for the 
education of forty boys, denominated the Queen’s Scholmw, who are prepared for the 
umvorsity It is situat^ within the walls of the abbey, and is separated into two schode 
or divisions, comprising seven forms or dosses. Besides the adiolars on the foundation, 
many of the nobility aim j^try send their sons to Westminster for mstruotion, so that thu 
establishment vies with Eton in celebrity 

WESTPHALIA (Germany) This duchy bdon^ in former times to the dukes of 
Saxony, and afterwarcU became subject to the artlibiiuiop of Cologne. On the seonlansatian 
of 1801^ it was made over to Hesse Darmstadt , and m 1814, was coded for an equivalent 
to Prussia. The kingdom of Westphalia, one of the temporary kingdoms of Bonaparte^ 
composed of conquests from Prussia, Hesso-Cassel, Hanover, and the smaller states to the 
west of Elbe, was created Dec. 1, 1807, and Jerome Bonaparte appomtod king Hanover 
was annexed Haroh 1, 1810 The kingdom of Westphalia was overturned m 1818, and the 
country given to Prussia. 

WESTPHALIA, o^ Husbteb, Peace of, signed at Hunster and at Osnabnig^ between 
France, the emperor, and Sweden , Spam contmmng the war against France By this peace 
the prmciple of a balance of power in Europe was first recqgmsed , Alsace given to France^ 
and port of Pomerania and somo other distncts to Sweden , the Elector Palatmo restored to 
the Lower Palatinate , the religious and jiolitioal rif^ts of the Gorman States established , 
and the mdependence m the Swim Confedmtion recM^pused by Germany, Oct. 24, 1648 

WHALE-FISHEBY, it is said, was first earned on by the Norwegians so early as A.1I. 
887 LomUL Whales were killed at Newfoundland and Icdand for their oil only till 1578 , 
the use of their fins and bones was notj^ known, consequently (a wnter quaintly adds) no 
stays were worn by the ladies. The English whale fishfim ooEi.menced at Spitsbergen in 
1598 , but the Dutch had been previoudy fishing there The fishery was mudi promoted 1^ 
an act of parliament passed m 1749 From 1800 to 2000 whales have been killed mnnally 
on the coast of Greenland, Ac. The quantity of whale-oil imported m 1814 was 88,567 tons. 
The quantity m 1826, when mu-li|^t become general, was muced to 25,000 tuns , so that 
the oGnsumption of oil had bec^e, on this account, greatly diminished. In 1840 titw 
quantity was about 22,000 tuns , and m 1850, it was 21,828 tuns. 

WHEAT The Chinese asenbe to their emperor, Ching Noung^ who succeeded Fbhi, tiia 
art of husbandry, and method of making bread firm wheat, abmt 2000 years before the 
Ghristian era. wheat was introduced mto Britain, m the sixth century, by OoH ap Coll 
FiewL Moberfa Bid.

WHISKY, the distilled spint produced from malt and other com m Scotland and Ireland, 
of which about eight milhons of gallons are distilled annually in the former, and upwards dT 
nine millions of felons in the latter The duty upon thu article has produced an annual 
revenue of about three milhons. The dutillation m whisky m these countnes u referred to 
th6 sixteenth century , but some authors state it to have b^ earlier See DiaUUaHon, In 
1856 the duties on spirits dutilled m Scotland and Ireland were equalised with those 
dishlled in England. 

WHITEBOYS, a body of ruffians m Irdand, so called on account of their wearing hnen 
frocks over their coats. They committed dreadful outrages m 1761 , but were suppressed 
1y a mihtaiy force and the nn^eaders executed in 1762 Thyrose into insurrection again, 
and were suppressed, 1786 7 Whitebcys have appeared at vanous tunes smee, maming 
their steps by the most frightful crimes. The insurrection act was passed on thcor account 
in 1822 

WHITEFIELD, Oborge, the founder of the ** CkMnuite Meihoduta^^* was the son of an 
innkeeper at Gloucester, where he received hu first education He was admitted a servitor 
at Oxford m 1782, and became a compamon of the Wedeys there, and aided them m esta- 
blishmg Methodi^ He parted finom them m 1741, on account of Iheir r^ection of the 
doctrine of decUon. He was the most doquent preadier of his day His first sermon was 
preached m 1786 , and he commenced fidd preaching in 1789 He is said to have ddivmd 
18,000 sermons dnimg his career of 84 years. His fdlowers are termed the countess of 
Huntingdon’s oonnecnon,” frmn his haying become her ohaidam m 1748 There were 
109 chapels of this connection m 1851 , but many of his followers have joined tha 
Independents. He was bom m 1714^ and ued m 1770 See TabemaOe. 

WHITE FBIABS. See Ocermahtea They had numerous monastenes throa^ont 
England , and a precinct in London without the Temple, and west of Bladdhars, is called 
Whai^Htara to this day, after a oommumty ei their ordW, founded there m 1245 

WHITEHALL (London), built by Hubert de Bui^^ earl of Kent, befbre the middle ot

WHITE PLAINS (N Amenca), where a battle waa fought Oct 28, 1776, between the 
revolted Amencans and the Bntiah forces under sir William Howe It terminated m the 
defeat of the Amencans, who suffered considerable loss m killed, wounded, and prisoners.

WHITE TOWER, the keep or citadel m the Tower of London, a largo square, irregular 
buildmg, erected in 1070, by Gandulph, bishop of Rochester Ik nioasurea 116 feet 1^ 96, 
and la 92 feet m height , ^e walls, which are 11 feet thick, having a winding staircase con- 
tmued along two of the sides, like that m Dover Castle It contains the sea armoury, and 
the volunteer armouiy— the latter for 30,000 men Within this tower is the ancient chapel 
of St John, ongmally used by the English monarchs. The turret at the N E. angle, whhdi 
IS the highest and largest of the four by which the White Tower is surmounted, was used for 
astronomical purposes by Fbunsted, previously to the erection of the Boyal Observatory at 
Qieenwich 

WH ITSUNTIDE. This festival is appointed by the Church to commemorate the descent 
of the Holy Ghost upon the apostles in the primitive Church, the newly baptized persons 
or catechumens, used to wear white garments on Whitsunday This feast is moveable, and 
sometimes falls m Hay and sometimes in June , but is always exactly seven weelu after 
Easter Rogation week (vfhteh see) is the week before Whitsunday 

WHITTINGTON'S CHARITIES Sir Richard Whittington, a citizen and mercer of 
London, served the office of lord mayor three times, the last tune m 1419 The marvellous 
stones connected with his name are totally destitute of truth. His mumficent chanties are 
little known and seldom praised. He founded his college, dedicated to the Holy Ghost and 
Yirgm Mary, m 1424 , and his alms-houses m 1429 , the latter stand on Highgate Hill,

Wool was the staple commodity of Fiiigland m the reign of Edward 111 , when the woolsa^ 
first came mto use. 

WOOLWICH (Kent), the most ancient mibtary and naval araonal in Eng^d, and ede- 
brated for its royd dockyard, where men of war have been built as early as the reign of 
Henry YllI 1512, when the Harry Grace de Dien was constructed. Here Ae also was burnt 
m 1552 The royal arsenal was formed about 1720, on the site of a rabbit-warren , it contains 
vast magazines of great guns, mortars, bombs, powder, and other warlike stores , a foundiy, 
with three furnaces, for castmg ordnance , and a laboratory, where fireworks and cartndgea 
are made, and grenades, Ac. barged for the pubhc service The royal mihtary academy was 
erected m the royal arsenal, but the institution was not completely formed until 19th 
Geo II 1745 The arsenal, storehouses, Ac burnt, to the value of 200,000/ May 20, 1802.

Sept 8, 1651, between the royalist army and the forces ot 
the parliament, the latter commanded by Cromwell A largo body of Ekots had marched 
into England, Sept 28, 1642, to reinstate Charles II , but Cromwell ngiially defeated them , 
the streets of the mty were strewn with the dead, the whole Scots army having been either 
lolled or taken prisoners This famous battle afforded Cromwell wluit he called his eroioatfig 
fiiersy Charles with difficnlty escaped to France. More than 2000 of the royalists ware 
alam, and of 8000 pnsoners, most were sold as slaves to the American colonies. 

WORKING MEN’S COLLEGES The first was establndied in Sheffield, by working- 
men. The second, in London, by the rev professor Fredonc D Maurice, as pnncimd/m 
Oct. 1854 , * a thud in Cambnuge, and m 1855, a fourth in Oxford , all, wholly for the 
working classes, and undertaking to impart snch knowledge as each man feels he is most in 
want c£ The colleges engage to hnd a teacher, wherever 10 or 12 members agree to form a 
nlaiw , and also to Imve lectures given. They are highly successfuL

The Egyptians, it is said, were the first who fixed the length of the year The 
Roman year was rntruduced by Romulus, 738 b.o , and it was corrected by Numa, 718 B.C , 
and agam by Julius CiBsar, 45 b.0 See CdUndar The solar or astronomical year was 
found to comprise 865 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes, 51 seconds, and 6 decimals, 265 B.0 The 
sidmal joax, or return to the same star, is 865 days, 6 hours, 9 minutes, and 11 seconds. 
A considmble variation prevailed generally among the nations of antiquity, iwd still 
partially prevods, with regard to we commencement of the year The jews dated the 
beguming of the sacred year in the month of March , the Athenians m tiie monUi of June , 
the Macedonians on the 24th Sept. , the Ghnstians of Egypt and Ethiopia on the 29th or 
80th of August , and the Persians and Armenians on llie 11th of that month. Neariy all 
the nations of the Christian world now commence the year on the Ist of January CharleslX.

TEAR IN England The English began their year on the 25th of December, nntQ the 
tune of William the Conqueror This prince having been crowned on Jan. 1, gave occasion 
to the Eiqdiah to bemn tlieir year at that tune, to nuike it agree with the then most remark- 
able penod of their mstory Stow But though the bistoncal vear begau on the day of the 
Circumcision, yet the civu or 1ml year did not commence till Ae dav of the Annunciation, 
namely, the 25th of March Until the act for altennn the style, as late as 1752 ^see 
the year did not legally and generally commence m Eimland until the last mentioned day 
In Scotland, at that period, the year began on the 1st of January This diffisrence causM 
neat practical inconveniences , and January, February, and part of March Bometimes bm 
two dates, as we often find m old records, 1745 1746, or 1745 6, or 174| Such a reckoning 
often led to chronological mistakes , for instance, wo popularly say “the revolution of 1688,” 
as that great event banned m February of the year 1688, according to the then mode of 
comimtation but if tne vear were held to begin, as it does now, on the 1st of January, it 
would bo the revolution of 1689 

YEAR, Lunau, the space of time which comprehends twelve lunar months, or 854 days^ 
8 hours, 48 minutes, was m use among tlie Clioldcnns, Persians, and anuont Jews. 
Once m every tliroe years was added another lunar month, so os to make the solar and the 
lunar year nearly agree. But though the months were lunar, the year was solar , that is^ 
the firrt month was of thirty days, and the second of twenty nine, and so altoniatmy , and 
the montli added tnennially was called the second Adar The Jews afterwards fdlowed the 
Roman manner of computation

YEAR OF THE Rbion From the time of William the Conqueror, A D 1066, the year 
of the sovereign’s reign has boon given to «J1 public mstroments. The kii^s patmts, 
diarters, prudamatioiis, and all acis of jiarliament, have smee then been gener^y so dated. 
The same manner of dating is used m most of the European states for all similar documents 
and records. 

YEAR AND A Day A space of time in law, that in many cases estabhshes and fixes 
a right, as m on estiuY on proclamation being made, if the owner does not claim it with^ 
the tune, it is forfeited The term arose m the Norman law, which enacted that a beast 
found on anothePs land, if unclaimed for a year and a day, belonged to the lord of the soil. 
It IS otherwise a legal space of time 

YELIX)W FEVER. This dreadful pestilence made its appearance at Philadelphia, 
where it comnutted great ravages, A d 1699 It appeared m several islands of the West 
Indies m 1782, 1789, and 1745 It raged with aupaialleled violence at Philadelphia, m 
Oct 1762 , and most awfully at New Yo^ in the bogiiming of August 1791 Tms fover 
agpun spre^ groat devastation at Philadelphia m July, 1798 , carrying off several thousand 
persons. USrdv^e Ann It again apjiearod in Oct 1797 , and spre^ its ravages over the 
northern coast of Amenco, Sept 1798 It re appeared at Philadelphia in the summer of 
1802 , and broke out in Spam, m Sept 1803 The yellow fever was veiy violent at 
Gibraltar m 1804 and 1814 , m the Mauritius, July 1815 , at Antigua, in Sept 1816 , and 
it raged with dreadful coiisequonces at Cadiz, and the Isle of St Leon, in Sept 1819 
A malignant fever raged at Gibraltar m Sept 1828, and did not terminate until the 
foUowmgyear 

YEOMEN OF THE OtTAUD, a peculiar body of foot guards to the king’s person, insti- 
tuted at the coronation of Henry Yll Oct 30, 1485. which onginallv consisted of fifty men 
under a captain They were of a laiger stature than other guards, being required to be 
over six feet in height and were armed with arquebuses and other arms. The bond was 
increased by Hcniys fmccessors to one hundred men, and seventy Bupemumoranes , and 
when one of the hundred died, it was ordered that his place should be supplied out of the

YORE CATHEDRAL. This nu^estic fabric was erected at different penoda, and on the 
mte of former bnildings, whicli have agam and ogam been destroyed oy fire. The first 
Chnstian chnrdi erected here, which appears to have been preceded ly a Roman temjde, WM 
bnilt by Edwin, king of Northumbria, of wood, m A.D 625, and of stone about the year 685 
It was damaged by fire in 741, and was rebuilt by arcbbisbcm Albert, about 780 It was 
again destroyed by fire m the year 1069, and rebmlt by archmdiop ThomBa. It was omoe 
more burnt down in 1187, along with St Mary’s Ab^, and 89 pandi ebnrohes in York 
Archbishop Bc^r began to baikL the dioir m 1171 , Walter Gny added the south trsns^ 
in 1227 , John de Romayne, the treasurer of the cathedral, built the north trans^ m 1260 
His son, the archbishop, laid the foundation of the nave in 1291 In 1880, Wilhsm de 
Melton ^ilt the two western towers, which were fimdied by John de Biimui^duun m 1842 
ArohbiBhop Thoresby, m 1861, began to rebuild the dioir, in accordance wiSi the mi^pii 
ficence of the nave, and he aim rebuilt the lantern tower And thus by many bands, and 
many oontnbntionB of multitudeB on the promise of indulgences^ this magnificent fiibno waa 
commeted. It was first set on fire by Jonathan Martin, a lunatic, and the roof of the choir 
and its inteniid fittings destroyed, Feb 2, 1829 , the damage estimated at 60,0001. , waa 
repaired m 1882 An accidental fire broke out, which m one hour reduced the bdfiy to a 
aheU, destroyed the roof of the nave^ and much damaged the edifice^ May 20, 1840

ZELA (N -E. Asia Minor) Whore Jnlins Cnsar defeated Phamaces, king of Pontns, son 
of Mithndatea Osesar, m annonuemg this victoiy, sent his famous despatch to the senate 
of Borne, m these wo^ ** Veni, vyii, vief’ — “1 came, 1 saw, 1 conquered'* (said, bjr 
Tamtas, to be Ihe shortest despatch on record), so rapidly and easily was his tnamph 
obtamed This battle ended the war , Phamaces escap^ mto Bosphoma where he was 
•lam by his hentenant Asander , Pontns was made a Boznan province, and Bosphoms given 
to Mitiuidates of Pergamus, 47 B.C ^ 

ZELL, Castle of, m Hanover The prison of the queen Matilda of Denmark, sister to 
George 111 of England A new ministry in Denmark, headed by the dowager queen, were 
opposed m their pohey by the reigning queen Matilda, and counts Brandt and Straensee^ 
now favourites at court The kmg had oisplacod sever^ of the queen-dowager’s friends, and 
m revenge upon Matilda, to whom these mmisters paid great attention, she msmuated 
that the queen had condescended to have an mtngne with Straensee This unfounded 
flhaige was steadily persisted m, and m the end the unfortunate Matdda was doomed to bo 
impnsoned for life.* His Bntannic Msgesty so far mterferod as to send a small squadron 
of ships to convey the unhappy princess to Germany The castle of Zell was appomted for 
her residence, and here she mod at four-and-twenty years of age, denying in her last 
moment that she had ever been unfaithful to the king She embamed at Elsmorn May 10, 
1772, and died in 1775 

* It was rasolvBd to sinprisa the king in the middle of the nighty and force him to alga an order fir 
eommittlug the minlaten to eeparate nrlamui, and to aoonae them of a design to detlirone and pcdeoii the 
king, and report a criminal enneepondence of the qneen with her Ihyourite. This design was ezeonted on 
the night of Jan 16. 1778, when a masked ball was given at the palaoe. The queen had moat of 

the evening with Btnieuaee, and had retired to her chamber about two in the morning About fimr, the 
quean-dowager and her pai^ entered the king's chamber, and inftmned him that the queen, with 
Beruenaea^ ms brother, aud Brandt^ were at that moment onay in drawing up an act of renundatirai of 
the orown, which they would immediately after oompd him to sign, and they therefbre demanded thefar 
arrest Obrlstiiin, through importunitiea and threata, eonaented, after some remonstranoe to this scan- 
dalous requisition, and count Bantaau was deepatohed to the queen's apurtmentt at this untimely hour, 
to ezeouta the king's orders.

The evidence against the qneen consisted in a number of droumstanoes, 
all of them suseoj^ble uf an innocent eznlanation, sworn to by her attendants who wore employed as 
apiee. It is trus that hsr own signature aflixed to a oo nf iw ri on was slkBed agalnat her , but this alguatnre 
proves nothing but tbs t n se n eas of her euemlaSk and their malice. Bohaok, who waa aant to interrogata 
te at Oroueuburg, waa reoeived by Matilda with indignation, when he apoke of her oonnootUm with 
Btwij w y When he showed Strusnese's oonfimeion tiuier, he artftiUy intimated that the fa l l en mfniriiw 
wo^be »qk|Jeetedtoaoniel death if he was fimnd to have fldseiy orimineted the queen.

Se^ 11, 1697 This victory of the Austrian arms led to the peace of Carlowits, negotiated 
in 109^ and ratified m January 1699 

ZINC The ore of zinc, ddamme, was known to the Gredcs, who used it m the manulae- 
tnre of brass. It is said to have been known m China, however, and is noticed by 
European writers as early as A d 1231 , though the method of extractuig it from the ore 
was unknown for nearly five hundred years after The metal imo is first mentioned by
